Sir,— The Institutions Registration Department 
respectfully submits its fourteenth annual report for the 
year ending January 31, 1911. 

The force employed in the department consists of 
eleven persons in addition to the registrar and two 
examining physicians.

The commitments to Foxborough State Hospital 
numbered 119. Last year they numbered 172. Since 
September, 1910, the department has not made appli- 
cation for commitment of patients who were willing to 
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go. It was found that in many cases where commit- 
ments had been made, patients were discharged within 
a short time because in the opinion of the superintendent 
of that hospital they would not be benefited by treatment 
there. The policy now is to have voluntary patients 
apply to Dr. John A. Horgan, an official connected with 
the Foxborough State Hospital, who decides whether 
or not they are suitable patients for treatment, and, if 
found suitable, they are sent to the hospital. By this 
method considerable expense is saved to the county and 
the system by which voluntary patients are admitted 
is greatly simplified. 

There were sent to Deer Island Hospital to May 1, 
1910, 43 patients; 34 for delirium tremens and 9 for 
observation. Since May 1, 1910, no patients have been 
sent to the Deer Island Hospital. Acts of 1910, chap- 
ter 307, section 3, provides: ‘‘On and after the first day 
of May in the current year no person suffering from 
delirium, mania, mental confusion, delusion or hallu- 
cination shall be harbored or confined in any penal 
institution within the City of Boston for a period exceed- 
ing twelve hours.”’ Since the passage of this act. all 
persons suffering from delirium, mania, mental confusion, 
delusion or hallucination, exclusive of delirium tremens, 
have been sent to the psychopathic ward of the Boston 
State Hospital. 

Since May 1, 1910, all persons suffering with delirium 
tremens have been sent to the Boston City Hospital 
or its branch, the Relief Station, Haymarket square, or 
to the State Infirmary. From May 1, 1910, to January 
1, 1911, patients were sent as follows:

INVESTIGATION OF SETTLEMENTS. 


For the year ending January 31, 1911, 7,286 settle- 
ments were investigated. To the State Infirmary were 
sent 2,845 persons; to the Boston Almshouse and Hos- 
pital, Long Island, 1,378; to the Almshouse in Charles- 
town, 87. wees 

In addition, the department investigates for the Board 
of Health the settlements of patients at the state 
sanatoriums for whose support claim is made on the 
Health Department.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Arrangements have been made with the Boston 
City Hospital whereby patients suffering with delirium 
tremens sent to the City Prison or House of Detention 
are to be sent to the Relief Station, Haymarket square, 
when found, after examination, to be in need of hospu.cal 
treatment. State cases, when their condition warrants 
it, are sent to the State Infirmary. The department 
believes it would be much better if all persons suffering 
with delirium tremens who come under the care or 
protection of the police could be sent directly by the 
police to the Relief Station, Haymarket square, instead 
of being detained at the City Prison or House of Detention 
pending their removal to the Relief Station. 

Dr. George F. Jelly, who has been an examiner for 
the insane for thirty years, resigned December 31, 1910. 
His work was marked by judgment, ability and con-- 
servatism; he was admired and beloved by all who had 
the privilege of association with him, and he takes in 
his retirement the best wishes of the department. 


FINANCIAL. 


The total amount of the appropriation was $23,000; 
amount expended, $20,470.25.

To His Honor the Mayor: 


The undersigned submits the report of the Law 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1911, 
containing a brief general statement of the business 
and doings of the department during the year. 

There has been a very great increase in the amount 
and importance of the business and work of the depart- 
ment during the past few years. For instance, a com- 
parison of the legislative matters in which the city was 
interested, which were before the Legislature of 1908 
and those before the Legislature of 1910, show that they 
have more than doubled in number. The number of 
bills before the Legislature in 1910 which affected the 
city to some degree was nearly six hundred, and each 
one of these bills required some attention on the part 
of the department. 

With the exception of accident cases, there has been 
a constant increase during the year in all the duties of 
the department, including the care of matters before 
the Legislature .and the courts, examination of titles, 
the giving of written opinions and oral advice in answer 
to requests therefor from the Mayor, heads of depart- 
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ments, officers of the city, the City Council, committees 
of the City Council and the School Committee; the 
investigation of and passing upon claims against the 
city which have been allowed by the Committee on 
Claims of the City Council; attendance before commit- 
tees and the work connected with making settlements; 
the drafting, supervision and approval of contracts, 
bonds and other instruments relating to matters under- 
taken by or for the city or in which it had an interest; 
the drafting of ordinances, legislative acts, contracts, 
orders and reports. ; 

In addition to these general duties the department 
has had the collection of bills to a large amount sent 
to it by the collector and by the different departments, 
and the enforcement of the building laws. 

The following table shows the number of cases pending 
in court and disposed of during the year, classified accord- 
ing to the nature of the case:

Besides the above, the city was summoned as trustee 
in about five hundred cases. There would probably 
be less of these trustee actions, and the defending of 
them by the trustee would be easier, were it not for the 
fact that many employees of the city assign their wages 
or pay to be earned in the future. The State Legislature, 
recognizing the serious evils and dangers of such assign- 
ments, has passed a number of laws to restrict them, but 
the practice still continues to a considerable extent. 
Lenders of money resort to many devices to defeat the 
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objects of these laws, and in too many cases succeed in 
doing so. When a wage earner once gets into the power 
of these money lenders, the more he struggles the more 
he is entangled, and he is almost never free until all his 
money is gone. If this evil could be prevented, it would 
not only protect the city employees but save much 
time and trouble to the City Treasurer’s Department 
as well as the Law Department. That this evil can be 
stopped so far as city employees are concerned is proved 
by the fact that it has been absolutely stopped in the 
Police Department. I would recommend, therefore, 
that the different departments be instructed to take 
the necessary steps to put an end to these assignments. 

Arthur L. Spring, Assistant Corporation Counsel, who 
had been connected with the department for over ten 
years, resigned on the first of January, 1911. His 
place has not yet been filled, a temporary arrangement 
having been made to employ him in assisting in the 
legislative business during the 1911 session of the General 
Court, it being the same work which he had been doing 
during the winter time for the past five or six years. 

William P. Higgins, Esq., was appointed an assistant 
August 1, 1910.

Srr,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston present the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1911, being their fifty-ninth annual report.

ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The Board organized on May 6, 1910, by the election 
of Mr. Josiah H. Benton as president, Mr. Thomas F. 
Boyle, vice president, and Miss Della Jean Deery, clerk. 
- The term of Rev. Alexander Mann expired on April 
30, 1910, and he was reappointed and qualified a mem- 
ber of the Board for five years from that date. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. These consist of the annual 
appropriation by the City Council, and the income from 
trust funds, given to the trustees but invested by the 
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City Treasurer under the direction of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the city. During the past year these receipts 
were as follows:

Second, receipts which are accounted for and paid into 
the city treasury. These consist of receipts from fines 
for the detention of books, from sales of finding lists, 
bulletins and catalogues; from commissions paid for the 
use of telephone facilities; from sales of waste; from pay- 
ments for lost books, and from money found in the 
library. These receipts, during the year, have been as 
follows:

The $383.82 received for lost books, being received 
only to replace lost library property is, when paid into 
the city treasury, added to the appropriation for library 
maintenance. A balance sheet showing all the receipts 
and expenditures of the Library Department in detail 
is hereinafter contained. 


Ciry- APPROPRIATION. 


As we have pointed out in previous reports, the sum 
required for the proper administration of the library, 
taking into account the increase in the population of 
the city, and the enlarged demands made upon the 
library system, willrequirea progressive increase in appro- 
priations. Without such an increase the library will 
fail to be efficiently worked and improved to its full 
capacity for the education of our people, and its use- 
fulness will surely decrease. The library cannot simply 
mark time. It must either march forward or fall 
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behind in its work. The appropriation last year was 
fully required for the efficient administration and main- 
tenance of the institution. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 


During the year 43,319 volumes have been added to 
the library collection. Of these, 27,535 were purchased, 
12,426 were given to the library, and the remainder were 
received by exchange, binding of periodicals into vol- 
umes, etc.; 13,906 volumes were purchased for the 
Central Library and 13,629 for the branch libraries and 
reading-room stations. 

The total amount expended for books, including 
$6,880.77 for periodicals and $2,064.82 for newspapers, 
was $50,002.37, or about 13 per cent of the entire expense 
of the library for all purposes. Besides these expendi- 
tures, $920.30 was spent for photographs. 

The average cost of all books purchased was $1.52 per 
volume. Of the books purchased, 17,162 were bought 
from money appropriated by the city, at an average cost 
of $1.86 a volume, and 9,421 were bought with the 
income of trust funds, at an average cost of $1.82 a 
volume. 

In the purchase of books the trustees have endeavored, 
within the means at their command, to provide current 
instructive and useful books for the people and to replace 
such books worn out by use. And they have sought as 
well to provide books for the use of scholars so that the 
library may not lose its distinctive character not only 
as a popular library for the use of the people but also as a 
library for scholarly research and work. ‘They are con- 
vineed that it is only by keeping the library strong in 
both these directions that it can continue to be a great 
permanent educational institution and of the greatest 
benefit to the city. 


Book CIRCULATION AND USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


There were issued during the year for direct home use 
299,771 volumes at the Central Library, and from the 
Central Library through the branches and reading-room 
stations 74,182 others, while the branches and reading- 
room stations also issued 1,069,153 volumes for direct 
home use. There were also issued from the Central 
Library, branches and reading-room stations, for use at 
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schools and institutions, 159,119 volumes, making the 
entire issue for use outside the library buildings 1,602,225 
volumes. 

The use of the library for general reference and study 
is unrestricted. It is therefore impracticable to record 
this use statistically. Its extent, however, is shown by 
the fact that about half a million call slips for the table 
use of books in Bates Hall alone are required during the 
year. The daily use of books and other library material 
in the Central Library and in the branches is doubtless 
many times greater than the home use of books drawn 
out upon cards. 


BINDING AND REPAIR OF BOOKS. 


During the year 37,154 volumes have been bound in 
the bindery. Besides this, a large amount of miscellane- 
ous work has been completed, consisting of the folding, 
stitching and trimming of 160,106 library publications, 
the mounting of maps and photographs, the repairing 
of books, the making of periodical covers, etc. The 
expense of performing this necessary miscellaneous work 
is equivalent to about 25 per cent of the total expense 
of the department. The ability to do it promptly in 
our own bindery greatly promotes the convenience, 
economy and efficiency of the library work. 

The re-binding and repair of books, other than that 
included in ordinary current binding, neglected on 
account of insufficient appropriations in past years, 
but begun in 1908, has continued during the year, 
7,710 volumes having been bound by the extra force 
specially employed on this work. 


HouRS OF SERVICE. 


The Central Library and the branches open and their 
work begins at nine o’clock in the morning. The read- 
ing-room stations open in the afternoon at varying 
hours, most of them at two o’clock. The service con- 
tinues until ten o’clock at night at the Central Library 
building and at the West End Branch, and until nine 
at the other branches and reading-room stations except 
during the summer months. _From June 15 until Sep- 
tember 15 the Central Library and West End Branch are 
closed at nine o’clock. The other branches and read- 
ing rooms during a shorter period close earlier than in 
winter, most of them at six o’clock. The Central

Library is in operation 102 week days of twelve hours 
each, 203 week days of thirteen hours each, 17 Sundays 
of nine hours each, and 35 Sundays and two holidays 
of ten hours each, making an aggregate of 359 days, or 
4,680 hours, during each twelve months. 

The Sunday service as now arranged includes ate 
Central Library and the West End Branch throughout 
the year. All the other branches (except the West 
Roxbury Branch, which has no Sunday service) and 
the eight largest reading rooms provide Sunday service 
from November 1 to May 1 only. The hours are as 
follows: 

At the Central Library and West End Branch, from 
twelve o’clock to ten o’clock, except that the closing 
hour is nine o’clock from June 15 until September 15. 
At the South End Branch from twelve o’clock to nine 
o’clock. At the other branches (except West Roxbury), 
and at the eight largest reading rooms (namely, Allston, 
Codman Square, Broadway Extension, Warren Street, 
Roxbury Crossing, Boylston Station, City Point, Parker 
Hill), from two o’clock to nine o’clock. At all of these 
reading rooms except Codman Square the room is 
closed from six to seven o’clock. 

The total number of hours of Sunday service provided 
annually at the Central Library and at the West End 
Branch is 507 each; at the South End Branch, 234 hours; 
at the other branches (except West Roxbury) and at 
the Codman Square Reading Room, 182 hours each, 
and at the following reading rooms: Allston, Broadway 
Extension, Warren Street, Roxbury Crossing, Boylston 
Station, City Point, Parker Hill, 156 hours each. 


LIBRARY COOPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETC. 


The trustees continue to cooperate with the educa- 
tional work of the schools as far as possible without 
impairing the library service in other directions. 

During the past year the library has been daily 
supplying with books 28 branches and reading rooms, 
111 public and parochial schools, 58 engine houses and 
30 institutions, and sending out upon the average from 
the Central Library about 400 volumes every day by 
its delivery wagons. The number of volumes sent on 
deposit from the Central Library through the branch 
system was 41,077, of which 8,780 were sent to schools. 
There were also sent from the branches themselves and 
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from two of the largest reading rooms 21,308 volumes 
on deposit, distributed among 131 places. Of these 
14,522 were sent to schools. That is to say, not only 
is the collection of the Central Library used as a reservoir 
from which books may be drawn for use in the branches 
and reading rooms, but each of the branches and read- 
ing rooms is in itself a reservoir from which books are 
drawn for use by teachers in schools in its immediate 
vicinity. 

We desire in this connection, however, to renew the 
suggestion contained in our last two reports, that the 
library cannot be made a mere adjunct to the schools 
without impairing its efficiency for public use, which 
is the main purpose for which it is designed and should 
be maintained. It must also be borne in mind that in 
so far as the library aids the schools by doing that 
which the schools would otherwise be required to do, 
it adds to its own expenses and correspondingly reduces 
the expenses of the schools. The question of how far 
the library ought, with due regard to its other work, 
or can within the appropriations made for it by the 
City Council, increase its work with the schools is 
therefore important, and requires constant and careful 
consideration. 


BRANCH CIRCULATION AND ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The branch libraries circulated for home use in the 
year just closed 685,327 volumes. The reading room 
stations, which are really minor branches, circulated 
for home use 383,826 volumes. In addition, 74,182 
volumes were issued from the Central Library through 
these branches and reading rooms. 

The circulation for home use, however, cannot be 
taken as an adequate measure of the work of the 
branches, although it is the only part of the work which 
is recorded so as to be expressed statistically. Irrespec- 
tive of the circulation of books for home reading the 
work done through the branches has increased to such 
an extent that the accommodations provided in many 
of the buildings occupied by them are most inadequate 
and inconvenient. 

As stated in our report last year: Boston should have 
the best equipped library system in the United States. 
Our citizens are proud of its Central Library building, 
and we believe are satisfied with the administration 
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and working of the Library Department as a whole. 
But in respect to the buildings used for branches we are, 
on the whole, behind any other important city in the 
Union. We have no branch library building so con- 
structed as to be operated with the utmost efficiency 
and economy and with the best service for the public. 

The reading-room stations, which are of very great 
importance in bringing instructive books to those who 
would not otherwise have them, — which is the primary 
purpose of a library supported by taxation,— are many 
of them inadequate and inconvenient, badly situated 
for convenient use, ill-ventilated, and in general not 
creditable to a city of the wealth and population of 
Boston. 

We invite the attention of the City Council especially 
to the matter of better accommodations for some of our 
branch libraries and reading-room stations, particularly 
at Charlestown and East Boston, in Ward 6 and in the 
district served by the Broadway Extension Reading 
Room. An examination of these branches and reading 
rooms, which we trust will be made, will show what they 
are more forcibly than any description we can give in 
this report. 

The Examining Committee of this year gave much 
time to the consideration of this matter, and made a very 
full and able report upon it. We call attention to all 
that they have said, and especially to the conclusion of 
their report where they say, ‘‘On our Central Library 
building are the words ‘Built by the People.’ Of that 
stately central building the citizens may well be proud. 
But it is only a part of asystem. Most of that system, 
in services, in uses of rich material, is good. But of it 
the branch libraries and reading rooms are an essential 
part. They are largely the hands which reach out to 
serve the people. Several of those hands, as shown 
above, are badly crippled on account of the insufficient 
accommodation provided for the operation of the 
branches. We would hide them from visitors to our 
city. But they can be made whole and strong, to serve, 
if the people of Boston and their government desire 
that. The people who, under wise leadership, built the 
central building, and maintain. the system, will surely 
remedy these conditions, if enough of the people under- 
stand them. The citizens who know them, especially 
the residents of the North End, of East Boston and of 
South Boston, have a duty to perform, namely, to 
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bring to the citizens at large, as well as to the city govern- 
ment, the crying need of better library facilities in those 
large neighborhoods.”’ 

The time has passed when the branch libraries can be 
properly operated in buildings partly devoted to other 
uses. The scheme of a municipal building devoted to 
baths, gymnasiums and other activities, and also pro- 
viding for the library, while apparently having advan- 
tages from the point of view of a neighborhood center 
does not properly provide for the work of the library. 
The work the library is doing is so far educational that 
it should be treated with the same consideration as to its 
accommodations as is given to the schools. Branch 
library buildings ought to be planned especially and 
solely for library purposes and should be dignified but 
not expensive or elaborate structures. The other impor- 
tant cities in the United States are providing for their 
branch libraries independent buildings of modern con- 
struction specially adapted to library work. The trus- 
tees are of the opinion that the same course should be 
followed here. It would add to the efficiency of the 
service, and benefit the people at large as much as any 
improvement which could be made in our library system. 


NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS. 


The newspaper room at the Central Library, the 
papers for which are mainly purchased from the income 
of a bequest of the late William C. Todd for that purpose, 
has 343 different papers filed for current reading, of 
which 266 are in the English language, 16 French, 15 
German, 7 Italian, 7 Spanish, 7 Swedish, and the rest 
in 14 other languages, including 1 in Old Hebrew, pub- 
lished in Jerusalem, and 1 in Tagalese and English, pub- 
lished in the Philippines; also Greek, Russian, Armenian, 
Polish, Welsh, Hungarian, etc. During the last year 
about 20,667 newspaper volumes were consulted by 
readers. 

One thousand five hundred and thirty-eight different 
periodicals, including serial issues published by institu- 
tions and by the state and national governments, are 
regularly filed and used in the periodical room at the 
Central Library, 183 in the Statistical, Music, Patent 
and Fine Arts Departments and in the children’s room, 
making, with the 88 taken at the branches, 1,809 in all. 
These include all the leading periodicals of the world in 
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every department of literature and science and in almost 
every language, all of which find ready readers. 


INTER-—LIBRARY LOANS. 


Under the cooperative inter-library loan system 
books are occasionally lent to public libraries in other 
cities or towns for the temporary use of a person who 
wishes to consult a book which his local library does not 
possess. In this way 915 volumes were lent to libraries 
in the state during the year 1910, and to libraries outside 
Massachusetts 79 volumes. On the other hand, a person 
in Boston can by this arrangement obtain in the same 
way from other libraries books which our library does 
not have, and during the year 23 volumes were thus 
borrowed. 


CENTRAL LIBRARY BUILDING. 


On the fifth of May the trustees made a contract, 
approved by the Corporation Counsel as to authority 
and form and approved by his Honor the Mayor, with 
Bela L. Pratt, for the completion of the Central Library 
building according to the original design, by placing 
bronze statuary on the marble pedestals previously 
erected to receive such statuary. This part of the work 
upon the building had originally been contracted for 
with Augustus Saint-Gaudens, but his death prevented 
the execution of it by him. 

Mr. Pratt is now proceeding with the execution of the 
work, which according to the terms of his contract must 
be completed by May 5, 1912, and which it is hoped will 
be completed at an earlier date. The contract calls for 
the payment of $30,000 for the completed work, payable 
in fixed installments as the work goes on. Payments 
are being made from the appropriation authorized by 
the Legislaturein 1891, chapter 324 of the Acts of 1891,—- 
‘‘for the purpose of enabling the trustees to complete 
the building, etc.” 


SALE OF CENTER BEQUEST REAL ESTATE. 


The last remaining piece of real estate received under 
the bequest of Joseph H. Center was sold by the trustees 
in June. This was the property at 15 Arnold street, 
consisting of a small lot of land and an old house in poor 
condition. The net proceeds of the sale were $1,140.21, 
and this sum was by vote of the Board transmitted to 
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the City Treasurer to be added to the principal of the 
Center Fund. There will be no further addition to 
this fund, since all the property received from Mr. 
Center has now been turned into cash and funded, 
the income to be devoted to the purchase of books. 
The total amount of the fund, including this final 
payment, is $39,340.21. 


GIFT TO THE ALLEN A. BROWN COLLECTION. 


A notable and very valuable gift to the Allen A. 
Brown Music Library was received in November from 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry M. Rogers, of Boston, consisting 
of thirteen finely bound volumes of operas, each score 
illustrated with portraits and original letters of the 
composers and the singers taking part in the production 
of the pieces, together with original sketches for the 
costumes by well-known French artists. These volumes, 
purchased in Europe by Mr. Rogers, were the personal 
copies of Louis Albert Vizentini who directed the per- 
formances in his capacity as manager and director of 
theaters and orchestras in Paris and St. Petersburg, 
and who died in 1906. 

At the same time there was received by gift through 
Mr. Rogers, to be added to the Allen A. Brown Collec- 
tion, the original manuscripts of various operatic scores 
by John Barnett, sometimes known as the ‘‘ Father of 
English Opera,’ who died in 1890. These scores were 
presented at the request of Domenico Dragonetti 
Barnett, of Cheltenham, England; of Reginald Barnett 
and Julius Barnett, of London; and of Mrs. Clara 
Kathleen (Barnett) Rogers, of Boston; and in fulfillment 
of the expressed wish of Mrs. Rosamund Mary Liszt 
(Barnett) Francillon, wife of Robert E. Francillon, of 
London, recently deceased; all of whom were the children 
of John Barnett. 

Both these gifts are to be held by the trustees on the 
terms and subject to the restrictions under which they 
hold the Allen A. Brown Collection. 


DEATH OF Mr. JAMES L. WHITNEY. 


Mr. James L. Whitney, formerly librarian, died 
September 25, 1910. After his death the trustees put 
upon their records the following statement as to his 
life and services: 
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He had been connected with the library service forty 
years, ten months and three days. During the early years 
of this extended period the American public library system was 
in process of development, and our own library, as the first 
important institution of the kind, was making precedents and 
accomplishing results to which Mr. Whitney, in no slight degree, 
contributed. 

He was graduated from Yale College in the Class of 1856, 
remaining one year longer as Berkeley Scholar of the House, an 
honor earned by passing the best examination in the classics. 
While at Yale he gained some library experience, first as assist- 
ant librarian for one year and afterwards librarian for one year 
of the library of the Brothers in Unity, a collection of about 
12,000 volumes. 

In 1868, after some years connection with the business of 
book selling, he became assistant librarian of the Cincinnati 
Public Library, and on November 7, 1869, entered the cata- 
loguing department of our own library. His subsequent service 
included the following promotions and transfers: Chief of the 
Catalogue Department from 1874 until March 31, 1899; acting 
librarian from March 31, 1899, until December 22, 1899; 
librarian from December 22, 1899, until his resignation, Febru- 
ary 1, 1903, and chief of the Department of Documents and 
Statistics from February 1, 1903, until his death. 

While in charge of the Catalogue Department he edited for 
publication the important Ticknor Catalogue of Spanish books, 
the Hand Book for Readers, the Bulletin of books added to the 
library, and other printed catalogues and publications. All of 
these, particularly the Ticknor Catalogue, with its elaborate 
notes, exhibited the scholarly research and literary care which 
always marked Mr. Whitney’s work as a cataloguer. The pub- 
lic card catalogue, in its present form, is principally due to him. 
It grew under his supervision during twenty years of painstaking 
effort, and the result secured not only the appreciative recogni- 
tion of readers who found the catalogue a practical guide to the 
collections within the library, but also the unqualified com- 
mendation of competent experts,— materially extending the 
reputation of the hbrary and enhancing Mr. Whitney’s personal 
reputation among his professional contemporaries. 

His life was in the institution with which he was so long con- 
nected. By his genial manner and kindly spirit he won the 
affection of his associates. He was seldom absent from his 
desk. His duty here was always to him a labor of love. He 
sought always with patriotic devotion to advance the interests 
of the institution, and in passing from it he provided by liberal 
bequests for the continuation of the bibliographical work in 
which he was particularly interested. 

The trustees gratefully put upon record their appreciation 
of his long, faithful and efficient service. 
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Monegy FOR MAINTAINING AND WORKING THE LIBRARY. 


Substantially all the money which the trustees can 
use for the maintenance and working of the library sys- 
tem comes from the annual appropriation by the City 
Council. The trust funds, that is, property given to 
the trustees in trust for the uses of the library, are by 
law required to be invested by the City Treasurer under 
the direction of the Finance Committee of the city. 

A detailed statement of these funds and the income 
therefrom is annually contained in the report of the 
City Treasurer and in the report of the City Auditor, 
and therefore is not presented here. The income 
received from them in 1910 was $16,497. This income 
can only be used for the specific purposes of the several 
trusts under which it is held, which vary widely. Some 
are for the purchase of books for separate branches, 
some for the addition of books to special collections, 
such as books on government and political economy, 
books in the Spanish and Portuguese languages, valuable 
rare editions of books, books of a military and patriotic 
character, books in memory of specific persons, and, in 
one case, for books published before 1850. 

During the past ten years the estimates of the trustees, 
the recommendations by the Mayor, and the amounts 
appropriated by the City Council have been as follows:

PENSIONS AND RETIREMENT OF EMPLOYEES. 


We wish earnestly to press upon the consideration of 
the city government, and of the people of the city, the 
importance, not only from humanitarian but also from 
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business considerations, of some provision which will 
render it unnecessary to retain in our service those who 
have been worn out by years of wofk in it, and whose 
retirement with suitable provision for their proper sup- 
port is demanded, not only because it is humane but 
because it is for the best business interests of the library 
and of the city. 

As bearing upon this important matter, we state the 
results of an examination made in compliance with the 
request of your Honor in a circular letter, under date of 
October 6, 1910, in which the attention of the Board 
is called to chapter 619 of the Acts of 1910, designated 
as ‘‘An Act to Authorize Cities and Towns of the Com- 
monwealth to Establish Retirement Systems for their 
Employees.” After summarizing the main points of 
this measure your letter continues: 


Among the questions that arise in relation to the measure are: 

(a.) The cost of the system to the city in actual pecuniary 
outlay. 

(b.) Its effect on the service in removing aged employees who 
by their example tend to retard the efficiency of younger and 
more active men. 

(c.) The positive gain resulting from the substitution of 
younger and stronger men for the retiring veteran. 

(d.) The net gain or loss to the city as a whole, measured, 
first in terms of pecuniary outlay, and secondly, in terms of 
efficiency. 


We are then asked to consider the question in its 
various phases as it applies to this department. In 
compliance with your letter, computations have been 
made by the librarian to determine the pecuniary 
effect of the act as applied to the employees of the 
library. 

The act provides for the retirement of employees 
with annuities and pensions, first, permissibly at age 
60 after continuous service of fifteen years, or at nearest 
age thereafter at which the fifteen-year service period 
terminates, or, secondly, by compulsion at age 70. 
_ There is also provision for the retirement of any employee 
at any age after thirty-five years of continuous service. 
Participation in the system is not compulsory as to 
present employees. Persons entering the service after 
the system is in operation must participate unless they 
are over 55 years of age when they enter the service, 
and in that case their service must end at age 70 without 
annuity or pension. 
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The act provides for contributions by employees, to 
form a basis for annuities, by means of continuous assess- 
ments upon wages or salaries, at a rate of not less than 
1 per cent nor more than 5 per cent in amount, as often 
as the wages or salaries are payable, except that employ- 
ees who receive more than $30 per week are not to be 
assessed upon a sum in excess of $30 weekly. 

Payments to an employee who is retired under the 
act are, first, an annuity based upon the contributions 
made by the employee by the assessments upon wages 
or salary as previously stated; second, a pension con- 
tributed by the city equivalent to such an annuity; and 
third, a pension for prior service, consisting of payments 
contributed by the city equivalent to such an annuity 
as would have been earned if the employee had made 
regular contribution by similar assessménts upon wages 
or salary from the employee’s date of entrance to the 
service to the date of establishment of the retirement 
system. 

Two kinds of annuity are offered by the act. One 
is a life annuity payable monthly; the other a life annuity 
payable monthly, with provision for payment to the 
legal representatives of the annuitant upon his death, 
of the difference between the payments previously made 
to him and the sum of his contributions, with interest. 
Only the first form has been considered in our computa- 
tions, since under it the larger annual payments would 
be made by the city, and it is the purpose of the compu- 
tations to show the maximum, 2. e., the greatest possible 
cost to the city, as well as the largest annual payments 
to the employees. 

Provision is made in the act for the administration 
of the retirement system, for certain details of manage- 
ment, and for the investment of the contributions of 
employees. The interest derived from such investment 
is to be compounded with the principal, so as to enlarge 
the sum upon which the annuities are based, and thereby 
enlarge the annuities and the pensions which are con- 
tributed by the city in correspondence with the annuities. 
In no ease is the total annual payment to an employee 
to be less than $200, and any deficiency is to be made 
up by contributions from the city. 

Any preliminary estimate of the financial effect of 
the act must be to an extent hypothetical. There are 
certain points which cannot be determined in advance, 
for example, the exact number of employees who would 
elect to participate, the age of retirement, ete., but in 
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making the computations as related to the library all 
employees now 45 years of age or over have been con- 
sidered as participating, and therefore the maximum 
cost to the city estimated under the following assump- 
tions: 


First. 'The act is considered as if it were to go into effect in 
the present year. Retentions of 5 per cent are to be made 
thereafter from wages or salaries as payable, except that em- 
ployees receiving more than $30 per week are, as provided in the 
act, not to be assessed in excess of $30 weekly. This would 
provide for the maximum contribution from employees per- 
mitted under the act, and would therefore result in the largest 
possible contribution from the city. 

Second. Three different retirement limits have been consid- 
ered: age 60 (or the earliest possible age under the fifteen-year 
service requirement) ; age 65, a point midway between the earli- 
est and latest possible times of retirement; and age 70, the 
compulsory age of retirement. 

Third. In computing the pensions for prior service, present 
wages have been taken as the basis of estimating the contribu- 
tions which the employees would have made if the system had 
been in operation at the time of their entrance into service. If 
the act were in operation, however, it would be found that in 
nearly every case wages in the early years of service were 
smaller than present wages. The computed pensions for prior 
service forming part of the annual payments to employees 
shown in the tables are therefore somewhat larger than would 
actually accrue. But, on the other hand, accelerations of 
prior-service pensions, by additions of interest accumulations, 
have been disregarded in the computations for two reasons, first, 
it was found that in many cases in dealing with small amounts 
and limited periods of accumulation the element of interest 
would not materially affect the result; and, secondly, the 
omission of the element of interest was considered to offset the 
excess of present wages over the smaller wages in the earlier 
periods of service. In computing the basis of annuities to be 
derived from employees’ future contributions and the pension 
for future service derived from the city’s equivalent payments, 
interest on the employees’ contributions has been allowed for, 
at the rate of 3 per cent, compounded semi-annually. 

Fourth. Every employee now in theservice, 45 years of age 
or over, has been considered as retiring under the act. Actually 
the number retiring would be somewhat reduced by the death of 
employees or their separation from the service for other reasons 
before reaching the age of retirement. But the number of 
employees under consideration is so small that this reduction, 
‘inasmuch as it would involve complications in computation 
and would not affect the result except to slightly reduce the 
cost to the city, has been disregarded. 

Fifth. In computing the maximum annual expense to the 
city, payments to retiring employees are assumed to continue 
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for a number of years corresponding to the probability of con- 
tinuance of life, after age 60, 65 or 70, as the case may be, as 
determined by the American experience life tables. 


With these explanations we present tables showing 
the results of the computations. 

The first table shows the number of employees 
retiring by years, under the provisions of the act, at 
retiring age 60 (or at the age nearest above 60 when 
the required 15 years of service will terminate). This 
table assumes, therefore, that the employees will retire 
at the earliest possible age. It shows the average total 
payment annually per employee, in form of annuity 
and pension combined, the total amount required in 
each year to meet the payments on account of employees 
retiring in that year, the part of such total amount 
that is earned by employees’ contributions, and the 
part contributed by the city. The employees retiring 
in 1911, or immediately upon the establishment of the 
system, would receive a pension for prior service only, 
all of which would be contributed by the city, no annuity 
fund having been established by employees’ contribution.

It should be pointed out that, as applied to the em- 
ployees in the library service of age 45 or over, the 
contributions from wages or salary, if made at the highest 
possible rate permitted by the law, 7. e., five per cent, 
if the employee retired at age 60 or at earliest possible age 
thereafter permitted by the fifteen-year service limitation, 
would not, on the average, if enlarged by the regular 
pension contributions to be made by the city, both for 
prior and future service, reach the minimum annual 
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payment of $200, except in the case of the employees 
coming to retirement in 1911 and 1923. Therefore the 
city would be obliged to make such further contribu- 
tions as would bring the annual payments up to $200. 
On the other hand it is equally clear that the combined 
annuities and pensions, payable under the conditions 
assumed in the table, which, it will be remembered, are 
based upon the highest possible rate of contribution 
by employees, would not upon the average exceed $200 
per annum per employee, except in the instance of those 
retiring in 1911 and 19238, in which cases, however, the 
averages are but $202 and $234, respectively. 

When the retiring age is assumed at 65, as in the 
second table, those who would retire in 1912, 1914, 
1916, 1918, 1920, 1921 and 1923 would not, upon the 
average, acquire the right to annuity and pensions 
combined so large as the minimum of $200, and contri- 
butions from the city would be required to bring the 
average up to $200. The average annual payments to 
employees retiring in the other years range from $206 
(to those retiring in 1931) to $400 (to one retiring in 
1927), in only eight instances exceeding $250. 

If retirement were deferred until age 70 no em- 
ployees would retire in the years 1912 and 1914. Those 
retiring in 1913 and 1915, as shown by the third table, 
would not acquire right to annuity and pensions up to 
the maximum limit, which would therefore require the 
city to raise the amount to the sum of $200 annually. 
The employees retiring in the other years would receive 
annual payments ranging on the average from $211 
(year 1917) to $589 (to one employee only retiring in 
the year 1932). 

It will also be clear from these three tables that under 
the provisions of the act employees in the library serv- 
ice, if assessed up to the limit fixed in the act, namely, 
five per cent of their wages or salaries, would not upon 
the average, if retiring at or before age 65, become 
entitled to annuity and pension payments combined so 
large as $6.50 per week (except in the single instance 
of the employee retiring at age 65 in the year 1927), 
and for the most part would receive upon the average 
less than $5 per week. If they were retired under com- 
pulsion at age 70 the average would in one instance be 
raised to $11.33 per week (to the employee retiring in 
year 1932) but, although the average for the entire num- 
ber of employees included in the table is $7 per week, in 
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twenty-two instances the average does not rise above 
$6 per week. 

The average payments to groups of employees retir- 
ing at age 70 would be as follows: 11 employees would 
receive from $3.85 to $4.50 per week; 13 employees 
from $4.65 to $5.96 per week; 23 employees from $6.27 
to $7.67 per week; 22 employees from $7.71 to $9.46 per 
week; one employee $11.83 per week. The average 
payments to employees retiring at age 60 would be, for 
49, $3.85 per week, for 18, $3.88 per week, and for 2, 
$4.50 per week. For those retiring at age 65 the average 
payments would be as follows: for 22 employees, $3.85 
per week; for 12 employees from $3.96 to $4.38 per week; 
for 32 employees from $4.56 to $5.75 per week; “4 em- 
ployees from $6.21 to $7.70 per week. 

It seems clear that no employee would voluntarily 
retire from the service at age 60, upon the small pay- 
ment per week accruing at that age; and that few would 
do so by choice at age 65. It is probable that practically 
everyone would remain until forced to leave at age 70. 
And the comparatively small weekly allowance accruing 
in numerous cases at that advanced age would hardly 
overcome the disinclination of the trustees to force the 
retirement of faithful employees,— who might have 
little if any private means of providing for their mainte- 
nance during the few remaining years of life. 

The three tables upon the folded insert sheet show the 
cost per year to the city, under the conditions assumed 
in the preceding tables. 

The cost of administration of the general system would 
under the act be borne by the city, and a part of this 
cost should. of course be charged against the library; 
but the exact percentage so charged cannot be easily 
separated, by means of any data available to us, and 
this charge has been ignored in estimating the cost to 
the city of the application of the system to the library 
employees. It would probably not materially affect the 
results as shown in the tables, since the number of library 
employees included is but a small part of the entire 
number of city employees brought under the act, and 
the burden of administration would be distributed over 
the whole number. As to the cost to the city, therefore, 
the tables show the maximum cost year by year, up to 
1936, of the application of the act to the present library 
force, under the conditions assumed, exclusive of cost 
of administration. This maximum would be reduced

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proportionately if the employees were assessed at less 
than five per cent of their wages or salaries (instead of 
at five per cent as assumed) and would also be slightly 
reduced by the inclusion of interest upon the assessed 
sums, by the death of a few employees before arriving 
at the retiring age, and by the death of a few before 
reaching the limit of expectancy of life after retirement. 
On the other hand if the employees’ contributions were 
assessed at less than five per cent of wages and salaries, 
the average weekly payments to them would be pro- 
portionately reduced below the average shown in the 
preceding tables. That is, if assessed at one per cent 
they would receive one-fifth of the amount shown in the 
tables; or, if assessed two and one-half per cent they 
would receive one-half the amount shownin the tables, ete. 

In our judgment the Act of 1910, to the effect of which 
your inquiries refer, would be of no practical value to 
this department, either by increasing the efficiency of 
its service, or in reducing the expense by the city for the 
maintenance of the department. 


BRUSSELS INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF ARCHIVISTS 
AND LIBRARIANS. 


The International Congress of Archivists and Libra- 
rians, held at Brussels, August 28-31, was so notable an 
occasion in respect to library work that the trustees 
deemed it proper for the library to be represented at its 
deliberations. Mr. William F. Kenney of the Board, 
who attended the Congress, made a report thereon which 
is appended hereto.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston: 


The Examining Committee appointed by you, under 
city ordinance, for the year 1910-11, presents to you 
and to the city government the following report: 

Ten subcommittees, among which the various duties 
have been divided, have given considerable and con- 
siderate attention to their duties; several of them have 
done work which is noteworthy. Several of their sug- 
gestions, which are for improving the library service in 
details of maintenance or administration, have been 
passed on directly to the trustees and the librarian. Some 
of these suggestions are already being carried out. 

One suggestion from the subcommittee on books and 
fine arts should go to the public because it can be carried 
out only by the action of one or more citizens. ‘There 
is need of a fund, in the hands of the trustees, whose 
income is available for purchase of books which are 
desirable, but which cannot be bought from the usual 
resources, which perchance are very costly or have to be 
secured very quickly. The library now has several 
funds for specified purposes; the proposed emergency 
fund should be wholly unrestricted. May some thought- 
ful giver make such a gift or bequest! 

The subcommittee on administration and finance 
speaks of two matters of direct interest to citizens, 
especially the many who use the library. One is the 
complaint that at times there is an unusual delay in 
obtaining books in Bates Hall. This committee answers: 
‘From about a dozen tests made by us, we are con- 
vinced that this service is as good as is possible, con- 
sidering the distance of Bates Hall from the stack rooms, 
and other structural conditions.’’ Speaking generally, 
it believes that the public receives at the library con- 
sideration and courtesy equal to that in any branch of 
public service. The other and allied matter is the 
compensation received by the minor officials of the 
library. Some salaries seem to be inadequate. But 
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the committee emphasizes the need, which has already 
been published by the trustees, of pensions for those 
who have served long. It speaks of salaries and pensions 
in the public school system, and adds ‘‘the fact that 
there is no law allowing similar financial assistance to 
employees of the Public Library is one that seems to us 
to merit immediate consideration.” 

The Examining Committee, as one body and with all 
possible earnestness, brings forward one matter of 
greatest importance. The trustees and former com- 
mittees have published it, but the public generally do 
not as yet sufficiently feel it to be the public’s problem. 
It is the immediate provision of better facilities in several 
branch libraries and reading rooms. ‘The following 
extracts from reports of several subcommittees set forth 
vividly but accurately the greatest of these needs. 

There can be no doubt, says the subcommittee on 
children and work with schools, about the eagerness of 
the school children to read and use the branches and 
reading rooms. ‘This is proved by the constant demand 
for books. It is the children whom we hope to train to 
become a reading generation, but the children of Boston 
or any other city will never find pleasure in frequenting 
reading rooms unless these rooms are made attractive. 
We speak of appealing to the child’s imagination and 
teaching him a love for the beautiful. We would do 
well to inculcate these lessons by our public institutions. 
Some of our libraries and reading rooms simply cannot 
accommodate the children. No one can question the 
need of more fitting quarters in the East Boston, Broad- 
way Extension and North End districts. There is not 
only lack of room, but no attempt can be made under 
present conditions to make the rooms fitting or attrac- 
tive. It remains for a people devoted to the interests 
and welfare of their children to demand proper rooms. 

The City Point Reading Room, for example, is in poor 
location and in too small a room, under a moving picture 
show, the noise of which is distinctly heard in the read- 
ing room. There are in the vicinity four schools as well 
as the Perkins Institute. The children from the schools 
flock in especially between four and six o’clock. There 
is seating capacity for only fifty, whereas twice that 
number is sometimes in the room. ‘The children stand 
outside and peer in through the windows to see if there 
are vacant seats. Inside, when the seats are filled, the 
children stand around, leaning against the wall or the 
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book shelves. The ventilation cannot be good under 
such conditions. Last year the circulation of books 
from this room was large in comparison with other 
reading rooms; it is increasing. But the defects in 
location and accommodation at the City Point Reading 
Room can be found in much more aggravated form in 
the Broadway Extension Reading Room. ‘This is within 
a few feet of the elevated railroad, with noise at times 
deafening. It seats but sixty persons. There are over 
three thousand children over ten years of age in the 
schools which make use of this reading room. Many of 
them use this room for reference work, and in preparation 
for writing compositions. We are told that when the 
three graduating classes of the neighboring schools have 
home lessons on the same night, which require reference 
reading, all who wish to use the reference books cannot 
even get inside the door. Here young men and women 
who have left school come to read, and older men, also. 
There is only one reading room for children and adults. 
The ventilation is poor. 

The East Boston Branch Library was visited by the 
subcommittee at five o’clock on an afternoon early in 
December. They report that they were astonished by 
its wretched condition. The outside entrance was poorly 
lighted and extremely uninviting. As they stepped into 
the entrance, the narrow, winding stairway seemed more 
like the old rickety stairway of a forlorn ‘‘ramshackle”’ 
than the stairs of a public library. 

The chairman of the committee, in order to satisfy 
himself as to the numbers that used the library, made 
another afternoon visit, and from 4 to 4.35 o’clock there 
entered the library eighty-seven children and twenty- 
two adults. The children’s department was uncom- 
fortably congested. On the way into the library he 
encountered eight children on the steps, and questioned 
them as to why they did not go in. Two little girls 
remarked, ‘‘There’s no room in there for us. It’s too 
crowded.”’ During the thirty-five minutes the place 
seemed like an overcrowded schoolroom. The children 
had to be kept quiet so as not to disturb the adults who 
were using the library, and it seemed a pity that the little 
ones could not talk softly to each other regarding the 
books they were to select for their school studies.

The field of the branch is the metropolitan district of 
Wards 1 and 2, two and one-half miles long, on the very 
edge of the city. The library is remote from the geo- 
graphical center, and from the center of population of 
the island. The trend of population is to the east and 
northeast, where the only unoccupied land lies. The 
branch is about two minutes’ walk from the tunnel, five 
from Central square, five from the ferries, twelve from 
Belmont square, twenty from Chelsea Bridge, and forty- 
five from Orient Heights. 

Of the building, erected in 1846, only the second floor 
is used by the branch, the first floor being occupied by 
the East Boston District Court; the third floor by the 
Pre-Apprentice School in Printing and Bookbinding, 
and the ell by an overflow from the Lyman Grammar 
School. Diagonally across the street is the Police Station 
7,from which prisoners are brought to the court each 
- morning and taken out often at noon in view of the 
children coming to or from school or from the library. 
The ring of the bell of the patrol wagon always draws a 
company to the sidewalk. Many people keep their 
children from the library because of its nearness to the 
police station and court. 

The floor space is about 49.5 feet by 57 feet; the seat- 
ing capacity is 42 in the children’s portion of the room, 
and 38 in that for adults. The attendance ranges from 
200 to 700 daily. On December 9, from 7 to 9 p. m., 
there were present 314 persons, 202 under and 112 over 
eighteen years of age; at 7.45 there were 110 present, 
69 under and 41 over eighteen; at 8 there were 96, 57 
under and 39 over. This was an ordinary evening, not 
especially busy for this season. On December 12, at

about 4.30, there were 91 children and 12 adults, and 
at 4.45, 98 children and 15 adults. 

The number of books issued December 12 was 484. 
The largest daily issue last year was 580. The branch 
force is made up of five regular workers, three extra 
runners and a janitor. 

The branch is poorly ventilated. Although it has 
been relieved by new ventilators, the windows must be 
opened wide from time to time to change the air. 

Prior to 1896 the work of the branch consisted mainly 
in the issue and return of books for home and hall use. 
Since then many new activities have contributed to 
link the branch with the educational system and make 
it more widely useful to the general public, although 
many of these activities are little known. Among them 
may be named, especially, work with the schools, to 
which books are sent on deposit (1,770 volumes to fifty- 
nine teachers in 1909-10 and 2,102 volumes to sixty- 
seven teachers in 1910-11) or reserved at the branch for 
the use of classes, pictures sent to illustrate lessons, 
reference work at the branch for home lessons or the 
general public, registration for cards at schools, Sunday 
opening and longer hours of opening on week days. 

Within the past ten years the trustees have been as 
generous to this branch as the funds entrusted to them 
have allowed. Nevertheless, the collection, which now 
numbers about 16,000 volumes, is very shabby and 
unattractive, because the books circulate so rapidly 
that, with the funds in hand, it is impossible to make 
the replenishment keep pace with the legitimate wear 
and tear. During the last ten years, 15,401 new and 
renewed cards have been issued through this branch. 
The number of live cards outstanding (used within 
two years) is 4,404. 

The constituency of the branch includes many races 
and all ages, classes and conditions of people. The 
library is one of the very few places where all these meet 
on common ground. An adequate building in a central 
location would greatly increase its use. 

The subcommittee to examine the work done by the 
library through the West End Branch, the North Street 
Reading Room and the North Bennet Street Reading 
Room reports that the West End Branch is doing with 
steadily increasing efficiency a large work for the west 
end of the city. The acquisition by the city of the 
old West Church, in which the branch is located, is each 
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year abundantly justified. The service of the branch is 
a generous one, both to adults and to children. The 
administration is good; the order and method of the 
branch are admirable. 

The real problem submitted to this committee is that 
of the conditions in the North End. Ward 6 is set off 
by itself at a considerable distance from any other 
station of the library. Even the West End Branch is 
more than a mile away through the crowded, busy 
streets, where children could not be safely sent even in 
daylight; and the Central Library in Copley square is 
inaccessible for either children or adults without the 
payment of two car fares. The North Street Reading 
Room has been totally unsuited for its work, but the 
building has recently changed hands and the library 
trustees are now trying to secure better facilities. It 
may be noted in passing that the securing of available 
and suitable rooms in this crowded quarter of the city 
is a task of almost insuperable difficulty. 

In the Industrial School at 39 North Bennet street 
there have been two small rooms given to the use 
of the library from 4 till 10 p. m. The rooms are 
respectively 24 feet by 25, and 24 feet by 26.5. <A record 
is kept of the number of persons who come to the place 
for reading and of those who come to take or return 
books. The rooms are so small and so crowded that 
scarcely any effort has been or should have been made 
to increase the use of them. Nevertheless, the custodian 
reports the following remarkable figures for the months 
of November and December, 1910:

About one-fifth of the number of borrowers is included 
also in the recorded attendance. Eliminating this 
duplication the number of applicants served at this 
station of the library during the two months of Novem- 
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ber and December, 1910, is thus shown to be 20,861. 
The deposit of books at North Bennet street has been a 
very small one because of scanty room, and the demands 
of the readers have been filled chiefly by books ordered 
from the Central Library. Every morning a long list 
of these orders was sent out, and the following table 
shows the number of books distributed during the 
months of November and December, 1910, from the 
Central Library:

The books' delivered from the Central Library to this 
reading room during the two months of November and 
December, 1910, numbered 2,424. Thus, here, children 
have been obliged to order books largely from the Central 
Library, without the opportunity of looking over the 
books, —a marked contrast with the opportunities for 
children at the Central Library and some branches. 

The most striking proof, however, of the book hunger 
of the children of Ward 6 cannot be put into figures. 
It is to be seen by anyone who will go to the reading 
rooms in the afternoon of any winter day. Let any 
warm-hearted student of social conditions go to the 
North Bennet Street Reading Room at the hour when the 
boxes of books come in from the Central Library. Let 
the visitor stand for a half hour at the delivery desk, and 
watch the eager faces and the outstretched hands of the 
children. The bright-eyed Italian boy, the keen-faced 
Jewish girl, the Greek or Portuguese is often ragged and 
ill-fed, and bears the marks of the home where severe 
poverty cramps and dwarfs the life, but if the boxes 
contained sweetmeats or toys, they would hardly be 
more joyously greeted than are these piles of rusty books. 
Among the children whom we call happier than those 
who fill North Bennet street there are too many who 
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must be coaxed or driven to taste the joy of reading. 
But in North Bennet street the worn, shabby book is 
the key to a palace of delight, and the crowded rooms 
are positively ablaze with the sheer happiness which 
radiates from the faces of the scores of reading boys 
and girls. There is surely no part of our city where 
the hunger for books is so keen and so universal as 
among the crowded tenements of the North End, where 
the children of twenty different nations are being made 
—well made or ill made—into American men and 
women. 

So much for the nature of the need for books and for 
a place to read them. Now we must pass to some 
consideration of the extent of that need. Let us set 
down a few figures, representing actual conditions in 
Ward 6. The population of Ward 6, according to the 
census of 1910,is 35,758. This has not yet been classi- 
fied as to place of birth, but by applying the percentages 
obtained from the state census of 1905, it is possible to 
reach a result which shall be substantially correct. We 
may say, accordingly, that the Italians comprise 67 per 
cent (23,957), the Hebrews 18 per cent (6,486), the 
Irish 7 per cent (2,503) and that the remaining 8 per 
cent is distributed among several different nationalities. 
About one sixth of the population (in round numbers, 
6,000) consists of children between the ages of five and 
fifteen. There are eighteen public school buildings in the 
ward, at which 7,361 pupils are in attendance. Some of 
these, of course, live outside the ward boundaries, but 
would naturally use the library agencies, as they use the 
schools within the ward. 

The congestion of population in this quarter of the 
city is very great. Ward 6 contains one and nineteen 
hundredths per cent of the land area of the city, and five | 
and thirty-three hundredths per cent of the city’s 
population is found in it. The number of dwelling 
houses (exclusive of hotels) is 1,518, and allowing for the 
nine unoccupied houses, the resident population approxi- 
mates twenty-four to each house. The average in the 
city at large is a little less than ten persons in a house. 
About one-third of the families in the ward are living 
in tenements of two rooms each, and about one-third 
in tenements of three rooms each. This congestion is 
increasing rather than diminishing. Conditions as to 
sanitation may have improved slightly in ten years, but 
the increase in population during the last five years is 
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nearly twenty per cent, while the gain in the city at 
large has been but 12 per cent. Five years ago the 
population.in Ward 6 numbered about 102 to the acre. 
To-day it-averages 122 persons to the acre, as against 
27 per acre in the city at large. This acreage includes, 
of course, the streets and all open spaces, but even so it 
will be seen that Ward 6 has an extraordinary congestion. 

Anyone familiar with the city knows that there has 
been no increase of living space in the North End in the 
last five years —or indeed in the last decade. The 
land was all built over many years ago and the tenements 
were full to overflowing when the state census was taken 
in 1905. Yet since that time more than five thousand 
persons have been added to that teeming population. 
Where they are housed it is hard to conceive, yet there 
they are. 

The committee finds, then, in Ward 6 a large and 
increasing population, made up chiefly of foreign-born 
elements, having a large number of children, and these 
children notable among the city’s girls and boys as 
having eager, acquisitive and ambitious minds. Their 
longing for books amounts to a passion. They find in 
reading all the romance and imaginative experience for 
which childhood so ardently seeks. Moreover the use 
of books by these children must in most cases be con- 
fined to the rooms provided by the city. Reading at 
home is impossible for a twelve-year-old boy when his 
five younger brothers and sisters are crowded into a 
two-room tenement, in which all the domestic work 
of the household is conducted, and where the short 
winter days are lengthened only by the light of one 
kerosene lamp. 

Under all these circumstances the ery for better 
library facilities for the North End of Boston should not 
go another year unheeded. Your committee feels 
thrust upon them the solemn responsibility of speaking 
for those who cannot speak for themselves. No child 
of the thousands who play on the streets of that part of 
the city should ask the City of Boston for a book and be 
sent empty-handed away. | 

It is difficult to state the conditions, the need, the 
opportunity, too strongly. The chairman of this sub- 
committee will not soon forget a single incident which 
she witnessed in the squalid North Street Reading Room. 
The books were being distributed from the big wooden 
chest, while the children crowded about as at the unearth- 
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ing of hid treasure. One little chap on crutches waited 
impatiently in the background. It seemed as if the last 
book had been taken out when his thin voice cried, 
‘‘Oh, teacher, ain’t my Brownie book come?” There 
was a whole world of bitter disappointment in his tone. 
Then from the very bottom of the box his Brownie book 
was brought forth. He snatched it, tucked it under his 
arm, swung bravely off on his crutches to a corner of a 
table, seated himself, buttressed his elbows on the table 
and his head on his hands, and in two minutes bad left 
behind him lameness and poverty and ignorance, and 
had become one who might well be the envy of a king. 

The demand of these children is not only for fairy 
stories and for all the mass of imaginative material in the 
general class of ‘‘juvenile literature,’’ but also for the 
books which open the world of nature and of art to their 
minds. ‘‘A book all about moths,” ‘‘a book where I can 
learn how to call the stars,” ‘‘a book with pictures of the 
North Pole,’’ — these are the sort of requests which pour 
into the ears of the attendants in the children’s room in 
the North End. Surely if the city has any duty, she 
has a duty to the children of these newcomers who have 
yielded to her dangerous lure; and a first step in that 
duty is the satisfaction of their voracious hunger for 
books. 

For this réading room three or four large, comfortable 
rooms, with efficient attendants and a greatly increased 
deposit of books, should be provided. The children 
should be separated from the adults for the sake of both. 
At least one attendant should be able to speak Italian, 
and all the attendants should be skilful in filling the needs 
of children. Your subcommittee strongly begs that the 
trustees and the City Council will unite in the working 
out of some plan, which shall relieve the tension of the 
present situation in this crowded and complex population. 

The Examining Committee would sum up its conclu- 
sions as follows: 

A chief reason for having Examining Committees is to 
interest a larger number of representative citizens in the 
working, the needs and the possibilities of our public 
library system. On our Central Library building are 
the words, ‘‘Built by the People.” Of that stately 
central building the citizens may well be proud. But 
it is only a part of a system. Most of that system, in 
services, in uses of rich material, is good. But of it the 
branch libraries and reading rooms are an essential part. 
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They are largely the hands which reach out to serve the 
people. Several of those hands, as shown above, are 
badly crippled on account of the insufficient accommoda- 
tion provided for the operation of the branches. We 
would hide them from visitors to our city. But they 
can be made whole and strong, to serve, if the people of 
Boston and their government desire that. The people 
who, under wise leadership, built the central building, 
and maintain the system, will surely remedy these 
conditions, if enough of the people understand them. 
The citizens who know them, especially the residents of 
the North End, of East Boston and of South Boston, 
have a duty to perform, namely, — to bring to the citi- 
zens at large, as well as to the city government, the cry- 
ing need of better library facilities in those large neigh- 
borhoods. 

The foregoing was adopted as the report of the whole 
committee at a meeting held January 18, 1911.

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REPORT OF WILLIAM F. KENNEY, A. M., 
‘DELEGATE TO THE INTERNATIONAL 
CONGRESS OF ARCHIVISTS AND LIBRA- 
RIANS, AT BRUSSELS, AUGUST 28-31, 1910. 


The delegates, consisting of the president, Josiah H. 
Benton, and William F. Kenney, who were appointed 
by the Board of Trustees on July 27, 1910, to represent 
the library at the International Congress of Archivists 
and Librarians at Brussels, August 28-31, beg leave to 
report as follows: 

The president being unable to attend the Congress 
the library was represented by Mr. Kenney, who makes 
the following report with reference to his action as a 
delegate from the library. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE CONGRESS. 


The International Congress of Archivists and Libra- 
rians met at Brussels, Sunday, August 28, 1910, and 
concluded its proceedings Wednesday, August 31, under 
the auspices of the Association of the Belgian Archivists 
and Librarians, Mons. Louis Stainier, Administrator- 
Inspector of the Royal Library of Belgium. There 
were eighteen countries represented by national com- 
missions, twelve countries represented by official dele- 
gates, delegations from nine Belgian learned societies, 
forty-nine libraries and other institutions entered on 
the registry, and three hundred and eighty-nine indi- 
vidual delegates, representing the United States, 
England, Canada, Germany, France, Belgium, Holland, 
Austria, Hungary, Spain, Switzerland, Portugal, Russia, 
Italy, Brazil, Cuba, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Luxem- 
burg and Monaco. All preliminary arrangements were 
made by an active commission under the official patron- 
age of the Belgian government and a commission of 
patrons, including Messrs. 8. Bormans, President of the 
Royal Historical Commission of Belgium, and A. Delmar, 
President of the Library Section of the Association of 
Belgian Archivists and Librarians. Added to these was 
a long list of Belgian scholars who served as members 
of honor. 
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The Central Commission or working body had as 
presidents, for archives, Mons. A. Gaillard, General 
Archivist of the Kingdom of Belgium, and for libraries, 
Rev. R. P. Van Den Gheyn, 8. J., Chief Conservator of 
the Royal Library of Belgium; as vice presidents, 
for archives, Mons..G. Mucklé, Archivist of the city of 
Brussels, and for libraries, Mons. F. Gittens, Librarian 
of the city of Antwerp; as secretaries, for archives, 
Mons. J. Cuvelier, Secretary-General of the Association 
of Belgian Archivists and Librarians, and for libraries, 
Mons. L. Stanier, Administrator-Director of the Royal 
Library of Belgium; as treasurer, Mons. H. Van Der 
Haege; and as assistant treasurer, Mons. V. Tourneur. 

Somewhat differently from previous international 
congresses, documents were printed in advance, giving 
leading questions that were to be discussed, in the 
various sections of archivists and librarians, with such 
papers aS were prepared on these questions. These 
documents were collated and sent to the various coun- 
tries in sections, with the regrettable result that many 
of the American delegates did not get them before leaving 
home. Altogether they comprised a wide and valuable 
collection of library literature, and will appear later in 
the volume containing the full report of the Congress. 


OPENING SESSION. 


The opening session of the Congress was held in the 
Conference Hall of the Hall of Congresses at the exposi- 
tion grounds, over four hundred delegates being present, 
about seventy-five of whom were from the United 
States. } 

The Rev. R. P. Van Den Gheyn, 8. J., of the Central 
Commission, opened the proceedings with an address 
of welcome, and presented Mons. A. Gaillard, also of 
the Central Commission, who greeted the delegates 
with a few well chosen words. The secretaries-general, 
Messrs. J. Cuvelier and L. Stainier, presented reports 
of the organizing committee, and nominations were 
then made for the officials of the Congress, and for the 
four sections respectively, archives, libraries, auxiliary 
collections and popular libraries. 

The chiefs of the governmental delegations and chair- 
men of the delegations from national associations were 
chosen as honorary presidents, and designated men from 
foreign delegations were selected as honorary vice presi- 
dents. For permanent presidents, Mons. Muller, Archi- 
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vist of the Kingdom of Holland, and Mons. Henry 
Martin, Director of the Library of the Arsenal of Paris, 
were named. Messrs. J. Cuvelier and L. Stainier were 
elected as secretaries, and Mons. Van Der Haege, 
treasurer. Brief addresses were made at the general 
opening session by representatives of the several coun- 
tries, Mr. Clement Walker Andrews, Librarian of the 
John Crerar Library of Chicago, speaking for the United 
States. An informal reception was tendered to the 
delegates at the Maison des Medécins in the Grand 
Place, Sunday evening, for the purpose of getting the 
members of the Congress in communication with each 
other, and to form international acquaintances, an oppor- 
tunity which was much enjoyed by the American 
delegation. 


} SUBDIVISIONS OF THE CONGRESS. 


The Congress divided itself into two groups for the 
conduct of its business,—the archivists, who were 
there largely as representatives of the various govern- 
ments, and the librarians, who represented the library 
associations and organizations, and private members. 

The first and third sections of the Congress were 
devoted to the archivists, and the second and fourth 
sections to the librarians. The fourth section was prac- 
tically a continuation of the second section, and it was 
with these sections that the Boston Public Library was 
particularly concerned. ‘The second section had the 
following officers: Presidents, Mons. E. Chatelain, 
Librarian of the Sorbonne, Paris; Dr. Wilhelm Erman, 
Director of the University Library, Bonn; Mons. 
Bernhard Lundstedt, Librarian of the Royal Library, 
Stockholm; Mons. H. O. Lange, Librarian of the 
Royal Library, Copenhagen. Vice Presidents, Mons. 
le Dr. A. G. Roos, Director of the University Library, 
Groningen; T. W. Lyster, National Library, Dublin; 
C. W. Andrews, Librarian of the John Crerar Library, 
Chicago; A. E. Twentyman, Librarian, Board of Educa- 
tion, London. Secretaries, Messrs. O. Grojean and 
Th. Goffin. Fourth section: Presidents, Dr. H. E. 
Greve, Conservator of the Royal Library, the Hague; 
Dr. G. F. Bowerman, Librarian of the Public Library 
of the District of Columbia, Washington. Vice Presi- 
dents, H. Farr, Librarian of the Public Library, Cardiff, 
Wales; Dr. G. Fritz, Librarian of the Library of Char- 
lottenburg, Berlin. Secretary, Mons. C. H. Defrecheux. 
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First SESSIONS OF THE LIBRARY SECTIONS. 


The library sections two and four began their delibera- 
tions Monday morning, in one of the larger salles, over 
two hundred and fifty members being present. One of 
the principal questions dealt with in the second section 
was the acquisition of academical theses and discussions, 
and their classification and cataloguing. The university 
point of view was presented by Mons. P. Vanrycke, 
Librarian of Lille University. It was voted that there 
should be exchanges of such theses among the universities, 
including exchanges between American and European 
institutions, and that the cataloguing and classification 
of such theses should be provided for as fully as 
possible in the libraries. Another important question 
discussed was the organization of a central bureau of 
information for the libraries of each country, and the 
sentiment of the delegates was that such a bureau 
should be organized in connection with the national 
and central libraries of each country. The training 
required for library service was a question which brought 
forth the liveliest discussion of the day. It developed 
that England has no system comparable with that in 
the United States, where library schools and library 
courses. in American colleges, summer courses, and 
apprenticeship courses in the popular libraries have 
been a feature for years. It was finally voted that it 
was desirable to establish a library school or schools in 
each country suited to its conditions, and that it was 
desirable that the library trustees or authorities should 
consider specialized library training in selecting assistants. 

The fourth section was devoted to questions relating 
to popular libraries, and considered the most efficacious 
means of instituting and developing libraries for children 
and adults. Among the subjects assigned for discussion 
were: 

Independent libraries for children and adults. 

Libraries for children attached to educational insti- 
tutions or institutions reserved for children and youth, 
such as playrooms, etc. 

Popular libraries for adults joined to scientific and 
general libraries. 

Special rooms reserved for children and youths in the 
public libraries to which those of a certain age are 
admitted. 

Facts testifying to the utility of libraries for children 
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from the point of view of (first) attendance of schools, 
(second) books read in the libraries or taken home, (third) 
increase of attendance at the library for adults. 

In a children’s library, as for adults, should the staff 
content itself by putting at the disposal of the readers 
the books asked for, or should it invite requests by 
chatting and reading aloud? 

The advantages and disadvantages of organizing in 
a large town a central popular library having in each of 
the districts a branch supplied from the central library. 

The advantages and disadvantages of organizing in 
each district a complete and independent library. 


CONSIDERATION OF CHILDREN’S LIBRARIES. 


In considering the question of children’s libraries the 
delegate from the Boston Public Library, as a representa- 
tive of one of the largest popular libraries in the world, 
offered the first paper. He was introduced by the chair- 
man, Mr. Farr, of Cardiff, Wales, as coming from a 
city where the interests of the child reader were carefully 
guarded, and where the great system that now governs 
the American libraries was founded. The paper dealt 
with the method employed in the Boston Public Library 
for the cultivation of the reading habit among children, 
and the cooperation of the library with the public schools. 
As the foreign libraries have not given much attention 
to the children, rather attending to the scholastic readers, 
the members of the Congress were much interested in 
the paper, and it was ordered to be included in the 
records of the International Congress. 

England has just begun to take up seriously the 
establishment of children’s reading rooms, and at, the 
conclusion of the reading of the paper the president of 
the English Librarians’ Association invited the author 
to go to Exeter and exhibit the photographs of the 
Boston Public Library buildings, and deliver an address 
on the system which has made the Boston Public Library 
world famous. 

The paper was then translated into French and read 
to the foreign delegates by Miss Valfrid Palmgren, who 
received a round of applause for her efforts. Miss 
Palmgren is well known to the staff of the Boston Public 
Library, having spent several months in familiarizing 
herself with its systematic machinery. Upon the motion 
of Doctor Bowerman, Librarian of the Washington, D. C., 
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Public Library, Miss Palmgren was given a vote of 
thanks for her able translation of the paper. 

In connection with this paper on the children’s reading 
room, the delegate from the Boston Public Library 
illustrated the subjects by a series of photographs show- 
ing the entire library system of Boston, the main building 
in Copley square, all the various branch buildings and 
the reading rooms which are distributed in different parts 
of the City of Boston for adults as well as children. 
These photographs were used as a frieze around three 
walls of the main assembly room, and were of much 
interest to the delegates during the entire session. After 
the sessions of the Congress they were sent to the 
English convention at Exeter, and were then transferred 
to the Belgian Royal Library for general inspection by 
the Brussels public. 


UNIFICATION OF LIBRARY SYSTEMS. 


Among the most important subjects discussed in the 
popular library section was that of the unification of the 
library system, such as is in vogue in the City of Boston, 
where the library is worked as a unit. This problem 
occupied the entire session of the second day, and 
addresses were made by delegates from Sweden, England, 
Belgium, France, Switzerland and the United States. 

In many of these countries the unit system is not 
operated, and the delegate from the Boston Public 
Library explained that the unit feature was the most 
important administrative policy of the Boston Public 
Library management. Every branch and reading room 
of the library is controlled from the Copley square 
building through the librarian-in-chief, and this coherent 
policy centralizes the administration and places the 
responsibility just where it belongs — on the shoulders 
of the man in charge. The librarian of the Central 
Library is the librarian of the entire system and each 
custodian is in communication with him daily through 
the superintendent of branches, receiving instructions on 
any point of sufficient importance to call for the adjudi- 
cation of the main office. The Boston Library card may 
be used at any branch or reading room or at the Central 
Library, and books may be taken out at one place and 
returned at another. This is a unique feature of the 
Boston Public Library. 

The discussion resulted in the adoption of a resolution 
introduced by Miss Palmgren of Stockholm, to the 
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effect that the International Library Congress placed 
itself upon record as being in favor of the unit system in 
large cities, thus working the entire library as a distinct 
cooperative organization with the librarian-in-chief as its 
head. 

The delegate from the Boston Public Library intro- 
duced a resolution that the International Congress, 
through its various representatives in Europe and 
America, would use every effort to break down the 
barrier that exists between the person who wants a 
book and the library which furnishes it, and to use every 
means to simplify the procurement of books; so that it 
will become as easy as possible for anyone to use the 
library. - This resolution was discussed by representa- 
tives from various countries and unanimously adopted. 


FORMAL VOTES OF THE LIBRARY SECTIONS. 


The most important formal votes of the second and 
fourth sections (popular libraries) were as follows: 


That in all the libraries there should be the most complete 
classification possible of theses. 

That whereas the function of the librarians requires scientific 
and special knowledge, the Congress votes that a careful profes- 
sional preparation of librarians should be assured, whether by 
special schools or by examinations conformed to programs 
approved by the national associations of librarians. 

That the governments should publish annually the list of 
their official publications, if not complete, at least containing 
the publications which may be communicated to the public. 

That there should be established an international code for 
the editing of printed catalogue cards. 

That the duty of working out these rules should be confined 
to the national library associations of each language. 

That the code should be constituted according to an under- 
standing among such associations. 

That the popular libraries should receive the greatest possible 
development in all countries. 

That the work of the children’s libraries should be organized 
in relation with popular libraries, taking into consideration 
local needs and the educative functions of reading. 

That there should be the closest relation between the schools 
and the libraries. 

That from the national point of view, individuals and the 
public authorities should recognize the necessity for aiding 
in the development of a literature for children based upon 
national legends and history; individuals perhaps cooperating 
by the establishment of prizes for the best workers of this kind, 
and public authorities by buying such books and spreading 
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their use in the largest possible measure among libraries dealing 
with children. 

That the large cities should provide special and individual 
buildings for their public. libraries, and that in smaller com- 
munities the location of the popular library should be in rela- 
tion with the school. 

That popular libraries in the same jurisdiction should be as 
far as possible systematized under a central administration 
with a view to realizing the utmost economy, to uniformity 
of method, and especially to the best utilization of their collec- 
tions. 

That the personnel of branch libraries, as well as of the 
Central Library, should have professional training. 

That the loaning of books should be facilitated with the 
least possible restriction. 


COMMENTS ON CERTAIN RESOLUTIONS. 


The “Library Journal,’ in an editorial printed in the 
October number, had this to say of the two resolutions, 
one of which the Boston Public Library delegate intro- 
duced and the other he seconded: 


The extraordinary unanimity of sentiment on the larger 
propositions . . . was shown especially in the meetings of the 
section of popular libraries. It was of small importance from 
within the library profession that a World Congress should 
place itself on record as holding that there should be the least 
possible “‘red tape” or barrier between the reader and the 
book; but this meant much in countries of backward library 
development where, especially in libraries for research, a 
reader may be required to give advance notice that he desires 
a certain book, which would then be at his service the next 
day or the day after. 

So also the principle, accepted as settled both in American 
and English cities, that all popular libraries in a city should be 
organized as branches of a centralized system with well-trained 
assistants at the service of the public in the several branches, 
meant something in Stockholm, where that friend of so many 
American librarians, Miss Palmgren, now a member of the 
city council, is chairman of a committee charged with unifying 
the dozen or more small and ill-equipped libraries existing 
independently in different parts of that city. It was interesting 
to note, indeed, how largely American practices and standards 
are accepted on the continent by the foremost library workers 
as presenting the ideals of library development. 


SociAL FEATURES OF THE CONGRESS. 


The Congress was the largest ever held, and the United 
States had more delegates than ever attended a similar 
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event before. Many of the delegates were accompanied 
by friends and relatives, and altogether there were over 
one hundred representatives from the United States, 
many of whom were from New England. 

The Belgian committee did everything within its 
power to make the convention, from a social point of 
view, a success. On the afternoon of the first day there 
was a visit to the Royal Library and general archives of 
the kingdom. In the evening a dinner was given at the 
Grand Restaurant de la Monnaie, Rue Leopold, which 
was a most brilliant affair. The speechmaking was 
informal. 

On Tuesday there was a visit to the library of the 
Institute de Sociologie, pare Leopold, and I. Stanley Jast 
gave a remarkable lecture, with lantern slides, on ‘‘ Eng- 
lish Libraries.’ At 4.30 p. m. there was a reception in 
the exhibition of ancient art of the seventeenth century 
at the exposition, and a concert of old-time music. 

The most brilliant function took place Tuesday even- 
ing in the ancient Brussels Town Hall, one of the most 
beautiful Gothic structures in Europe. The burgomaster 
and members of the city government received the 
delegates and their women friends, and over one thou- 
sand persons were in attendance, including the members 
of the Interparliamentary Peace Congress, which was 
holding its session at Brussels the same week. A fine 
musical program was provided by some of the most 
eminent singers of Europe, an elaborate luncheon was 
served, and dancing was in order. Every detail of the 
reception was carried out with the strictest formality, 
and the American women present were given places of 
honor in the reception hall.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year 
ending January 31, 1911: 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


At the Central Library repairs upon the engines were 
made during the summer, involving among other things 
the rebabbitting and relining of the bearings under the 
cam shafts, and the engines are now in good condition. 
No repairs have been required upon the dynamos. Two 
boilers have been operated continuously during the 
year (holding one other boiler in reserve for a large part 
of the time), and no repairs upon them have been 
required except the replacing of two tubes. Various 
minor repairs have been made to other parts of the 
Central Library plant, including the elevators, motors 
and heating and lighting system. Improvements have 
been effected in the lighting of Bates Hall by the instal- 
lation of seventy-four two-light brackets over the book- 
cases, and in the newspaper room the columns through 
the center of the room have been encircled with bands 
carrying eight lights each. 

At the West End Branch the old fountain basin in the 
center of the walk has been removed and a new grano- 
lithic walk put down leading from the main entrance up 
to the building. Shrubbery has been planted inside the 
fence inclosing the lot, and during the coming season 
other improvements in grading and planting are to be 
made. Telephones have been installed inseven branches. 
A considerable amount of painting and other repair 
work has been done at the branches and reading rooms 
throughout the library system, and new shelving and 
other necessary furniture provided. About thirty 
framed pictures have been hung at the branches and 
reading rooms and others are to be supplied. The 
inventories of each of the departments are being made 
and when completed will be filed as usual. 
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THE USE oF Books. 


The circulation of books for use outside the library 
buildings, familiarly called ‘‘home use,”’ is exhibited in 
the statistical tables which follow. It is necessary to 
repeat the statement, contained in previous reports, that 
these figures show only a part of the use of the library. 

The reference circulation so called, 2. e., the use of 
books within the reading rooms, is not recorded statis- 
tically, but this circulation constantly increases and is 
fully as important — even more important in some 
respects — than the home circulation. The tabulated 
_ figures are of value in comparison with our own similar 
figures presented in other years, but they should not 
be closely compared with the records of other libraries, 
unless it is certain that such records have been made 
upon exactly the same system as that in use by us. The 
tables which are here presented, so far as they relate to 
the Central Library, are from the report of Mr. Frank C. 
Blaisdell, Chief of the Issue Department. Those for 
the branches are derived from the regular monthly 
returns of the custodians.

Books have been sent on deposit through the Branch 
Department to 136 different places as compared with 
137 in 1909-10, and the number of volumes sent was 
41,077 as compared with 38,298 in 1909-10, a gain of 
about 7 per cent. The proportion of fiction sent on 
deposit was 48.4 per cent. Among the new places of 
deposit is the Continuation School connected with the 
boot and shoe industry. These deposit books are sent to 
schools, clubs, public institutions, study classes, etc. 

The percentages of fiction in the books circulated for 
home use were: Central Library (including books sent 
through the branch system), fiction, 53.4 per cent; non- 
fiction, 46.6 per cent. Branches and reading-room 
stations, fiction, 71.7 per cent; non-fiction, 28.3 per cent. 
Reduced to single percentages for the entire library 
system, fiction, 66.9 per cent; non-fiction, 33.1 per cent. 
The term ‘“‘fiction,’ while apparently obvious, never- 
theless as used in different libraries includes different 
classes of books. Hence before statistics of the circu- 
lation of fiction can be properly understood, the kind of 
books included under the term should be defined. They 
may include cheap and ephemeral novels without literary 
merit or interest, as well as books which have become 
classic. Of the volumes circulated by us, however, and 
included in these statistical statements, about one-half 
comprise carefully selected stories for young readers. 
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Among these are the classic fairy tales and stories of 
adventure. The other books classed as ‘‘fiction’’ are 
principally standard works for adult readers, includ- 
ing the best recent publications in this department of 
literature, and the works of well known writers,— Scott, 
Dickens, Thackeray and the other masters of English 
prose fiction. 

Throughout the year the attendants in Bates Hall and 
in the Issue Department have systematically investigated 
every unsuccessful or delayed application for books 
which has been brought to their attention. Out of 507 
such instances reported, 255 have resulted in the ulti- 
mate delivery to the applicant of the book desired. In 
115 other instances the book not found at first has been 
located later and reserved for the applicant, but not 
afterward called for. In the other cases, 137 in number, 
the reason for the delay or inability to deliver the book 
has been traced and explained to the applicant. It is 
inevitable that occasionally delays will occur, due, in 
the majority of cases, to misplacement of the book asked 
for, temporary maladjustment of the mechanical appli- 
ances in use between the stacks and the delivery desks, 
or to some other defect inseparable from a system under 
which many thousand books are handled, and which 
requires for its proper operation perfect adjustment of 
the mechanical devices as well as expert and rapid per- 
sonal service. Only a few persons, compared with the 
large number served daily, are put to serious inconven- 
ience, but these few instances are regretted; and the 
criticism resulting from them is persistent, while the 
thousands of cases in which the book is obtained promptly 
pass without comment. 

Applicants sometimes wait a long time for a book and 
do not report the delay. It would be of assistance if, 
whenever delay seems unreasonable, it were at once 
reported to the desk attendant. Usually, if so reported, 
the cause may be traced and the delay overcome or, if 
not immediately overcome, prevented from again occur- 
ring. 

Whenever a large number of books on a special sub- 
ject is to be used within the reading room it will prevent 
delay in obtaining them if the applicant will furnish a 
list of the works desired a few hours in advance. They 
will then be assembled and reserved for immediate use 
at the time designated.

PURCHASES OF FICTION. 


The purchases of recent fiction, costing $1,314.02, 
comprise 1,358 copies, under 99 different titles, of which 
14 were in languages other than English. Purchases of 
fiction, not recent, to provide additional copies needed 
for circulation and to replace worn-out and discarded 
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copies, comprise 10,027 volumes, costing $8,522.95. The 
total expenditure for fiction, $9,836.97, constitutes 23.4 
per cent of the entire amount expended for all books. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCESSIONS. 


The annual report prepared by Miss Theodosia E. 
Macurdy, Chief of the Ordering Department, contains 
details relating to the important accessions, from which 
the following are extracted: 


Purchases. 


No large collections of books on special subjects have 
been bought, with the exception of 1,500 volumes of 
works by Catholic authors, purchased in accordance 
with the conditions of the gift from the Patrick F. 
Sullivan Bequest, for which the sum of $2,221.76 * was 
expended. Included in the Sullivan Collection are the 
works of Lord Acton, Chérance, De Vere, Egan, Faber, 
Gasquet, Gibbons, Lady Herbert, Lingard, Liguori, 
Manning, Newman, O’Reilly, Patmore, Rickaby, Roche, 
St. Francis de Sales, St. Thomas Aquinas and Cardinal 
Wiseman. Other noteworthy works bought with this 
bequest are 27 sets of the Catholic Encyclopedia; Mosaici 
antichi conservati nel Palazzi Pontifici del Vaticano, 
Milano, 1910; and Il libro di Giuliano da Sangallo.

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The number of cards added to the catalogues during 
the year is 169,910, of which 153,794 were added to the 
Central Library catalogues and 16,116 to the branch 
catalogues. On acccunt of the crowding of cards in 
certain sections of the Bates Hall catalogue cases, the 
entire catalogue has been rearranged, leaving sufficient 
space 1n each drawer to provide for the increase of several 
years. New labels have been written for all the drawers. 
The first volume of the catalogue of the Allen A. Brown 
Music Library has been issued, also two parts of the 
second volume, and Part III. of the second volume 
(the seventh part of the whole work) is in type. The 
Allen A. Brown Dramatic Collection, received by gift 
from Mr. Brown, numbering 3,860 volumes, has been 
placed in the Barton-Ticknor room. The books have 
been listed, provisionally arranged, and about one-fourth 
of the entire number finally catalogued. The prepara- 
tion of copy for a new edition in print of the catalogue 
of architectural books in the library is substantially 
completed, and will therefore be ready for the printer 
within a short time.

PUBLICATIONS. 


The library has issued the following publications 
during the year, under the editorial supervision of Mr. 
Lindsay Swift: 


1. ‘Quarterly Bulletin” (four issues), aggregate pages, 336; 
edition, 3,100 copies. 

2. “Weekly Book List,” each week (53 numbers), aggregate 
pages, 384; edition, 2,500 copies. 


The ‘‘ Bulletin” has contained the usual announcements 
of the Lowell lectures and of the University Extension 
Courses, the programs of exhibitions at the Central 
Library and at the branches and reading-room stations, 
and the announcements of the course of free public 
lectures given at the Central Library. A list of books 
upon city and town planning, prepared by Miss Tucker- 
man, appeared in the “ Bulletin,” issued June 30, and in 
the issue for December 31 a list of books relating to the 
religious life of the Romans was published in connection 
with the Lowell lectures, by Prof. Jesse Benedict 
Carter. Besides the publications above named, a new 
edition of the ‘Finding List of Books Common to the 
Branches” has been published. This list is alphabetically 
arranged, and the books, which, with few exceptions, 
are to be found at all of the larger branches, are listed 
under author, title and subject. A description of the 
system of book classification used at the branches is 
also contained in this finding list, and since the books 
are arranged on the open shelves according to this 
system the public should find some knowledge of it 
very useful. Miss Louise Prouty, Custodian of the 
West End Branch, rendered valuable assistance in the 
work of preparation and revision of this list, for which 
she is entitled to acknowledgement.

Mr. James W. Kenney, Chief of the Bindery, has 
reported the usual statistics of work performed, and 
these have been put into comparison with similar figures 
for the preceding year in the following general statement:

In qualification of the figures thus presented it should 
be said that those for the year 1910-11 are for fifty weeks 
only, due to closing the period of compiling the figures 
upon January 15 instead of February 1, in order to 
hasten the preparation of the annual report. 
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Various changes in details of management and in 
methods of performing work, introduced since the 
incumbency of the present chief, have facilitated the 
operation of the bindery and increased its output. 


DOCUMENTS AND SUPPLIES. 


Mr. George V. Mooney, in charge of the Stock Depart- 
ment at the Central Library, reports the following 
distribution of library publications for public use during 
the year:

REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


From the annual report of Mr. John J. Keenan, Chief 
of the Registration Department, it is found that the 
gain for the year in the number of cards entitling the 
holders to borrow books for use outside of the library 
was 809. The corresponding increase in the year pre- 
vious was but 632. The total number of outstanding 
borrowers’ cards available for use January 15, 1910, 
was 86,104. The general routine work of this depart- 
ment shows an increase of about 10 per cent during the 
year. There were 50,684 cards issued to replace lost, 
soiled and filled cards. A brief statistical statement as 
to card holders follows:

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. 


During the year there has been an increase in the use 
of the Children’s Room at the Central Library, in con- 
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tinuation of the tendency shown during the past five 
years. Although, as in other parts of the library, the 
issue of books for home reading directly from the room 
does not properly measure this increase, it is to an 
extent indicative. The increase in this direct circula- 
tion was 2,061 volumes, and the total number of books 
issued was 61,010, while 16,846 volumes were sent 
through the Children’s Department at the Central 
Library for home use through the branch system. The 
total number of volumes issued for home use from the 
Children’s Department of the Central Library was 
therefore 77,856. 

The following extracts are made from the report of 
Miss Alice M. Jordan, the Custodian: 


The permanent collection of fine, well-illustrated books, 
begun last year in the Reference Room, has been of distinct 
value as an educational factor. In the choice of these books 
the range has been wide enough to include picture books for 
little children as well as copies of world classics. Literary or 
artistic merit and acceptability to children form the basis of 
selection. We have been gratified by hearing from children 
that these books have given them a desire for reading and 
from parents and teachers that they have found help and 
enlightenment on the subject of suitable books. These two 
results realize the aim of the collection. 

More young children than usual have been brought to the 
library by older brothers and sisters, and have added mate- 
rially to the care of the room during the past year. In some - 
cases the children are seemingly too young to profit much by 
library visits, but the older ones cannot come _ without 
them. 

Through looking at picture books the younger ones acquire, 
we hope, standards of art and humor higher than they would 
attain if left to get their ideas from cheap papers alone.’ 

Cooperation with the schools has continued as in past 
years. Visits from the schools were fewer. It has been 
possible, however, in some cases, to trace the diminished num- 
ber to temporary causes. 

There have been two reprintings of the brief list prepared in 
1909 for the Home and School Association. The first reprinted 
edition was largely distributed at the time of the N. E. A. 
meeting in July, and the second was issued in response to a 
continuous demand. 


The practice of receiving classes from the schools for 
instruction in library methods, given by the Custodian 
of the Children’s Room, has continued, and I think it 
proper to repeat from my report for last year, that ‘‘the 
experience of several years has demonstrated the value

of the kind of service rendered by this department of 
the library through the direct contact with the pupils 
and their teachers by means of the visits of classes 
referred to above.’’ The schools which have accepted 
this service have generally continued it. The library 
will at any time make arrangements with others who 
have not yet sent classes here. 


Bates HALL. 


The maximum attendance of readers in Bates Hall 
(325) was recorded on the afternoon of February 6, 1910. 
In the course of the year 580,000 call slips for books to 
be used at the tables were required by readers in the 
hall. This indicates the large use of this reading room, 
and besides this use of books from the stacks there is 
a constant unrecorded use of the open-shelf books from 
the wall cases. On a busy day, during which a record 
was kept, only 2.5 per cent of the readers called for 
works of fiction. 

Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, the Chief of the Reference 
Department, located in Bates Hall, remarks: 


If any statistics were kept of the volumes consulted and of 
the visitors in Bates Hall, it is reasonable to believe that the 
figures for the year just ended would show a great increase over 
those of the preceding year. But in the largest hall of the 
entire library system it is quite impracticable to count accu- 
rately its large number of students, or the thousands of unre- 
corded reference books freely used by them. Many additional 
chairs have lately been placed in the hall, and at times it is 
difficult to find a vacant seat. The character of the studies 
pursued here is of a high order. 

The card catalogue in Bates Hall now contains about 1,250,000 
cards, and it is the duty of the attendants to guide visitors 
through this catalogue, or to relieve them altogether of the 
search for the desired books, and this work consumes much 
time. The books desired take such a wide range that the most 
recondite volumes are liable at any moment to be called for. 
A great library can hardly be said to have any dead books. 
An increasing number of letters inquiring for information have 
been answered; foreign catalogues have been searched to find 
works suitable for purchase, and a large amount of routine work 
has been done. 


Mr. Pierce E. Buckley, in charge of the center desk, 
directly in the hall, in his report also comments upon 
the character of the books called for by readers, as 
follows: 
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On January 14 a record of successful applications was kept. 
There were 880 call slips and 1,102 books were called for. Of 
this number only 22 slips called for fiction. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The following details are derived from the report of the 
assistant-in-charge, Miss Florence A. Westcott: 


THE FINE ARTS DEPARTMENT. 


Photographs and Lantern Slides. 


Two notable gifts have been received during the year, 
one of 398 photographs from Mrs. E. 8. Green and one 
of 221 photographs from Mrs. J. C. Phillips. A group 
of 1,833 photographs of views and industries of different 
countries has been purchased for the circulating collec- 
tion. The total number of photographs and process 
pictures in the Fine Arts Department, including the 
Graupner Collection, is: Photographs, 20,068; half-tone 
and process pictures, 8,971; colored photo prints, 2,004. 
The lantern slides now number 3,120, of which 315 have 
been acquired during the year. 


Circulation of Books and Pictures. 


The total number of books issued from the Fine Arts 
Collection (included in the statement of total circula- 
tion, page 52) was, directly, for use outside the building, 
12,463; indirectly, for use through other departments, 
6,500; in all, 18,963, as compared with 17,295 issued in 
the preceding year. 


BARTON-TICKNOR ROOM.

The Barton-Ticknor Rooms are used extensively for 
research work, and each year large numbers of books are 
reserved for the use of students in the colleges in Boston 
and vicinity. 
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ALLEN A. BROWN MUSIC ROOM. 


The number of volumes added to the collection in this 
room for the year is 1,019. Of these, 305 were given 
by Mr. Brown. The additions have been unusually 
interesting. Among the more important are the follow- 
ing: 

Autograph manuscripts-of César Franck, C. M. Widor, John 
Barnett, Dudley Buck, Gustave Strube and other composers. 
Two volumes containing early and rare American music, 
London, 1760-90; the original manuscript collections of The 
Noblemen and Gentlemen’s Catch Club, consisting of 32 volumes 
of catches, canons and glees, comprising the compositions sub- 
mitted to the Catch Club, London, from 1763-94, many of 
them never published. About 100 pamphlets on Wagner and 
his works. Works from the library of M. Weckerlin, of Brussels, 
notably Gounod’s Ulysse (with corrections by him in manu- 
script); Spontini’s Olimpie: Paris, 1826. 3 volumes., and two 
orchestral scores of great rarity, namely, Gounod’s Faust and 
Massenet’s La Navarraise. The collection has also been 
enriched by the Vizentini operatic scores, received through 
Mr. and Mrs. Rogers, and mentioned in the lists of gifts on 
pages 10 and 58 ante. 


Three exhibition cases have been placed in the Music 
Room for displaying rare -works. The use of the room 
continually increases. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES OF THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


Visits of Classes. 


There has been an increase in the attendance of classes, 
for whom reservations of tables and library material 
have been made in the Fine Arts Reading Room. The 
visits have included 88 study clubs, attended by 1,108 
members; 116 classes from schools or colleges, attended 
by 787 students; 38 classes under private direction with 
379 students, and conferences between students and 
instructors in connection with the Harvard-Lowell 
Collegiate Courses, requiring provision for about 1,400 
individual visits. 

Besides the reservations mentioned, provision has 
been made for meetings and conferences by teachers 
from the public schools, and in the Lecture Hall for 
meetings of the Eastern Art and Manual Training 
Association, the New England History Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, and for other meetings and conferences upon 
literary and educational subjects. 
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Circulation of Pictures.

It will be seen that the provision of material of this 
kind for the schools from the collections of the library 
exhibits a considerable increase, as compared with the 
year immediately preceding, or, indéed, with any previ- 
ous year.

DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


This department has been in charge of Mr. James L. 
Whitney, who died September 25, 1910. Nearly up to 
the day of his death Mr. Whitney continued the work 
of more fully cataloguing the Chamberlain Collection, 
to which he had for some time given his direct attention. 
During the year he had dealt with about 1,500 manu- 
scripts from this collection. 

Mr. Horace L. Wheeler, first assistant in the depart- 
ment, has been in charge since Mr. Whitney’s death, 
and reports that the gifts through the American Statis- 
tical Association for the year comprise 539 volumes 
and 1,950 numbers or parts, eventually to be made up 
into volumes. 

This department now contains 16,657 volumes, 
exclusive of documents and reports of a statistical 
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character, on the shelves in the second gallery and 
special libraries floor, adjacent to the principal collec- 
tion. As a reference department upon questions relat- 
ing to economics, municipal and social progress, or to 
commercial and industrial subjects, its value and use 
continually increases. Special provision has been made 
by reservations of the books desired by the students 
from the School for Social. Workers and by others 
from Simmons College, Harvard and Wellesley. All 
books of importance currently published upon subjects 
germane to the department are added, and the files of 
United States documents (received by the library as 
a government depository) and of state and municipal 
or special reports are made available for public use. 
The collection thus separately maintained forms a 
municipal reference library and reservoir of informa- 
tion upon the important subjects relating to social 
economics. 


BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


Expense of Operation. 


The total expense of operation of the branch system, 
chargeable against the city appropriation, including the 
eleven principal branches and the seventeen reading- 
room stations, or minor branches, was $107,214.68 for 
the year. 

The circulation from year to year always exhibits 
fluctuations due to various causes, some of which are 
local and temporary. The branch circulation for the 
present year is shown in the tables, pages 51, 52 and 53. 

The attendance in the rooms of readers using the 
reading tables, or of pupils from the schools engaged 
in reference work, has been large. The East Boston, 
Roxbury, Upham’s Corner and West Roxbury Branches 
and seven of the reading-room stations have made 
substantial gains in total circulation. The Sunday 
attendance and the issue of books on Sundays are 
larger than in 1909-10. The South End and West End 
Branches are now open at twelve o’clock on Sunday 
instead of at two o’clock, the opening hour previously, 
and the attendance warrants the continuance of the new 
rule. The open hours of the West Roxbury Branch 
have been extended, and this branch is now open 
every evening instead of Saturday evenings only. The 
increased use of the branch and its enlarged circulation 
justifies the change. 
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The number of new books added to the branches 
during the year shows an increase from 3,146 to 7,552 
volumes, and the increase in the number of books 
replaced for others worn out or condemned is from 
4,384 to 5,167 volumes. The number of volumes added 
to the permanent collections of the reading rooms is 
4,690, as against 2,846 in the preceding year. The 
collections have thus been materially strengthened. 

Mr. Langdon L. Ward, Supervisor of Branches, in 
his annual report, summarizes certain details as follows: 


Many books bought with the Sullivan Fund have been added 
to the branches and reading rooms. 

In connection with the preparation of the new Branch Find- 
ing List, a considerable number of volumes of standard English 
fiction and books of some other classes, in which the branches 
were weak, have been added to the collections. 

Additional copies to a greater number than usual have been 
bought for the branches this year. A custodian of one of the 
branches says on this subject in her annual report: 

“Given the collection of books included in the Branch Find- 
ing List, one can open a branch library anywhere in Greater 
Boston. But given these same books in some one quarter of 
the city, and the custodian of that branch must adjust her 
resources to the demands of her particular constituency. The 
elasticity and the adaptability of the branches is gained in two 
ways —the daily issue from the Central, and the acquisition 
of ‘additional copies.’ The purpose of ‘additional copies’ must 
be borne in mind in considering the accessions.” 

A new edition of the “‘ Finding List of Books Common to the 
Branches of the Public Library of the City of Boston” was 
issued in November last. The old list was a classed catalogue 
and therefore in many alphabets. The new one is in the form 
of a dictionary catalogue, with entries under author, title and 
subject. These entries are unusually numerous and complete, 
and the list is proving to be of very real service in the work of 
the branch system. 

A copy of this list has been sent to the master of every gram- 
mar and high school, together with a circular letter with regard 
to the purpose and use of the list. The master was asked to 
have a copy of the letter given to every teacher in his district. 
The following extract is from the annual report of a branch 
custodian and relates to the use of this list: ‘‘The new branch 
catalogue was received this fall. It is invaluable to the assist- 
ant at the branch as well as to the public, and being in diction- 
ary form is better understood by the public, who have neither 
the patience nor the time to use readily a classified list.’”” The 
list has so much information in the way of notes, series entries 
and sequences, full names, cross references, etc., as to be very 
educative to all employees of the department. 

A custodian’s handbook, ‘‘ Rules for the guidance of custo- 
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dians of branches and reading rooms and their assistants,”’ 
has been printed in temporary form. It will be kept in note- 
book covers at the branches and reading rooms. Changes in 
the rules will be noted on the margin of the page, which is wide. 
The book makes about forty pages. It is likely that it will be 
necessary to add twenty or more on other subjects, but the 
most important matters are covered by the present edition. 
The following are some of the headings: List of Forms in Use 
at Branches and Reading Rooms or of Interest for Reference; 
Registrations; The Daily Issue from the Central Library; 
Fines; Charges and Care of Money; Periodicals; Property 
Book and Annual Inventory; Fire; Discipline. 


With reference to the work with schools performed 
in connection with the branches, Mr. Ward remarks: 


The assignment of schools to the branches and reading rooms 
is revised from time to time as new schools are established or 
other new conditions arise. ‘The custodians of all the branches 
and reading rooms have schools to visit and to supply, either 
directly or as agents of the Central Library, with books and 
pictures. The custodians for the most part attend to this 
duty very faithfully. One custodian of a reading room visits 
her school twice a month. Another, when she cannot get the 
teachers to advise her in advance of subjects for outside study, 
engages certain pupils to do this. One wrote a letter to every 
teacher at the beginning of the school year, offering books and 
pictures. Two or three say in their annual reports that almost 
all the teachers of their schools have had deposits of books or 
pictures, or that hardly a teacher in the district has not called 
for some assistance during the year. One custodian of a read- 
ing room took registrations in her two schools twice during the 
year, though required to do so only once. At one branch 
twenty-two more teachers were supplied with deposits than the 
year before. As the teachers’ use of library privileges is purely 
voluntary and is closely related to the initiative and faithfulness 
of the custodians, it would seem that the latter deserve great 
credit for this branch of their work. 


The reference work at the branches is thus referred to: 


Very few of the custodians are trained reference librarians, 
but many of them have profited by the experience they have 
had and are painstaking in this part of the work, which they all 
realize is most important. The collections of books at the 
reading rooms have been for some time fairly adequate to 
supply answers to the ordinary reference questions, and they 
are being strengthened every year. Almost all the custodians 
report that the reference work steadily increases. There is a 
certain amount of this work done for adults, especially young 
men. One custodian speaks of making especial effort to get 
books for adult foreigners who are learning English. This 
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is done at several other places. As has always been the case, 
however, a large part of the adults who frequent the branches 
and reading rooms want fiction or light non-fiction. 


The following extracts relating to reference work and 
to the assistance given to readers are made from the 
annual reports of custodians: 


The reference work a few years ago was principally per- 
formed with the grammar grades and with the pupils of the 
first year of the high schools; but as the pupils whom we helped 
grew older and became farther advanced in school they still 
came to the library for assistance, and, obtaining it, continued 
to use the library. At present there are quite a number of 
students from the Normal School, both first and second year’s 
classes, who use the library continually. 

An assistant has had time to typewrite certain poems asked 
for by teachers, which are sent in manila envelopes in place of a 
book in constant use here; also to typewrite a reading list 
of books adapted to the boy’s or girl’s grade on the subject 
of a deposit of pictures asked for by the teachers. This list 
is mounted, in the same manner as the pictures, and sent and 
returned as part of the deposit. The experiment is yet too new 
to permit a report as to the results, but the boys and girls ask 
for those books. 

The question has sometimes been asked, “Is this library for 
boys only?” We answer that it is not, but that we are well - 
pleased with the number of boys who spend their spare time 
here. In fact, if we are biased toward any class of readers it 
is toward the boys. We have an idea that girls will read of 
their own accord and employ their leisure harmlessly. So it 
has come about that our tables are fully used every evening by 
young men and boys who have formed the library habit. We 
know them individually, know when they leave school for their 
first job, and often at this time we are able to tip the balance in 
favor of the evening school, and we follow them with sugges- 
tion and encouragement. 


The following from Mr. Ward’s report is a compre- 
hensive description of the nature and purpose of the 
work done with collections of pictures at the branches: 


To supplement the pictures provided by the Fine Arts 
Department at the Central Library, the branches began some 
years ago to form collections of inexpensive pictures that were 
likely to be of use to the teachers and pupils of the schools of 
the city. The pictures are chiefly those related to nature 
study, geography, physical and political, history and biography, 
literature, folklife and the industrial arts. For example, out 
of many there are pictures on the followfng subjects: Birds, 
animals, fruits and flowers, gems, minerals and ores; New Eng-

land mountains, the Arctic Regions, Egypt, India; historic 
men and scenes, explorers, the Spanish War, Concord and 
Lexington; Longfellow’s poems, authors and their homes, 
Burns’ country, scenes from ‘ David Copperfield’’; Indian life, 
children of other days, Ireland and Irish life, school children of 
different countries; fishing, lumbering, whaling, bridge build- 
ing. These titles give only an imperfect idea of the variety 
of the subjects. Full lists were printed two years ago for dis- 
tribution to teachers, and a new edition of these lists is in type. 

Many of the pictures have been cut from periodicals or worn- 
out books and mounted at the branches. A considerable 
number, however, are obtained by purchase or gift. Picture 
postcards have been found useful, and so have the Perry pictures 
and other inexpensive collections that may be bought. 

The lending of these pictures is not only of definite value to 
the teachers of the public schools, but it promotes intimate 
relations between the schools and the library, and leads to the 
wider use of the books. We have constant proof of this. In 
fact, the use of the books and of the pictures are intimately 
connected. 

It has been found that the pictures are very valuable in the 
ungraded classes and also in the kindergartens in connection 
with story telling. 

These pictures are also used at the branches for exhibitions, 
and are lent by branches to reading rooms for the same purpose. 
In this way they are brought prominently before the eyes of 
the teachers and children who use these library agencies. 

The number of pictures lent from the branch collections, 
chiefly to schools and reading rooms, is 21,719, as against 
17,772 in the preceding year. 

The number of portfolios of pictures issued from the Fine 
Arts Department, through the branches and reading rooms, 
was 1,521, as against 818 the preceding year. 


Several of the annual reports of the custodians praise 
the exhibitions sent to the branches and reading rooms 
every month by the Fine Arts Department, and speak 
of the interest taken in them. The esi ubee is an 
extract from one report: 


The sets sent from the Central Library for exhibition at the 
branch have been unusually interesting the past year, especially 
those on ‘‘The evolution of the printed book,”’ airships, and the 
one on ice harvesting, marble cutting, etc. Of the branch 
pictures exhibited, the set illustrating the Shakespeare plays 
attracted considerable attention and comment, as did also a set 
on American life in the West, consisting mostly of sketches by 
Remington of cowboys and plain life. As might have been 
expected, these particularly interested the boys. — 


The branches of the library are knit together by an 
effective plan of organization, and, as operated in con- 
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nection with the Central Library, they occupy a place 
in a unified system which is of the highest importance. 
Their relation to the schools is close; they bring the 
collections of the Central Library near to the citizens 
in their immediate vicinity, and through their own col- 
lections and by the provision of opportunity for reading 
within the buildings they form educational centers in 
the various districts whereby books are brought within 
the reach of all. Our branches in several instances lack 
proper buildings, and these should be supplied to enable 
the library system to be operated to the point of highest 
efficiency. Considered merely from the point of view 
of its cost, imperfect operation means waste. Work 
of any kind — and certainly library work is no excep- 
tion to the general rule — can. never reach the highest 
plane of excellence if hampered by inadequate or incon- 
venient physical conditions. 


Tuer DEPARTMENT OF PATENTS. 


The number of volumes added to the patent collec- 
tion during the year is 340, increasing the total number 
to 11,308. The number of persons consulting the files 
in this department for the year is 9,729, an increase of 
1,191 over the number recorded in 1909-10; and the 
number of volumes consulted was 67,528, an increase of 
1,074 over the number used in the preceding year. As 
in other departments, there is always a considerable 
unrecorded use of books directly from the open shelves.

The largest attendance 
on any single Sunday in the Bates Hall Reading Room 
was 325, the number present February 6, 1910, at 5 p. m.

Dear Sir,— In conformity with chapter 3, section 
24, of the Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the 
annual report of the Department of Markets for the 
year ending January 31, 1911. 

The work of the department has been of a routine 
nature; the rents have been paid promptly; the ordi- 
nances and regulations of the Market Department have 
been strictly enforced; provisions offered for sale within 
the market limits have been of excellent quality, so 
much so that few complaints have been made, and we 
have been required to condemn a very small quantity 
as being unfit for human food. 

During the year the department has condemned 
and caused to be destroyed as unfit for human food one 
hundred twenty-eight (128) pounds of poultry, seventy 
(70) pounds of corned meats, seventy-two (72) pounds 
of fish, fifty-eight (58) crates of peaches, seventeen 
hundred and forty (1,740) quarts of strawberries, 
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five (5) barrels of squash, besides large quantities of 
fruit and vegetables sent to the city scow. 

The police detailed for duty at Faneuil Hall Markets 
have made sixty-one (61) arrests for the following 
offences, viz.:

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and have reported fifteen (15) cases to the Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals for prosecution. 

Only ordinary repairs which belong to the city to 
make have been required and such as have been needed 
have been promptly cared for by the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, under whose charge they have been 
made. 

The lessees themselves have made many repairs and 
improvements at their own expense which have been of 
material benefit to the property of the city. 

There are some repairs out of the ordinary which 
have been reported to the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings which have met with his approval and which 
should be attended to at an early date. 

The slating on a portion of the roof of the Faneuil 
Hall Market building is in bad condition and requires 
the Superintendent: of Public Buildings to have the 
snow removed after each storm to save the city from 
expense on account of water which enters the building 
after each storm, causing annoyance and damage to 
the property of the lessees and in some eases has obliged 
them to discontinue the use of a part of the premises. 
While this matter has received the prompt and care- 
ful attention of the Superintendent of Public Buildings 
at all times, he has not been able to wholly overcome 
the trouble. 

The ceiling in the main passageway of Faneuil Hall 
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Market is in bad condition, not having been renewed 
since the completion of the building in 1826. I have 
recommended to the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings that there should be a metal ceiling to cover the 
present plaster, which would greatly improve the appear- 
ance of the market and last for many years. 

The floors in the main passageways of the Faneuil 
Hall Market should be relaid and those also in the north 
side of the new Faneuil Hall Market, as in both places 
they are badly worn.

Dear Sr1r,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, the Board of Music 
Trustees herewith present their annual report, giving a 
detailed analysis of the results accomplished between 
February 1, 1910, and January 31, 1911, inclusive. 

During that period, the personnel of the Board has 
undergone a change, Mrs. Daniel V. MclIsaac having 
been appointed to succeed Mr. Edwin A. Franklin, 
whose term expired on May 1, 1910. Mr. Walter L. 
Finigan was appointed secretary to the commission 
on May 2, 1910, to succeed Mr. William A. Leahy, who 
voluntarily resigned. The Board reorganized for the 
year on October 24, 1910, and re-elected Mr. William C. 
Brooks chairman for a second term. The membership 
of the Board and the termination of their respective 
commissions follow:

HEADQUARTERS. 


On May 27, 1910, the official headquarters of the 
Music Department was transferred from 64 Pemberton 
square to 48 Tremont street, Carney Building, Rooms 
904-905. The old Franklin schoolhouse on Washington 
street, near Dover, was engaged from the Public Build- 
ings Department as a rehearsal hall, for which purpose 
it is now being used. 


APPROPRIATION AND EXPENDITURES. 


The appropriation for the department was the same 
as that for the year previous, $19,000. Of this sum, 
$17,583.75 was expended, leaving a balance of $1,416.25. 

Of the money expended, office expenses consumed 
$1,778.36; summer band concerts, $9,161.42, and the 
winter concerts, $6,643.97. 

- The total number of concerts given during the year 
was 139. Of this number, 84 were summer band con- 
certs, and 55 winter concerts. .

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SUMMER CONCERTS. 


The cost of the summer concerts show a decided 
decrease over that of previous years, but this result 
was accomplished owing to a delay in starting the 
season two weeks later because of a controversy between 
the Musicians’ Union and the City of Boston. The 
regular augmented Municipal Band of forty men, 
organized in previous years to give Sunday afternoon 
concerts on Boston Common, was supplanted by Kan- 
rich’s Band of twenty-five men. The members of this 
band were, however, with a few exceptions, members 
of the regular Municipal Band, which was organized to 
give evening concerts throughout the city, and Saturday 
afternoon concerts at Franklin Park. 

The Municipal Band, under the leadership of Mr. 
Albert Kanrich, performed at thirty evening concerts 
to an estimated total attendance of 83,700 people. 
At Franklin Park, on Saturday afternoons, seven con- 
certs were given to an estimated total of 17,200 music 
lovers. The work of the Municipal Band was supple- 
mented by the following bands, which were engaged 
to furnish music on Sunday afternoons at‘the various 
parks.

These concerts are a source of great pleasure to the 
inmates of these institutions, and should be developed 
in a greater degree if the financial conditions permit. 

The vacation schools are also included in the summer 
schedule, and during the season four morning concerts 
were conducted, being rendered by a subsection of 
eleven men from the Municipal Band. 

In addition to the regular schedule of concerts, a 
concert was given at Franklin Park as a special feature 
in connection with the Annual. Temperance Convention 
on August 10, 1910. On August 24 a special concert 
was conducted at Wood Island Park, the occasion being 
the final games of the ‘‘ Boston—1915” athletic meet. 

In addition to the above scheduled concerts this 
department also engaged all the music for the monster 
parade conducted by the ‘‘Boston—1915 Committee”’ 
on July 4. Although the celebration was left entirely 
in the hands of the said committee, several sections of 
the city complained of lack of music in their vicinity. 
On this account, this department furnished and paid 
for seven concerts, given by small bands in the suburban 
sections of the city. Part of the Dorchester Day Cele- 
bration expenses were also met by this department. On 
Columbus Day we furnished and paid for a concert 
given at Jamaica Plain. 


ORDER. 


The order, taken as a whole, at these concerts was 
very good. The Police Department co-operated in a 
ereat degree, and through their efforts good order 
prevailed. A marked improvement has been noticed in 
the deportment of the audience since the Sunday 
concerts have been given during the afternoon. 


WINTER SEASON. 
The season of the winter orchestra concerts closed 
on January 26, 1911, with a concert given at Ford Hall, 
at which appeared a contra-bass soloist, a marvel of the 
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musical world, Signor Antony Torello’. To be able to 
say that this department gave to the people of Boston 
a virtuoso that cannot be equalled in the world to-day 
will give a general idea of how far advanced this depart- 
ment is in their selection of the best talent in the 
profession and the choicest programs obtainable. 

The thirteenth season of winter concerts has inau- 
gurated developments of considerable import. The 
winter concerts were originally started by a string 
quartette in 1898-99. The success attained by this 
innovation, and its subsequent improvements, has so 
highly encouraged the trustees that this year, in addition 
to an orchestra of ten men assisted by a lecturer, another 
field of music was invaded, and the audiences are now 
being treated to an extremely varied class of concert 
work, including orchestral and chamber concerts and 
organ recitals. 

The orchestra for the season of 1910-11 was con- 
ducted by Mr. William Howard, and consisted of ten 
men.

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At these concerts a total number of 40,215 music 
lovers listened with much interest to the superb rendi- 
tion of the excellent programs of music provided. At 
all the orchestral concerts Mr. Louis C. Elson talked on 
the varied programs, demonstrating and illustrating the 
different themes, of the characteristics of the. various 
schools of music, explaining the qualities and uses of the 
different instruments in such a way as to absorb the 
attention of the gravest connoisseur. 

At many of these concerts hundreds were refused 
admittance, owing to lack of accommodation. Taking 
the total attendance of 40,215 for fifty-five concerts, 
the average attendance was 731. This is a marked 
improvement over previous years, and a most potent 
argument indicating that, year by year, the universal 
appreciation is being gradually increased. 


Trio CONCERTS. 


On December 15, 1910, the trio chamber concerts 
were inaugurated, and the innovation was received with 
profound favor by the large audience present. 

The production of the ‘‘Chamber Concerts” is an 
action taken by the Music Trustees for promoting a 
greater interest in music. This exploit has been con- 
templated for years, and the step taken for the advance- 
ment of the art, at this time, is one welcomed by 
hundreds. 

The chamber trio concerts were given by three 
instrumentalists, assisted by a vocal soloist. Thus, the 
opportunity is given to demonstrate the value of the 
three instruments used,;— piano, violin and violoncello, 
both in their solo character and in the ensemble. 


ORGAN RECITALS. 


Another form of a musicale conducted by this depart- 
ment are the organ recitals. The trustees have planned 
for a series of recitals to be held in the various churches 
of the city. The first series was inaugurated on January 
25, 1911. The audience was an extremely interested 
and intelligent one, and contained many musicians of 
note. These recitals will be continued through the next 
season. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 


We are pleased to report, at this time, that plans are 
being considered for a new magnificent bandstand on 
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Boston Common, to be erected as a memorial to the 
late George F. Parkman. This is a much needed 
improvement, and when finished will be a monument 
to the art of music in Boston. 

We again urge the erection of small stands at the larger 
playgrounds in the various sections of the city. This 
would be a vast improvement over the portable stands 
in use at the present time. 

At this time we beg to acknowledge, through your 
Honor, our thanks to the following departments for the 
courtesies extended to us by them: Police Depart- 
ment, Public Grounds Department, Public Buildings 
Department and School Department. ‘Their co-opera- 
tion with us in various ways has helped in a great degree 
to make this a most successful year for the Music 
Department.

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STATISTICS OF CaAsEsS AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
1,995, a decrease of 277 families from the previous year. 
Of these, 286 families resided in other cities and towns 
but had retained their settlement in this city, and we 
received payment for aid rendered to 188 families resid- 
ing in Boston whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 
488. The total number of cases dealt with since 1864 
is 40,893. 

The number of official visits made by our visitors 
during the year was 21,481, of which 14,548 were made 
in the homes of the poor and 6,888 for information.

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The sum of $83,737.81 has been given directly to the 
poor, to which should be added the sum of $2,938.85 
paid for burials, $5,936.97 paid for support of the Tem- 
porary Home, and $11,693.79 paid for support of the 
Lodge for Wayfarers, making a total of $104,307.42 
actually paid out by the Overseers of the Poor from the 
tax levy for the direct relief of the poor. We have also 
disbursed as trustees the further sum of $28,932.41 
to the various pensioners and beneficiaries adjudged 
worthy and falling within the provisions of the trusts.

THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


The capacity of the lodge has been severely tested 
during the past winter. Owing to various causes the 
population of the lodge has greatly increased. We 
have room for 194 lodgers, in addition to the men who 
are regularly employed about the place and in deliver- 
ing wood. Several times we have been obliged to put 
up a number of men in the dining room where they sleep 
on benches. Fortunately the stress was not continuous 
through the winter. 

We are very far from having the ideal lodging house 
for wayfarers. ‘The building is an abandoned school- 
house, and although everything has been done that was 
possible to make it over to meet our needs it still lacks 
much of being suitable to the purposes of a model 
municipal lodging house. It is not big enough, and it 
is impossible to adequately ventilate or properly heat 
it. It would be well if our city would consider the 
wisdom of following the example of New York and make 
adequate provision for caring for the crowds of homeless 
men who come to us every winter. To do this, however, 
something more is needed than a new building. We 
need active co-operation between the Overseers of the 
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Poor and the judges of our municipal courts, so that 
we could be sure that men deserving sentences for 
vagrancy would always receive them. A place should 
be provided by the state to which men so sentenced 
could be sent for a long time, or upon an indeterminate 
sentence. Something in the nature of a farm colony 
should be established where idle men would be compelled 
to work, and an attempt made to cure them of their 
habits of vagrancy. As matters are now there is no 
place but the State Farm to which vagrants can be 
sent. Their stay is brief, as there is not nearly enough 
room to accommodate the men who are sent there. 
Hence, judges are naturally disinclined to adopt severe 
measures and are apt to look with much more leniency 
on the crimes of vagrancy and tramping than upon 
other crimes. 

The problem of the tramp is apparently solved in the 
small towns and cities of this Commonwealth only to sur- 
vive in its fullest and most difficult form in the large cities. 
In the former places tramps are not tolerated and are put 
up for the night only to be haled into court next morn- 
ing and charged with tramping or vagrancy. In the 
large cities, on the other hand, because of the reasons 
already given, they are lodged again and again, and 
little attempt is made to cure or punish them. It 
would seem that ultimately some definite effort must be 
made in the cities to cope with an evil which has already 
been so successfully dealt with by our town authorities. 


IMPROVEMENTS AT THE LODGE. 


A room measuring twenty feet by nineteen feet by 
seven and one-half feet (20 by 19 by 74) has been con- 
verted into a fumigating chamber. This room affords 
ample facilities for cleansing all the garments of the 
applicants, as well as a more frequent sterilization of 
the bed clothing. According as the occasion requires, 
either sulphur or formalin solution is the agent used in 
this process. The steaming method formerly used at 
the lodge was most inadequate, as it was possible to 
treat only the underwear of the lodgers, while the 
blankets and other articles requiring attention in this 
respect received but a superficial treatment. 

In compliance with the Health Board regulation per- 
taining to public drinking fountains, six bubbling fountain 
taps have been installed on the premises of the lodge.

Many meals are 
furnished to men who only work for their dinner or 
supper but do not remain at the lodge for the night.

REPORT OF THE TEMPORARY HOME. 


The home is in excellent repair and is under the charge 
of the same matron as last year. The staff consists of a 
head matron with three assistants and a cook. One 
assistant has charge of the nursery, the laundry and 
the serving of meals to the inmates. One assistant is 
on duty during the night to attend to all calls between 
7.45 p. m. and 6.45 a. m. ‘The other assistant, who 
lives out of the home, helps’ in various ways, and has 
charge of the card catalogues and books. 

The night calls average between two and three a night, 
and vary from men inquiring their way to the lodge 
to foundlings half dead from exposure, needing imme-. 
diate and expert care. Some of the women are slightly 
demented. Some are merely lost, or have missed the 
trains to their homes, or have lost their money or tickets. 
Some of them are somewhat under the influence of 
liquor. As no doors may be locked in the home, such 
women can only be kept downstairs away from the 
dormitories. 

Sixteen thousand eight hundred sixty-four loaves 
of bread were baked in the home, of which 10,038 loaves 
were sent to the lodge. 

As usual the inmates were at liberty to accompany 
one of the matrons either to a Protestant or Roman 
Catholic Church, and many did so. 

There is a marked falling off in the number of total 
lodgings this year and last over the year 1908-09, 
which was a very hard one. ‘There were fewer individ- 
uals and fewer lodgings per individual, and consequently 
fewer meals to inmates. The number of meals to 
persons not living in the home has not changed so much. 

The number of children with mothers is much the 
same as last year but more than one-third less than in 
1908-09. One reason for this decrease is thought to be 
the more active agencies for social service recently 
established in connection with the lying-in-hospitals 
in Tewksbury and Boston. In former times young 
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unmarried mothers on discharge from the hospitals in 
Tewksbury and Boston were very generally sent to the 
home. Now there are agents at both hospitals who 
endeavor to send the mothers with infants directly to 
their homes or places of settlement, or to be placed for 
service, thereby saving them from contact with another 
charitable institution such as the home. The places at 
domestic service secured by the home were 210. For 
mothers with children, fourteen. The home is often 
used by the police, or state, or private societies, for the 
safe-keeping of children during the day. No record is 
kept of such children, although they frequently require 
considerable care. This year they numbered thirty-six. 

All cases of illness were sent as quickly as possible to 
the hospital. 

It is the special duty of the matron in charge of the 
nursery to teach the mothers, as far as possible, in a few 
days, the proper way of feeding and caring for children. 
The food served is simple but well cooked and there is 
plenty of bread and milk for the children. 

The young girls brought to the home by agents of the 
state are usually of an age between twelve and sixteen, 
requiring especial superintendence. ‘There is a room 
reserved for them, and a sewing room where they can 
be employed. 

As usual all confinement cases were sent to the Boston 
Lying-in Hospital and a stipulated sum paid for their 
eare. After investigation by the agent of the Overseers 
of the Poor some of the cost was refunded.

The direct expense to this department of our work at 
the hospital during the past year was $4,311.99. We 
collected in all during the year from this source for the 
City of Boston the sum of $41,010.95. The sum of 
$49,034.14 was also received at the City Collector’s 
office on account of contagious cases cared for at the 
City Hospital, on bills furnished by our department. 
If we add to these amounts $20,053.19, collected at our 
main office, for the relief by us of paupers settled other- 
wise than in Boston, and paid over directly to the City 
Collector, we have an aggregate of $110,098.28 collected 
by this department.

THE GROCERY DEPARTMENT. 


During the year we have made some additions to the 
list of articles furnished to the poor in form of groceries. 
The following articles are purchased by us in bulk and 


* Not transferred to Boston City Hospital. 
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distributed in baskets in the homes of the poor: Flour, 
tea, sugar, beans, pork, fish, potatoes, oatmeal, cornmeal, 
rice, peas, soap, milk, cocoa, syrup, tomatoes, macaroni 
and spaghetti. Selections are made by the recipients 
from time to time, our visitors carrying with them a 
list of articles and prices. 


DEATH OF PaTRick J. GREENE. 


Again has our Board been called upon to mourn the 
death of one of its most active members. Mr. Patrick 
J. Greene died on the twenty-seventh day of March, 
1910, after a short illness. He had been a member of 
this Board for ten years and his service had been of the 
best. Familiar with the needs of the poor from a life- 
long acquaintance he brought to our work an ardent 
interest and a keen desire to help. His sympathy was 
ready and was constantly exhibited in the many cases in 
which he personally gave of his time and money to help 
the needy. His counsel was wise and he was ever 
ready to undertake any duty, however arduous, that 
was imposed upon him by his fellow members. Always 
punctual in attendance and prompt in the performance 
of his committee work, he was an ideal member of a civic 
board. His citizenship was of the patriotic kind that 
puts duty before pleasure and cares nothing for the 
emoluments of office, deeming it good to work for the 
welfare of others without pay and without price. His 
reward he found in the esteem and gratitude of his fellow 
citizens, rich and: poor alike, who all respected and 
honored him while living, and now that he is dead regret 
the loss of an honest, God-fearing man, a g90d neighbor 
and a true friend. 


RESIGNATION OF THOMAS DOWNEY. 


In addition to our losses by death we have to meet 
with losses by the resignation of members who for vari- 
ous reasons find it unwise to continue to serve. A most 
lamentable instance of this occurred last year when Mr. 
Thomas Downey felt constrained to resign his place with 
us. Appointed to the Board three times between 1887 
and 1910, his service aggregated fifteen years in all, a 
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splendid contribution of time and labor to the interests 
of the poor and to the benefit of his adopted city. Dur- 
ing all this time Mr. Downey was burdened with the 
active cares of a most responsible business position and 
his record puts to shame that large class of citizens who 
invariably plead the lack of time to do civic work, 
because of the pressing cares of business. 

Mr. Downey was appointed to the State Board of 
Charities while still serving with us, and for a period 
continued to perform the duties of both positions, but- 
felt that it was unfair to his business associates to keep 
on doing this double duty and therefore resigned from 
our Board. His long experience with the poor, his 
great business ability and his shrewd common sense 
were of the utmost value. Always alert to see 
that justice was done to all, of quick wit and ready 
tongue, he was equal to any emergency, and of great 
assistance 1n carrying on the various departments of our 
work. 


Trust FunpDs. 


These funds are seventeen in number and are adminis- 
tered strictly according to the provisions of the various 
trusts creating them, as interpreted from time to time 
by the Board with the advice of the Law Department. 

All applicants for trust pensions must prove a legal 
residence in Boston, and as a rule must be at least fifty 
years of age and have resided for a considerable length 
of time in Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation has increased $5,458.50 during the year, 
and is now $842,284.19. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pem- 
berton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, 
the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, 
the Stoughton, Goodnow and Jeffries Funds is 241, 
a decrease of 5 from the number aided on February 1, 
1910. During the year 16 have died, 2 have gone to 
homes for aged women, 5 have withdrawn, in 3 cases we 
have stopped the pensions previously given and 2 have 
gone to parts unknown. Twenty-three new names 
have been added. 

During the year we have paid $5,397 from the income 
of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are now 
thirty children on this fund. 

At the end of this report will be found a statement of 
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all the funds held by us in trust, showing receipts and 
expenditures since February 1, 1910, also extracts from 
the wills under which these trusts were established. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The receipts and expenditures during the last twelve 
months are shown in detail by reports of the secretary 
and treasurer ‘which follow. 

As usual we have had an expert accountant audit our 
books and accounts and his certificate is appended hereto. 
A schedule of the personal property in our hands Febru- 
ary 1, 1911, is hereto attached.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVER- 
SEERS OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from ‘A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin 
Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’’ Anony- 
mous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.” The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphans 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age. 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually ‘‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called’’; interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi- 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry. . 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, ‘“‘for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not sup- 
ported in the almshouse. though sometimes relieved by 
the Overseers of the Poor.”

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Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in the 
providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and obliged 
to take shelter in the almshouse, after having lived 
reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges as to 
the persons, but always giving the preference to the 
pious poor.”’ 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition to 
the above provisions of the will the income of this fund 
could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their dis- 
cretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the 
possession of the City of Boston in accordance with the 
will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk 
County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that, 
upon the death of certain persons therein named, said 
estate is given to the City of Boston upon the condition 
that the estate should never be sold, but the income used 
for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of the City Coun- 
cil, approved by the Mayor January 4, 18738, this estate 
was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.”’ 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of 
that city May, 1861: ‘“‘Income to be expended in the 
purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘‘Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
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days, to the end that such poor Protestant families may 
have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such holi- 
days in common with their fellow-citizens; and | 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.” . 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘‘Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity or circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.”’ 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut. Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be 
improved by the care of the selectmen, the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not 
supported by the said city in its almshouse, in such 
manner as the said city, or the government or officers 
thereof, may deem most judicious, but without reference 
to the religious faith or belief of those who may apply 
for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and main- 
tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
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Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.’ 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute— A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.”’ 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a City of Boston note. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.— A bequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘“‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.”’ 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: ‘‘I give, devise, and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.” 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 
Mayor December 19, 1907, the income of the fund is 
paid to this Board.

One-third of the Board is appointed annually by the 
Mayor, subject to the approval of the Civil Service 
Commission.

ANNUAL REPORT 
PARK DHPARTMENT 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1911. 


Hon. Joun F. FITzGERA.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


_ DeaAR Srr,— Much of the work that we described in 
our last report as then to be desired has now either been 
done or is well advanced. | 

By arrangements made with the Transit Commission 
the marsh land in the northern portion of the Fens is 
being graded with earth from the Beacon Hill tunnel 
to a level which will make it upland and suited to park 
uses. This has been done without expense, but it will 
be necessary when it is completed to ask for an appro- 
priation to surface this area with some loam. 

The herbaceous garden in Franklin Park has been 
well started. The flowers made a brilliant display last 
summer and will be far more attractive in the coming 
year. This garden will form a part of the Zoological 
Gardens and aid in preserving parklike features as the 
zoological collection extends. 

The commission this year again would urge that 
authority be obtained for the opening of the parks and 
playgrounds to ‘‘innocent recreation’’ on Sunday after- 
noon. We believe that the grounds so thoroughly used 
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on Saturday afternoons should be put to use on Sunday 
afternoons and can see no reason why if innocent sport 
is permitted by the police on private or club grounds it 
should not be also allowed on the playgrounds open to 
those who have no such grounds of their own. We 
desire to see tennis, quoits, bowls, cricket and baseball 
on the playgrounds on summer Sunday afternoons, just 
as skating and tobogganing. are now permitted on 
Sundays in winter on these same grounds. The idea 
that the former should be forbidden on Sundays as 
being competitive games and that the latter should be 
permitted as ‘‘methods of locomotion’? seems to us 
unreasonable. 

Six locker buildings of picturesque design and suited 
to the playground surroundings have been completed 
on six of the playgrounds. The grading and fences 
have been completed on the William Eustis Playground 
and the Columbus Avenue Playground. The grading 
has been done at the North Brighton Playground with 
earth obtained from the Cambridge tunnel. The 
Prince Street Playground has been paved and an inter- 
esting scheme of shelters and planting has been arranged 
to be installed as soon as spring weather permits. Savin 
Hill Park has been planted with great care, and as the 
planting attains growth we feel sure that this park will 
be one of great beauty. Some of the proposed and 
authorized work at Charlesbank has been done and the 
rest is to be done as soon as the opening season permits. 
The extension of the speedway at Franklin Field has 
nearly been completed. 

It has been a constant question with the Park Com- 
mission whether with the growth of foliage and with the 
changes that have at times become necessary the original 
plan of the parks as designed by Mr. Olmsted, senior, 
was being adhered to; or whether if not being adhered to 
the changes were beneficial or otherwise. Seeking light 
on this question the commission engaged the late Mr. 
Olmsted’s sons to make a thorough peregrination of the 
park in company with our superintendent and landscape 
architect. Messrs. Olmsted have just given us their 
interesting report and we hand it to you herewith. Much 
as we value this careful report it is proper to say that 
we do not agree with all their conclusions. For instance, 
were it possible to obtain the $80,000 it would probably 
cost we should like to arrange Commonwealth avenue 
between Massachusetts avenue and the Fens on the 
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same plan that exists beyond each end of this short 
section. The changes that have already been made 
west of the Fens on the avenue and that new conditions 
have caused lead us to feel that this would be a very 
desirable change. We hope, however, to profit greatly 
from this report, and from one that the Finance Com- 
mission have recently on their own account intrusted 
to Mr. Manning, landscape architect. 

There are certain things that we desire to do in the 
near future if furnished with necessary funds for their 
carrying out, among which are the following: (1) In 
our last report we referred to the condition of the water 
in the Fens. The only change that can occur in this 
water is caused by whatever flow there may be from 
the Charles river through the openings under Beacon 
street and Commonwealth avenue and the railroad into 
the Fens and then back again through the same open- 
ings to the river. It is obvious that the change in the 
water is very slight and the water stands in the Fens 
without any other flow or change. We have had it 
examined. It is to-day in good condition and nobody 
complains of it. It is obvious, however, that a very 
sight change in conditions might make it disagreeable 
and unhealthy. Those in charge of the basin and the 
marginal sewer will not permit us to let water in from 
Charles river through the Fens into the marginal sewer 
whence it would be delivered below the dam into the 
bay. The reason this is not permitted is because there 
is not water enough in the Charles river to spare for . 
this flow through the Fens. Our commission, therefore, 
desires and has asked in previous years for the funds 
necessary to establish an electric pumping plant which 
would pump water from the upper end of the Fens into 
the Brookline avenue sewer whence it would go into the 
Charles River Basin and thus a flow would be obtained 
without any waste of water from the basin. We again 
urge the necessity of this upon your attention believ- 
ing it to be a necessary safeguard against future possible 
trouble. (2) We cannot expect to see the playgrounds 
very largely used during school hours on week days. 
On Saturdays they are well used; if the Legislature opens 
them on Sundays the fact of their use upon two days 
of the week would tend to their greater use on the re- 
maining days. We believe, however, that on every 
large playground there should be maintained a super- 
visor or play leader to control the playgrounds and chil- 
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dren’s corners and direct and supervise the play on these 
playgrounds and the neighboring small grounds that 
belong to the city. Of course this is an expense for 
which we have no funds, but we believe it desirable. 
(3) We also think that these supervisors and the 
children’s corners and the entire administration of the 
playgrounds should be in our charge and not divided 
between us and the School Committee and others. 
Divided responsibility gives incomplete results. (4) 
We should also like money enough to give a very thor- 
ough surfacing of macadam and sand to the small 
playgrounds. The best surfacing that we can now give 
is complained of by those who frequent the playgrounds. 
(5) Locker buildings or sanitaries are needed on some 
of the large playgrounds, especially the Strandway, which 
now has no conveniences of this kind. (6) We have 
already suggested to you that an appropriation already 
made for a bath house in that region might be coupled 
with a new appropriation and a building containing 
bath house, sanitaries and lockers could then be suit- 
ably placed on the Strandway Playground. (7) A locker 
building with sanitaries and a shelter and boat pier is 
also needed at the southern end of Jamaica pond. 
The present building is unfit to be left standing amid 
these beautiful surroundings. (8) We also desire to 
fit with a small locker building and shelter, and to plant 
with trees, the vacant lot in our control north of Charles- 
town Heights Playground and adjoining the railroad 
and make it an attractive resort for mothers and small 
children. (9) We again draw your attention to the 
fact that Commonwealth avenue extension should be 
planted with trees. Estimates for this have been laid 
before you in previous years. (10) The North End 
Playground terraces can, we think, be made more avail- 
able by changes in the walls but we should like to build 
at the summit of those terraces a very large two storied 
shelter, and thus give large areas for women to rest 
and sew and children to play where the air and the views 
are most attractive. The cost of this shelter would 
give the equivalent of another playground for this 
crowded district. 

Every year it has been the practice, and in fact it is 
absolutely necessary, to spend out of the maintenance 
appropriation certain sums for work which cannot be 
left undone but which is really constructive. In making 
the annual appropriations it might be well to make a 
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special appropriation for ‘‘improvements”’ so that these 
necessary expenditures should appear under their proper 
head and not figure as maintenance. 

We have the funds in hand to buy three playgrounds. 
We have already reported to you regarding that in Ward 
19, for which a sum of $60,000 has been appropriated. 
We have had what might be thought an advantageous 
offer from a real estate point of view of one lot of land, 
but it seems to us too valuable land for the city to pur- 
chase for a playground. Other offers of land in that 
neighborhood have been *made but the price and the 
conformation do not commend these sites to us as 
desirable or economical. We are waiting hopefully for 
an opportunity to make a proper investment in Ward 19. 
Appropriations also are available of $25,000 each for 
playgrounds in Ward 16 and Ward 7, and to the latter 
it is also possible to add the unexpended balance (about 
$16,000) remaining from the Randolph Street Play- 
ground, and which is applicable to Wards 7 and 9. We 
are actively engaged in trying to make good purchases 
with these funds. 

In our last report we suggested various methods 
of creating attractions in Franklin Park. Very soon 
thereafter the opportunity presented itself for establish- 
ing the Zoological Garden at Franklin Park and the 
Aquarium at South Boston to be paid for from the 
Parkman Fund, and we made a report to you and 
the City Council some months since regarding the 
designs for these. Since then we have carefully studied 
in greater detail the Aquarium building. Our advisers 
have visited New York, Washington and Detroit, and 
have consulted with the authorities there and we have 
engaged Doctor Bean of Albany to review our drawings 
and advise with us regarding them. We hope to start 
on building the Aquarium as soon as the season opens. 
We have also worked over in detail the general plan for 
the Zoological Garden in Franklin Park and the more 
detailed designs for the winter bird house; the summer 
out-door flying cage or aviary; the duck pond; the bear 
den and also dens for various other animals. Mr. 
Hornaday, the director of the Bronx Zoological Gardens, 
has at our request been a second time to Boston, reviewed 
all our work and advised with us professionally and to 
our great advantage. We offer the following program 
as what we should like to do as regards the Zoological 
Garden. 
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We desire to open the Zoological Garden on June 1, 
1912. In that event we should not accept any animals 
before April 1, 1912. The whole of 1911 and the entire 
spring of 1912 would be required for preparations. On 
June 1, 1912, we should like to have two good buildings 
ready, namely, the bird house and the building that 
would finally be the deer house, but which temporarily 
would contain any animals requiring indoor care. The 
accompanying plan will show where, after mature study, 
“we now plan to place these different buildings and 
dens, ete., with which to sfart the Zoological Park. 
The estimate for all this preparation would be as follows:

We ask whether it will not be possible for you and 
the Parkman Fund Committee to arrange for us to have 
this amount of money before June 1, 1912, to be expended 
in this manner as a whole on the items above named but 
not necessarily in the proportions allotted above to each 
individual item.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To RosBErRtT 8. PEaBopy, JAMES M. PRENDERGAST AND 
DaniEL H. CoaKk.Ley, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit a report of work 
performed in the department under the direction of 
your Board during the year 1910. 

In a tree-sheltered hollow, near Elm Hill avenue and 
the Seaver street boundary of Franklin Park, an 
herbaceous garden was started during the past season. 
-This delightful and instructive form of gardening has 
been known by various names. Grandmother’s Garden, 
a favorite name, carries one back to old-fashioned 
times and sweet recollections. The hardy garden, as 
it is frequently designated, has a practical sound; it 
conveys the idea of planting such things as will exist in 
our climate without the trouble of housing under glass 
_ in winter. The garden at Franklin Park, while a dis- 
tinctive feature of the park itself, will show what can 
be done with native and exotic plants of a hardy char- 
acter in beautifying home grounds. This lesson will 
be for the cottager, as well as for those who have more 
pretentious homes and extensive grounds. The garden 
follows the sinuosities of the shrub bordered tree 
plantation, extending around two sides of the hollow, 
a length of about twelve or fifteen hundred feet. Al- 
though this planting could not be done until far into June, 
yet the display in late summer and early fall was most 
gratifying. Last fall thousands of daffodils, crocuses, 
snowdrops, scilla, liliums, ete., were planted for spring 
blooming; thus the border, as the seasons follow each 
other, will offer varying phases of beauty. The floor 
of the hollow is a nearly level space, flanked by a bare 
ridge. The former is well fitted for aquatic gardening, 
which it is proposed to introduce, and the ridge, when 
suitably planted, will complete the sense of inclosure 
and shelter for the garden. 

Many of the trees in the young plantations are now 
from forty to fifty feet in height, and are growing 
rapidly. Pruning and thinning have been carefully 
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done. The old woodlands continue to improve in 
health and vigor, due to judicious thinning and the 
careful conservation of all fallen leaves. These are 
gathered in the fall into shallow heaps, under the trees, 
and covered with a little loam, to prevent their being 
fired, and, when somewhat decayed, the following year, 
they are spread over the floor of the woodland. 

These woodlands are of Nature’s planting, and while 
stunted in growth, yet they give a naturalistic appear- 
ance, which the young plantations cannot impart for 
years to come. It is of the utmost importance, there- 
fore, that the growth of the woodland trees, especially 
where situated on rocky ledges, should be encouraged 
and strengthened by the addition of loam. 

The woodlands of West Roxbury Parkway have 
received considerable attention. Decrepit or over- 
crowding trees have been removed, useless undergrowth 
of tree seedlings, or tree weeds, have been cleared off, 
and areas of saplings thinned, reserving the best for 
permanent growth. 

During the past year a considerable quantity of 
undergrowth was planted in the Wilderness in Franklin 
Park. We have a fine lot of similar material in the 
nursery, including flowering dogwood (Cornus Florida), 
hemlocks, etec., for planting in the woodlands next 
season. Evidence of the wear and tear of the under- 
srowth, caused by the greater use of the parks each 
year, is becoming more manifest, and its maintenance 
thereby is seriously interfered with. Restoration, too, 
is expensive, and, in the face of light appropriations, it 
is difficult. 

As usual, portions of the shrubbery plantations, 
generally, throughout the department, were renewed. 
Old and overgrown shrubs were cut down to induce 
growth from the bottom, or were grubbed out and new 
plantations were made. 

All plantations of trees were thinned. When ane 
suitable for transplantation, the trees marked for 
removal were root-pruned. During the winter a num- 
ber of oaks thus prepared were moved with frozen balls 
and planted at Savin Hill for shading Grampian way, 
while others were planted along the parkways to replace 
trees in the lines. Some beeches, too, were planted by 
the same method on the top of Savin Hill. 

Savin Hill, a recent acquisition of the department, is 
a beautiful, rocky hill of about eight acres, overlooking 
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the upper harbor or Dorchester bay. The principal 
growth on the hill consisted of wild cherry and horse 
briar (Smilax Rotundifolia), the horse briar forming in 
many places an impenetrable thicket. The entire 
area has been cleared of useless or unusable growth; 
trails have been made and seeded down to red fescue 
grass; plantations of red cedar (Savin), oaks, beeches, 
sumac, bittersweet, trumpet vines and other native 
plants have been made, and a strip of slightly sloping 
ground at the base of the hill has been graded and 
seeded down to turf for tennis grounds. 

In consequence of the abandonment of the two-row 
plan of trees on Commonwealth avenue, between 
Dartmouth street and Massachusetts avenue, the trees 
in the center of the lawns were removed to the edges 
and the four-row plan again restored, The trans- 
planted trees are doing very well. The conditions for 
erowth on Commonwealth avenue, between the two 
streets named, have been very much improved. The 
season before last the gravel over the whole area 
between the trees was excavated to an average depth of 
three feet six inches and loam composted with manure 
substituted. 

Except a line of young oaks, planted four years ago 
between Brighton avenue and Warren street, no planting 
has been done on Commonwealth avenue extension to 
the Newton line. This is to be regretted, as the possi- 
bilities of this fine avenue are thereby lost. In the 
interest of the city an appropriation should be made for 
the prosecution of this work. 

The nymphea in Ward’s pond were lifted and divided 
last spring, and their soil beds enriched. 

The Fens Playground, although not filled to the grade 
desired, was leveled off for the season’s use, the large 
amount of excavated material received being diverted 
to a further extension of the filled area. The playground 
was much used during the summer. It is conveniently 
located to the Normal School Group, and serves a large 
and rather closely populated district. There can be 
no doubt that this playground, in the future, will be 
the center of great activity. 

On the ten-acre meadow near Boylston Bridge a 
large amount of filling material is being received from 
the excavation for a new station at the Park Street Sub- 
way. An amount is expected from this source sufficient 
to raise the grade of the whole of this meadow an average 
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of twelve or fifteen inches. The filling will be covered 
with a few inches of loam and seeded. This work will 
throw open for public use a meadow of usable turf, 
where formerly existed a piece of marsh, the conversion 
being made possible by the construction of the Charles 
River Dam and the marginal conduit. 

The excavation into the bank, behind the shops in 
Franklin Park, for yard extension, which has been pros- 
ecuted as time could be spared during the past few 
winters, is now nearly completed. ‘This will provide © 
space for much needed buildings, such as cart sheds, a 
paint shop, and new duck and swan shelter houses. 

The cement concrete manufacturing shop has been 
kept constantly employed in turning out fence posts, 
seat posts, drinking fountains, etc. The seat posts 
required for Charlesbank improvement are ready in 
stock for use when the weather will permit of their being 
set out. 

At Pine Bank, a 6-inch water main was laid to the 
department headquarters, for water supply and fire 
protection. 

An appropriation of $20,000 dollars was received last 
year for the improvement of Charlesbank. The work is 
planned and has been commenced. It embraces a 
granolithic promenade on the Charles river front, 
flanked by a continuous row of cement-concrete frame 
seats; crosswalks of granolithic, and an iron picket fence 
on Charles street. The irrigation plant is completed, 
and the remainder of the work, it is expected, will be 
done before summer. 

The women’s gymnasium at Charlesbank continues 
its good work, under the supervision of Mrs. Kate 
Gannett Wells and Mrs. Anna Phillips Williams. An 
account of this work in detail will be found elsewhere 
in this report. The attendance at the men’s gymnasium 
for the year was about 182,700. 

The total amount appropriated for the maintenance 
of your department the past year was $385,000. Drafts, 
however, were made on this account for construction 
work of $56,001.62, leaving a net balance of only $328,- 
998.38 for the maintenance of the department. This 
was inadequate for the purpose. Consequently the 
quality of the upkeep was not of the standard of excel- 
lence which might be expected in a park system of such 
note as that of Boston. In every department the work 
had to be slighted to the extent of making the difference 
between good and barely passable results, while road

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PARKS, PLAYGROUNDS AND ROADS.—Concluded. 


PARK OR PLAYGROUND. 
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Columbus Avenue Play- 
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A piece of land containing 13,948 square feet, bordered 
by Cambridge, Mansfield and Lincoln streets, ‘Brighton, 
on July 7, 1910, was transferred to the care and custody 
of the Park Department. 

The steepness of the grade of this lot makes it imprac- 
ticable to adapt it for playground uses. It will, undoubt- 
edly, be of value for business purposes, and it would seem 
best to sell it and apply the ‘proceeds to the purchase 
of a more suitable site. 

No additions have been Rite during the past year 
to the twenty-five playgrounds owned by your depart- 
ment. 

Of the construction work performed at the play- 
grounds the following items were the most important. 

At Franklin Field locker building the electric lighting 
was installed, and some interior finishing work completed. 
The basement of the building was painted, flagged and 
fitted up with seats for the use of skaters. 

A stone wall, three and one-half feet high, was built 
from Talbot avenue corner, on Blue Hill avenue, to a 
point two hundred feet south of the locker building. 
Grading, and the planting of trees, shrubs and vines, 
was done behind the wall, and continued round the 
front of the building. 

A wide terrace, in two plateaus (an upper and a lower), 
was made in front of the locker building, on which was 
constructed, on the south half of the lower plateau, a 
bowling green. ‘This will be ready for play in the spring. 
On the axis of the front of the building, in the center of 
a thirty-foot promenade, a large flagstaff was erected. 
The north half of the lower plateau is large enough for 
another bowling green, to which purpose it should be 
applied when the game, which is growing.fast in favor, 
requires more accommodation. 

During the past winter, in pursuance of a general plan 
for the grading of the upland portion of Franklin Field, 
2,000 cubic yards of material were excavated on the east 
side of the old bowling green, and used for grading the 
terraces. 

Last November the work of extending the speedway 
to Blue Hill avenue was commenced and _ prosecuted 
until the hard weather of the beginning of February 
compelled its postponement. The construction of the 
work from Talbot avenue to the sheep barn was done 
by park employees. A contract was let to the John H. 
Winsloe Contracting Company for excavating on the 
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Stratton street side. The remainder of the work will be 
done by the Park Department employees in the spring. 
At Billings Field a sanitary and spray bath building 
was erected. The grading and planting of the grounds 
around the building will be completed next spring. 

At Roslindale Playground a sanitary and locker build- 
ing has been erected. The grading around the building 
which is partly done, with the planting, will be completed | 
in the spring, and a children’s corner constructed. 

At Columbus Avenue Playground the sanitary and 
locker building has been completed, and a children’s cor- 
ner and a boys’ athletic field have been made. Concrete 
post and electrically welded wire fences, ten feet high, 
built by department employees, inclose these areas. 
The general playground, containing the baseball dia- 
monds, also has been inclosed by the same style of fence. 

At Charlestown and Ashmont playgrounds sanitary 
buildings have been erected. At the latter place a 
children’s corner has been fenced off from the ball field. 
A tennis court has been made within this inclosure. 

At William Eustis Playground a sanitary and locker 
building is under construction. A fence, ten feet high, 
of concrete posts and electrically welded wire has been 
built around three sides of the playground. Next 
spring, a concrete post and pipe rail fence will be con-. 
structed eight feet distant from the wire fence, on the 
lot line. The border between will be planted with trees 
and shrubbery. 

At West Third and West Fifth Street Playgrounds 
grading has been done, loam beds prepared and trees 
planted on the borders. Open pavilion shelters have 
been erected at both places, and some children’s appa- 
ratus installed. 

At Neponset Playground the cross ditches have been 
filled, and about three-fourths of the marsh area has 
been covered with clayey loam. It is expected that the 
remainder of the marsh will be covered by spring, when 
the grading of the field will be done. This will make 
eighteen acres of excellent playground. 

At Prince Street Playground the whole area has been 
paved with cement-grouted brick. Loam pits have been 
prepared for trees, foundations have been laid for appa- 
ratus and contracts made for iron picket fences and a 
cement and stone concrete colonnade, surmounted by 
concrete flower boxes. 

At Strandway Playground a children’s corner has been 
fenced off from the ball field, within which an open- 
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sided pavilion shelter has been erected. The filling of the 
flats opposite the playground proceeds steadily. Only 
city refuse, clean in character, is received, which costs 
the department nothing except the expense of grading. 

At Mystic Playground a sanitary building was erected. 

At Orient Heights Playground the filling and grading 
of the four and one-half acres of high marsh is in 
progress. It is expected that this will be completed in 
April. The erection of a wire netting fence along its 
edge on the Chelsea creek side will make it available 
for a playground. 

At Savin Hill Beach an erercaidledl pavilion shelter 
was built. 

Appropriations for construction work are needed as 
follows: 

Savin Hill Playground.— To provide for a little 
additional filling and grading, sand for the beach and 
- enlarged accommodation for boy bathers. 

Mystic Playground.— To raise the dock wall and to 
erect thereon a substantial iron fence for the protection 
‘of the children. 

Rogers Park.— To erect a sanitary building and to do 
some grading in the playground. Loam is also needed 
for the planting of trees round the boundary of the 
playground. 

North Brighton Playground.— For fences. 

Billings Field.— To secure filling in order to raise 
the center of the playground; also loam to plant trees 
round its borders. 

Roslindale Playground.— To build a retaining wall. 
Some filling and grading, also fences, are needed. 

Fellows Street Playground.—'To_ provide sanitary 
accommodations. | 

Cottage Street Playground.— To erect fences. 

Forest Hills and Mount Hope Playground.— To pro- 
vide sanitary accommodations and for grading. 

Strandway Playground.— To provide sanitary accom- 
modations, grading and fences. 

The cost of gypsy moth suppression, during the past 
year, was about $22,000. A wider area required treat- 
ment, the unimproved West Roxbury Parkway territory 
being badly infested from the surrounding woodlands. 
The work was kept well in hand, and no damage of 
consequence was done to Park Department property.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE IN CHARGE 
OF THE WOMEN’S. AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


To.the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— Within the last five years there has 
been a noticeable change in the age of the children at 
Charlesbank. They now are more apt to be under ten 
than over twelve years of age, which is but a natural 
consequence of changes in the population of the West 
End. Yet as older girls need outdoor sport and as 
their presence acts as safe stimulus to the progress of 
younger children, a special effort was made last summer 
to attract grown up girls to Charlesbank. This was 
accomplished by the introduction of tennis. From the 
middle of July to the middle of October, almost every 
afternoon, between five and seven o’clock, twenty-four 
or more bright, intelligent girls, busy throughout the 
day in schools or shops, played tennis. It came to be 
considered as a special privilege granted to them on 
account of their good conduct. 

With the younger children croquet was still their 
favorite game, all day long and every day. Some of 
them had never played it before and to them it was the 
great continuous excitement of their summer life. The 
out-door platform was often utilized also as a bowling 
alley with croquet balls and Indian clubs. Relay races 
and pinwheel parties were very effective, while small 
articles, such as coat hangers, furnished by the children, 
were decorated under the supervision of a teacher, who 
invented many ‘‘educational’’ devices of youthful 
interest. 

The two popular books of the season, from the box 
sent monthly by the Public Library, were ‘‘ Betty Leices- 
ter’s Christmas” and ‘‘The Golden Fairy Book.” A 
unique entertainment was a pageant given on the green 
under the auspices of the Peabody House, which was 
attractively produced to the delight of all visitors. 

From July to September three regular weekly classes 
met for gymnastic work, free standing and apparatus. 
One of the classes was composed of women over twenty 
years of age; total attendance 125. A Jewish kinder- 
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garten connected with the Hebrew Industrial School on 
Charles street again had the fun of meeting for several 
weeks in the summer at Charlesbank. ‘The one univer- 
sal great enjoyment is dancing on the green to the music 
of a hurdy gurdy, mothers, grown-up sisters and little 
children all taking part in the dance. 

Two thousand three hundred and seven spray baths 
were given between June 1 and October 1. More than 
twice that number could have been given had there been 
ampler facilities, as it is hoped there soon will be. ‘The 
baths are also taken by the pupils of the winter evening 
classes. 

The winter work is indoors, save on such days as it 
is feasible to play in the snow, do outdoor gymnastic 
work or slide down the new wooden shute that has been 
provided for the children. The lodge is open all day on 
Saturdays, the other week day afternoons and each even- 
ing except Saturday. The record of attendance shows 
the popularity of the place, as for instance in January 
there came after school and on Saturdays, 3,118 children 
and 265 girlsinthe evenings. In May, there were 10,732, 
of whom 7,401 were children using the gymnasium. In 
August there were 14,687, of whom 10,107 were in the 
gymnasium. The total attendance for the year of 
women and children, coming and going, was about 
88,000. 

More attention this last winter than in previous years 
has been given to teaching the children how to knit, 
and in encouraging them to draw with colored crayons 
or water color. Under the direction of Miss Virginia 
Tanner they presented a little drama with remarkable 
facility for such young actors and dancers. 

Miss Ann I. Loftus, the superintendent, is wise, alert 
and devoted to the interests of the women and children, 
knowing many of them in their homes. She is ably 
seconded in the summer by Miss Eleanor H. Quinlan, 
who also is the pianist of the new piano for the winter 
classes. So large was the summer attendance that a 
third assistant teacher was provided, Miss Lanagan, 
during the vacations of the public schools.

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REPORT OF OLMSTED BROTHERS. 


Mr. R. 8. PEaBopy, Chairman Board of Park Commis- 
stoners, Boston, Mass.: 


DAR Sir,— At your request we have made a careful 

inspection of the Boston parks and submit below our 
comments and suggestions on matters of design con- 
nected therewith: 
Commonwealth Avenue.— This avenue, owing to its 
location and width and to the character and value of 
the private improvements adjoining it, must be con- 
sidered as the most important avenue in Boston. What 
it needs to make it satisfactory is a very considerable 
amount of architectural and sculptural ornamentation. 
Until funds become available for this purpose the aim 
should be to improve its present simple elements of 
adornment, namely, the trees and turf, and to maintain 
it as perfectly as possible. Two topics of late years 
have given rise to considerable discussion, namely, the 
kind and distribution of trees and the arrangement of 
statues. 

As regards the trees, our opinion is that they should 
have been of one kind from Arlington street to Massa- 
chusetts avenue. Owing to the unfavorable conditions 
as to soil and climate, the choice has been purposely 
limited to elms, Kuropean and American. Both have 
been planted. They are not exactly alike, yet their 
differences in general appearance are not so great as to 
make it necessary in our opinion that all the trees of 
one of these species should be destroyed to make way 
for those of the other. We approve of the preference 
given of late years to the European elm. 

As regards distribution, the central grass plots one hun- 
dred feet wide were originally planted with four rows. A 
few years ago the plan was adopted and partly executed 
of changing to two rows by planting young trees between 
the rows of older trees with the intention (partly accom- 
plished) of removing the older trees as soon as the 
young trees should have attained a fair size. More 
recently the original plan of four rows has been reverted

to. We deem this last a reasonable and practical policy. 
The arguments in favor of two rows are sound from an 
arboricultural viewpoint, but are not of as great weight 
from an esthetic viewpoint, while, as a matter of policy, 
this appears to us to be a case in which it is proper for 
the administrators of public funds to be guided by due 
regard for the opinions, strongly and unmistakably 
expressed, of a decided majority of that portion of the 
public most directly interested, and which would, in 
all probability, be acceded to by a popular vote, should 
such a method of ascertaining popular opinion be 
resorted to. In other words, the policy of planting 
two intermediate rows of trees and of destroying the 
other four rows was so obviously flying in the face of 
popular prejudice that it was unwise considering that 
it was not esthetically necessary ever to have adopted 
it, and we approve of its abandonment. 

As regards the placing of statues, we are confident that 
the present apparent policy of placing statues and monu- 
ments along the center of the middle promenade in 
indefinite numbers is a bad one. Theoretically the most 
valuable opportunity which the existence of the middle 
promenade affords is that of a vista or formal narrow 
view with some effective architectural or sculptural 
object at each end and framed in,-right and left, by rows 
of trees. This vista is so long and especially so narrow, 
however, with four rows of trees, that it does not appear 
to us important for good effect that it should extend 
entirely uninterrupted from Arlington street to Massa- 
chusetts avenue. We should like to see some form of 
‘“‘square”’ formed at the Massachusetts avenue end 
which could be dignified and accented by some form of 
architectural treatment such as a colonnade or triumphal 
arch, which should exhibit recognition of the fact that 
the middle promenade had not come to an end, but 
merely to a turning point. Such a structure would tend 
to mask the private buildings which now terminate the 
vista on a diagonal line. It did not appear to us in look- 
ing the other way that it was important to clear the vista 
to the Washington Monument in the Public Garden. We 
judged that it would be satisfying to the eye if about 
three blocks or so together were kept free from central 
monuments, then a block with one monument at the 
middle of its longitudinal axis, or possibly with a monu- 
ment near each end, then another series of blocks with 
the center line unobstructed and so on. There would 
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be no objection to a low curbed fountain basin or bed 
of low plants on the center line of one of the blocks 
between monuments. 

It would conceivably be pleasing to frame each block 
with cut stone, either in the form of a low molded cop- 
ing, diversified by slightly larger piers, or in the form of 
a more elaborate low balustrade, more or less hidden by 
ornamental creepers and diversified by ornamental elec- 
troliers, entrance piers and so forth. If such a plan were 
to be seriously considered, the present profile of the 
avenue which rises to the middle of each block something 
like twenty or twenty-four inches, apparently, might 
have to be modified, at least in the central plots. This 
consideration led to the thought that the central prome- 
nade might be very slightly lowered at the middle of the 
plots and moderately raised at the ends of the blocks and 
might be carried across the roadways of the cross streets 
as a continuous pavement or at any rate without the irk- 
some break caused by the existing curbs and gutters and 
the disagreeable interruption of the color and texture of 
the central promenade due to the existing change to the 
brick paving of the crossing sidewalks. 

Assuming four rows of trees, it appeared desirable that 
the two middle rows should be trimmed to rather high 
trunks, both as increasing the effect of spaciousness of 
the central vista and as a recognition of the need of light 
and air for the good of the grass under the trees. On 
the other hand, it seemed that the effect as a whole 
would be better to encourage a fairly low foliage on the 
trees of the two outer rows, at least on their side toward 
the roadway because a little greater screening of the 
buildings bounding the avenue would be rather pleasing 
than otherwise to persons resorting to the central prom- 
enade for the enjoyment of its trees and turf. 

The existing benches while sufficiently comfortable 
and eminently economical are somewhat strikingly dis- 
pleasing to the eye, because the supports rise out of the 
ground so very diagonally and because they are so placed 
as to seriously contract the effect of liberal breadth and 
continuity of alignment of the central promenade. 

As regards trees on the sidewalks of Commonwealth 
avenue, we are of opinion that they are undesirable, 
partly because the sidewalks are too narrow for any but 
very slim trunked trees, partly because of the difficulty 
of keeping in a healthy condition trees which either by 
careful pruning or by their naturally small growth might 
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be kept within suitable dimensions, but mainly because 
most residents on the north side do not occupy their 
houses in hot weather, when shade would be grateful, 
but, on the contrary, want all the sun they can get, 
while the residents on the south side want all the light 
they can get even though they get no sun to speak of on 
the fronts of their houses, and both classes of residents 
would for the most part prefer to have their view of the 
trees and turf of the central plots unobstructed, and 
especially to have the architecture of their houses and 
of their neighbors kept fully open to view. These 
objections to sidewalk trees would not apply to the use 
of shrubs in moderation, or even very small trees in the 
front yards of houses. For this purpose evergreens, 
such as tree box, retinospora and so forth, could be used 
even though they are not strictly hardy, because the 
very fact that they could survive only a few years at 
most would insure against undesirable darkening of 
windows and obstruction of view. 

It is of great importance that a uniform sidewalk pav- 
ing should be laid in order to secure the dignity and har- 
mony of treatment which should characterize the avenue. 

The wearing cushion of the macadam of the driveways 
should be continually cleaned and renewed. The har- 
dening of the surface by the use of binding oil is better 
than mud and dust and for economy of maintenance, 
but it soon becomes exceedingly disagreeable in appear- 
ance and slippery for horses and the oily particles are 
injurious to clothing and are liable to be tracked into 
houses. Also the surface becomes so hard as to be 
noisy. The park funds are utterly inadequate to the 
best style of maintenance of all portions of the park 
system and it may for years be impracticable to spend 
more than is spent in maintaining the parks in general, 
but it appears to us that it would be proper to have a 
law by which, with the consent of the owners of a 
majority of the frontage on either or both sides of such 
an important avenue, the adjoining real estate could 
be assessed for the cost of an extra good style of improve- 
ment and maintenance. 

Commonwealth avenue in the block between Massa- 
chusetts avenue and Charlesgate West was intentionally 
designed and improved in a relatively informal style as 
an esthetic recognition of its close relationship to the 
Fens and of its use as part of the great, wide parkway 
system, extending several miles to Franklin Park. 
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Although Commonwealth avenue had been laid out and 
was then roughly graded a couple of blocks beyond the. 
Fens to the intersection of Brookline avenue, there had 
been nothing in the history of the street development of 
the city that made it at all probable that the old estab- 
lished and partially built up Beacon street west of Brook- 
line avenue and Brighton avenue would be, as they have 
been, so liberally widened and improved as to be worthy 
continuations of the Commonwealth avenue of the 
Back Bay. Electric cars and automobiles had not been 
invented. It was seemingly probable that the vast 
expenditure contemplated in the improvement of the 
Fens and the handsome parkway designed in connec- 
tion with it would lead to the gradual extension of the 
Back Bay class of private improvements over the por- 
tion of the about-to-be-filled Back Bay south of the 
railroad instead of out toward the Brighton district of 
the city, which was then suffering, from a real estate 
view-point, under a cloud, due to its reputation as the 
region of slaughter houses. Hence it was not thought 
necessary to continue the formal arrangement of the 
drives, walks and grass plots west of Massachusetts 
avenue. To have done so it was felt would have resulted 
in a sharp right-angled turn in the pleasure driving at 
Charlesgate and thus would have expressed the idea 
that the drives leading south at that point were entirely 
subordinate and inferior in importance and interest to 
the direct line of travel which would inevitably have 
appeared to be that continuing westerly toward the 
fifty-foot Beacon street and Brighton with its connota- 
tion of cattle yards and slaughter houses. The condi- 
tions have so completely changed, west of the Brookline 
avenue intersection, that it may well appear extraordi- 
nary and illogical to an architect, or real estate expert, 
or to many others, that such an informal aspect should 
characterize this short part of this otherwise extremely 
formal avenue. Hence we have ventured to burden 
this report with the above explanation of the motives 
of the design. The practical question has no: doubt 
occurred to many, whether the double driveway and 
formal central grass plot arrangement of Commonwealth 
avenue should not now be continued straight across 
the Charlesgate informal park treatment. We have 
considered the question deliberately .and without pre- 
judice. Our conviction is that the change would not be 
desirable. The present arrangement is perfectly con- 
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venient, especially as leading gracefully mto the Fens 
south of the railroad. It is artistic, because it expresses 
the main purposes, desirable to be recognized, in a 
graceful and interesting way, and it forms a pleasing 
incident in an otherwise monotonous treatment of 
Commonwealth avenue. A similar curvilinear arrange- 
ment of the portion of the avenue between Charlesgate 
West and the Brookline avenue intersection was de- 
signed and executed but was some years later recon- 
structed on formal lines by order of one of Boston’s 
forceful mayors, doubtless at the urgent solicitation 


-of some of the owners of contiguous lots, who felt that 


the change would improve the selling value of their lots 
and who naturally cared little as to their future resi- 
dential value which we considered was reasonably to 
be expected as the result of an arrangement which in- 
creased the amount of grass area close to the lots on 
the south side and kept the broad dusty or muddy 
expanse of macadam at a greater distance. 

Charlesgate.— The general remarks which shall be 
made in connection with the Fens with respect to the 
change from salt water to fresh water in the lake and 
to the planting on slopes apply to this. The change to 
fresh water has produced a foul place where a salt marsh 
was planned near the high retaining wall. This place 
should be filled up three feet or so and planted. It was 
designed to have boating connection between the lake 
in this park and Charles River Basin by means of locks 
or runways with rollers and to recognize the waterway 
connection as frankly as possible. Tide gates to pre- 
vent the inflow of water during high water were provided, 
but boating not having proved popular in the Fens, 
the boating connecting was.never constructed. Now 
that Charles River Basin has been made a fresh water 
area and at the same level as the lake in Charlesgate 
and the Fens, it has become very important, as well 
as easier, to make this desirable connection. It is 
understood that the Charles river embankment or 
promenade will be carried across the opening of the 
Charlesgate waterway into the Charles River Basin, but 
should be provided with an adequate bridge. The 
proposed electric railway subway should of course 
pass under the boating connection. 

A very important point of design appears to have 
been lost sight of since the construction of Ipswich 
street, along and immediately south of the railroad. A 
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great and otherwise unnecessary expense was incurred 
for the purpose of making Boylston Arch so wide and 
so high as to afford a very picturesque view through 
this great granite arch from the low and unimposing 
Commonwealth avenue steel girder bridge. It was 
expected that the sight of this charming bit of landscape 
would still further tempt persons going west on Com- 
monwealth avenue to turn south toward the Fens. 
This valuable view is now much obstructed and greatly 
injured by an ugly high board fence along the railroad. 
This should be replaced by a light open steel picket fence 
along the north side of the Ipswich Street Bridge and 
approaches. A little ingenuity is needed to meet the 
practical requirements of the railroad here, but it would 
be well worth while to open the view. It would also 
be well to improve the appearance of the railroad and 
street bridges by growing vines on wire mesh about as 
wide as from the rails to the bottom of the girders and 
held to these by brackets leaving ample space for inspec- 
tion and painting. The same remark applies to the 
Commonwealth Avenue Bridge and to that at the 
embankment. 

The boulders introduced for the purpose of forming 
bold, steep points for picturesque effect have been 
allowed to become bare and ugly. They were intended 
to be covered with verdure, with only a glimpse of the 
rock here and there, to assure the eye of the stability of 
such abrupt points. There are many more instances 
throughout the parks where picturesque effects of plant- 
ing have (doubtless from motives of economy) been lost 
or are constantly deteriorating, while the areas covered 
with grass and trees or scattering large shrubs are cor- 
respondingly being increased. No part of Charlesgate 
between the waterway and the walls or fences was 
intended to have turf upon it as these contracted slopes 
are not suitable for visitors to stroll or lounge upon. 
Hence, they were designed to be covered with wild 
flowers, low shrubs, vines, ferns and the like, to be seen 
and enjoyed from the surrounding walks and drives, and _ 
from boats. It is understood that this effect has been 
replaced by grass, with scattering large shrubs, showing 
much bare, washing earth under them, partly because of 
the increasing shade of trees, but mainly because the 
class of men employed to care for the planted ground 
understood or could attend to grass land and did not 
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appreciate or want to plant ferns and other wild plants 
suitable for the preservation of the original design. 

The steep banks of the waterway just north of Com- 
monwealth Avenue Bridge should have rather tall but 
compact, slow growing shrubs, with a shade enduring 
ground cover, both to keep open the view of Charles 
River Basin from Boylston Arch and because any trees 
on such a restricted area would shade out the tall shrubs 
needed there to screen from the view looking west on 
Commonwealth avenue the houses west of Charlesgate 
West. Near this latter border compact growing trees 
are needed to screen these houses above the range of 
the tops of the tall shrubs above referred to. Other 
details of planting were discussed with your landscape 
architect and need not encumber this report. 

The Fens.— The landscape design of the Fens was to 
create a salt creek bordered by salt marshes inclosed by 
high banks intended to be covered with wild flowers, 
low, compact shrubs, vines and creepers and scattering 
trees — enough with the street trees to fairly well screen 
the future adjoining houses, but not enough to unduly 
shade out the ground cover. There are to be found 
many examples of this type of landscape where the little 
fresh-water rivers of New England come to the sea level 
and mingle with the salt water at some harbor or cove. 
It is always seen and remembered with keen delight by 
artists and lovers of natural scenery, but had probably 
never before been conceived of as a thing to be imitated 
in laying out a public park. 

The reasons which led the landscape designer of the — 
Fens to imitate this particular type of scenery and the 
circumstances which led up to them are not widely 
known and may be briefly described as follows: 

Stony brook originally emptied into a salt creek at 
Roxbury Crossing, and at high tide spread over exten- 
sive salt marshes. The filling of streets and lots was 
gradually extended southwesterly along both sides of 
the Providence Railway and northwesterly from the 
higher land of old Roxbury. The latter improvements 
were largely for a cheap class of occupancy, and, for 
economy, the lots and many of the streets were made at 
too low an elevation. So long as the unfilled area of 
salt creeks and marshes northwestward to the Mill Dam 
(Beacon street) remained adequate in-area, and so long 
as Stony brook, north of Roxbury Crossing, was not 
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interfered with, and so long as the sewage delivered 
into the salt creeks was comparatively small in amount 
and was greatly diluted at every tide, no serious incon- 
venience was experienced, but all these conditions were 
gradually changed. At the time the Fens were pur- 
chased for a public park the low region, especially that 
east of the Providence Railway, was suffering from fre- 
quent flooding of cellars and lots, and occasionally these 
floods rose so high as to cover some streets one or two 
feet deep and the flood water was much polluted with 
sewage. Not only did the sewers fail to carry off the 
rain water which fell on the low part of the city, because 
of the height of the water at their outlets, but the flood 
water of Stony brook actually flowed back through the 
sewers toward the low section of the city. The flow of 
Stony brook had been gradually confined into a series 
of walled open ditches, covered ditches and street cul- 
verts, all of which were much too small. The problem 
of a remedy for this inconvenient and unhealthy condi- 
tion had been forced upon the attention of the City 
Engineer before the Back Bay Fens park was acquired. 
The simple and obvious remedy, a great covered channel, 
say about the size of a railway tunnel from Roxbury 
Crossing to Huntington avenue, and the retention of all 
the salt marsh area thence to Beacon street, and the con- 
struction of a large storm sewer from the low district 
to the marshes north of Huntington avenue was con- 
sidered impossible because of the prohibitive expense of 
acquiring the hundreds of acres of marsh land required 
as a storage basin. Hence when the movement for a 
public park to be located in the Back Bay resulted in the 
acquisition of an area of 106 acres, the City Engineer 
planned to use if as a storm water storage basin for 
Stony brook. The land owners had stipulated that a 
boundary street must be constructed in the park along 
its boundary. The City Engineer contemplated exca- 
vating the salt marshes between the east and west 
boundary streets and protecting the gravel slopes with a 
eranite pitched surfacing like that then customary for 
city waterworks reservoirs. 

The park designer subsequently employed by the 
Park Commission did not contemplate this project of 
the City Engineer with much satisfaction and set about 
devising some form of water storage basin which should 
be more in accord with his ideas of park beauty. The 
project which he devised was based upon the City 
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Engineer’s idea of storm water storage. The City 
Engineer’s idea of an adequate tunnel which should 
deliver the surplus storm water of Stony brook into the 
park at Huntington avenue was accepted as unavoid- 
able at any reasonable limit of expense. The large 
storm water sewer emptying into Charles river for the 
relief of the low part of the Roxbury district was, of 
course, agreed to, including the City Engineer’s idea of. 
a relief gate by which the storm flow could be delivered 
during extraordinarily high tides only, into the Fens. 
It was promised that there should be practically no 
offensive sewage permitted to get into the big Stony 
brook conduit. The proposed Roxbury storm sewer - 
was to empty into the Fens only at rare intervals, and 
then only for two hours or so during extreme high 
water. It was acknowledged that even diluted as it 
would be with rain water it would be somewhat foul 
and would become more so until at some time in the 
future it should be made less so by afseparate system of 
sewers from which storm water would be excluded so 
the sewage could be economically disposed of down the 
harbor. On his side the City Engineer conceded a very 
considerable lessening of the storage capacity of the 
park required for gentler and more varied natural 
slopes, the wider drives and sidewalks, the bridle path 
and the shore walk, and the points and islands con- 
templated by the landscape designer. ‘The latter pro- 
posed to reduce the liability of the earth slopes to. be 
washed out, not only by making them gentler almost 
everywhere than a reservoir embankment, but by 
covering them with trees, shrubs, plants and creepers 
which could endure an occasional brief submergence 
under salt or brackish water, and by lessening the 
space which waves would have in which to be raised by 
the wind by means of points and islands, and to 
increase the friction of the waves and thus keep down 
their height and velocity by means of salt marsh. It 
was agreed that the existing and new salt marsh should 
be lowered to two feet below the natural marsh level in 
order to increase the storage capacity of the basin. 
The basin was to be kept salt water because salt marsh 
flooded twice daily with salt water would not be a 
breeding place for mosquitoes, malarial or otherwise, 
nor would it be unsanitary in any other way as fresh 
water would in such a shallow basin as was contemplated. 
The diurnal rise and fall of the salt water was to be 
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from about half a foot over the salt marshes to one foot 
or so below them. ‘The salt water was to be taken in 
by the Muddy river conduit under Brookline avenue 
and let out by way of Charlesgate, and was to be con- 
trolled in each case by tide gates.* 

The outlet at Charlesgate was to be so large that the 
Fens could be quickly relieved of any surplus storm 
water which might at any time have been run into the. 
basin from Stony brook. This project was approved 
by the Park Commission and the preparation of plans 
proceeded accordingly. 

The more or less eccentric and not always graceful 
alignment of the surrounding pleasure drives was deter- 
mined by Mr. Thomas Doane, an engineer employed by 
the Park Commission, before the landscape designer had 
been called in, mainly to suit the requirements and whims 
of the owners of the land then about to be purchased. 
This was because the City Council, in authorizing the 
appropriation for the purchase of land, limited the price 
to ten cents a square foot, possibly (in the minds of some) 
with the expectation that this limitation would defeat 
the project. In order to get the land at this low price 
the boundaries had to be adjusted pretty much as the 
owners wanted them. The main (wider) drive, wide 
sidewalk, bridle path and shore walk should presumably 
have followed, the west boundary since this would have 
been the shorter and therefore cheaper route to the 
Muddy river end of the Fens. But unfortunately the 
soft mud and water along this side of the park proved 
to be very deep to hard bottom. For economy of filling 
therefore the more spacious pleasureways were made to 
follow the east boundary. It was hoped, by means of 
gentle curves and by making the side driveway and walk 
for access to lots along the west boundary from near the © 
railroad to near Boylston street very narrow, to insen- 
sibly guide drivers from the railroad bridge across Boyl- 
ston Arch and so into the main driveway along the east 
border. Such an artistic ‘‘trick’’ did not seem absurd 
when it was considered how easily one might get steered 
away from a general direction one might have in mind 
to take in the down-town or old part of Boston, where 
the crooked streets are like a maze to a stranger, but alas! 
the lot owners felt that the narrowness of the side drive 
along that part of the boundary hindered the sale of their 

* The original plan was for Muddy river to be taken to Charles river entirely independ- 


ent of the Fens. Several years later, in 1885, when the Muddy river conduit was built 
a connection was made so that it could be used as stated. 
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lots, so, after some years, they prevailed upon the park 
commission to widen this side drive, thereby in great 
measure defeating the purpose of the original design 
which had been thoughtfully contrived for the greatest 
good of the greatest number of people. 

The Huntington avenue entrance was designed with 
a tree planted street on each side of a formal canal, the 
side slopes of which were to be beautified by creeping 
roses and other flowering plants. This canal was intended 
to conduct the occasional surplus storm flow of the big 
Stony brook conduit from its termination at Huntington 
avenue to the main water way in the Fens. Except 
during storms this canal contained salt water which 
backed in from the salt waterway of the Fens. This 
salt water was adequately changed by the system of 
tidal rise and fall before described. It was expected that 
such sediment as might be deposited in it would be 
removed as often as desirable so as to protect the main 
waterway from accumulations of sediment. For this 
purpose the salt water in the Fens could be let out into 
Charles river at any low tide so the sediment could be 
economically handled. It is probable that the changing 
of the salt water by means of the tide gates was not 
properly attended to and it is possible that the almost 
complete elimination of sewage from the Stony brook 
conduit by means of adequate intercepting sewers and 
a separate sewerage system was not accomplished, as had 
been planned by the City Engineer, and it may be that 
the sediment deposited in this canal and in the Fens 
was not removed as frequently as it should have been. 
At any rate, it is a matter of common observation that 
this canal and the adjoining part of the waterway in 
the Fens became and remained foul for years. After 
the construction of the Charles River Dam the tidal 
method of changing the water in this canal was put a 
stop to and the foul condition of the water in it became 
intolerable. The Stony brook conduit was extended to 
the main waterway in the Fens and the canal was filled 
up to the street elevation. The inevitable accumulation 
of sediment and sludge will hereafter be in the main 
waterway of the Fens and will: presumably have to be 
removed by dredging. The big Stony brook conduit 
ought to be extended to Charles River Basin, partly 
because the waterway in the Fens is too small to receive 
so much contamination, and partly because the sediment 
could be removed from Charles River Basin by dredge 
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into barges which could be passed through the locks of 
the dam and dumped out at sea, a process which would 
be much more economical as well as better for the Fens 
than the present one of taking the sediment from the 
dredge by small barges to shore in the Fens and there 
loading it into wagons, presumably to be taken to a sea- 
going barge at Charles River Basin. 

The change above referred to in the layout of Hunting- 
ton avenue entrance was not an improvement in appear- 
ance. As originally built it was a decidedly attractive 
and picturesque feature of the park. The triple span 
bridge, with groined arches, built of cheerful speckled 
yellow brick, with Italian Rennaissance architectural 
detail of unusually refined character, designed by one 
of the leading architects of Boston, was one of the most 
beautiful structures of its kind in the world. It was 
torn down and its place taken by an earth fill. Beautiful 
structures are not yet so abundant in Boston that the 
loss of this one was a matter of small consequence. 
It seems to us that for a few thousand dollars extra cost 
the Stony brook conduit might have been relocated a 
short distance back and might then have been extended 
under one of the side drives to the waterway in the 
Fens, leaving the canal with its flowery banks and the 
beautiful bridge as they were, except that a fountain 
might have been added to cause a sufficient agitation 
and movement of the water in the canal to prevent 
stagnation. As itis now, the whole Huntington avenue 
entrance is a perfectly uninteresting, commonplace 
affair which no one would trouble to glance at a second 
time. 

The construction of the Charles River Dam has been 
an immense municipal improvement. It has changed 
the Charles river, from the dam up to Watertown, from 
a tidal estuary in which the tide rose at times three or 
four feet, or even more, above mean high water, greatly 
to the detriment of much low land more or less fully 
occupied by buildings or soon to be so utilized, and in 
which estuary, at every low tide, foul mud flats were 
exposed, into a fresh water basin in which the water 
surface is permanently maintained at an elevation about 
two to two and a half feet below salt marsh level, thus 
relieving low lands tributary to it from being flooded. 
The consequent change from salt water to fresh water 
and no tidal fluctuation has revolutionized the funda- 
mental conditions which governed the original design 
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for the improvement of the Fens. Not only has the salt 
creek style of landscape been made impossible of reten- 
tion owing to the replacing of its salt water by fresh 
water, but the lowered salt marshes, formerly . kept 
beautiful and sanitary by the daily tidal flooding with 
salt water, have been turned into foul-looking mud and 
fresh water swamp and a breeding place for mosquitoes 
and malaria. This unsanitary condition is being gradu- 
ally obviated by filling over the marshes with city ashes, 
street sweepings and earth from excavations. So far 
as observed, the intention appears to be to cover such 
of these areas as are large enough with cinders and 
binder for ball grounds, and to surround these pre- 
pared areas with wire netting on wooden frames some 
ten or twelve feet high to keep the balls from going 
into the river. 

We must say that this is a savage waste of landscape 
park which was created for landscape beauty at an 
enormous cost. It is no more reasonable than it would 
be to occupy portions of the reading rooms of the Boston 
Public Library with swings and gymnastic apparatus for 
the free use of the poor children of the city. It is per- 
fectly right and proper that the city should provide 
playgrounds for its children, but it is most extravagant 
and unwise to put such ugly playgrounds in the meadows 
of the Fens. | 

It will be perfectly feasible to create by filling with 
proper soil and to maintain smooth, nearly level lawns 
in the Fens where the salt marshes were or are, and it 
will be reasonable to permit ball playing upon them 
under such regulations as will prevent the turf from 
being worn out. Our suggestions are that the use of 
these meadows be strictly confined to boys and girls of 
the grammar school age and to tennis players, and that 
baseball be limited to certain days and hours of the 
week and that all playing be prohibited whenever, in 
the judgment of the superintendent, the turf is too dry 
or too wet to stand the trampling. The meadows should 
have gentle slopes to ensure proper surface drainage, in 
order to prevent the grass from being killed by ice in 
winter, and the surface should be sufficiently high above 
the water level to enable agricultural tile subsurface . 
drainage to work properly. Such lawns being of more 
benefit to the greatest number than the water areas, 
the latter should be redesigned, because of the changed 
conditions, so as to have smoother outlines and so as to

enable the meadows, especially between Agassiz drive 
and Fen bridge, to be enlarged and to be made more 
suitable for ball games. Such nets as are needed to 
prevent balls from rolling into the water should be twine 
nets temporarily held up by movable poles set in per- 
manent sockets. In some cases a low wire netting fence, 
masked in shrubbery, might be admissible from the 
landscape viewpoint, along or near the water’s edge, 
but this device should be used sparingly and only after 
careful study. 

The bridle path presents a serious problem. The 
only justification for the space which the bridle path and 
its necessary slopes and borders consume in this com- 
paratively narrow park and for the great additional 
cost which it involved for filling and for the continuing 
cost of its maintenance, is that of providing a soft loamy 
sand surface suitable for horseback riding, especially 
at a speed greater than a walk. To speed on horseback 
on a soft noiseless subsurface, in a park generally planted 
with an abundance of shrubbery and low branched trees 
and at times resorted to by great numbers of people on 
foot, especially little children, and by persons with 
babies in baby carriages, involves a great deal of danger. 
It would be too injurious to the landscape value of the 
park to remove all shrubbery which obstructs the view 
of equestrians. Our suggestions are that the narrow 
ribbon of shrubbery between the bridle path and the 
drive be replaced by turf in some places and by low 
plants such as hypericums, or by creepers, or by certain 
hardy low-growing perennials in others; that a strong 
wire netting fence, to be covered with vines and masked 
by shrubbery, be erected on varying lines according to 
local conditions, but usually far enough from the bridle 
path to leave room for an irregular row of shrubs of 
various sorts and of height depending upon the curva- 
ture so as not to obstruct the view ahead of equestrians. 
This concealed fence is needed to keep visitors, especially 
children, from crossing the bridle path to and from the 
shore walk except at certain regular crossings. The 
planting should be kept very low at and near the regular 
crossings and there should be warning signs. One pur- 
. pose of the destroyed bridge at Huntington avenue 
entrance was to provide a safe way for visitors on foot 
to get to and from the shore walk from the district of 
dense working population. When it can be afforded, 
several subways under both drive and bridle path should 
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be constructed for safe access to the shore walk. This 
will become increasingly necessary as the number of 
automobiles increases. | 

A footbridge or two will soon be needed across the 

waterway to provide access to the new meadows. 
As the original plan of a street along the west side of 
Tremont (or Parker Hill) entrance, to afford frontage 
for house lots has been abandoned, a _ considerable 
revision of the arrangements in that entrance seems 
called for. It is perhaps a fair question whether it 
would not be admissible to devote the central grass 
plot, now simply covered with trees, to a little folks’ 
playground with a small shelter and toilet house, a 
wading pool, sand courts and simple apparatus. The 
shrubbery at the north end will prevent these artificial 
constructions from being too conspicuous from the 
Fenway. 

The new straight, wide street from the Fenway to 
the marble buildings of the Harvard Medical School 
raises the question whether some more formal and more 
architectural bridge and plaza is desirable at the Fens. 
The present Fen bridge has the advantage of affording 
a perfectly convenient and graceful driving and walk- 
ing connection between Audubon road and the Fenway. 
The diagonal drive is very desirable in order to induce 
drivers to cross from one to the other at this point 
rather than at Brookline avenue where the turn is more 
abrupt and less pleasing. On the whole, we advise that 
no change, such as that above suggested, be made at 
this point, at any rate not until the street leading to the 
Medical School shall have been built up with such high 
class buildings as to make such a formalizing of the 
locality sesthetically desirable. Until then we believe 
the continuity of the informal landscape treatment is 
extremely desirable. The present style of beauty is, 
under existing conditions, much more enjoyable than a 
stiff, architectural arrangement, and it is quite possible 
that it may always remain so. Asa géneral proposition - 
it will be wiser for the city to create completely new for- 
mal plazas and classical bridges, in places where they 
are urgently needed, than to tear away charming and 
thoroughly substantial, durable and perfectly convenient 
park improvements, simply because they are in: an 
informal or rustic style of art. 

The Riverway.— It was originally intended to have a 
subway under Brookline avenue with a canal and an 
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incline with rollers to enable row boats and canoes to be 
readily passed between the waters of the Fens and those 
of the Muddy river, but it was abandoned at the time 
to save expense. As things have turned out it. would 
have been little used, especially without the boating 
connection with Charles River Basin, above advocated. 
If this last mentioned boating connection is made this 
boating connection at Brookline avenue should be made. 
The number of canoes in use on Charles river is yearly 
increasing. It would add enormously to the pleasures 
of canoeists to be enabled by means of these two con- 
nections to paddle from Charles River Basin to the head 
of Leverett pond. ‘The scenery is quite different from 
that of Charles River Basin and even from that of the 
Charles river below and above Watertown dam, and, if it 
is somewhat more gardenesque in parts, yet it is extremely 
picturesque and charming. A great sum has_ been 
spent to provide an attractive bridle path from the Fens 
at Boylston street to the Playstead in Franklin Park for 
the benefit of a comparatively few although unusually 
appreciative visitors, and it looks as though the compara- 
tively moderate expenditure needed at the mouth of 
Charlesgate at Brookline avenue to open the way to 
canoeing would afford great pleasure to many —more 
canoeists than the bridle path does to equestrians. At 
the same time the sight of pretty canoes passing through 
the Fens and Muddy river would give pleasure to other 
visitors. Canoeing is a delightful recreation within 
the means of nearly every one and it should by all 
means be encouraged. : 

Olmsted Park.— This park consists of three or four 
units of park landscape. ‘The Leverett pond portion 
was to a great extent created from a different type of 
landscape. A cat-tail marsh with almost naked adjoin- 
ing slopes was changed to a lake with more or less thickly 
planted slopes. The intended effects are now nearly 
attained. No recommendation of an important char- 
acter seems to be ealled for but some minor modifications 
of the plantations may well be made from time to time. 
At one locality, on the east side of Leverett pond, a deep 
bed of soft mud was filled over during the construction 
of the park and the surface has continued to settle. It 
has: been more or less repaired from time to time and 
now needs further repair. | 

The water of Leverett pond and the Riverway is 
supplied essentially by springs and by seepage from 
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Jamaica pond to Ward’s pond and thence to Leverett 
pond. This water supply is of excellent quality and 
amply abundant, so much so in fact that it was used as 
the first water piped to the City of Boston and later was 
pumped to supply parts of Jamaica Plain. Unfortu- 
nately this pure water is now contaminated in Leverett 
pond and the Riverway by the storm drainage and street 
wash of a large part of Brookline. Before the construc- 
tion of Brookline Avenue Playground and the Riverway, 
the old Town brook which follows the railroad had 
been put into an inadequate drain which emptied upon 
the marsh west of Brookline avenue. It was then 
extended to the Riverway, between the Huntington 
avenue (then Tremont street) and the Brookline avenue 
bridges, and a very much larger one was installed to 
take the excess storm flows from the Town brook at 
Washington street railroad bridge, through Morss 
street to Leverett pond because that was the shortest 
and cheapest outlet. Another more or less polluted 
brook from Brookline empties into Jamaica pond. It 
would be desirable to have a sanitary engineer examine 
into the whole matter of proper disposal of storm 
water and street wash for the entire water shed tributary 
to the park waters, and to recommend such suitable 
measures for improving the sanitary conditions as the 
growth of population and financial ability to make 
improvements may make reasonable. 

At the time Olmsted Park was designed it was 
assumed that there would be need of an additional street 
car line to the Tremont street (now Huntington avenue) 
line from the region west and southwest of Jamaica 
pond, and as the existing streets were all narrow and 
some too steep, a route was laid out and graded for a 
street railway along the park side of Pond avenue 
to Chestnut street at the expense of the town of Brook- 
line. Plans were made for the extension of Pond avenue 
and this street railway southwesterly across private 
property to and along that part of Perkins street which 
is northwest of Jamaica pond. ‘To avoid the necessity 
of filling out into Jamaica pond and heavy grading 
northwest of Ward’s pond, for the continuation of the 
pleasure drive constructed at the expense of the town 
of Brookline from Washington street to Chestnut street, 
and which is much enjoyed by people driving out from 
Boston, it was planned to take Chestnut street south of 
Pond avenue, and Perkins street along Jamaica pond 
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for a park drive and to provide a separate roadway for 
business traffic in continuation of Pond avenue. It was 
intended to acquire title to the land needed for this 
extension of Pond avenue and for a future street railway, 
but to postpone construction until the time should have 
arrived for opening up the country west and southwest 
of Jamaica pond for a denser kind of settlement. It 
was not desired to hasten that kind of settlement there, 
but merely to make a wise provision for it, since it was 
regarded as inevitable in a few decades. Owing to 
the opposition of interested landowners, however, the 
project was abandoned. Since then one expensive 
dwelling has been erected in an obstructive position, and 
others have been erected so near the line as to materially 
increase the land damages which would have to be paid 
whether the proposed business traffic road and the street 
railway should be extended along Perkins street to 
Prince street or up the brook valley. A wise foresight 
in protecting this part of the park system from future 
injury by business traffic and street railway intrusion 
demands that this project be revived, not for immediate 
construction, but merely to the extent of securing the 
right of way before it is blocked by private improve- 
ments and an inadequate and unrelated street system. 

Jamaica pond has continued to be used for skating 
and small boating and fishing, but the shelter house 
planned as headquarters for these sports has not been 
erected, presumably owing to lack of funds. 

Carefully studied plans for bathing were abandoned 
and the shallow areas intended for children and begin- 
ners have been filled up, owing to the opposition, it. is 
understood, of neighboring residents. It would cer- 
tainly afford a delightful and healthful recreation for 
thousands of visitors, especially those who cannot leave 
the city in summer, to make the needed arrangements 
for bathing. 

A small narrow necked bay in what was formerly 
the Pine Banks property is the cause of much incon- 
venience to the many visitors who use the shore walk. 
It was originally planned to have an arched footbridge 
across the mouth of this bay. The idea was a good one 
and should be carried out in some form although not 
precisely as planned, because the water surface is now 
lower than it was then assumed it would be after the 
abandonment of the pumping of water from the pond. 
The idea of a boathouse at this little bay is not a good 
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one. It was adopted as the basis of plans which are 
on file, at the instance of the boating licensee, to provide 
storage for boats in winter. ‘The boats should be stored 
elsewhere than on the park as the unnecessary multipli- 
cation of buildings or undue enlargement of necessary 
ones on this park are undesirable. 

A modest little landing was originally planned near 
the Parkman Memorial. Something of this sort is 
desirable. 

In the original plan it was assumed that after the 
discontinuance of pumping from the pond the water 
would rise and remain pretty near what appeared by 
the natural beach formations to be the normal elevation. 
Along most of the margin of the pond this beach fol- 
lowed the base of a steep natural slope generally covered 
with trees. Experience shows that most visitors to such 
a park have a strong desire to walk along the water’s 
edge. To gratify this desire the little beach was widened 
and a part of its width was macadamized for con- 
venience of walking. The adjoining trees (and where 
there were none, trees to be planted) were expected to so 
shade and mask this beach and walk as to subordinate 
it in the landscape. The assumption that after pump- 
ing from the pond was discontinued the water would 
rise to its ancient elevation proved erroneous. This 
may be accounted for by the hypothesis that the gravelly 
shores and great banks of gravel, which separate this 
pond from Ward’s pond, had during the ages. become 
silted up with minute particles of vegetable matter, or 
in other words had been choked with muck. During 
the many many years in which water was pumped from 
the pond, lowering it several feet, sometimes in summer 
as much as eight feet or more, this puddling of vegetable 
matter or muck, being no longer kept covered with 
water, was removed by oxidation or washed from the 
coarse gravel shores down on to the under water slopes. 
Hence when the water rises, as it does every winter and 
spring, it quickly sweeps away into the gravel and runs 
into Ward’s pond and the pools lower down in the form 
of springs. The original idea was that if this should 
occur the shores were to be puddled with clay, with 
a fresh coating of gravel to protect the clay, and that 
the large pump, adjoining Ward’s pond, which was 
acquired with the land for the park, would be utilized 
to pump the leakage from Jamaica pond into Ward’s 
pond back into the former. Subsequent administrations 
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have failed to puddle the northeast shore of Jamaica 
pond, and,-moreover, removed the pumping plant in spite 
of the fact that all arrangements had been made for 
supplying a large part of Franklin Park (especially 
the pool in the Wilderness and Scarboro pond) and the 
Arborway from this source, so as to save buying water 
from the city or Metropolitan Water Board. The 
conspicuous and ugly gravel bank thus left exposed 
between the shore walk and the water along the east 
and north shores was generally covered with topsoil 
and planted with trees and shrubs. This was doubtless 
the quickest and cheapest way to hide the unduly high 
gravel shore, but it should have been supplemented 
at least by a narrow protective beach of gravel. As 
it is the waves have eaten into the soft topsoil and have 
left an ugly little caving cliff of earth which, as the 
water recedes in summer, is very disagreeable. Besides, 
the present arrangement separates the shore walk too 
completely and too continuously from the pond, so that 
visitors are balked from obtaining as much view as they 
want. Moreover, as the water recedes and the little 
beach below the bluff of topsoil becomes exposed, 
people, especially children, go to and along it greatly 
to. the detriment of the appearance of the shrubbery. 
Where the slopes are gentler, as along the Perkins 
street shore, the exposed beach is wider, in fact about 
as wide in summer as would be needed for both macadam 
walk and gravel beach, so that the original walk higher 
up appears as a useless duplication. The questions 
which arise are: First, would it be desirable and reason- 
ably economical to puddle the northeast shore? Second, 
would it be economical as a course of water supply to 
install a pumping plant and thus to provide a means 
for keeping Jamaica pond up to the original elevation 
and to which the shore walk is adapted? Third, would 
it be more practical to lower the overflow conduit so 
as to prevent the water ever rising more than a few 
inches or possibly a foot above what has proved to be 
the average summer elevation under existing condi- 
tions, and to buy water from the Metropolitan Water 
Board to keep the pond up to within a foot or so of the 
present average summer elevation, and then to lower 
the shore walk for considerable stretches, so it will have 
the effect of a beach from ten to fifteen feet wide, thus 
giving visitors adequate opportunity for walking along 
the water’s edge, for feeding ducks and swans and so 
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children can play with the water and (at places) with 
the sand of the beach? This would be accomplished 
cheaply by shoveling the original filling along certain 
shores into the margin of the pond, incidentally form- 
ing a gentle under water slope extending two yards 
or more from the water line as would be desirable as a 
safeguard against any child, who may fall or step into 
the water, too quickly getting out beyond his or her 
depth. The question of a proper water supply for 
Searboro pond is intimately connected with the second 
question, as is also that of water supply for watering 
the drives and plantations independently of the regular 
city water system. At present the underground reser- 
voir constructed in Franklin Park is presumably out 
of commission and its cost wasted. If a new pumping 
plant is desirable, it is possible it might be economically 
run by electricity, considering that it would only need 
to be run a part of the year, effecting a saving in wages 
and in first cost. If a steam pumping plant is better 
it should not be installed in the park to the almost 
inevitable injury of its landscape, but should be on an 
outside lot, presumably next a railroad, or the navigable 
Charles River Basin, so coal can be delivered cheaply. 
The water now flowing into Willow pond appears 
to be a pure, if adequate, source of supply. 

The great depth of Jamaica pond (at one point its 
bottom is below sea level) raises the question as to its 
safety for skating. ‘Those ponds in the Boston parks 
that have been artificially constructed have been 
designed to have a uniform depth of eight feet and 
provision has been made for lowering the water to three 
feet depth in winter, so a crowd forming and breaking 
through the ice need not drown. The greater summer 
depth is necessary as a discouragement to the too 
extensive growth of water plants. It is worth consider- 
ing whether it would not be worth while to grade the 
bottom of one (or more) of the shallower bays of Jamaica 
pond, presumably that at the north end, to a uniform 
depth of eight feet or more and to lower the water sur- 
face in winter so it would leave a depth of only three feet 
in that bay, roping it off temporarily from the rest of 
the pond when the ice is not strong enough to bear a 
dense crowd elsewhere on the pond. Thus the number : 
of days’ skating could be considerably increased with 
entire safety. 

Arborway.— In laying out this parkway the policy 
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was followed of securing wherever practicable a suitable 
setback for buildings on the adjoining private property. 
The same holds true to a greater or less degree in other 
cases of parkways and border streets. It may be 
stated once for all, however, that this is an important 
matter and should be comprehensively looked into and 
the idea should be carried out in many places where it 
has not been. Funds should be obtained for the pur- 
chase of this and other desirable easements and restric- 
tions on property adjoining parks and parkways and, 
if needed, a law should be passed authorizing such 
restrictions to be acquired by condemnation. 

In the original plans for the Arborway the planting, 
except where were widenings of the planting spaces, or 
walls to be covered or other special conditions, was 
intended to be limited to trees and grass, as in Common- 
wealth avenue. The narrow planting strips have been 
since planted, in general, with continuous shrubbery, 
without clipped turf. From the point of view of 
visitors passing through the Arborway in vehicles the 
effect has been good, on the whole, although the bare 
cultivated earth in front of and amongst the shrubs is 
distressing to the eye. This kind of planting has 
differentiated the Arborway from the more ordinary 
type of wide parkway, such as Commonwealth avenue, 
and has afforded an attractive foreground of varied 
foliage and periodical bloom. It must be recognized, 
however, that this treatment, in which there is a strong 
expression of wildness and rusticity, is of questionable 
appropriateness where the constructional lines of the 
parkway are formal to the extent of being parallel hori- 
zontally and vertically and where the planting strips 
are so narrow as is the case from Pond street to Centre 
street, and from South street to Forest Hills street, and 
it will be unquestionably inappropriate when the park- 
way frontage is fully occupied by apartment houses and 
residences of a city type. Therefore the policy should 
be to gradually formalize the style of maintenance of 
these planting strips as the character of adjoining 
private improvements becomes more costly and more 
citified. Thus, to begin with, the throwing of street 
sweepings upon the planting strips should be discon- 
‘ tinued and the excessive overhanging of shrubs upon 
the drives and walks should be reduced by cutting out 
some shrubs and moving others or substituting smaller 
growing sorts. After this, neat clipped grass borders 
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should be introduced in one part or another, according 
as the character of the neighborhood becomes more 
formal. On the other hand the stiffness and naked- 
ness of the wall along the Arboretum frontage should be 
relieved by vines to a greater extent and the horticul- 
tural appearance of the steep hillside of orchard like 
thorn trees should be relieved by additional and more 
crowded woodland planting. 

Arnold Arboretum.— The planting of this park is not 
in charge of the Park Department, yet it forms a very 
attractive feature of the park system. The Arboretum 
was not intended for a popular resort but for a somewhat 
limited class of appreciative visitors. Hence the drives 
and walks were purposely made much narrower than 
they were in the strictly public parks. At the time the 
Arboretum was designed no consideration was given to 
the extension of the park system beyond it. Later the 
West Roxbury Parkway, extending from the Arboretum 
to Stony Brook Reservation, was planned and the land 
for it taken, but it has remained for the most part unim- 
proved. There ought to be a parkway branching from 
it and running through Brookline to the Charles River 
Reservation to connect that reservation and those 
north of it with the park system and the reservations 
south of the city. In any case the West Roxbury Park- 
way, when improved, will become an important link 
in the great system of pleasure routes of Boston and 
vicinity. The drives in the Arboretum, as stated above, 
are narrow. For this and other reasons automobiles 
are excluded from them. The problem of properly con- 
necting West Roxbury Parkway with the Arborway, 
while not a pressingly immediate one, is certainly a very 
important one. It would be no more than ordinarily 
prudent to study this matter to the extent of determin- 
ing upon a route for the connecting parkway and then 
securing the needed land. It is quite likely that the 
best scheme would be to widen Centre street sufficiently 
to provide for two roadways, one for business traffic 
and the other for pleasure traffic and for an electric 
street railway between the two, with space for irregular 
slopes between. It is true that the present profile is 
not an encouraging one and that the grading and land 
damages would be costly. On the other hand, to con- 
struct a wide automobile drive down through the charm- 
ing valley in the Arboretum would be so damaging to its 
scenery that Harvard University could not fairly be 
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criticised for declining to permit such a sacrifice. The 
extensive district of now mostly wild land west of the 
Arboretum will certainly need an electric railway, and 
Centre street ought therefore to be widened some day. 
If so, it would be far more economical to plan the 
widening now and to secure the needed land before 
further private improvements make such a widening as 
ought to be made exorbitantly expensive or practically 
impossible. 

East of the Arboretum there is flat low land belonging 
to Harvard University, which is not very suitable for 
tenement houses but could easily be made useful for a 
ball field and playground. It would be wise to secure 
some or all of this land while it can be bought cheaply. 
It is true that the large problem of a proper equipment 
and distribution of ball fields and playgrounds ought to 
be studied broadly and it may be that other locations 
would be useful to a far larger number of young people. 
Still, the advantages of this location seem sufficient to 
demand serious consideration. 

Franklin Park.— This park is one of the most impor- 
tant municipal parks in the country, both with respect 
to size and cost and in the character of its landscape 
beauty, yet to the student of municipal affairs it seems 
surprising and regrettable that it is not more used. It 
is probable that for most of the population the enjoy- 
ment of scenery is in a more or less embryonic state, 
just as is their enjoyment of symphony concerts or works 
of fine art. They must be appealed to by the stronger, 
simpler and more easily understood compositions. Thus 
the panoramic views from the top of a high, bare hill 
or the extensive and striking views over the harbor from 
Marine Park are more easily appreciated by the majority 
than the smaller scenes in Ellicottdale and the Playstead 
in Franklin Park. It is also true that the majority will 
patronize more artificial amusement resorts in which 
something is ‘‘going on”’ or in which there is something 
to do. In the main that sort of amusement must be 
left to the commercial purveyors of amusements, yet 
it has been found possible to provide for certain enter- 
taining features in large public parks without undue 
sacrifice of their principal object, which is that of pro- 
viding beautiful scenery. It is in accordance with the 
original plan to have ornamental water fowl on Sear- 
boro pond. It was also intended to have deer on the 
Blue Hill avenue and Seaver street corner of the park, 
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and a collection of hardy wild animals and birds in 
Long Crouch Woods, and trained animals, such as driv- 
ing goats, riding donkeys and ponies and even camels 
in the hittle Folks’ Fair. A loop track for pony riding, 
fenced in to afford a sense of safety from runaways, 
was indicated on the plan. Presumably for lack of 
funds and of sufficient encouragement these popular’ 
features have never been carried out. The Music 
Court and The Greeting were other features planned 
for popular attractions which have never been con- 
structed. The Refectory was planned and built on a 
scale adequate for many people to enjoy ice cream, soda 
water and other light refreshments, but has not been a 
success because it was run on a commercial basis, instead 
of solely for the benefit of visitors to the park. There 
ought to be popular music there, with refreshments at 
the lowest prices but of attractive quality, supplied 
directly by the Park Commission. It was distinctly 
the intention of the original designer that the large part 
of the park northeast of Glen lane should be supplied 
with various means of popular recreation which could 
reasonably fit in with the local conditions and sound 
park policy, but with the confident expectation that if 
such things were fully provided in this amusement 
section of the park they could be and would be kept 
out of the rest of the park, which was carefully dis- 
tinguished on the plan as to style of development and 
maintenance by being called the Country Park. 

Plans were devised last year for some of these popular 
means of recreation in the Seaver street borders of the 
park. Although differing in detail from the original 
plan they are quite in accord with its essential purposes. 
One of the principal differences consists in the abandon- 
ment of the wide central drive and the bridle path and 
bicycle path ideas in The Greeting, a moderate narrowing 
of the formal treatment and the providing of sites for 
zoological buildings on each side. There is no radical 
objection to such buildings in this location, from the 
point of view of the original design, provided they are 
kept low and are made inconspicuous by their color and 
material and by vines and other planting. There is, 
however, a great objection to burdening the already 
overburdened annual maintenance fund with the dis- 
proportionately great cost of keeping tropical and sub- 
tropical animals and the buildings and grounds of a 
zoological garden. The original idea, as has been said, 
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was to confine the collection to strictly hardy animals 
requiring comparatively simple and cheap inclosures 
and shelters and cheap food and care. It would cer- 
tainly be prudent to go slowly in such a case, unless, as 
was originally intended, a zoological society with ample 
means will undertake the care of the zoological collection 
‘and its buildings and grounds. 

At the time the park was laid out, automobiles had 
not been developed. They are so objectionable in a great 
popular park that they have not yet been allowed in 
Franklin Park, nor, for reasons already stated, in the 
Arboretum. They are so much used for pleasure that it 
seems advisable to admit them to Franklin Park with 
reasonable restrictions. They might be gradually or 
experimentally admitted by a system of special licenses. 
At some places it may be necessary to provide bridges 
or subways by which people on foot may safely cross 
the line of automobile and carriage traffic. At other 
places it may be sufficient to restrict the foot crossing to 
certain points and to provide a park guard or keeper 
during busy hours at each important crossing. 

In the original plan a brook was shown starting at a 
point east of Schoolmaster Hill at a spring, partly sup- 
plied by subsoil drains in The Playstead and other 
places that were originally wet, and this brook as also 
the pools in the low part of Nazingdale were to be sup- 
pled in dry weather from the underground reservoir 
in the wilderness. This brook in turn was to supply 
Searboro pond. The brook and pools involved having 
walks also. With the subsequent introduction of golf, 
these features, the construction of which had not been 
undertaken owing to lack of funds for the purpose, 
became decidedly undesirable. In fact, no distinct invi- 
tation, such as walks afford, is offered to visitors to go 
to Searboro pond from Abbotswood and its vicinity. 
The broad meadow landscape certainly is a more val- 
uable feature in the park, yet it is questionable whether 
the time will not come when, owing to the increasing 
use of the park, golf must be discontinued, at first during 
busy times and later entirely, for the greater good of 
the greater number. The foot traffic to and from Scar- 
boro pond may then become so great as to require a 
walk, and possibly then one or both the pools may be 
desirable, not because they are better landscape features 
than the simple meadow, but because they would be

more interesting to most visitors, especially if made in 
the form of shallow wading pools. 

One of the most important features of the original 
plan was the recognition of the view from the Overlook 
to the Great Blue Hill. No tree planting should ever 
be permitted which would block it. The end of the Over- 
look from which this view is obtained has been found to 
be too sunny.. Suitable trees of various sorts and of 
moderate growth might well be planted irregularly there, 
but not nearer the parapet than six feet. No doubt 
blasting would have to be resorted to to get room for 
the required bed of topsoil under the walk paving. 

The terraces on Schoolmaster Hill were originally 
provided with stone piers, beams and rafters covered 
with vines, forming attractive pergolas. For some 
unknown reason these pergolas were subsequently 
removed. ‘They were good and can easily be restored. 
The idea was that the various compartments were to be 
provided with simple tables and benches and waste 
boxes and that they were to be used under proper super- 
vision by family and other picnic parties. 

It was the intention to have a competent organizer 
employed, not only to bring visitors to the park by means 
of articles in the papers, and by lectures to church and 
other societies with lantern slides and folders, photo- 
graphs, flowers and other suitable means of advertising, 
but also by organizing picnic parties and other parties 
to go to the park, and by helping them in every way to 
have a good time when they get there. The idea was 
only carried out to the extent of employing a super- 
visor of play on The Playstead. Such a man would call 
people’s attention to the season of flowering of showy or 
interesting shrubs, or the coming of attractive birds. He 
might even arrange for the introduction of showy birds 
such as the cardinal bird, scarlet tanager, Baltimore 
oriole and others. He could advertise skating or 
sleighing. He could organize tennis competitions. He 
could teach the children new games, get up tobogganing 
parties, kodak parties, nature study parties and so on. 
A clever organizer and entertainer would convey a good 
deal of. interesting information mixed with friendly 
conversation in a human and natural way instead of by 
the repellent ‘‘patter’”’ of the ordinary guide. In fact 
all the guides on the park (who should not be called 
police nor be police in the ordinary sense) should, 
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without offensive obtrusiveness, call the attention of 
visitors to interesting things in the park, the region of 
chipmunks and squirrels, the different localities where 
pretty birds are to be found, the turtles, the flowering 
dogwoods or thorns, and so on. No doubt many a 
visitor leaves the park without having seen Scarboro 
pond or the view from Hagborn Hill or the swans or the 
tennis playing. Although disagreeable in themselves, 
more guide boards and tree and shrub labels would 
help visitors to get more satisfaction from a visit to the 
park. 

Sigourney street should be extended substantially as 
originally planned in order to complete a proper traffic 
~ boundary along the northwest side of the park. 

‘The ride originally planned to run through the south- 

west and southeast borders of the park should be 
constructed, and it should be one of the duties of the 
suggested social organizer to increase the amount of 
horseback riding. There seems to be no good reason 
why the ride circuit should not be completed in the space 
between Glen lane and the circuit drive. 

The increased use of the entrance at Blue Hill avenue 
and Columbia road makes some enlargement and modi- 
fication of the facilities there desirable. It would be 
well to consider an open shelter at the street car stopping 
place and an increase of the tree shaded macadam area 
there and down to the circuit drive, with more or less 
continuous benches along its edges. A simple but 
spacious public toilet house may soon be needed, either 
in connection with the car shelter or in one of the nearby 
zoological buildings. The circular plot at the southeast 
end of The Greeting should be squared, so far as its 
northwest half is concerned, and a wide walk laid out to 
follow the entrance drive. The drive entrance south- 
east of this circle does not appear to be much needed, 
and it might be well to plant across it, having one walk 
only to connect with Blue Hill avenue at that point. 
The drives southwest and northeast of the circular plot 
might be narrowed to twenty-five feet or thirty feet, so 
as to diminish the foot crossing, and the rest of the 
circular driveway might be retained as a place in which 
to leave carriages and automobiles while their occupants 
visit the zoological collection or the Refectory. 

Constantly increasing numbers of people cross the 
circuit drive west of the Refectory. It is a dangerous 
crossing because of the excessive amount of shrubbery 
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there. If a fence is needed, parallel with the drive, it 
should be a low, substantial steel picket fence, covered 
with vines and with a few low shrubs only. It may be 
desirable in time to raise a mound southwest of the circuit 
drive and walk, and™to carry the foot traffic over both 
drive and walk by a bridge completely fencing both, so 
as to stop crossing at grade. At present many people 
walk in the entrance drive. This is partly because the 
adjoining walk is not wide enough and smooth enough, 
and partly because it is partially concealed and 
encroached upon by shrubs, and partly because it ends 
abruptly at the circle. These objections should be 
remedied and a park guard placed there to regulate the 
foot traffic. Also there appears to be need of another 
wide walk along the northwest side of the entrance drive 
from The Greeting to the circuit drive. Much of the 
ground north and northeast of Abbotswood is in a 
worn-out and ugly condition, owing to lack of good soil 
and to the proximity of ledge. Wherever possible, two 
feet depth of topsoil should be added. Where this 
cannot be done without injury to trees, blasting should 
be done. There are other places in the park needing 
similar treatment, but this locality is. the most con- 
spicuously in need of immediate attention. 

‘The wide approach street suggested on the original 
plan to connect with Boylston station on the Providence 
Railroad not having been constructed, the wide park 
entrance at Sigourney street might well be reduced 
to ordinary dimensions. The drive entrance from 
Sigourney street a little further south has proved un- 
necessary and might well be reduced to a single walk. 

The service buildings and yards for the park having 
been developed at the south end of the park, the site 
proposed for the Steading, near Sigourney street, has 
remained unimproved. It might be well to construct 
here, and in the more open land northeast of it, a play- 
eround for little children, as it would be convenient for 
the growing population of the valley northwest of the 
park. Basket ball, tether ball, handball (with a wall), a 
wading pool, sand courts, inclosed lawn for babies, scups, 
swings, teeter boards, spring boards, slides, ladders, * 
giant’s strides, hand teeter bars, circular running beams 
and a merry-go-round (without music) are some of the 
appliances customary. Similar apparatus was intended 
to be installed in the Little Folks’ Fair, but it might be 
better in the section marked Deer Park on the original 
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plan, as this would be handier for the local population 
east of the park and further from the suggested Sigourney 
Playground. 

It was a particular feature of the original plan to close 
the Country Park portion of Franklin Park at night, 
that is, all the part of the park southwest of Glen lane. 
The reasons were that it would not only be unreasonably 
expensive to thoroughly lhght and police so large an 
area of rolling land, much of which is covered with 
trees and shrubbery, but also because the lamp-posts 
would be offensively out of keeping with the designed 
character of the landscape. With this end in view 
a wall was built along much of Glen lane and the 
other boundaries of Country Park and it was intended 
to continue it along the rest of the boundaries, and 
gates were planned and some of them built. Some of 
these gates have been since removed for no apparently 
adequate reason: It should be carefully considered 
whether the idea of closing the Country Park at night 
and of thoroughly lighting and policing at night the part 
northeast of Glen lane should not now be put in practice. 

The concourse on Scarboro Hill was designed and 
built to enable visitors in carriages and on foot to enjoy 
the beautiful views of which the most important is that 
of Great Blue Hill. The latter is only visible, however, 
in winter when the trees are leafless, no one having had 
the courage to cut down the few obstructing trees be- 
cause they are large. The view is worth more than the 
trees of course or the concourse would never have been 
built. Unfortunately many additional trees have been 
planted on what was open land below the concourse. 
These should be removed so far as they already, or will 
hereafter, unduly obstruct the views. ‘The concourse 
wall was intended to be covered with vines and to be 
further masked by shrubbery not high enough to inter- 
fere with the view. There would be little objection to 
adding a few trees in the sidewalk of the concourse 
to afford shade, providing they are trimmed up high 
to leave the view open for people in carriages. 

The Dairy was intended partly as a headquarters for 
the sheep which it was designed to herd on the broad 
meadows of the Country Park, both to keep the grass 
short in arustic style and for the sake of their interest and 
picturesque effect, but mainly to provide a small restau- 
rant where fresh dairy products could be served. This 
might be combined with the shepherd’s residence. The 
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building was intended to closely resemble a typical New 
England farmhouse. ‘The idea was carried out, although ~ 
in a too sophisticated manner, in Prospect Park, Brook- 
lyn, and is an attractive feature of the park. It was 
hoped that many invalids or convalescents would be 
induced by their physicians to drive or walk to this 
dairy lunch place for a bowl of bread and milk, while 
delicate babies could have milk warm from the cow. 
Incidentally there was to be a public toilet there for 
that end of the park. 

The district named Heathfield, on the original plan, 
was intended to present an example of the very pretty 
effect often seen in abandoned pastures, of wild flowers 
and low bushes and creepers, prostrate juniper, heath, 
calluna, sweet fern, sheep laurel, everlasting, gentian, 
daisies, and the like, with stonecrop and rock plants on 
the ledges. Rock Milton commands a fine view of the 
Milton Hills, but few go there owing to the absence of 
the intended path and a sign. The base of this cliff 
plunges into the water of Scarboro pond, but more 
of the detritus at the base should be removed to increase 
the bold effect. The intended path and viewpoint 
summer house should be executed on Rock Morton. 
Some paths on Juniper Hill would tend to make that 
characteristic field of red cedars more resorted to. 
Mountain laurel is attractive and it has been appropri- 
ately introduced into the Wilderness at one place, but 
the group there is too much of an obvious gardener’s 
effort, the group being solely laurel and the plants too 
uniformly:spaced and the ground cultivated like a garden 
bed. In such a case it is not so important that the 
plants should be individually fine specimens as it is that 
they should appear to have become naturally estab- 
lished there. 

Where trees have been planted in the more open parts 
of the park, the work has been well done and the selec- 
tion of sorts is admirable. The predominating use of 
the native oaks is particularly to be commended as they 
are well adapted to the poor soil and harmonize with 
the original woods and tend to differentiate this park 
in the right direction from most of the other parks of 
the country where excessive use has been made of 
poplars, soft and sugar maples, and a few other common 
trees. The cultivation of the whole surface among these 
trees is undoubtedly the best way to secure a rapid and 
healthy growth. The time has arrived, however, when 
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it is proper to discontinue this cultivation, which pro- 
duces a very artificial and ugly appearance, and to 
smooth the ground, and to plant shade-enduring under- 
growth where it is not intended visitors should go, or 
grass and woodland flowers where people may stroll. 
In many cases these plantations end on a gently curving 
line and are faced down with what appears to be a nearly 
uniform row of small growing trees. The effect is too 
artificial. The margins should be broken into by bays 
of turf and a few scattering trees should be added far 
out on the meadows. At the same time, the small grow- 
ing trees should be more crowded in some places than 
others and the view under them should be stopped in 
some places by shade-enduring shrubs of various sorts 
and woodland flowers such as asters, goldenrods, violets, 
ferns and so on. In general, the trees in these planta- 
tions are too uniformly spaced and too much like a 
succession of individual wide-branched specimens to 
look as natural as they should. There should be more 
semblance of accident and unexpected combinations. 
For instance, an occasional gray birch growing many 
stems from one root with some catbriar clambering on 
it might appear on the edge of a grove next a big 
boulder, but rarely if at all elsewhere on the park, or in 
a low place a crowded extensive belt of ilex glabra, 
clethra, elderberry and tall goldenrod and asters might 
border a grove. ‘There is opportunity for endless inven- 
tion and contrivance to add effects of naturalness and 
variety and adaptation to local conditions, not only 
in this park but in others where naturalistic landscape 
is attempted. It would be well to constantly aim to 
please the artist. Few artists are attracted to well 
developed, round headed, healthy trees, almost evenly 
spaced, as appealing subjects for a picture. What most 
pleases the horticulturist seldom suits the artist. He 
either looks for large effects of color or mass, with pre- 
vailing harmony but some limited contrast of form or 
color or light or shade, or else he looks for picturesque, 
small local effects, with some deep shadow or a high 
light, or a dash of brilliant color, or a crooked gnarled 
trunk, or a mossy hole and fern-covered decaying stump. 
The arboricultural work done of late years on the parks 
cannot be too highly praised. It is perhaps the best 
in the country, considering the limitations, but the 
artistic side of park planting has not been quite what it 
should be. 
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There is a tendency, not perhaps so marked in the 
Boston parks as in some others, to use pretty much 
the same selection of trees and shrubs for the predomi- 
nating effects in one park of the system as in another. 
This comes from excessive. attention to the arboricul- 
tural and economical side of the business of planting 
and too little to the artistic side. One man will perhaps 
be struck by the advantages of the sycamore and will 
plant it on hill parks, on parkways, on meadow parks, 
on city squares, and on seashore grounds indiscrimi- 
natingly. Another man will remember that he has 
seen it in nature mostly along rivers or brooks and will 
reserve it, like willows and river birch, for river parks 
or for low moist places. Another man, finding that a 
particular kind of tree has become badly infested with 
worms, will refuse to use it under any circumstances 
even where it would be the most appropriate tree to 
use, as, for instance, the American elm on a college 
campus. One may properly be cautious in using such 
trees, yet the risk of loss or the expense of preserving 
healthy growth may be fully justifiable in some cases. 
So, too, in the matter of hardiness. To utterly refuse 
to use a certain kind of tree because it is not hardy 
during a long life or under ordinary conditions may 
debar one from securing desirable effects which, even 
if they are not permanent, may be well worth having 
while they do last. If it is a question of a formal row 
of trees intended to be permanent, hardiness is very 
important, but in an irregular mixed plantation it 
may not be objectionable but on the contrary an advan- 
tage to use some trees that may be killed by some extra 
hard winter.or some unusually late frost, because it 
may accomplish a needed thinning naturally which the 
powers that be might neglect or refuse to do with the 
axe used on good live trees. 

In Franklin Park, the Overlook Shelter and the 
Ellicottdale Field House are examples of important 
buildings successfully harmonized with the park land- 
scape. The Refectory near Blue Hill avenue, designed 
by different architects, on the other hand, is offensively 
self-assertive and inharmonious with the landscape. 
This failure in design appears to be mainly due to a wrong 
choice of material, but is partly due to lack of atten- 
tion to the training of vines over it. The building 
would have been far more in harmony with its surround- 
ings if it had been built with outer walls of colored 
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seam-faced puddingstone, such as could have been 
obtained in the quarry on the park, instead of pale 
bright yellow brick. If it could be tinted successfully, 
as regards sticking permanently, with a cement wash 
with some agreeable shade of warm brown and then 
carefully covered with vines, the park landscape would 
be benefited, even though the architecture of the build- 
ing might be somewhat suppressed. This building 
was located in so prominent a place for the express 
purpose of affording to its patrons enjoyable views. 
It was expected to subdue the building by the unusually 
extensive and high vine-clad pergola and by a few tall 
trunked trees which would permit views under their 
foliage, and the great rock-faced terrace was to be covered 
with vines and masked by bushes. As it is, the vines 
are not as abundant as they should have become in the 
years that have passed since they were planted, and the 
hillside is densely planted with tall growing trees. 
Many of these trees should be removed and replaced 
by small growing sorts which will never obstruct the 
view. 

Franklin Field.— The wisdom of acquiring this play- 
field park, both as a much needed provision for field 
sports and as a means of defending Franklin Park from 
excessive wear and tear and undesirable artificializa- 
tion of the meadows of the Country Park portion, has 
been more and more demonstrated by its increasing 
use. It is evident that the time is not far distant when 
its rougher and more or less ledgy portion must be > 
better utilized. With this in view, a careful study 
could advisably be made at this time for future grading, 
so the Park Superintendent will be enabled to take 
advantage of any suitable filling material that may be 
available in the neighborhood. 

The quadrant shaped corner entrance has not been 
properly graded and there is need of a wall and other 
improvements there. The sidewalk along the north- 
east side should be graded as a wide promenade where 
benches may be placed, in the shade of trees, trimmed 
high, to permit of a view over the low playfield. The 
Blue Hill avenue frontage is in need of a better finish. 
An outdoor gymnasium, under proper supervision, 
would add materially to the usefulness of the Field. The 
increase in population of the vicinity will make a little 
folks’ playfield desirable in time, and if carefully planned, 
some features of it could be executed at once. For 
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instance, a wading pool would afford much pleasure 
without the expense of expert supervision. 

Columbia Road.— Although unfortunately too narrow, 
in part, and, still worse, unduly crowded by buildings, 
owing to failure to secure a building limit line, this con- 
nection with the Strandway has apparently been a 
financial success, as it appears to have greatly increased 
the assessable value of property along and near it. It 
is deficient in nice finish and maintenance. The 
shrubbery, introduced in some places where there was 
room for it, is often too wild and untidy for the character 
of the surroundings. On the other hand, some build- 
ings, with the consent of the owners, might well be 
covered with vines. Where possible, electric wires 
should be put under ground and the poles removed. 
The trolley and other necessary poles might, as a rule, or 
occasionally, for variety, be dressed with vines trained 
to a woven wire ribbon so as not to interfere unduly 
with painting or other needed access to the poles. 

The Strandway.— This, by reason of its width and of 
the views over the harbor commanded by it, is one of 
the most important parkways of the many in the city 
and vicinity. It does not appear to be as much used 
as it should be. It should be lined with residences and 
moderate priced apartment houses. It may be possible, 
with the cooperation of some of the more important 
landowners, to secure suitable restrictions on neighbor- 
ing land which would insure a better class of buildings 
along and near it than, in the absence of such restric- 
tions, any landowner would dare to put up lest it 
should be depreciated in value by a much worse charac- 
ter of occupancy round about. The tall wild looking 
shrubbery, while desirable at present, can hardly be 
considered to be encouraging to adjoining landowners 
contemplating erecting a fairly good kind of building. 
A tidier and more gardenesque style of planting, on 
the other hand, would encourage better buildings. 
Some of the fences of yacht clubs need vines and 
ornamental shrubbery. 

Marine Park.— The house at the land end of the 
pier is an unusually picturesque and interesting park 
building. It should be kept in better repair. When- 
ever funds can be obtained for the purpose the other 
buildings originally planned, between the Head House 
and the pier, should be added. It is particularly 
important to erect soon the originally planned, round 
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three-story shelter at the outer end of the pier, as the 
effect of the pier is weak in design without it. The 
absence of a row of trees between the drive and the 
shore walk of Pleasure bay was intentional, as it was 
thought the view from the drive would be more enjoy- 
able if unobstructed, and that the openness would form 
a desirable contrast with the Strandway. The filling 
under the lawns was done with such dry sand and 
gravel, for reasons of economy, that neither the lawns 
nor the trees are as handsome nor as useful as they 
should be. The simplest remedy would be irrigation, 
but an extensive replacement of the loose subsoil with 
loamy clay would be more satisfactory. It was the 
original plan to connect Castle Island with the shore of 
Pleasure bay by a neck of land formed by filling. The 
pile bridge was to be merely a temporary connection to 
save for some years the large expense of filling. When- 
ever funds can be secured for it this neck should be filled 
and the drive extended to a loop on Castle Island. 
Many more pleasure vehicles would then appear on the 
Strandway and in Marine Park than can now be seen. 
If an embankment of gravel were raised on each side, 
the fine silt and mud now being removed from nearby 
channels and expensively transported to points well out 
at sea could be cheaply used for the main bulk of the 
filling. 

North End Park.— The Copp’s Hill terraces serve 
their purpose well, but present a somewhat shabby and 
ill-kept appearance. The stonework should be kept as 
it is, except that a change is required in the granite 
abutment which was built for a footbridge which was 
proposed to connect across Atlantic avenue with the 
pier and beach. ‘The construction of the elevated rail- 
way made such a footbridge undesirable. The pave- 
ments of the terraces should be improved, more benches 
should be provided, also more shade on the upper - 
terrace. The plantations of shrubbery are very difficult 
to maintain, partly because of the dust and smoke of 
the city and partly because of partial shade, but mainly 
because of the wear and tear of children. The shrub- 
beries are essential to preserve the charm of the place, 
and at the cost of artificializing them they must be 
more adequately protected by steel picket fences, sup- 
plemented by the supervision of a park guard capa- 
ble of keeping the children out of the plantations by 
processes other than the usual police methods. The 
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portion of the park between Atlantic avenue and the 
harbor line has, it is understood, been turned over to 
the playground authorities, and is a hideous waste of 
cinders, without a particle of foliage, and is thoroughly 
discreditable to the city. If a man of the right sort 
could be put in charge, it is probable that low growing 
or clipped trees, such as would not unduly obstruct the 
view from the terraces, and a border of shrubbery pro- 
tected by steel picket fences and continuous rows of 
benches, could be maintained next the street wall, 
and possibly at the buildings, and vines, protected by 
strong wire guards, might perhaps be grown on the 
buildings. A bright-colored awning on steel poles to 
“shade a few rows of seats between the proposed street 
border plantation and the beach, bright awnings on 
some of the windows of the buildings, flags on buildings 
and isolated poles, a bright awning shelter on the pier, gay 
colors on such parts of the buildings and piers as are 
adapted to such treatment, bright flowers in window 
boxes, removal of all the cinder surface, replacing part 
with bright brick paving in patterns which could be 
washed frequently, plenty of white sand on the beach, 
gaily painted drinking fountains, gay refreshment stands, 
electroliers, patterns of electric lights on the buildings 
and piers, are a few of the ways in which the gloomy 
depressing: aspect of this valuable feature of the park 
system could be enlivened. 

Wood Island Park.— There is a more or less marked 
effect of shabbiness and neglect about this park which 
is perhaps unavoidable, owing to insufficient appropria- 
tions. The trees are as well looked after as possible, 
under the trying conditions, but the shrubberies, which 
ought to do more even than trees to add the element of 
local charm to such a park, are gradually deteriorating, 
while vines are almost conspicuously absent from build- 
ings, fences and bridges. It is, of course, wise, if both 
trees and shrubs connot be maintained with the avail- 
able funds, to plant and preserve trees and let shrubs 
go, as the latter can be grown whenever desired in a 
fraction of the time it takes to grow good sized trees. 
It is to be hoped, however, that shrubs can be grown 
near the bath house, athletic field fence and railroad 
fence, and especially on the slopes at the bridges, and 
that vines can be trained on the fences and bridges. 
The steep slope at the north ball field was intended to 
be covered with vines, protected at top and bottom by 
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steel picket fences if necessary. Some such improve- 
ment now seems called for. 

The hard gravel ballground was formed, for economy, 
by a shallow fill on salt marsh and a tide valve was 
relied upon to keep salt water out of the subsoil and 
storm drains. Settlements have occurred so that the 
ground needs resurfacing. Cinders should not be used 
because they are very gloomy and depressing in effect, 
and are liable to leave a black scar in the skin of anyone 
having a severe fall upon them. Salt on the surface of 
this ground indicates that the drain valve is not working 
properly. No sea valve will work perfectly without 
due attention, but it is possible that the pattern could 
be improved. A light metal ball resting on an upturned 
pipe, ground to fit, is perhaps the best form, but the 
outlet chamber toward the sea must be protected with 
two or three fine mesh screens which can easily be suc- 
cessively lifted out and cleaned. 

The field house underpinning is out of plumb and the 
paving of the veranda is irregular and the building as a 
whole appears to be shabby and neglected. An addi- 
tion to the original building is in a different and inhar- 
monious style, leading to the inference that a different 
or no architect was employed. In a park department, 
more than in most other branches of city government, 
the highest regard should be paid to art, and the plea of 
saving the architect’s commission, if such was the case 
here and in other instances, should not have a moment’s 
consideration. Harmony, in the case of additions, is 
of such paramount importance that it should be the 
rule that additions should be designed by the architect 
of the original building and in harmony with it. As it 
is, vines should cover the incongruous addition to this 
building. 

Several walks appear to be needed to properly accom- 
modate routes of foot travel which are indicated by short- 
cut paths. The new walks need not always follow the 
precise lines of the short cuts, but should be on good 
curves and grades even if some trees have to be cut or 
moved. One or two of these walks will consist largely 
of flights of steps. The steps should be in a succession 
of short flights with landings, and the latter, if short, 
should be so dimensioned that the average person will 
not start up each flight with the same foot with which 
he started the previous flight. Wire netting fences, 
concealed with vines and masked by bushes, with some- 
times a few boulders next the steps, are often needed to 
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keep people to the steps. With rare exceptions such 
flights of steps should in no part rise above the general 
surface of the adjoining ground. In some cases people 
so persistently walk or run down the slope instead of 
the steps as to warrent the introduction of a slightly 
roughened, hard paved walk with a very steep grade 
even up to 25 or 30 per cent. A walk of any such 
steepness should, however, never be built without 
comfortable flights of steps nearby. 

If the projected filling of the harbor in front of Wood 
Island Park is executed, it may become desirable to inclose 
a large basin of salt water in front of the park, sufficiently 
below high water mark to insure proper drainage of 
the low ground, and to control the outlet and inlet, so 
as to avoid the inconvenience of the long, exposed beach, 
and wire screens should be used to keep out the floating 
and often decaying refuse inseparable from a confined 
harbor. If undue pollution occurs, it may even be 
necessary to turn this basin into fresh water for safety 
to bathers. <A lock should be provided for small boats. 

In any case a livery boathouse and a club boathouse 
should be located at convenient points on the shore of 
Wood Island Park, and channels should be dredged to 
them as soon as the patronage will warrant them and 
as soon aS money can be obtained for the purpose. 

A larger and better field house and bath house will no 
doubt berequiredintime. The present one was assumed 
to be somewhat temporary in character, as were many of 
the buildings in other parks, pending the development 
of the sports they were meant to accommodate as well 
as because of inadequate funds. 

Charlesbank.— The approaches to the new Charles 
River Dam at the north end of this park call for some 
revision of the walks and grades. Possibly walls and 
steps are needed. The promenade or walk along the 
sea wall was pitched away from the wall to prevent the 
mud of the binding clay used in the macadman paving 
from washing over and disfiguring the wall. The effect 
is not agreeable. It would be well, if funds are avail- 
able after accomplishing more important matters, to 
pave this walk with some hard material, with a slope 
of say a quarter inch to a foot toward the wall instead 
of from it. A hard, good-colored brick paving would 
perhaps be the most picturesque, although cement 
concrete would be smoother and more comfortable 
under foot. But as ordinarily laid it is not as agreeable 
in color or texture of surface as good brick. This defect 
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can be largely overcome by the use of green or brown or 
reddish mineral coloring matter, such as is used in mortar, 
and by adding a colored stone in small bits or pebbles 
and rubbing off the cement somewhat before it set. 
In no ease should lampblack be used, as it is gloomy and 
displeasing. The contemplated paving of this walk 
and the fact that the street sidewalk is already brick 
paved, but with a poor grade and colored brick, raises 
the question whether the few remaining walks should not 
also be paved to match. No. doubt, considering the 
small width of this park and the artificiality of its situa- 
tion and neighborhood, it would be wise to do so when 
money can be spared after more important improve- 
ments elsewhere have been accomplished. The Catholic 
Club Boathouse is a very ugly crude affair and should be 
removed or rebuilt in harmony with the other buildings. 

Park Guards.— Those who have had the management 
of parks at heart have gradually become convinced that 
the public should be guided and controlled in the use 
of them by a set of guards or keepers entirely distinct 
from and trained entirely differently from the city police. 
They should be organized directly by the park super- 
intendent and should be appointed and discharged by 
him for insubordination, laziness, incompetence and the 
like, just as foremen and common laborers are, or should 
be, if an efficient and economical organization is to be 
maintained. The city police should have the right and 
duty to watch over the parks to protect property and 
persons and to make arrests for violation of law just as 
they do over similarly extensive private grounds, but 
they cannot be expected, nor can the ordinary law courts 
be expected or relied upon to enforce what to them may 
seem the petty and trivial rules and regulations of park 
commissions. On the contrary, there should be a force 
of special park guards and a special park magistrate’s 
court to handle infractions of park rules. The conditions 
of park use are such that the number, character and 
location of park guards must necessarily vary enor- 
mously if the desired results are to be obtained. The 
number of park guards or keepers must be adjusted to 
the seasons and occasions when visitors in the parks are 
numerous. The park guards who more particularly regu- 
late traffic on the drives or at gates, or those for build- 
ings or for boating or skating, may differ in character 
and training from those who are to protect turf, shrubs 
and flowers from excessive wear or injury. It must be 
made easy for the superintendent, or head keeper, to 
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shift a few or many park guards from point to point in 
a large park, or from park to park, or even to distant 
parts of the city at short notice. For economy it is 
advisable to recruit the guard force partly from the regu- 
lar park foremen, assistant foremen, gardeners, assistant 
gardeners, clerks, timekeepers and other employees, and 
a large reserve force can be made up of citizens whose 
occupations are such that they can undertake this duty 
during a portion of the year, or on occasions throughout 
the year, or during part of each day during the period 
when parks are most visited. Park guards should be in 
a modest, inconspicuous yet distinctive uniform in which 
they can work at other things when there is little need 
of devoting all their time to watching and guiding visi- 
tors. Park guards should be well educated and have 
good manners and good address. They should be 
cautious in arresting or resorting to force, yet they must 
be prepared to do so if need be. Hence they must be 
physically fit and must keep in training. They must 
have bicycles or motor cycles and must report frequently 
at telephones placed at frequent intervals or even at 
portable telephones, so they can keep in touch with 
headquarters or secure help quickly when need be. Ac- 
tivity is one of the essential requirements. When they 
find it necessary to arrest a visitor for refusal to obey 
park rules, the case should be promptly examined and 
the fine inflicted (if warranted) with as little incon- 
venience and loss of time to the offender as possible. The 
effort should be to impress each offender with the cer- 
tainty that the park rules will be enforced, rather than 
with the severity of the penalty, and all care should be 
taken to avoid whatever is humiliating and physically 
disagreeable to the obstinate or foolish victim and espe- 
cially anything resembling jail or criminal appliances and 
customs, except in actually criminal cases. This subject 
is of vital importance to the park system and should be 
carefully looked into. If favorable action cannot be. 
secured at this time, it should be sought hereafter at 
intervals of a few years, or when any change of personnel 
in the city government offers a better chance of success.

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This financial statement shows that the cost of main- 
taining the House of Correction has been $22,020.37 
less than that of 1909. 

Reference to the exhibit ‘‘Expenditures Classified”’ 
shows one item for repairs which exceeds by $4,030.09 
that of the previous year, and another item of ‘‘paid 
officers in defending suits,’’ $1,062.24. 

This large amount in excess for repairs was occa- 
sioned by absolute necessity to properly protect the plant 
from rapid deterioration. The second was for money paid 
to reimburse two officers who were called upon to defend 
themselves in suit brought by an ex-prisoner for alleged 
assault in prison. The officers were found not guilty 
in court and the Committee on Claims found their claim 
one that should be paid from the Penal Institutions 
Department appropriation. No provision had been 
made to meet these unexpected expenses; otherwise, 
this year’s exhibit of expenses would show well inside of 
the amount appropriated for the purpose. 

Any group of buildings of the value of over a million. 
dollars requires a large amount of money for repairs, 
particularly those located as are ours, exposed to the full 
weight of our winter storms. Many of the buildings 
are quite old and have been more or less neglected in 
years past in the matter of repairs. It is absolutely 
necessary this year that a large amount be expended on 
the buildings in replacing the roofs and for reconstruc- 
tion of the wharf in order to maintain them in a proper 
condition. 

There has been installed in the receiving house on the 
wharf a boiler for heating purposes and rooms fitted up 
for the better and more comfortable housing of our 
officers. 

The completion and occupancy of the new dining 
room and kitchen, which by the way is a model of its 
kind for prison purposes, has fully filled the expectation 
of the purpose for which it was erected — that of allow- 
ing a more nearly proper classification or division between 
the long termed prisoners and those sentenced for merely 
violating the laws concerning public order. 

The reservoir which has been in process of construc- 
tion for many years is completed and affords an addi- 
tional protection to our numerous buildings and will 
furnish a supply, temporarily, in case of accident to 
our water main. 
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The recommendation of many of my predecessors 
in the matter of a central heating plant is reiterated. 
Some of our boilers have been in use for many years, 
and are practically worn out, and it will become neces- 
sary in the immediate future to renew them with new 
ones. It would be poor financial judgment to replace 
these boilers where they are now and it is suggested 
that a start be made in the installing of a central boiler 
plant. A building might be erected and a battery of 
boilers started to replace those which become worn out 
from time to time, and a provision made in erecting the 
building to finally accomplish the purpose sought, viz., 
an economical central boiler plant without having the 
expense fall all in one year. 

Reference to the statistical tables showing the number 
of commitments to have been larger than in the year 
1909, while the average daily population has been 280 
less, is rather a peculiar statement of facts. It is 
accounted for by the fact that there has been an increase 
in the commitment for minor offences and that the term 
of sentence for such has been shorter than in some pre- 
vious years, and the number of commitments of more 
serious offenders with long term sentences has been 
materially less. 

Of those committed for nonpayment of fines, 3,401 
were for drunkenness, the total amount imposed being 
$21,351, and 866 for other offences, the total amount 
imposed being $10,212. Of these, 444 have been paid 
on account of the charge of drunkenness, amounting to 
$2,869, and 120 for the other offences, amounting to 
$1,692. 

Four thousand four hundred and thirty-six were 
sentenced for terms of a few days to a few months for 
drunkenness. 

In accordance with chapter 307 of the Acts of 1910, 
all patients suffering from delirium, mania, mental con- 
fusion, etc., who were receiving treatment at the Deer 
Island Hospital were transferred to the Boston State 
Hospital on May 1, and since that date no patients so 
afflicted have been received at our hospital unless, sent 
by the Court. Although the hospital at Deer Island 
had for years been remarkably successful in the treat- 
ment of such cases, the long delay in transportation after 
the patient came under the care of the police was often 
attended by grave danger. In addition to relieving our 
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hospital from the responsibility of treating such cases, 
the patient now receives immediate hospital treatment, 
without the stigma that attaches to confinement in a 
penal institution. 

The authority vested in the commissioner to release 
prisoners under conditions as provided by chapter 225, 
sections 119 and 121, on a permit to be at liberty has 
been practiced in the same conservative manner as in the 
past. The practice of thus releasing tends to encourage 
a discharged prisoner to a new and better life and relieve, 
perhaps, a suffering family of wife and children as well 
as to materially reduce the expense of support at the 
institution. 

Each case so released has been carefully investigated 
by the commissioner or by the assistant; personal inter- 
views with the applicant and with those who are most 
interested in the particular case under consideration. 
In most cases it has been found that the object of the 
commitment has been accomplished, the commissioner 
being convinced that there has been a real reformation 
brought about because of the changed conditions of the 
mind of the unfortunate after an opportunity has been 
given for mature and sober thought of the position of 
disgrace his misdeeds have brought on himself and those 
dependent on him. 

That the community, the prisoner and his family has 
received a benefit from carrying the intent of thislaw 
into practice would seem to be indicated by the fact 
that of the 1,031 so released by the commissioner only 
40 have so violated the conditions imposed as to require 
the revocation of the permit and their return to the 
institution. 

The discipline of the institution is greatly enhanced 
as one of the requirements is that one must have a per- 
fect conduct record in order to receive the benefits of 
thislaw. The enforcement of this rule has so encouraged 
the different applicants to attain such a record that 
infringements of the rules have been far less than in 
years previous to this, as is shown by the reports of 
punishments in the statistical tables. 

Three hundred twenty-five discharged prisoners have 
been assisted in obtaining work through the instru- 
mentality of this department and to 242 have articles 
of clothing, tools, etc., been distributed through the 
commissioner’s office in addition to that given at the’

institution; 711 have been supplied with meals, 300 
with lodgings, 138 with transportation and 59 with 
money, thus caring for them in part until able to sustain 
themselves. 

After consideration the department is in accord with 
the modern ideas of many of those most experienced in 
the problem of caring for the housing and employment 
of prisoners, and in the methods pursued the object has 
been, and will be, to find employment that will keep the 
prisoners in the open air. 

~ Work in the sewing room where men are most of the 

day confined at a machine should be reduced to a mini- 
mum, and only those who for various reasons make it 
advisable should be so employed. At present there 
are only about 175, or about + of our population, 
employed in the close shops. The other 1,000 are 
employed on the farm, at grading, in the stone shed 
and other occupations which keep them out in the open 
most of the time. 

It is a firm belief that the open air treatment of crimi- 
nals is the correct one and that by its methods more 
reform can be accomplished, particularly among those 
whose only offence is drunkenness. Build up a man 
physically and the mind becomes better able to control 
the criminal tendencies and to withstand the temptations 
and desire for drink. 

On this subject it may be permissible to call your 
Honor’s attention to the methods now, to quite an 
extent, being practised in Europe as well as in other 
states of this country,—that of employing prisoners 
on the’ land, farming, reclaiming valueless property 
by removing rocks and stumps, draining, grading and 
finally enriching by fertilizer with a view to making the 
soil more productive. Moderate cost buildings for 
housing and shelter without the usual precaution of 
iron bars and cells would be sufficient to confine one who 
has simply offended against public order. A short term 
prisoner rarely attempts escape as the penalty is great 
and the object if attained of little value. 

In Switzerland a farm colony has been in successful 
operation many years; in New York state one is about 
to be started. Perhaps it would be well for the city to 
give this matter of reclaiming land and farming by prison 
labor careful consideration. If land already owned by 
the city is not suitable, a tract which would answer might 
be procured at a moderate cost. 
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If a plan of this kind should be successfully worked out 
a provision could be included whereby a discharged 
prisoner, without employment, might be _ profitably 
occupied until a better opportunity is offered. To put 
such a plan in operation it would be necessary that the 
Legislature give authority for such a colony or farm as 
a place of confinement, and the Governor to establish 
such a place as an adjunct to the House of Correction 
at Deer Island, with a provision that the Penal Institu- 
tions Commissioner be empowered to transfer certain 
prisoners from one to the other as may seem to him 
advisable. 

The card system, at the central office, of records of 
prisoners sentenced to the House of Correction, which 
now contains the records of about 70,000 commitments, 
has been in vogue for nearly seven years and shows in 
such a convenient, concise and fairly full form informa- 
tion of commitment, discharge, family history and other 
matters of identification that it has become of great 
advantage to this department in the treatment of cases 
brought to its attention as well as to the various depart- 
ments interested in charitable and penal work; daily 
the department is called upon to furnish correct informa- 
tion concerning inmates to those engaged in a somewhat 
similar work. ; 

Eastern Avenue Wharf, the landing place of the 
steamer ‘‘ Monitor”’ in Boston, has been entirely recon- 
structed at a cost of $10,826.14 and a provision made 
for the convenient landing of the steamer ‘‘George A. 
Hibbard” of the Boston Infirmary Department. 

The present general condition of the ‘‘Monitor’’ is 
good, still there will have to be quite a sum of money 
expended on her this spring to put her in proper condi- 
tion for another year’s work, it being cheaper to keep 
the boat up in good shape than to allow any part to 
deteriorate. The ‘‘Monitor” is now seven years old 
and no material repairs have been made to the engine 
and boilers and they now need a thorough overhauling. 

During the year 1910 there were carried 118,238 
passengers in addition to the freight for the three 
institutions in the harbor. 

Extracts from the report of the Master of the House 
of Correction, those of the Resident Physician of the 
hospital and the chaplains at the institution are appended 
and respectfully made a part of this report. 
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If any success has attained to the administration of 
this department it is, as in any department, largely due 
to the loyalty of each and all of the subordinates to their 
work and to the administration. Your commissioner 
feels that he has the cordial support of all of those who 
are connected with the department and to them he 
desires publicly to express his thanks for their endeavors.

SUFFOLK COUNTY HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


Derer Isuanp, Boston, February 1, 1911. 


Mr. Frep 8. Gore, 
Penal I Patiitsbns Canissioers: 


Dar Sir,— I submit herewith the annual report of 
this institution for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

The Deer Island plant represents a total valuation 
of $1,395,620, of which $375,020 is for land and $1,020,600 
is for buildings. 

The stock of merchandise and general supplies on 
hand January 31 amounted to $62,417. 

During the year the men’s department has manufac- 
tured 886 dozen of outer garments, 628 dozen articles 
of underclothing, 2,525 pairs of shoes and 414 pairs of 
slippers. The women’s department has made 4,278 
articles of clothing and 10,351 sheets, pillow slips, towels, 
ete. Eight thousand two hundred and _ninety-six 
articles of clothing have been furnished discharged 
prisoners. 

The value of agricultural products produced during 
the year is as follows: 


Piggery . $6,731 70 
General farm products, about. : 25,000 00 
413 pigs (on hand) 4,990 00 
Bones sold . ; : 345 00 


In the industries department there has been cut 22,622 
feet of edgestone, 49 large curb corners and 63 small 
curb corners. Twenty-one thousand three hundred 
and forty-six feet of edgestone has been shipped, valued 
at $14,942.20. There is on hand 4,407 feet of edge- 
stone, 71 large curb corners and 115 small curb corners, 
valued at $3,823.30, and 6,842 feet rough stock, valued 
at $2,497. The tools and implements are valued at 
$1,404. There has been manufactured 6,554 dozen 
overalls and 810 dozen coats. There is stock on hand 
valued at $5,042.64. The tools and implements are 
valued at $1,077. 

The discipline of the institution has been well main- 
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tained during the past year and the record of punish- 
ments is low considering the number of people that have 
been committed during the year. 

A steam heating system has been installed at the 
receiving house and is in successful operation; a new 
hennery has been built; many of our buildings have 
been painted and repaired. The farm work has been 
carried on and our farm is in excellent condition, but 
the dry weather of the past summer ruined some of the 
crops and we shall be obliged to buy in the market. 

The reservoir that has been in course of construction 
for several years is completed except the grading. While 
this grading is being carried on I would suggest that our 
artificial pond, from which our ice supply is obtained, 
be filled in and graded, thus adding quite an area to our 
farm, and in its place install a refrigerating plant and 
an ice-making machine.’ Many winters (this is one) we 
are unable to obtain a large crop of ice and as we are 
now obliged to pay for the water that is used by the 
institution the continual filling of this pond will prove 
very expensive. 

I would advise the building of a cement retaining wall 
at the back of the piggery to hold the bank in place as 
the earth is sliding so continuously that we are unable 
to use the roadway. 

We have worked steadily cutting down the bank near 
the women’s prison and with the earth thus obtained 
filled in the low swampy land. This grading should be 
finished this summer and when the land is seeded down 
the appearance of the women’s prison will be greatly 
improved. 

Our wharf must be strengthened, as I do not believe 
it can withstand the pounding of the floating ice another 
winter; the unloading berth at the coal wharf should be 
dredged so as to allow the coal barges and schooners 
plenty of water at all stages of tide. As it is now we 
are often obliged to stop work waiting for the tide to 
lift the vessel from the bottom so that she can be moved 
to work the different hatches. This means great and 
expensive delay should the barge go on demurrage on 
account of our inability to move her. 

A telephone system of some sort, local, should be put 
in at a very early date with wires placed underground; 
all of the work we can do ourselves. Our present local 
system is antiquated and about half the time is so out 
of order that it is impossible to reach the different points 
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on the island quickly, and has caused most exaspera- 
ting delays on several occasions when prisoners have 
attempted to make their escape. 

The state inspector on the last inspection of boilers 
reduced the pressure to be carried in the boilers in the 
carpenter’s shop to eighty-four pounds. These boilers 
are connected with those in the main power plant which 
are permitted to carry a pressure of one hundred and 
twenty-five pounds. Ninety pounds is the minimum 
pressure desired for efficient service, and cannot be 
carried on account of the small boilers in the carpenter’s 
shop. At the next yearly inspection the pressure on 
these boilers may be further reduced to about eighty 
pounds. If this is done it means the disconnection of 
these boilers with those in the main station. The water 
tube boilers in this station are directly connected, and, on 
account of the construction of the walls, when repairs to 
one or to the retaining wall become necessary it causes 
the shutting down of both boilers, leaving but one boiler 
todo the work. That, not being sufficient, I advise the 
purchase and installing of a seventy-two inch horizontal 
tubular boiler for this plant which I think will be ade- 
quate for all our present needs, and it is a matter that 
should be considered at a very early date. 

In the machine shop the engine that has been used for 
a good many years is practically worn out, and has been 
for a long time a source of needless expense for repairs. 
I would advise purchasing and installing a 10 horse 
power General Electric Company shunt wound motor 
with automatic rheostat. This motor would mean much 
in the saving of coal and is much more suitable for the 
work required. I would also suggest the installing of 
the same type of motor in the carpenter’s shop. 

I again desire to call your attention to the need of fire 
hose in the different barns and the extension of our pipe 
line to feed this hose in case of fire, also to the need of 
wiring barns for electric lights, as all work in barns in the 
early morning and in the evening has to be done by 
lantern light, a source of great danger from fire. 

I desire to call to your attention the condition of the 
roofs on the men’s old prison, men’s new prison and 
the hospital. They are all in very bad condition and | 
patching will do no good, and I respectfully advise the 
renewal of these roofs at once. The wiring in the men’s 
new prison must be renewed this year as it is in bad 
shape. 
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Our library needs new books; we are well supplied 
with magazines, but our books on fiction, travel, history, 
etc., are nearly worn out from constant use. 

We are using in the laundry at the present time 53,762 
gallons of water weekly; we have washed and ironed 
during the past year 187,460 pieces for employees and 
786,972 pieces for inmates. I would suggest the pur- 
chase of a new six-foot mangle for this laundry. 

I will again suggest the building of a central power 
plant to do away with our scattered boilers and to save 
much money both in coal and labor. I would also 
respectfully suggest the extending of the stone wall at 
the stone shed and the filling in of the space so inclosed 
with ashes from our numerous heating plants, thus mak- 
ing more land at the stone shed besides giving us a 
dump which we will urgently need very shortly. 

The statistics and the reports of the hospital and 
chaplains are appended.

We have treated in the out-patient department thirty- 
eight thousand eight hundred twenty-four (38,824) 
patients; this shows the number of patients seen at the 
daily sick calls at both prisons and dressing room. 

One (1) female and six (6) male children of sentenced 
mothers have been treated at the hospital. 

Patients mentally deranged and those suffering from 
delirium tremens ceased coming here after May 1, 1910, 
in accordance with a recent act of the Legislature. 

During the past year there were thirty-three (33) 
prisoners sick in the hospital who were not in condition 
to be discharged when their sentences expired, so were 
held as overtime patients. Of these, seven (7) now 
remain. 

The male wards of the hospital have been very cold 
when a northwest wind was blowing. I would ask 
your assistance in remedying this by furnishing us with 
storm windows which would also allow a regulated 
circulation of air. 

Another much needed improvement which I would 
ask you to consider is the installation of shower baths 
in the several wards of the hospital. 

Drs. Paul Carson, Charles F. Mahoney and Edward 
M. Looney are associated with me in looking after the 
wants of the sick.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 


HovusE oF CorreEcTION, DEER ISLAND, 
February 1, 1911. 


Mr. James H. Cronin, Master: 


Dear Sir,— I respectfully submit my annual report 
as Catholic chaplain of the House of Correction, Deer 
Island. 

The customary Catholic services were held weekly 
during the past year both for men and women. 

In my spiritual ministrations to the sick and dying 
there have been some features comforting alike to the 
inmates and to myself, and these features are, in con- 
siderable measure, due to the kindness of the hospital 
staff; to their readiness to notify me of serious illness 
among Catholic inmates; and to their evident good care 
of those under their charge. 

The demand made upon me from year to year by the 
families and relatives of the imprisoned, to use my good 
offices for the release of prisoners, has not diminished 
during the past year. I have done whatever I felt in 
conscience I could do, within the bounds of prudence 
and the limitations of my position. 

In this connection I wish to say that a great work has 
been done during the past year by the worthy Deputy 
Commissioner, Mr. Driscoll, in the rehabilitation of 
hundreds of prisoners. His work has been truly con- 
structive in so much as he has not only secured the 
release of very many unfortunate inmates upon whom 
large families are more or less dependent, but he has 
secured employment for them. Many members of 
families so benefited have told me of their sincere grati- 
tude for this praiseworthy work in their behalf and, on 
that account, I feel constrained to mention it. 

Again this year, as in my former reports, I respect- 
fully urge the segregation of mere drunkards from the 
habitual criminals. I am firmly persuaded that much 
evil results from their promiscuous life in such an 
institution as the House of Correction. The evil results 
do not follow immediately, but after release. The mere 
drunkard has, practically speaking, everything to lose, 
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from the moral standpoint, because of this association 
with the criminal, while the criminal really has nothing 
to lose. The habit of drink is not formed by mere sug- 
gestion, while other forms of evil or wrongdoing need 
little more than a suggestion to start them. I feel that 
the separation of the drunkard from the habitual crimi- 
nal is a matter*that the proper authorities should 
seriously consider. 

I wish to acknowledge here my indebtedness to you, 
Mr. Cronin, and to your worthy deputy for your con- 
stant kindness to me and for the encouragement you 
have given to me in my work for the unfortunates 
under your care.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


Deer Isuanp, February 1, 1911. 
Mr. James H. Cronin, Master: 


My prEAR Sir,—I1 have the honor to submit a 
report of my work in connection with the institution 
for the year 1910. It has been my privilege to spend 
considerable time each week visiting the sick in the hos- 
pital and by taking advantage of the disposition of 
many persons to consider more seriously their welfare 
during seasons of sickness than in times of health and 
vigor. Ihave pointed them to the Christian way as the 
best preparation for the duties and responsibilities of the 
present life as well as the experiences of the future world. 
I have frequently been able to place in the hands of 
various patients interesting and helpful reading, usually 
of story form, thus inculcating good principles calculated 
to sweeten and purify the fountains of thought. 

Each week I have set apart regular season for inter- 
viewing such inmates as indicated their desire to con- 
verse with me. A majority have come with some request 
related to: individual and family affairs or the obtaining 
of employment after their release, and naturally many 
have desired me to say or do something with a view to 
obtaining their parole or pardon. I have sought to 
exercise great caution in either acceding to or refusing 
such requests. 

A considerable number have taken the pledge to 
abstain from the use of all intoxicants and all forms of 
‘‘dope,’’ and although I regret the receipt of evidence 
that many have’ broken their promise, a considerable 
number have been, so far as we know, steadfast. 
Directly or indirectly I have been able to secure employ- 
ment for a limited number of persons, thus affording them 
a new start in life. A number of personal friends have 
placed good garments at my disposal and through this 
aid some have appeared well dressed and presentable 
in seeking positions. Such help is thoroughly worth 
the trouble it entails when extended to a man or woman 
who has the ambition and determination to battle 
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against the great odds certain to be encountered by any 
one who has, through sin, folly or misfortune, come 
under the ban of the law. 

Public services have been held every Sunday in the 
respective chapels for men and women, and, in propor- 
tion to the population from time to time, these meetings 
have been largely attended. Usually I have personally 
conducted the services and preached. Frequently, 
however, I have enlisted the aid of brother ministers 
from the outside world, always taking care only 
to invite those whose gifts peculiarly qualified them to 
preach to prisoners acceptably and judiciously. To 
my thinking, such occasional variety in talents, voice 
and personality is highly beneficial and desirable, and 
in addition affords the regular chaplain a temporary 
relief from the oppressiveness that after a season becomes 
well-nigh unbearable without the respite he enjoys in 
visiting and speaking to ordinary church congregations. 
Those who have thus visited us have always brought a 
helpful message. 

As our institution confines usually persons serving 
brief terms of imprisonment a chaplain has not so large 
an opportunity to become as familiar with the inmates as 
in prisons where many are confined for long terms or for 
life; he has less chance to concentrate his efforts in 
character building, but this disability is perhaps par- 
tially offset by the fact that those under our care cherish 
the hope of early liberty and new opportunity. 

Our inmates include many who on account of chronic 
moral defects and tendencies spend a large portion of 
their lives in this or similar institutions, yet a consider- 
able number, whose digression from the right and law- 
ful course in either a technical or moral way, learn that 
‘‘the way of the transgressor is hard,’’ and endeavor 
to mend their conduct. Some deliberate wrongdoers, 
reared in the worst environments, respond to effort on 
their behalf if once the responsive chord is reached. 


‘“‘Down in the human heart crushed by the Tempter, 
Feelings lie buried that grace can restore; 
Touched by a loving heart, wakened by kindness, 
Chords that were broken will vibrate once more.”’ 


Allow me to express my sincere appreciation of the 
hearty approval and co-operation of the Commissioner 
of Penal Institutions, Mr. Fred 8. Gore, of yourself, Mr. 
Cronin, and your deputy, Mr. William Hendry; also of 
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the prompt attention of the probation officers to any 
requests or representations I have had occasion to make 
to them. Miss Berran has also extended valuable aid 
in securing employment for a number of women in 
whose welfare I felt a special interest. 

In the discharge of my duties I have sought to do my 
best as I saw at the time and modestly hope that the 
experience of the past will contribute to the effectiveness 
of my future endeavors.

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REPORT OF THE JEWISH CHAPLAIN. 


House oF CorreEcTION, DEER ISLAND, 
Boston Harpor, February 1, 1911. 


Mr. James H. Cronin, Master: 


My pDEAR Sir,— It is the first time in the history of 
this institution that a Jewish chaplain for the Jewish 
inmates committed to your charge was duly appointed 
by the administration, and therefore it affords me 
great pleasure at the opportunity thus offered me to 
submit to you, and through you, to the public at large, 
a brief report of the work of rescue I am permitted to 
perform among the inmates of my persuasion, from 
the time of my appointment as Jewish chaplain for 
the penal institutions throughout the state by the 
Central Jewish Committee, eighteen months ago. 

In general, the nature of my work differs very little 
from that of my colleagues, the Rev. William J. Scanlan 
and the Rev. George E. Stokes, the Catholic and Protes- 
tant chaplains respectively. We all have but one 
noble and grand object in view, to relieve, as far as it 
lies in our power, suffering humanity by giving the 
unfortunate inmates spiritual comfort and advice. 

Divine services have been held on all most important 
festivals in our calendar. As soon as all the plans of 
the Central Jewish Committee will be perfected — its 
creation being of recent date — more frequent services 
will be inaugurated in the future. 

‘‘Believing,’’ to quote what I pointed out in my 
first annual report to the Central Jewish Commit- 
tee, ‘‘practising more valuable than preaching’’ and 
‘‘personal’’ service to each and every individual at 
least as important, if not more, to his moral uplifting 
as divine service, I have been devoting a great deal 
of time to frequent personal interviews with and heart- 
to-heart talks to the inmates. The nature of these 
interviews and heart-to-heart talks is fully described 
in the report above referred to, thus making a repetition 
here superfluous. 

The uppermost thought in the mind of all imprisoned 
is how to obtain their release, and the chaplain, in whom 
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they learned to find a true friend, is generally the first 
appealed to, to extend a helping hand towards obtaining 
it, either by way of pardon or by that of parole. Wives 
appeal for husbands, parents for children, children for 
fathers, relatives for relatives, friends for friends. There 
certainly are many worthy cases. With all my heart 
I am giving my time and thought towards assisting 
these deserving cases by taking them up with the proper 
authorities having jurisdiction over them, and I am 
happy to state here publicly, in the face of the whole 
world, that every one in authority is actuated by a noble 
desire to help suffering humanity intrusted to his care. 

I take occasion to acknowledge here openly the ready 
assistance and genuine co-operation generously given 
me by you, my dear Mr. Cronin, by your worthy 
deputy, Mr. William Hendry, and by your clerk, Mr. 
C. S. Whitney, at my frequent visits to the institution 
to minister to the wants of my coreligionists. 

My report would be incomplete, were I to close it 
without a glowing tribute to the former commissioner, 
Mr. Vernon V. Skinner, to the actual commissioner, 
Mr. Fred 8. Gore, to: the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. 
D. D. Driscoll, and to the whole office staff of the Penal 
Institutions Department for the many courtesies 
extended to me during the performance of my duties. 

With a fervent wish that our earnest co-operation 
may really tend toward reforming those in the institu- 
tion under your charge and that a new era may soon 
dawn upon earth when crime shall become less and less 
frequent and man more and more perfect.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1910-11. 


Boston, February 1, 1911. 
Hon. Joun F. FitzcEeratp, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1898, I submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1911. 

My appointment as superintendent. having been 
approved by the Civil Service Commissioners, I as- 
sumed charge of this department on July 11, 1910. 

This department has the care and custody of the 
ambulance station, South Boston; Municipal Building, 
Upham’s Corner; the new City Building, at Codman 
square, Dorchester; City Building, Washington and 
Richmond streets, Dorchester; Curtis Hall building, 
and new Library Building, Jamaica Plain; and Thomas 
Street Schoolhouse; of all buildings in use for city 
offices, market purposes, halls for public meetings, and 
the several county buildings, also hired buildings or 
parts of same used for city offices, county purposes, 
wardrooms, armories, ete. 
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The appropriation for general maintenance for the 
past year was $195,000, and $194,993.79 of the same 
was expended, leaving balance of $6.21. I feel that the 
buildings of the city should be kept in good condition 
and thereby prevent any depreciation of the value of 
same. For this reason I have asked for an increase 
of appropriation over that of the last financial year. 
A great deal of painting is required, and should have 
prompt attention, as, for instance, the painting of City 
Hall corridors, also all exterior woodwork cf building, 
including window sashes, frames, entrance doors, etc., 
painting of interior and exterior of Faneuil Hall and the 
preservation of the pictures in the said building. The 
ambulance station, several wardrooms, district courts 
and other buildings should all be painted. I find that 
some of the above have not been painted for from ten to 
thirteen years. 

As far as was practicable I have maintained com- 
petitive bidding on all repairs and alterations of buildings, 
and awarded the same to the lowest bidder; also in the 
purchase of furniture for the various departments care 
has been taken to get the best possible goods for the 
lowest competitive figure. I am satisfied that the city 
has received full value for every dollar expended. 

An urgent request has been made by the City Collector 
for the safe preservation of the records of his depart- 
ment. I formulated a plan for the building of an under- 
eround vault in front of City Hall building, but as yet 
the City Council has not provided an appropriation for 
the same. I think that some action should be taken in 
this matter. 

At this time I think it is consistent to call your atten- 
tion to the matter of safeguarding the records of the 
various city departments. I find in most of the offices 
little or no consideration has been given to this subject, 
and records valued at hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are left unprotected from fire. 

Some consideration has been given to the matter of 
a City Hall annex or extension, on the site of the present 
Old Court House. Schemes have been formulated for 
the erection of a new up-to-date office building, which 
will provide for all departments necessary, so that the 
City Hall building might be occupied solely by the 
executive departments. To my mind this is a good 
business proposition, as the city would save the money 
now paid in rentals of so-called outside offices, which is 
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practically $50,000 a year. In the erection of this build- 
ing, provision should be made for proper vaults for the 
protection of the records of the city, the same to be 
absolutely fireproof. 

Every possible effort has been made to obtain a 
proper site for a new courthouse and police station in 
East Boston, for which an appropriation of $105,000 is 
available, but without success. The bill now before the 
General Court will, if passed, and approved by the 
Governor, give to the city the right to take such parcels 
of property as it may deem advisable. With the passage 
of this act there is no reason why the matter cannot be 
carried through without further delay. 

The Curtis Hall building, which was damaged by fire 
on December 15, 1908, is now being reconstructed as a 
municipal gymnasium, with regulation size swimming 
pool, shower baths, ete. I anticipate that this building 
will be ready for occupancy about August 1, 1911. I 
have included in my financial estimate of next year the 
sum of $13,974.50 for the maintenance of the same during 
the last six months of the financial year. 

The new Library Building which is being erected on 
the lot with the Curtis Hail building, Jamaica Plain, 
will be completed during the early summer. It will be 
occupied as a branch of the Boston Public Library. 

The work of restoration of the Old Provincial State 
House has been carried to completion as provided by 
the plans of the architect, Mr. Joseph Everett Chandler. 
A new steam boiler has been installed and necessary 
changes and installation of steam piping and radiators 
has been made to properly heat the entire building, the 
old steam plant being inadequate. 

In my opinion some arrangements should be made for 
the reconstruction of the Old City Hall at City square, 
Charlestown, to provide more adequate quarters for the 
branch library and district court, also to provide a 
juvenile court as required by the statutes.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1910-11. 


, Boston, February 1, 1911. 
Hon. Joun F. FiITzGERA.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Srr,— In conformity with the requirements of 
the Revised Ordinances I herewith present my annual 
report of the Public Grounds Department for the year 
ending January 31, 1911. 

As usual, the general work of maintenance was per- 
formed faithfully in accordance with the amount of 
money appropriated for it, and, in addition, a few special 
and comparatively small improvements were effected; 
but the more important recommendations and appeals 
in former reports for suitable appropriations for new 
greenhouses, planting trees in the residential streets of 
the city and the suppression of gypsy and brown-tail 
moths receive no recognition, and therefore require 
reiteration. 


Ciry GREENHOUSES. 


In my previous annual reports I urgently recom- 
mended that a special appropriation should be made 
annually for the purpose of gradually replacing the 
present lot of old and unstable city greenhouses, but, 
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as this recommendation received no consideration appar- 
ently, I must again briefly present its claims. The plant 
was established in its present location sixteen years ago; 
the material in some of the houses had been in use for 
ten years previously, and all the houses now require 
continual and expensive repairing yearly; ergo, it is 
time to replace them by a substantial group, better 
planned and more artistic. 

I trust that this most important recommendation will 
receive the serious attention it deserves and that a 
suitable appropriation will be allowed the ensuing year 
for the rebuilding of a section of the plant. 


Boston COMMON. 


Under the appropriation derived from the George F. 
Parkman bequest, a thorough renovation of the topsoil 
of the Boston Common was commenced during the past 
season and is now well under way. The early part of 
the summer was largely consumed by making tests to 
determine how much of the soil was fit for use again, 
how much, if any, could be mulched to good advantage, 
and what proportion ought to be consigned to the dump 
as being destitute of every desirable element. The tests 
were made under the supervision of Messrs. Olmsted 
Brothers and were most thorough and exhaustive. They 
also served as an excellent groundwork on which to base 
the stipulations for specifications for a contract for soil 
work on the Common. Bids for this contract were 
opened in the office at the city greenhouse plant, Mon- 
day, September 8, and after the analyses of samples of 
materials furnished by the bidders in accordance with 
one of the conditions in the specifications the contract 
was finally awarded to Messrs. Coleman Brothers. Up 
to the close of the season the results were most satis- 
factory and there is every reason to believe that this 
firm will adhere to the contract faithfully. This is a 
very extensive work and it is impossible to say when it 
will be completed. 

A permanent system of underground irrigation was 
installed in the Boston Common last summer in accord- 
ance with plans and specifications by the late lamented 
City Engineer, Mr. William Jackson. It is expected 
that this system will be most beneficial to trees and 
grass, although experiments have proved that it would 
be folly to depend solely upon any underground plan 
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and that surface watering, intelligently applied, will 
always be necessary to maintain a good turf. 

A number of tests and experiments were made with 
different systems of irrigation for the purpose of deter- 
mining the most efficient and practical way of supplying 
sufficient moisture to the trees and grass under the 
prevailing conditions in the Common. ‘The experiments 
were conducted by Mr. L. W. Sherman, associated with 
Olmsted Brothers, and included three distinct systems, 
surface irrigation, dry well irrigation and irrigation by 
means of underground pipes. The results of these tests, 
which were most elaborate, demonstrated the fact that 
none of them could be considered fully adequate. Up to 
this time it had been our belief that a good system of 
subirrigation, such as is now being used largely in many 
cities in European countries, especially in Germany, and 
warmly recommended by Mr. Samuel Parsons, Jr., of 
New York, for street trees, would answer all purposes 
of artificial moisture, but experiments showed plainly 
that it is not practical in Boston Common. It cannot 
be made to wet the first foot to one foot and a half of soil 
and would be of no use whatever to grass roots. It 
could be made fairly useful by inserting feed pipes verti- 
cally at frequent intervals (to be covered with caps 
when not in use), but the danger as stumbling blocks 
to the public and mowing machines would minimize the 
advantages too extensively and render the system 
undersirable. 

How to apply a uniform quantity of water to slopes 
and terraces was also a subject of much thought. By 
the old method it was impossible to obtain satisfactory 
results, as water, seeking gravitation, quickly flowed to 
the lower level, leaving the upper portion of the terrace 
dry and sogging the base. Experiments convinced us 
that puncturing the lawns at certain intervals and 
regulating the quantity of water applied produced the 
best effects, and while this system was more necessary 
for steep elevations it was also very beneficial on level 
areas. 

This plan of ‘“‘forking’’ the grass was a new experi- 
ment on the Common, and contrary to the general 
expectation that it would be injurious to grass roots, 
most satisfactory results were achieved, as it was found 
that the grass grew more abundantly on areas thus 
treated and the trees therein held their foliage longer 
than usual. It is my intention to continue this treat-

ment, as it will also help to counteract the compacting 
which the soil in the Common constantly receives by 
being maintained as a pleasure ground. 


PUBLIC GARDEN. 


Of the Public Garden very little need be said at this 
time as the improvements so long advocated for it, 
chiefly a concrete bottom for the pond, are now assured 
by reason of the ‘‘Parkman Bequest,’’ and will be 
commenced as soon as the SEROW ALOU: of the Boston 
Common is near completion. 

The general scheme of decoration in vogue on this 
notable pleasure ground for some years past was con- 
tinued with only slight changes and it is safe to assert, 
judging from the undiminished numbers of daily visitors 
throughout the season, that the public enjoyed the 
usual amount of gratification. 


THOMAS PARK. 


The monument at Thomas Park, frequently called 
‘‘Dorchester Heights,’’ is in very bad shape; in fact 
its appearance is so defective that I had some fears as 
to the stability of its walls and accordingly requested 
Messrs. Peabody «& Stearns, the original architects for 
the monument, to make an examination of its condition. 
When this was done I was informed that there were 
‘no structural defects and that no settlement was 
evident; that practically all the defects noticeable were 
on the exterior and due to the action of the elements.” 
It is evident that the monument needs a general repoint- 
ing and repairing, as there are many visible and long 
open spaces in mortar joints between the marble blocks 
and as many of the stones are chipped, possibly by 
the ‘‘souvenir fiend,’’ they will have to be removed and 
redressed. ‘The character of the repairs required, which 
will probably develop some unforeseen difficulties as the 
work progresses, precludes the possibility of letting out 
a contract for any fixed sum, but provisional specifica- 
tions and restrictions on the work may be made. It 
may also be desirable to increase the height of the 
monument at the same time. 


RoxBURY STANDPIPE. 


The Roxbury Standpipe grounds remain in the same 
dilapidated condition which prevailed when the lot was 
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transferred to this department some years ago, owing 
to the fact that no appropriation was ever made for 
ground improvements, although the standpipe has been 
thoroughly repaired, which makes the unsightly condi- 
tion of the lot more apparent. The renovation of this 
area may be accomplished for $3,000 and again I urgently 
recommend it. 


MapbDISsoN PARK. 


For many years the department has endeavored to 
direct attention to the peculiar nature of the locality of 
Madison Park and the need of reforming it. Being 
formerly a marsh land the grade has been settling per- 
ceptibly year after year, so that the major portion of it 
is now below the street grade. Not only is the appear- 
ance of this park unsightly but the stagnant condition 
which succeeds every rainstorm is an actual menace to 
the health of the neighborhood. An appropriation of 
$5,000 is needed at once for regrading and renewing the 
lawns and walks. 


WARREN SQUARE. 


A wrought-iron fence, according to details and speci- 
fications by Mr. Alexander 8. Jenney, approved by 
the Art Department, will be erected around the Gen. 
Joseph Warren statue next spring for the contract 
price of $1,620. 


WELLESLEY PARK. 


This new breathing spot, beautifully situated in the 
Dorchester district, but in a miserable condition when 
placed in care of this department two years ago, was 
thoroughly renovated the past season. 


STREET TREES. 


In regard to the street tree problem I am compelled 
to reiterate my previous explanations in former reports, 
as the conditions remain unchanged. I have repeatedly 
recommended the planting of a sufficient number of 
young, healthy specimens in lieu of those that are 
yearly removed for various reasons, in order that our 
streets may not become entirely destitute of tree life, 
and a regular appropriation should be made yearly for 
this purpose. The unfavorable conditions under which 
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street trees in any large city must struggle for existence 
are fully evident in Boston and naturally increase the 
cost of maintenance, but that is a mere bagatelle when 
compared with the benefits which they dispense, as they 
are a source of health, pleasure, comfort, pride and civic 
patriotism. Moreover, they enchance the _ general 
appearance of real estate and add materially to the 
value of property. 

There are good opportunities for planting street trees 
in the Back Bay district, but on well established streets, 
like Beacon street, Huntington avenue, Columbus ave- 
nue, upper Tremont street, Broadway, South Boston, 
Charlestown and other sections of the city, where con- 
ditions are similar, the expense would be larger, probably 
averaging $20 per tree, owing to unfavorable soil, lack 
of proper irrigation, need of tree guards and repairs to 
granolithic and brick sidewalks. One of the difficulties 
to be encountered in some of these avenues is the destruc- 
tive effect of the network of gas mains of the Bay State 
Company, which are laid under the sidewalks, circum- 
scribing the tree roots and otherwise causing death by 
gas leakage. 

In the suburban districts, Dorchester, Roxbury, 
Brighton and Allston, there are splendid opportunities 
for street tree planting at a minimum cost. The condi- 
tions are ideal and plantations would be permanent as 
city disadvantages are not likely to prevail in these 
places for decades of years, if at all. 

It would be well for Boston to emulate the general 
interest in street tree planting which has been aroused 
in Chicago, Harrisburg, Newark, East Orange and other 
large cities where most stringent and effective laws are 
in force for their preservation. It is a fine field for 
propagation by some or all of the civic associations 
which are now numerously organized in various sections 
of the city for the general improvement of conditions in 
their respective localities. 


SUPPRESSION OF THE Gypsy AND Brown TAIL 
Morus, ETC. 


The work of suppressing the gypsy and brown tail 
moths on private estates, as well as in the public grounds 
and streets, continues to absorb a goodly share of the 
attention of the department and demands unremitting 
vigilance at all times. As usual, and under the direction 
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of the state department, the work has been pursued 
the past year as thoroughly as the limited appropriation 
would permit, but I deplore the lack of sufficient means 
which would enable the department to attack all the 
districts of the city, simultaneously and systematically, 
on destruction work in the early part of the year, ampli- 
fying it later by the spraying treatment. This is the 
only effective way of gaining any marked headway over 
these moths, and could be accomplished if an appropria- 
tion of $85,000 were allowed the department for three 
successive years. Thereafter a small yearly appropria- 
tion of $30,000 would keep them in subjection. 

Under the meager appropriations of the last few years 
it has only been possible to do destruction work on the 
most infested districts during the season favorable for 
this work, which is during the autumn and winter 
months, or until the crawling period, extending the 
work later by spraying the other sections. The relief 
afforded thus has been temporary, however, as they 
reappear every season in large numbers, showing plainly 
the necessity of covering the entire city by destruction 
work at the proper time followed later by the spraying 
treatment. 

I consider the partial appropriations as almost wasted 
money and trust that some way may be found by which 
an essential appropriation will be made for this purpose 
for the ensuing year. 

I have previously alluded to the destructive leopard 
moth which has invaded the trees in the Common and 
is an object of deep concern. This moth works out of 
sight, is deadly in effect, more dangerous than an open 
enemy and harder to dislodge. The English and Ameri- 
can elms are most seriously attacked by this moth, 
while the lindens are apparently immune. It would 
therefore seem politic to plant a larger percentage of 
lindens for the next few years, or until this pest is exter- 
minated. Consultations with Messrs. Olmsted Brothers 
resulted in some experiments of methods to effectually 
conquer it and the very simple way of removing the 
larvee by a wire hooked at the end and inserted through 
the hole made by the moth, afterwards filling the aper- 
ture with bisulphide and puttying up the entrance, was 
found to be the most satisfactory method, although not 
always reliable, as the young sometimes bore their way 
circuitously and beyond the reach of the wire. In the 
case of smaller branches or twigs on which the larve 
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are deposited, the common sense plan is to trim off 
sharply and burn them. It is the habit of this moth to 
gain entrance to the larger branches by working through 
the smaller ones, and, if not hindered, it will work 
onward and downward for two years, even penetrating 
into the trunk of a tree. Occasionally it finds the 
interior of the smaller branches too confining, which 
causes it to emerge therefrom and travel to a larger 
branch which it will enter or perhaps be content to 
girdle. To discover the presence of these moths in 
time to prevent deadly damage, frequent and searching 
examinations of the trees are necessary.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Hon. Joun F. FirzGErRap, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear S1r,— In accordance with provisions of chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1901, the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners submits herewith its ninth report, covering 
the period from February 1, 1910, to February 1, 1911.

GENERAL STATEMENT. 


During the past year the chairman, who had directed 
the policy of the Board for several years, resigned, 
and was followed later by the other two members, 
thus completely changing the personnel of the com- 
mission. This change took place at the closing of 
the schools in June, when the work for the summer is 
usually started, and is the busiest time of the year, 
but owing to the fact that the former chairman had 
planned the most of the work before resigning, it only 
remained for the new Board to execute it, and this was 
done with few changes, so that when the schools opened 
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in September everything that was undertaken in the 
way of alterations and repairs was completed, and the 
buildings were all ready for the children. 

The Schoot Committee and superintendent compli- 
mented the Board for the expeditious manner in which 
the summer work was carried on, but the Board feels that 
a great deal of the credit belongs to the former chairman, 
who had arranged the work in such a way as to make 
it comparatively easy to carry out, and to the School 
Committee, the superintendent and the other officials 
who co-operated and assisted in a large degree to bring 
about such a satisfactory result. 

When the present commission took office it found 
that the plans for the new High School of Commerce, 
which had been provided for by a special act of the 
Legislature, and for which an appropriation of $600,000 
had been authorized, were almost’ finished, and a site 
selected on Warrenton street. The Board, on investi- 
gation, found that the cost, including the land, would 
exceed the appropriation by over $200,000. 

The site selected did not seem to’the Board a desir- 
able one, and it was thought that a cheaper and more 
suitable location might be obtained, and with a modi- 
fication of the plans, that the building might be built 
within the appropriation. The matter was discussed 
with the School Committee and the superintendent, 
and also with the Advisory Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and it was the opinion of all that the site 
should be abandoned if possible. This seemed at first 
to be a difficult matter, as the takings had been made, 
and although the money was not paid, the city was 
obligated for the full amount of the award, and with- 
out the consent of the parties who owned the land when 
taken by the city, it would have been impossible to 
get out of it without considerable expense. Fortu- 
nately, a large proportion of the land belonged to the 
trustees of the Massachusetts General Hospital, and 
when the matter was discussed with them and they were 
told that the City wished to be relieved from their 
obligation, they very generously agreed to consent; 
this release was later arranged by the Law Department 
with appropriate action taken by the city government. 

After this was accomplished, the Board had several 
meetings with the School Committee and Advisory 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, for the pur- 
pose of selecting a suitable site, and several offers of land 
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were received. Of these, it was thought a site near Park 
square would be the best, but as the price ran close to 
$200,000 and as the plans could not be changed to 
bring the price within the appropriation, the Board 
was unable to advise the taking of this site. At -this 
time the suggestion was made by your Honor, that the 
High School of Commerce be placed on Fort Hill 
square, on land owned by the city. This suggestion 
appealed to the Board, for financial reasons, as it could 
then complete the building within the appropriation, 
and the Board voted to select it and asked for the ap- 
proval of the School Committee, which up to the present 
has not been received. 

The School Committee at the beginning of the year 
appropriated the sum of $500,000, and later voted to 
use the 40 cents which the Acts of the Legislature 
give them power to do. This action was vetoed by 
your Honor, and the School Committee passed it over 
your veto; thus Bp the Board an additional amount 
of $529, 577. 

The policy of Peo mnie a portion of the architec- 
tural work, and all the heating, ventilating, plumbing 
and electrical work in the office of the Board, by its 
own employees, was adopted some eighteen months 
ago and is being given a fair trial. While believing the 
system has produced greater efficiency in standardiz- 
ing these three classes of work in new construction and 
major repairs, the Board is not yet in a position to 
definitely state whether or not, from a financial stand- 
point, it has been productive of economy. ‘There has 
been a great deal of criticism on the cost of its work 
and the Board feels that 1t should be given further time 
in which to judge of the value of this system from an 
economical and financial standpoint. 

The decrease in the number of children in the elemen- 
tary school last year points to the possibility of the 
reduction in the number of new buildings necessary, and 
it may be that only those will be needed that will provide 
for the changing of the population from one district to 
another. The buildings now under way and contem- 
plated would seem to fill all the immediate wants, as so 
many parochial schools are being erected. 

The Board is endeavoring, in response to the wishes of 
the first Finance Commission, the Schoo] Committee and 
superintendent, to lower the cost of schoolhouses by 
changing from first to second class construction and by 
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modifications in the present plumbing, heating and elec- 
trical work. It believes that by building according to the 
type now generally used throughout the state a saving 
of from 15 to 20 per cent can be effected and that there 
will be absolutely no difference between the cost of 
maintaining and repairing buildings of this type. and 
those of first class construction. All the rooms used 
for the boiler and electrical apparatus will remain 
thoroughly fireproof, and the Board thinks that there 
will be no greater risk from fire than in the present class 
of schools. A definite comparison of the costs of the 
two systems will be possible within a short time. 

The School Committee have asked that all new build- 
ings hereafter erected have open air rooms, and the 
Board is planning one or more in each of the buildings 
now under way. 

There has also been a demand on the part of the im- 
provement societies throughout the city to be allowed 
the use of the school halls for their meetings, and this 
has been approved by the School Committee, and the 
Board is taking this into consideration in designing the 
new buildings, so that the hall can be used without inter- 
fering with the work of the school proper. 

These changes will be more fully described in another 
portion of the report.

Originally there was voted and set aside the 
sum of $358,000 for the erection of this building, but later, the 
type of building having been changed to a lower grade elemen- 
tary school, the sum of $115,000 was transferred to an item of 
‘Fire Protection,’’ and later another transfer of $14,000 was 
made to cover deficits existing on other items. The building 
was finished and occupied in September, 1910. The final 
figures on the building can now be given:

Everett District, Trade School for Girls. Knowing that the 
Samuel Adams School, referred to above, could not be completed 
within the fiscal year when the appropriation was voted, the 
School Committee and this Board, by joint vote, transferred 
from the appropriation for the elementary school, Adams Dis- 
trict (Samuel Adams School), the sum of $40, 000, to establish 
a Trade School for Girls. The building located at 618 Massa- 
chusetts avenue, Boston, and formerly occupied as a convent 
school by the Boston Academy of the Sacred Heart, was acquired 
by the city at an expenditure of $35,000 and taxes. The balance 
of the appropriation was used to fit the building for the purpose

When the appropriation for this item was voted, it was the 
intention of the Superintendent of Schools, as expressed to 
the Board, that the Sherwin District should be rearranged for 
a mixed school, upper elementary grades, that the Hyde 
School should be rearranged for a mixed school, lower elemen- 
tary grades, and that a new lower elementary building of 
twelve rooms should be built. This, with the four rooms 
gained in the hall of the Hyde School, would make the sixteen 
rooms contemplated by the order of the School Committee. 
Later it was decided that it was inadvisable to change the 
Sherwin and the Hyde, and that for the present, at all events, 
they would remain separate schools for boys and for girls, 
and that instead of one lower elementary school of twelve 
rooms, two buildings should be built, each containing eight 
rooms, one of these two to be planned for an addition of eight 
rooms and an assembly hall, so that it would be eventually an 
upper elementary school. 


The Board’s report on the subdivision of this item is 
as follows: 


(a.) Lafayette School, elementary school, lower grades, 
located on Ruggles street, Roxbury. The plans for this build- 
ing were prepared in the department; the building contains 
eight class rooms (one to be used as a fresh-air room), a 
teachers’ room and a nurse’s room. It will be complete and 
ready for occupancy about April, 1911. The original con- 
tracts and contracts to date are as follows:

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(b.) George T. Angell School, elementary school, upper 
grades, located on Hunneman street and Harrison avenue, 
Roxbury. This building was designed by the department, to 
contain sixteen rooms, assembly hall, manual training room, 
cooking room and nurse’s room, but at this time, however, 
only a portion of the building containing eight rooms was to 
be built. The work was advertised and estimates received; 
on account of the excessive cost of the building, particularly in 
connection with the foundations, the Board rejected all figures. 


Again the reeds of this district were carefully gone 
over in consultation with the Superintendent of Schools 
and, with his approval, it was finally decided to change 
this latter item to an elementary school, lower grades. 
With this end in view, the department has planned 
a building to be located on another portion of the lot 
where better footings can be obtained. This building 
will contain eight class rooms, teachers’ room and nurse’s 
room. The work will be advertised in April, and the 


building should be ready for occupancy on or about 


January, 1912. 


Item 3.— Lewis District, elementary school, upper grades 
(William Lloyd Garrison School). As reported last year, but 
a portion of this building was to be erected at this time. The 
building was finished and occupied in October, 1910. The 
original contracts and contracts to date are as follows:

_ Item 7. Prescott District, erection and completion of an 
isolated boiler plant, addition to Polk Street School, etc. This 
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item as originally presented to the Board by the School Com- 
mittee called for an elementary school in the Prescott District, 
and the Board on July 5, 1910, appointed Brainerd & Leeds 
as architects. In the judgment of the Board, and after con- 
sulting with the Superintendent of Schools, it was decided that 
it would be wiser to construct an isolated boiler plant in the 
yard of the Polk Street School, which would be connected with 
the Prescott and the Polk Street Schools, and also to build an 
additional story on the Polk street building. To this end the 
Board voted on July 5, 1910, to notify the Board of Street 
Commissioners to take a parcel of land on Polk street, adjoining 
the Polk Street School, containing approximately 7,200 square 
feet, on which to erect the boiler house; the Board also voted 
on August 9, 1910, to notify the Board of Street Commissioners 
to take a parcel of land on Elm street, containing approximately

In connection with the above list the following is a

accommodations specified: 


Item 9.— Warren District, elementary school, lower grades, 
land and building. The Board advertised for land on May 28, 
1910, and a hearing was held on June 138, 1910. On July 1 
1910, the Board voted to request the Board of Street Com- 
missioners to take a piece of property containing 10,700 square 
feet with the building thereon, located on Pearl street, Charles- 
town. This property was known as the Doane House and the 
Board paid for the taking the sum of $12,182. The depart- 
ment completely renovated the building and restored the 
grounds, and accommodations were provided for about 
150 children at the opening of school in September, 1910. 
The cost of the site, together with the alterations, was 
$17,775.61. 

Item 4.— Lewis District, Roxbury, elementary school, upper 
grades, land and building, $158,000. The Board advertised 
for land on May 28, 1910, and a hearing was given to all parties 
interested on June 138, 1910. On July 8 the Board voted to 
request the Board of Street Commissioners to take a parcel of 
land located on Walnut avenue and Paulding street, Roxbury, 
and containing approximately 41,000 square feet. For this 
site the Board paid the sum of $20,388.68. On July 11, 1910, 
Harrison H. Atwood was appointed architect for this building. 
A building to contain nineteen rooms and an assembly hall has 
been planned. Plans are well under way and bids will be asked 
for shortly. The building will be ready for occupancy about 
March, 1912. 

Item 6.— Roger Wolcott District, Dorchester, elementary 
school, upper grades, building, $66,000. This building is to be 
erected on the site of the present Tileston School, Norfolk 
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street, Mattapan. On July 11, 1910, the Board voted to 
appoint Charles K. Cummings as architect for this work. 
Plans have been drawn for a building to contain sixteen class 
rooms, manual training and cooking rooms, assembly hall and 
girls’ and boys’ play rooms in the basement, but at this time 
only a portion containing eight (8) class rooms and a cooking 
room will be erected. It will be called the Mary Lyon School. 
When the building is finally completed as a whole the old Tiles- 
ton School will be torn down. ‘The contract for the erection of 
the building only has been awarded to Messrs. McGahey & 
O’Connor in the sum of $45,700 and the work has been started. 
The contracts for the heating, plumbing and electrical work will 
be let shortly and the building will be ready for occupancy when 
the schools open in September, 1911. 

Item 2.— Lyman District, East Boston, elementary school, 
upper grades, land and building, $85,557. This amount was 
set aside from this tax levy appropriation in order to provide 
sufficient funds for the erection of this building. This building 
has been more fully described under bond issue appropriation 
“Item 13,” page 87 of the report. 

Item 10.— Comins District, elementary school, lower grades, 
land and building, $105,000. The Board advertised for land 
on May 28, 1910, and a hearing was given to all parties inter- 
ested on June 13, 1910. On July 8, 1910, the Board voted 
to notify the Board of Street Commissioners to take a parcel of 
land containing approximately 40,000 square feet, located on 
Parker street and Fisher avenue, Roxbury, and for which the 
Board paid the sum of $19,526. On July 11, 1910, Charles R. 
Greco was appointed architect. On this lot there will be 
erected a building to contain eleven (11) class rooms, kinder- 
garten and teachers’ room. Bids will be asked for shortly and 
the building will be ready for occupancy about November 1, 
1911. 7 

Item 11.— Phillips Brooks District, elementary school, upper 
grades, land and building, $100,000. The Board advertised for 
land on March 26, 1910, and a hearing was held April 20, 1910. 
On July 8, 1910, the Board notified the Board of Street Com- 
missioners to take a parcel of land containing approximately 
40,000 square feet and located on Dacia, Danube and Brookford 
streets, Dorchester. On July 11, 1910, Messrs. Maginnis and 
Walsh were appointed architects. On this site it was intended 
to erect a building to contain sixteen (16) class rooms, manual 
training and cooking rooms and an assembly hall, but plans 
were drawn showing only the construction of twelve (12) 
rooms. Estimates were received on this basis, but the Board 
considering them too high rejected all figures. It was, after 
further consideration, deemed advisable to redraw the plans 
and advertise the building as-a whole. Estimates will be 
asked for shortly and the building will be ready for occupancy 
about April, 1912. 
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This completes the list of 1909-10 both as to the funds 
granted to the Board from the bond issue appropriation 
and from the appropriation voted by the School Com- 
mittee out of the tax levy. 


2.) FUTURE ACCOMMODATION. 


Last year’s report showed crowded conditions in the 
West End, also in the Comins and Phillips Brooks Dis- 
tricts. Since then, the opening of the Peter Faneuil 
School on Joy street, in September, has relieved the situa- 
tion in the Bowdoin and Wendel! Phiilips Districts, and 
_ pupils in the basement of the Washington School have 
been transferred to this building. 

The building of the elevated road from Cambridge is 
causing many changes in the West End, and many fam- 
ilies are being forced to move to other districts, so that 
it is difficult to tell what conditions will exist in this’ 
section of the city a year hence. 

The School Committee and superintendent agreed 
with the Board to await developments before deciding 
on any more buildings for this district. 

It would seem now that if one new building, of say 
sixteen rooms, was erected in the West End, the Bald- 
win, Grant, Somerset and Sharp Schools might be aban- 
doned. These buildings are very old, and are among the 
poorest we have. 

The conditions in the Comins District will be taken 
care of by the completion of the new building now under 
construction. 

In the Phillips Brooks District conditions are very bad, 
there being fifteen portables in use at present. Plans 
are nearing completion for a sixteen-room building, 
which will probably be finished in November of this 
year, and the School Committee has asked for another 
building in this district. The Board is considering the 
erection of a twelve-room building on land owned by the 
city on Magnolia street. When this building is com- 
pleted, the district will be very well taken care of. 

The needs of the Lewis District will be served by the 
erection of a new building, the plans for which are now 
nearing completion. 

When the buildings. now under construction, and 
others for which appropriations are now being con- 
sidered, are completed, it would seem that all the im- 
‘mediate needs for new elementary schools would be 
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supplied. Then some arrangements should be made to 
appropriate money for the altering over of some of the 
older buildings to bring them up to modern standards. 
The erection of the High School of Commerce, which 
we hope will be finished in September, 1912, the erection 
of a High School of Practical Arts, now being considered, 
with the addition to the present Girls’ High School and 
the Annex to the Roxbury High School, would seem 
to fill all the immediate wants of the high school situation. 


(3.) FIRE PROTECTION. 


The report of the department for the year 1908-09 © 


pointed out the need of an appropriation for this pur- 
pose, and after careful investigation it was approxi- 
mated that $200,000 should be made available to carry 
out this work. 

The report of 1909-10 showed that by an act of the 
Legislature the Board was allowed to make a special 
appropriation of $115,000 from the bond issue for this 
purpose. 

This money was expended in fireproofing basements of 
old buildings, the erection of fire escapes, the installation 
of fire alarm systems and fire extinguishers. 

During the past year the Board continued the work, 
but as the special appropriation had been exhausted, the 
cost of the same had to be borne by the department 
repair fund. It wiil be the policy of the Board to con- 
tinue this work by doing as much as they can with the 
funds at their disposal. 

While they believe that all the basements should, as 
far as possible, be made fireproof, and that fire escapes 
should be erected where necessary, they believe that the 
best protection for the children is the fire drill. In 
several instances where a fire has occurred in school 
buildings throughout the country during the past few 
years, the efficiency of the fire drill has been demon- 
strated. 


ITI. 
REPAIRS. 


Every annual report since the organization of the 
Schoolhouse Commission has pointed out the great need 
for a larger appropriation for repairs, and the present 


Board wishes to emphasize and. reiterate the necessity 


for more money for this purpose. 


ie 
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During the past year a deficit was avoided, but only 
by neglecting to perform repairs absolutely necessary. 
This all-important matter has been dwelt upon at such 
great length and covered so thoroughly in former reports 
of the Board, that it is almost an impossibility to advance 
new arguments so as to avoid repetition in awakening 
interest in a matter that vitally concerns the preser- 
vation and maintenance of the public schools of the 
city. 

Despite anticipated criticism of what may be termed 
a monotonous subject in the Board’s annual reports, the 
present Board is so convinced of the necessity, even 
from the standpoint of economy, of having the repair 
appropriation increased, that it believes it would be 
derelict in its duty as servants of the city did it not 
again specifically call attention to this most important 
subject. | 

Apart from the building expert, the average citizen, 
familiar with the care and needs of real estate, readily 
realizes that necessary repairs receiving prompt attention 
is economical, while neglected repairs lead to a larger 
expenditure of money than would have been necessary 
in the beginning. | 

The Board was so situated financially during the 
latter part of the last year that it was compelled to 
refuse all requests for repairs or equipment not abso- 
lutely necessary. Although realizing at various times 
that a comparatively small outlay of money would 
remedy certain defects, and if neglected would later iead 
to a much larger expenditure, the Board was compelled, 
through want of money, to unwillingly adopt a policy 
which is, to say the least, not conducive to economy or 
to the best interests of the city. 

It is interesting to note that in the year 1903-04 the 
amount expended for repairs on old buildings was $285,- 
959.36. During this year the first new building erected . 
by the Board was completed. Since that time the 
Board has erected some thirty-six new buildings, and as 
these have to be kept in proper condition it should 
necessarily have followed that the growth of the repair 
fund should have increased in proportion to the amount 
of the extra work added by the care of these new build- 
ings. But such has not been the case, for during the 
past year only $284,839.39 was expended for repairs, 
which shows a decrease in the actual amount used for 
repairs instead of a corresponding increase. 
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There has been no provision made in the loan 
appropriation for the alteration or renewal of heating, 
ventilating, sanitary or lighting apparatus in the old 
buildings, and whatever is done in this direction must 
be taken out of the repair fund or left undone. 

The question of light in most of the older buildings 
is one which needs immediate attention. Many of these 
schools have no artificial light at all, while some have 
only gas. 

All the schools should, as soon as possible, have a 
complete system of electric lighting, which can only 
be supplied if the Board is furnished with the money 
sufficient to do the work. At present it is doing what 
it can with the funds at its disposal, but, in the meantime, 
much permanent injury is being done to the pupils’ 
eyes and general health. 

This year the Board intended to replace some of the 
old heating apparatus in the older buildings, but in mak- 
ing up the budget found it unable to do this as the ordi- 
nary repairs will take all the money available. | 

Besides the increased demand, necessitated by the 
care and maintenance of the new building, made upon 
the repair appropriation, it is now subjected to further 
reduction on account of being made to assume the 
administration expenses of the Board, and to this may 
be added the expense made necessary by all new policies 
inaugurated by the School Committee involving the 
expenditure of any portion of our Board’s repair 
appropriation. 

In reciting the causes that tend to absorb and decrease 
the repair appropriation, the Board desires to disclaim 
any intention to criticise the progressive policies inaugu- 
rated from time to time by the School Committee, with 
which the Board is heartily in accord. It has but one 
object in view, to emphasize the absolute necessity of 
increasing the repair appropriation in the interest of 
genuine economy and increased efficiency, and the Board 
would respectfully recommend to the careful considera- 
tion of the School Committee that, in the adoption of 
future policies involving an expenditure of money, a 
special appropriation be made for the specific purpose 
intended, to enable our Board to preserve intact its 
repair appropriation for the purposes for which it was 
originally intended. 
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IV. 
POLICY OF THE BOARD. 


As stated in the beginning of the report, the Board 
has changed the type of construction in the elementary 
schools, outside the fire limits, from first to second class, 
and have also made changes in the plumbing and 
heating to lower the cost of construction. 

It is now considering the use of the single standard 
furniture, which is said to be more sanitary than that 
in use at present, and is planning to equip one room in 
several buildings, so that a more general criticism can be 
had before adopting it.

been anxious to aid us by his advice; and to the masters 
of the various districts who have rendered every possible 
assistance to our Board in carrying out its work.

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APPENDIX VI. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners of the City of Boston as the Architect for erecting a 
building is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 


Section 1.— The Board.— (a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof; 

(b.) Is to provide the services of domestic engineers to 
confer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies, and when these are accepted by the Board to advise 
the Architect in the details of their work, and make the neces- 
sary working drawings and specifications for (excepting plumb- 
ing), and have the direction of, the plumbing, heating, 
ventilating and electric work for the building, said work being 
hereinafter designated as the domestic engineering; 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots; 

(d.) Isto make all borings necessary to determine the quality 
of the foundations, and on request of the Architect, or of any 
person doing work on the building, furnish him full information 
relating to the above, the sewer, water, gas and electric service, 
and to the rights, restrictions and boundaries of the lot on which 
the building is to be constructed. 

Sect. 2.— The Architect— (a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will 
acquaint the Board with the contemplated arrangement, 
design, construction and cubical contents of the building, and 
enable it to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of cost 
therefor, and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis of 
working drawings and specifications; 

(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-eighth 
scale, plumbing drawings and such detail drawings on a larger 
scale as are necessary to explain the specifications; 

(c.) Is to furnish, revise and correct for the printer one com- 
plete set of specifications, including plumbing, for everything to. 
be furnished or done in constructing the building, except the 
domestic engineering; 
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(d.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blueprints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings; 

(e.) Is to restudy, and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if, owing to an 
unwarranted departure from the approved preliminary studies 
or to a needlessly extravagant or elaborate interpretation of 
them in said drawings and specifications, the lowest bid for 
doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost agreed upon by the Architect and the Board; 

(f.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the Board, 
to remain their property, two sets of blueprints, mounted on 
cloth, taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspec- 
tive drawing of the exterior of the building and such floor 
plans as the Board may request suitable for reproduction, and 
at the conclusion of the work a complete set of working draw- 
ings on tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or 
a copy therefrom, whicl shall be corrected to agree with and 
embody all changes made during construction; 

(g.) Is to make application for a building permit to the 
Building Department on a form signed by the chairman of the 
Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets of such 
blueprints from the said set of working drawings as may be 
required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is to have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such 
other work; 

(z.) Is, in the form araectibed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy; 

(j7.) Isto advise with the Board on any changes in the build- 
ing contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes when 
required by the Board so to do; 

(k.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be account- 
able for any failure so to do. 

Sect. 3.— The city, as full compensation for the services 
aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 3 per cent upon the cost of the 
domestic engineering, exclusive of plumbing, and 6 per cent 
upon the cost of all other work, payments to be made as 
follows: 3 per cent upon all contracts other than those for 
domestic engineering is to be paid on the signing of such 
contracts, and thereafter 3 per cent upon the value of the 
- materials and labor, as specified in each estimate for pay- 
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ment under the contract, is to be paid on the making of 
the estimate, until the full payment aforesaid is made, and 
if any thereof remains unpaid at the completion of the work 
it is then to be paid. When preliminary studies are completed, 
the value of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned 
one-fifth of the estimated total commission; when working 
drawings and specifications are ready for contract, the value of 
his services to date shall be reckoned as three-fifths of said com- 
mission. If the Board discontinue the services of the Architect 
at any intermediate stage the value of his services shall be 
reckoned proportionately. 

Sect. 4.— When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph e, above, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an ’ Architects studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specifications, for the same school build- 
ing, the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside 
a sum not exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting, 
and the new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as 
stated in section 3, above. 

Sect. 5.— In the above agreement ihe term ‘‘building”’ 
is used to define not only the structure itself but all work in 
connection with it committed to the Architect by the order of 
the Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative 
painting and sculptural decoration. 
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APPENDIX VII. 


GENERAL INFORMATION AS TO STANDARD RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND 
YARDS. 


YARDS. (1.) Grading.— Grade the yards as deter- 
3 mined after consultation with the commissioners. 

(2.) Fences.— Provide fences, planting, etc., 
as determined after consultation. 

(3.) Gates Provide the gates in fences 
inclosing the yards with hasp and staple to 
receive the Department Standard yard pad- 
lock, which will be furnished by the Depart- 
ment outside of the general contract. 

(4.) Play-yards.— Play-yards located on 
the sunny side of the building are desired, and 
approximately 30 square feet per pupil should 
be provided. Play-yards are to be paved with 
hard-burned bricks, laid flat in sand and 
sloping at proper grades to catch-basins con- 
necting to sewer. 

(5.) Walks— Pave the walks and _ ap- 
proaches with hard-burned brick laid flat in 
sand. 

(6.) Curbs—— Curbs forming borders may 
be paved with brick laid on edge. Bull-nose 
brick may be used for curbs. | 

(7.) Sidewalks.— Sidewalks for public use 
outside of the lot line and curbs for same are 
to be included in general contract for building 
as an allowance. 

(8.) Basement Entrances.— Separate en- 
trances are to be provided for boys and girls 
from their respective yards to the play-room. 
Areas, steps and inclines are to be avoided 
wherever possible. A separate entrance for 
janitor to boiler-room may be provided. A 
proper entrance for coal and exit for ashes 
should be provided. 

(9.) Driveways.— Driveways such as for 
coal and ash teams are to be paved with vitri- 
fied pavers laid at the proper pitches, and in 
cement mortar on a sufficiently thick concrete 
base.

(10.) Flagstaff— Provide a flagstaff with 
halliards, truck, etc., complete. 

Note.— All the above items except as noted 
to be included in the general building contract. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


The building will be either ‘Lower Elemen- 
tary,’’ which includes class-rooms for Grades 1, 
2, and 3, or ‘‘Upper Elementary,’’ which in- 
cludes class-rooms for Grades 4 to 8, inclusive. 
This will be determined by the commissioners, 
who will act as an intermediary between 
architects and the school authorities and com- 
mittee. Relations between commissioners, 
architects and contractors to be as defined by 
a contract. Commissioners are to determine 
the type of construction of the building. 

Notr.— The allowances to be as stated under 
“General Deductions” previously mentioned 
in the report. 

Orientation.—It is desired to place the 
building so that each class-room should receive 
sunlight during some portion of the day. 

Setting.— Set the building above grade so 
that the play-rooms are well lighted and 
entrances are provided into basement play- 
rooms as before mentioned. (See Basement 
Entrances.) Boiler-room floor wash to drain 
direct to sewer wherever possible. 

Heat and Vent Flues.— To be of galvanized 
iron or masonry, as determined by the commis- 
sioners. If of masonry, to have joints neatly 


~ struck and the inner surface fairly smooth. 


Fireproofing. — The ceiling of boiler-room and 
coal storage should be fireproof construction 
if these rooms are placed under class-rooms or 
corridors. Doors for boiler-room and coal- 
pocket to be metal covered. Boiler room to 
be self closing. 


LOWER ELEMEN- This type of building, besides the required 


TARY. 


class-rooms, play-rooms, sanitaries, boiler, coal 
and janitor’s rooms, should contain rooms for 
teachers, nurse and book storage; also emer- 
gency closets are to be provided as directed. 
To have kindergarten-room where so directed 
by commissioners. Closets should be pro- 
vided for electrician as needed for batteries, 
switches, ete. 

Norr.— A paper burner should be provided 
in connection with the boiler-room as directed. 
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UPPER ELEMEN- ‘This type of building, in addition to the 

TARY. requirements for the lower elementary, should 
contain an assembly hall with its necessary 
rooms, and a master’s room with waiting-room 
if so directed. Rooms for cooking, manual 
training, etc., are to be provided when called 
for by the commissioners. 

SCHOOL-ROOMS. (1.) Size will be 23 by 29 for elementary 
grades and not less than 12 feet high in clear. 
Modification allowable only after consultation 
with the Board. <A building having no grades 
above IV., with no desk larger than 21 inches, 
might have rooms 22 by 28, but the standard 
size gives the extra space wanted for modern 
methods. Desks should be laid out on the pre- 
liminary plans. (See drawing.) This drawing 
should give 18-inch, 21-inch and 23-inch desks, 
laid out in a 23 by 29 room. The School Com- 
mittee advise, and this Board has adopted, the 
policy of having a small portion of the rooms 
in a building, perhaps 10 or 20 per cent, of a 
size that will seat 50, 7. e., 23 feet by 32 feet. 
Every class-room shall be consecutively num- 
bered on the plans to designate it. These 
numbers to be for the doors, as noted below, 
and for the annunciator. . Other rooms that 
appear on the annunciator to be named on the 
plans, as assembly hall, teachers’ or master’s 
room, cooking-room, manual training room. 
The kindergarten shall be counted as a class- 
room. In high schools, both class and recita- 
tion rooms to be numbered, other rooms named. 

(2.) .Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 
. the sash shall contain not less than one-fifth of 
floor area, about 135 square feet for a room 23 
feet wide;* neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing will be required, but a dust- 
proof metal weather strip; the head square 
and close to the ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 
6 inches from the floor; the windows divided 
with muntins, no large sheets of glass. Fin- 
ished with plastered jamb, no architrave, 
metal corner bead. 
(3.) Doors— One to corridor, 3 feet 6 


* It is evident that if this area of glass is requisite to light a room in a building with 
free space about it, such, for example, as the Sarah J. Baker School, it is inadequate for 
a room in a building situated like the Christopher Columbus, on a narrow street. Under 
exceptionally free conditions, with no obstructions to the direct light from the sky, it is 
possible that the area of glass might be reduced, but it appears to be no more than enough 
for the ordinary conditions of the new buildings, and should be increased, if possible, 
for such situations as that of the Columbus. 
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inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
brass-plated steel butts, 4-lever mortise lock, 
master keyed; cast brass knobs, Marble flush 
thresholds to corridors for first-class construc- 
tion. Doors to have .2-inch, plain brass 
numbers, and cardholders 34 inches by 5 
inches, and hooks to hold open. 

(4.) Floors will be Georgia pine rift or 
maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards, and above 
this plaster tinted in water color,— a warm 
gray green or buff gives the best results,— the 


_ blackboards 4 feet high, 2. feet 2 inches from 


floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches in Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grades V. to VIII.; behind the teacher and 
on the long side. These will be of best black 
slate, ¢ inch thick. At end, in place of black- 
board, soft wood sheathing with burlap 
stretchéd over it with sewed seams for a tack 
board, to extend from base to the moulding at 
top of blackboards, to have wood strips to cover 
tacks. In lower grades a card rack covered 
with burlap is required above the blackboard 
only. A picture moulding at top of burlap, and 
also near ceiling in all rooms. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster tinted 
alight cream color. Ceiling angles square. 

(7.) Lights— Nine chain pendant electric 
fixtures on three switches. No gas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. ; 

(9.) Bookcase.— Provide a bookease in any 
convenient position, capable of containing 300 
octavo volumes (600 volumes in bookeases for 
upper grades); upper doors fitted with pin 
tumbler locks, and latch and knob; drawers 
fitted with pin tumbler lock and small brass 
pulls. Lower doors to have pin tumbler 
locks; same lock in each bookease; all book- 
case locks master keyed. (See drawing.) 
Special equipment for care of books where 
school is held day and evening is desired 
similar to that existing at the Charlestown 
High School, so that the books of the day 
pupils will be put away in pigeonholes, leaving 
the desks free for evening use. 
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(10.) Teacher’s Closet— Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe, closet to have about 6 
hooks and one shelf. 

FRESH-AIR The School Committee is responding to the 

ROOMS. more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
children who are anemic or of tubercular 
tendencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferably a corner room, be 
chosen for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement, to 
open out, or arranged as the Board may direct; 
and that the heat be largely direct, so that the 
temperature can be quickly raised, if necessary, 
when the windows are closed. Otherwise these 
rooms will be the same as other class-rooms. 

WARDROBES.(a.)  (1.) Size Wardrobes will adjoin school- 
rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet 
wide. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having no thresh- 
olds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 inches 
wide, brass double-acting butts, foot and hand 
plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold open, 
ventilation under door farthest from vent. 

(4.) Floors— Terazzo or composition, with 
border and base for first-class construction. 
For second-class construction, to have compo- 
sition floor and base. For all cases, to have a 
drip gutter for umbrellas. 

(5.) Walls— Painted burlap to a height of 
7 feet, poles on brass-plated iron brackets with 
hooks under and pins over, 44 in number; 
umbrella clips and drip gutter below. (See 
drawing.) Walls above, plaster, tinted. Height 
of lower pole, kindergarten, 30 inches from 
floor; lower grades, 36 inches to 40 inches; 
upper grades, 44 inches, 48 inches and 52 
inches; distance between poles, 8 inches for 
elementary, 12 inches for high schools. Pins 
and hooks, 8 inches to 12 inches on centers for 
elementary and 16 inches to 18 inches for high. 
pee hook to have a painted number 1 inches 

igh. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Plaster, untinted. 

(7.) Light—Onelamp. Ceiling outlets, elec- 
tric. Switch in class-room. 
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(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heating, 
direct. Ventilation, direct, 12 square feet area 
cross section. 


WARDROBES. (b.) The so-called Chicago type has been studied

in a model for one building, but has not yet 
been tested in practice. It is a recess 20 inches 
deep and about 14 feet long, equipped with the 
standard pole and 44 hooks. The floor and 
base is of terazzo or composition, the ceiling 
is at about 7 feet above the floor. The doors 
are hung like sash, to slide up, are framed flush, 
and covered with burlap for a tack-board. The 
ventilator is independent of the room vent, 
but there is no heat except what is drawn in 
from the room at the bottom. 

(1.) Size-— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, ete. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light essential. 

(3.) Doors.— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; lock set to be furnished by the Department 
but set by the Contractor; door check; heavy 
hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors open out, 
heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hooks to hold 
open, door checks, no locks. Outer doors to 
basement open out, and fitted with standard 
latch lock. Other hardware as above. 

(4.) Floors.— 'Terazzo divided into areas 
not to exceed 80 square feet, by slate strips, 
and to have terazzo or marble base for first- 
class construction. Wood floor and base second- 
class construction. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings.— A light 
glazed brick, untinted walls and ceilings. Put 
picture moulding at ceiling in corridors. 

(7.) Light— Ceiling or short pendant fix- 
tures (electric), 32 candle-power each, also gas 
for emergency in corridors, on stairs, and in 
vestibules. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heat direct, 
supplemented by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. _ 

(9.) Sinks and Closets— On each ficon 
above the first one or two 4-foot sinks, and 
emergency closets, with water-closet, one for 
boys and one for girls. 

(1.) Number and Arrangement.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, and not over 5 feet wide. 
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(2.) Material— The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction 
with granolithic surface for first-class con- 
struction; wood for second-class construction. 
Rails of a simple pattern, easily cleaned; wall 
rails are desired. 

(3.) Steps.— About 64 or 7 inches by 103 
inches. Rail not less than 2 feet 8 inches on 
runs and 3 feet on landings. 

(4.) Haxits— Exits from the lower landings 
of stairs are desired. These may have emer- 
gency bolts where so desired. 

(1.) Size— General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 1% 
water-closets for each school-room, 7. e. 2 boys, 
and 1% for girls, and 33 inches of urinal for 
every school-room, arranged for convenient 
supervision and_ circulation. Slate sinks, 
length from 10 inches per class-room in small 
buildings to 6 inches per class-room in large 
buildings, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
The above refers to mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows— Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with 
ribbed glass; to have wire guards. 

(3.) Doors.— The doors arranged “in” and 
‘‘out,”? with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ribbed 
elass; half doors to water-closets, except where 
ordered omitted. 

(4.) Floors — Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor wash. 

(5.) Walls— Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted. 

(6.) Ceiling— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. Basement ceiling need not 
be furred level for first-class construction. For 
second-class construction ceiling should be 
plastered. 

(7.) Light.— Ceiling or short pendant elec- 
tric fixtures. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation— Heat direct. 
Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 

(1.) Water-closets.— The pupils’ water- 
closets for elementary schools are short hopper 
closets; elsewhere, a heavy washdown closet. 
(See drawing.) 
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(2.) Partitions— To be 27-inch V-grooved 
hard wood sheathing applied vertically, with 
top and bottom rails of same wood, supported 
at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet high, tied 
together and to the wall, to which doors are 
hung. Back partition of water-closets to be 
wood sheathing over a 2-foot slate base. 
Finish of wood (color) to match that of rest 
of building. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals.— The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab, trough and back, with partitions 
where requested, flushed automatically from 
special tank, through {-inch perforated pipe, 
with cold water; vented at bottom into space 
behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, self-closing cocks, 
set 20 inches on centres, and jet drinking 
fountains. A sink is desired for electrician 
unless there is one near by. 

(5.) Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See draw- 
ing.) 

(6.) Piping.— (a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at every 
change of direction. Soils and vents exposed 
as far as possible, no asphaltum, red lead and 
three coats of paint. 

(b.) Supplies— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere 
polished brass; no nickel plate. Hot water 
for janitor’s use in basement, cooking-room, 
and for master’s and teachers’ rooms and 
emergency toilets. Supply from boiler and 
from summer boiler, if any, or from an inde- 
pendent hot water heater. No auxiliary sup- 
ply wanted for water-closet tanks. 

(c.) Fire Lines—In buildings over three 
stories high, one or more lines of 3-inch pipe 
if requested by the Board. 

(1.) All free basement space to be arranged 
as play-rooms for boys and girls. Salt-glazed 
brick, 7 feet high, and painted or whitewashed 
brick or stone walls above. Granolithie floors 
drained to floor washes, plaster ceilings or 
whitewashed concrete. Basement doors and 
windows to have wire guards in channel iron 
frames; guards to be hinged and padlocked. 
Doors are desired from the play-rooms to the 
play-yards. Areas at doors are not desired. 
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(1.) In each school of the upper grades a 
room of about 240 square feet for the master, 
with a water-closet and bowl and a _ book- 
closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the centre of the building, 7 e., on the second 
floor, in a three-story building. In all schools 
a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with one 
water-closet and bowl for each ten. Doors to 
be clearly marked ‘‘ Master” or ‘‘Teachers”’ in 
brass letters. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, a separate room with toilet accom- 
modations for men. 

(3.) Opportunity in teachers’ rooms for 
warming luncheon, either gas or electric. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


.(1.) Assembly halls should accommodate 
from 400 to 800. It is not considered neces- 
sary to seat the full number of pupils in schools 
of greater capacity. ‘The floor to be level and 
of wood like class-rooms, or lineoleum. The 
windows to be fitted with rebated mouldings to 
take black shades, and so designed as to make 
the operation of shades practical and simple. 
The platform should be capable of accommo- 
dating one, or, in the large schools, two classes, 
and should have removable stepped platforms 
of wood to take the benches. Galleries may be 
used where the hall is two stories in height. 
Anterooms near the platform are desirable, 
and a connection from adjoining class-rooms 
to the anterooms or directly to the platform. 
A dignified architectural treatment of the walls 
and a studied color scheme for walls and ceil- 
ing is expected. The lighting, acoustics and 
exits should be such as belong to a small 
lecture hall. Artificial lighting to be under 
control from at least two points, one of which 
must be near an exit. Electric outlet for 30- 
ampere projection lantern, 25 feet from cur- 
tain. Provide recess in ceiling over platform 
for spring-rolled curtain 13 feet long. For 
assembly hall an allowance in cubing is made 
by the Board of two-class rooms for schools of 
medium size, that is about sixteen class rooms, 
and four class rooms for schools of larger size, 
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1. €., over twenty-four class-rooms to represent 
the added area for this purpose. 

(1.) Size— Room, generally located in 
basement, should be approximately 900—1,000 
square feet, preferably a corner room, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of rooms, and 
arrangement, shown by drawing, for number 
of benches there given, 28.* 

(2.) Light The windows should be as 
near full length as possible, and on two sides. 
Artificial light in chain pendant electric fixtures, 
one light to every four benches. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— A basement room should be 
finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up to 7 
feet where exposed, and above blackboard 
space of about 15 running feet, 4 feet high, 
and above this brick walls whitewashed. If 
above basement, finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation— The same 
as in class-rooms. 

(7.)  Fittings— (a.)  Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least 80 square feet, 
preferably long and narrow. Eighteen-inch 
shelves should run around the room, 5 feet 6 
inches and 6 feet 6 inches from the floor. 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 30 double 
coat and hat hooks, in a separate room. 

(c.) Teachers’ Closet— Teachers’ closet 
should be large enough to be used also for 
storage of finished work, and should be fitted 
with all shelving possible as well as with the 
customary coat hooks. An area of 40 square 
feet is adequate. 

(d.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(e.) Work-rack.— About 28 feet long, made 
in sections, 6 feet 6 inches high and 2 feet deep. 
The length is to take 27 compartments (equal- 
ling the number of benches) and the height the 
number of divisions that use the room (two 
each day, five days, outside limit). Com- 
partments to have numbers and letters painted. 
(For all of these, see drawings.) 

(f.) Sink— A 3-foot soapstone sink, with 
hot and cold water. 

(g.) Display Frames.— Four display frames 
about 6 feet long and 30 inches wide. 


* In elementary schools for boys only, 25 is sufficient, as this would always take half 


a class. 
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(h.) Demonstration Steps.— Demonstration 
steps and guard rail. 

(i.) Furniture—(Not included in the build- 
ing contract.) The furniture comprises 28 
benches and stools, teacher’s desk, table 4 feet 
by 23 feet, with unfinished top, 1 desk chair and 
2 common chairs. (See drawing.) Lay these 
out on preliminary drawings. Lower benches 
to be set towards the front and nearer the 
windows. 

(1.) Size— Should have an area of 900— 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor, but generally in basement and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 28 stations. 

(2.) Laght.— Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Walls— Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back: 
of teacher’s desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
basement room may have salt-glazed brick 


- walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 


(See drawings.) 

(4.) Floors— The floor to be wood or 
linoleum, on cement, except space occupied by 
ranges, which is tiled. 

(5.) Cetlings.— Ceilings like basement, or, 
if above basement, like class-rooms. 

(6.) Heat and Ventilation— Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. Hoods over 
ranges if Board so desires. ° 

(7.) Fittings.— (a.) Wardrobes.— Provision 
for 28 pupils, double coat and hat hooks in 
separate lighted closet, and small teacher’s 
closet. 

(b.) Work Benches, accommodating 28 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, ete., a Bunsen burner with a 
hinged iron grille over it, set on aluminum plates 
at each station; benches arranged in the farm 
of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre from 
two sides; top of pine 26 inches wide; open 
underneath and supported on pipe standards. 
One section detached and fitted as a demon- 
stration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all around. 
Dining table (furnished under another contract) 
is to be set in centre. (See drawings.) Lay 
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these out on preliminary drawings and include 
in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser.— Ten feet long, in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding, or 
hinged doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. A shelf should be 
put in each cupboard about 12 inches from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.— In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 4 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves, 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, provided 
with grease trap. Sink should be near ranges. 

(g.) Hot Water Supply.— (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(h.) Coal and Gas Ranges—<A_ six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided, and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. 

(1.)  Refrigerator.— Will be a part of the 
furniture. Furnished under another contract. 

(1.) Size— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of a class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area, 800 to 900 square feet, is 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. They comprise a large 
room, a small room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 16-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor, with at least 4 feet all around it. 
(See drawing.) The small room, about 200 
square feet. 

(2.) Light— Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. Artificial light of 
the class-room type arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(3.) _Doors.— Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors — Wood or linoleum cemented 
on to concrete surface, with painted lines as 
above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
board as in lower grades. 
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(6.) Ceilings.— As in class-rooms. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Fittings. (a.) Wardrobe.— Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(c.) Torlet-room — Immediately adjoining, 
with low-down seat and bowl or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.— As in lower grades. 

(1.) Size— From 200 to 400 square feet, 
according to size of school. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(3.) Shades—Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors— One door to corridor, as in 
class-rooms, marked “‘ Nurse’s room.” : 

(5.) Walls— Upper two-thirds _ plaster, 


‘smooth finish, round corners, painted with 


light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
glazed white tile with sanitary base. 

(6.) Floor— Terazzo, like corridors for 
first-class construction. Composition for 
second class. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation.— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) ILnght.— Pendant electrolier with spe- 
cial shade. Extra socket on body of fixture for 
hand portable. 

(9.) Nurse’s Closet for Supplies.— Size, 3 
by 4; one shelf; 6 hooks for clothing. 

(10.) Bath Tub.— Five-foot porcelain enam- 
eled iron, hot and cold water, where requested 
by Superintendent of Nurses. 

(11.) Bowl.— Enameled iron, hot and cold 
water faucets with shampoo cock. Hot water 
must be available all the year. 

(12.) Stove and Clock.—Gas or electric 
heater as in teachers’ rooms, and a secondary 
clock. 

(13.) Fittings— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet.— Oak finish medical cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool— White enamel revolving 
stool. (c.) Table— Dressing table, white 
enamel frame, glass top and shelf; size, 16 to 20, 
rubber crutch tips. (d.) Filing Case for Nurse’s 
Records.— Oak finish, to hold 1,000 cards, 4 by 
6; lock and key; guide cards. (e.) Writing 
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Table.— Oak finish, with drawer and lock; size, 
20 by 30. (f.) Chair.— Oak to match table. 
(g.) Couch.— Flat frame oak, canvas adjust- 
able top. (h.) Mirror.— Size, 25 by 3, set over 
bowl. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


(1.) High school class-rooms are laid out for 
classes of thirty-six or forty-two, generally the 
latter. A room 26 feet by 32 feet will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 


‘larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 


sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 
be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 
by 48 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms, if 
equipped with continuous desks and seats as 
in a lecture-room, or with double desks, such 
as are to be used in the Charlestown High, 
would accommodate about thirty pupils each. 
Lay out desks in one room of each type on 
preliminary plans. 


ASSEMBLY HALL. (1.) For a high school would not differ 
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materially from that already described for 
elementary schools. 

(1.) For accomodation of the principal 
there should be an outer office, that is, a wait- 
ing-room or reception-room, and an inner office, 
and rooms for both men and women teachers, 
which might well be concentrated in the neigh- 
borhood of the reception-room and the princi- 
pal’s room. 

(1.) The Rooms in General Required.— 
Laboratory, separate from lecture-room, may 
be used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room, 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation; in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry ad- 
missible. Three rooms for administrative 
purposes, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemicals 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square feet, 
and of the lecture-room about 600 square feet. 
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(1.) Size— Should accommodate a class of 
forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) Light.— On two sides. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into 
main flue, in which should be a fan operated 
by a motor. 

(4.) Walls and Ceiling— Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish, except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor.— Preferably of concrete; may 
be of hardwood in narrow strips, filled in by 
asphalt; should slope very slightly between 
desks, interspaces again trending to common 
corner, which may be drained. 

(6.) Hquipment.— Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able when top is removed. Each section 21 
feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches wide at least, 
and should begin within 1 foot of the end, 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 


* Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is apparently 
adequate for teaching elementary chemistry, and is less expensive. 
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ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
white wood, 14 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, $+ inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 14 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over 1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, etc. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 
similar way, but without necessarily a drain, 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 
Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed slate 
blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
slate blackboards above hood. Liquid waste 
may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste into 
earthen jars. Hood should run at right angles 
to desk sections and along wall opposite free 
ends of sections. In the construction of hood, 
protection against fire should be considered. 
Should be built against brick wall. Floor of 
hoods to be of slate; wood, inside and outside, 
to be finished natural. Space divided into 
three or four compartments, closed by sliding 
windows. Space against wall not occupied 
by hood for general link. 

(7.) Gas— Lead from gas main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections, branch 
into two leads along back of each section. Take- 
offs between each working desk space in form 
of pillar with two 4-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two 4-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
of these outside of hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at intervals of two feet. 

(8.) Water— Lead from water main at 
free end of centre of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
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underside of shelf, take-off at free end of sec- 
tion, to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take-off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery {-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains.— Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be in form of wooden trough, in sec- 
tions dovetailed from 6 inches to 8 inches inside 
diameter and equally deep, covered with 
asphalt paint or filling; may be supported on 
brackets against wall and left open, or covered 
and provided with movable top. Into this 
drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood com- 
partment should deepen slightly in centre, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- 
nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general 
sink. 

(10.) Electricity— Current of electricity 
on section desks need not exceed ten volts, 
may be supplied from source common to phys- 
ical and chemical side. Plugs between each 
working space placed under desk top on frame. 

(1.) Stze— Area to depend on number of 
seatings required or number of pupils in 
classes; should be large enough for two classes 
and should occupy a position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Light. As much glass area as class- 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows 
and other openings admitting light with dark 
curtains as specified under Assembly Hall. 
Electric lighting from the top, controlled at 
point convenient to demonstration table. 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) Heating and Ventilation.— As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left end of desk provided with regis- 
ter and flue of at least 10 inches diameter, to 
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afford means of down draught. Flue carried 
under floor to nearest wall, flue and draught 
actuated by motor if not sufficient. 

(5.) Hquipment.— Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor 
less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in two depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 
20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches 
minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 
in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 
to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
pressure for quick filling, 2 goosenecks with 
#-inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; steam 
supply direct from boiler main with a by-pass 
to summer boiler; supply gas air suction, and 
gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. Over 
demonstration table, secured to ceiling, pro- 
vide a plank with heavy screw hooks. Behind 
lecture table provide sliding blackboards of 
not less than 50 square feet, and a canvas 
curtain on heavy spring roller for attaching 
charts. Drawers and closets for lesser lecture 
apparatus and chemicals in body of table, wall 
on either side provided with shelves for reagent 
bottles under glass, and side wall provided with 
cabinets for larger pieces of permanent appa- 
ratus, if there is no special room for this. Lift- 
ing seats with desk for taking notes arranged 
on platforms, so that the successive tiers will 
rise one above the other to insure an unob- 
structed view of demonstration table. (See 
drawing.) 

(6.) Hlectricity— Provide three (3) forms of 
current, viz., one circuit for direct current 
at 110 volts, 30 amperes, and one circuit for 
5 to 20 volts, 50 amperes, and one circuit for 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Regulating rheostat for the 5 to 20 volt direct 
current to be located conveniently to table. 
A 50-ampere ammeter and a 125-volt volt- 
meter, both with extra large illuminated dials, 
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mounted on swing brackets in full view of 
class and instructor; suitable means for switch- 
ing ammeter and voltmeter to either circuit. 
Terminate circuits in non-reversible push plug 
receptacles. A projection lantern and recep- 
tacles for same at end of table and at rear of 
room. Lantern screen on spring roller at side 
of room, width of screen usually 12 feet, but 
dependent on distance and lenses used. 


ADMINISTRATIVE (1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give 
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ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.— This should adjoin 
the above. Primarily for storage of liquid 
chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
reagents and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teacher’s laboratory. Should have 
wide centre table with gas in centre, working 
desks, with drawers and closets along two 
sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. 

(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good grade balance. 

(1.) Size. In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.) Light— The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lumiere studies. 
Artificial light as in a class-room. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified under Assem- 
bly Halls (p. 61). 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
built of hard wood, white pine tops, fitted 
with 4 drawers, supports and adjustable cross- 
bar. Wall tables around room on sides where 
there are windows, with one or two shallow 
drawers under, but not deep enough to inter- 
fere with comfort of pupil. Soapstone drip 
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sinks with cold water to be provided at these 
tables, one to every six or eight pupils. In- 
structor’s table, fitted with hot and cold 
water, Richards’ pump, numerous cupboards 
and drawers of various depths and widths. 
Two-inch plank bolted to ceiling over this 
table, with space of 2 or 3 inches between 
plank and ceiling for attachment of pendulums 
and other apparatus. Provide electric outlet 
for stereopticon and screen for same. 

(5.) Furniture.— Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number of 
tablet arm chairs to accommodate the entire 
division during demonstration exercises. 
Chairs to be placed in rectangle formed by 
pupils’ tables and demonstration table. These 
are not in building contract, but to be laid out 
on preliminary plans. 

(6.) Hlectricity— One outlet for direct cur- 
rent at 110 volts E. M. F. and 30-ampere 
capacity. One outlet for direct current at low 
voltage with regulator conveniently located. 
One outlet for alternating current at 110 volts 
E. M. F. and 30-ampere capacity.: One outlet 
for each kind of current at demonstration table, 
to be single pole push plugs instead of binding - 
posts. Series and multiple connections at each 
pupil’s table. Switch in laboratory to cut 
out pupils’ tables. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, 4 cocks to each table. Wall tables 
to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided with gas. 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 to 50 square feet 
of bulletin board, covered with burlap, secured 
at edges, but not glued on like wall paper. 

(9.) Blackboards— As much_ blackboard 
space as possible. Sliding blackboards back 
of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Size— One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory, and 
connected with lecture-room. 

(2.) Equipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high; cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be 
in the laboratory if there is sufficient wall 
space. A small sink and hood should be 
provided. 
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(1.) A small shop is desirable, though not 
absolutely necessary. This should be equipped 
with work bench, power lathe, belted to motor 
generator, and shelving for tools and stock, 
and may be set up in apparatus-room. 

(1.) Szze.— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
Laboratory and apparatus-room. 

(2.) Laght.— Windows the same as for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Hquipment.— (a.) Twenty-one pupils’ 
tables, 54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches 
high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 
plate glass tops. 

(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup- 
ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
bibb cocks. 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high, with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. 

(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Cases built wherever practicable. 
Three sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 
inches by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of 
instruments. A liberal supply of cases to con- 
tain drawers and cupboards in lower compart- 
ment, and shelves above, for exhibition of 
specimens, storage of material, instruments, 
books, charts, ete. 

(4.) Furniture.— Forty-two adjustable screw 
revolving chairs, not in building contract. 

(1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 
exercises, athletic games. and the drilling of 
the school cadets. On account of its size and 
for structural conditions, to be generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
first story. Visitors’-gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size— The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and 
a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill, is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Light— Ample outside light in all 
cases. Electric light from ceiling protected 
with wire guards. 
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(4.) Heat and Ventilation.— The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 
60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- 
room. This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. 

(5.) Equipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases:

(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the 
guns carried by the cadets should be provided 
on wall. These racks should be protected by 
locked doors. 

(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 
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feet square should be provided for school 
matron and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing-rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) System.— The clothing of all the pupils 
is in a central locker-room, each suit being 
numbered, and all being under the control of 
the attendant in charge. Dressing-rooms are 
provided in number equivalent to the number 
of a class. A class coming for exercise are 
given their gymnasium clothing and keys to 
dressing-rooms, which they lock behind them 
when exercising. After exercise they can take 
a shower bath. When dressed the dressing- 
room keys are given up, but the gymnasium 
clothing is left to be gathered up by the attend- 
ant. The clothing is carried to the dry-room, 
and when dried each set is put back in its 
proper pigeonhole. 

(b.) Lockers — The locker-room is con- 
trolled by the attendant, and contains pigeon- 
holes, 10-inch cube, one for each pupil in the 
school, and a counter over which to deliver 
the clothing. Adjoining this is the dry-room, 
capable of being heated to a high temperature 
and thoroughly ventilated. This is fitted with 
hooks and clothesline. 

(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet square, with a 
locked door, a seat and hooks. 

(d.) Showers.— The shower baths are 3 feet 
square, divided by slate partitions, similar to 
those for water-closets, each having a bar at 
the front, over which a cotton sheet can be 
dropped. Each compartment has two sprays 
in opposite corners. 

There should be space in one or more rooms 
for free-hand drawing, mechanical drawing, 
woodworking and metal-working. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
3,000 to 3,600 square feet. The free-hand 
drawing-room should be preferably divided 
into two drawing-rooms, with a work-room 
between. 

(2.) ILnight.— Windows and artificial light, 
by special fixtures. North light preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls.— As in a manual training room. 

(5.) Ceilings— As in a manual training 
room.

(6.) Heating and Ventilation Same as in 
class-rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— The lumber stock-room 
should contain at least 80 square feet, prefer- 
ably long and narrow. Two 18-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches 
and 6 feet from floor. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closets — Teachers’ closet in 
woodworking room should be large enough to 
be used for storage of finished work, and should 
be fitted with all shelving possible, as well as 
with the customary coat hooks. An area of 
40 square feet is adequate. 

(9.) Fittings— (a.) Bookcases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 

(b.) Cases For work in process, extra 
tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 
finished drawings, ete. (For all of these, see 
drawings. ) 

(c.) Display Boards. 

(d.) Sink — A 5-foot sink, with hot and 
cold water. 

(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
room.— Provide accommodation for five divi- 
sions, each class about twenty-five pupils. 

(11.) Equipment for Mechanical Drawing- 
room.— (See Fittings.) Also 12 double draw- 
ing tables, 7 feet 4 inches by 2 feet, with 
drawers for instruments. 

(12.) Equipment of Woodworking-room.— 
Provide accommodation for four divisions, each 
class about 20 pupils; 20 benches, 36 inches 
by 18 inches, fitted with 2 vises, one to be a 
quick action, iron vise, 3 speed lathes, 1 jig saw, 
1 circular saw. 

(13.) Equipment of Metal-working Room.— 
Six double benches, 8 feet by 2 feet, fitted with 
12 Prentiss iron vises, 33-inch jaw; wall bench 
fitted with 10 stations, tool drawers and 5 
Bower’s tool holders; one 4-inch gas hose cock 
terminal above each bench station; 2 gas 
blast burners, 1 large, 1 small; metal-covered 
bench with ventilated hood; 1 muffle furnace, 
ventilated; 1 drill; 1 forge, ventilated; 1 anvil; 
1 grindstone; 1 table tool rack; 1 pair bench 
shears; 1 engine lathe. 

(14.) Motor. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
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of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) Inght, Heat, etc— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) Equipment.— The kitchen to contain 
an equipment as may be decided upon by 
the Board after consultation; a kitchen pantry 
fitted with shelving and a china closet fitted 
with a sink; drawers, cupboards and shelves 
enclosed with glass doors. The dining-room 
and bedroom simply finished rooms, having 
no equipment except the furniture. 

LUNCH-ROOMS. (1.) In General.— The lunch-rooms in Bos- 
ton schools have usually been located in the 
basement, and where these are high and well 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorily. They should, however, have the 

cay ee special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
ment cooking-room. In size they should 
accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which takes advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) EHquipment.— (a.) The counter should 
be set at 2 feet 8 inches high, and should 
have a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at 
intervals, to keep children in single file, and 
there should be accommodation under the 
counter for dishes. 

(b.) Range— A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven space. 

(c.) Sinks — Two good-sized soapstone 
sinks. 

(d.) Ice-box.— Of sufficient size to take 
care of milk supply. 

(e.) Lockers.— Sufficient to care for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, etc. These should not be under the 
counter, or near any place where food is 
kept. 

(f.) Furniture.— In some cases the children 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

LIBRARY. (1.) A space equivalent to a small class- 
room is ample for library purposes. The book 
accommodation will depend somewhat on the 
size of the school. The library is planned as 
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a reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

(1.) In high schools common wardrobes are 
— one for boys and one for girls — advised for 
all the clothing, situated on the lower floor to 
avoid bringing dirt into the upper floors. 
There being an attendant on the lower floor, 
the room, as a whole, can be locked up. 

(2.) Light— The rooms should have out- 
side light. . 

(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated, similar 
to class-rooms. 

(4.) HEquipment.— The poles, hooks, etc., 
will be similar to those used in other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 7. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on centre. It has been 
found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by 20 by 12 inches. 

(1.) Service— This should enter basement 
underground at location to be determined by 
reference to street mains, and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a fireproof closet, 
opening if possible into the basement corridor. 

(2.) Conduits.— All wires to be run in iron 
conduit concealed, except conduits for mains 
in basement, and side outlets in boiler, engine 
and stack rooms. ‘Tap circuit conduits to be 
run above rough floor wherever possible. If 
floor construction will not allow this, they are 
to be run below floor beams and above ceiling, 
a space of 2 inches being left in which they can 
be run. 

(3.) Wire Slot— Obtain from electrical 
division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets.— All cabinets to be furnished 
by wiring contractor, but finished by the general 
contractor. 

(5.) Cutting.— All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets— Class-rooms to be provided 
with nine four-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches. Wardrobes to have one 
ceiling outlet, controlled by switch in class- 
room. Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. Height of side outlets in 
rooms and corridors to be 6 feet 6 inches. 
Switch outlets in class-rooms to be 6 feet, else- 
where 4 feet. Switches in corridors, play- 
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rooms and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated 
by private key. 

(7.) Fixtures.— Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 

(8.) Gas.— Gas outlets to be provided in 
-all corridors, vestibules, stairways, boiler- 
room and assembly hall exits; all to be wall 
outlets. Gas-piping to be included in the 
electrical engineer’s work. 

(9.) Stereopticon.— All grammar § schools 
and high schools to be provided with an elec- 
tric projection lantern with  reflectoscope 
attachment. 

(10.) Clocks and Hes i schools to be 
provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks, 
according to prearranged programme. 

(11.) Telephones—=In all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room and _ boiler- 
room to be connected to master’s office, or to 
room occupied by the first assistant, by a 
telephone system.

NEW BUILDINGS — BOND ISSUE.

Item 3.— John Lothrop Motley School, elementary 
school, lower grades, Edward Everett District. This school is 
being built upon land previously purchased by the city for school- 
house purposes, located at Nos. 141-147 Savin Hill avenue, 
Dorchester, in the Edward Everett District. This plot already 
contains a wooden building now being used for two classes of 
the lower elementary grades. The area of the lot is 68,480 
square feet. The area of the new building is 2,290 square feet, 
and paved play-yard will contain 1,764 square feet. The new 
building will contain four class-rooms 20 by 32 feet each, and, 
with 44 pupils to a room, will accommodate 176 in all. The 
boys’ and girls’ sanitaries are located on the first floor of the stair 
hall, and the teachers’ and nurse’s rooms have the same rela- 
tive position on the second floor. In the basement will be 
the heating plant; the remaining space is not excavated. The 
exterior walls are of red brick, with artificial stone trim. The 
roof is flat and surfaced with plastic slate. The floor and roof 
construction is generally of wood, although over the boiler- 
room the first floor is to be of fire-proof construction. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building will be warmed and 
ventilated by a low pressure steam, gravity return, gravity 
indirect system. 

There will be one twelve section No. 44 Mills, cast-iron 
boiler. 

There will be a total of 2,0454 square feet of radiation in- 
stalled. The class-tooms will be warmed by indirect pin 
radiators placed in brick heating chambers in the basement. 
The temperature of the air entering these rooms will be con- 
trolled by hand mixing dampers operated by the teachers. 
All other rooms in the building will be warmed by direct 
radiation. 

The warm air and vent flues for the class-rooms will be 
built of brick. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts, and run in separate flues 
to the top of the main ventilators. Connection will also be 
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made to the space back of the urinals. The individual closets 
will have similar seat vents. Ventilation will be assisted by 
aspirating coils placed in the main toilet vent flues. 

Electrical System.— The electrical equipment consists of a 
manually operated program bell system and a fire-alarm 
system. The corridors and boiler room are lighted by gas. 

item 6.—Addition Blackinton School, elementary 
school, upper grades. This addition was built on land previously 
purchased by the city, and which had hitherto been used as a 
play-yard. As the new addition left the school without any 
play-yard accommodation this department purchased the 
adjoining lot to the south, containing 29,602 square feet, mak- 
ing the total amount of land for this school 58,768 square 
feet. The building (old and new part) occupies 12,277 square 
feet, leaving 46,491 square feet open, or 75 square feet per 
pupil. The addition contains eight class rooms of the standard 
size, 23 by 29 feet, and masters’, teachers’ and nurse’s rooms, 
and is of fireproof construction except for roof. In the 
basement is a manual training-room in addition to the play- 
rooms, sanitaries and boiler room. Under the contract for 
the addition was included a cooking-room in the basement of 
the old part, which room was formerly occupied by a kinder- 
garten class, which was moved to aroom above. The addition 
is built of red brick, with artificial stone trimmings, and the 
roof is flat and surfaced with plastic slate. Both upper and 
lower grades are accommodated at present in this building, and 
the results obtained by the addition will be for the whole 
building, fourteen rooms and assembly hall, with kindergarten, 
manual training and cooking rooms, in addition to the masters’, 
teachers’ and nurse’s rooms previously mentioned. The old 
class-rooms, though of the larger size, have been reseated on 
the basis of forty-four pupils per room, and the total number 
accommodated by the school will be 616. 

Heating and Ventilation. The building is warmed and 
ventilated by the plenum fan system. Fresh air is delivered 
to the class-rooms by an 8-foot by 4-foot three-quarter housing, 
steel plate fan, belt driven by a 15-inch by 8-inch low pressure 
steam engine operating at 25 pounds steam pressure. The fan 
will normally deliver 27,270 cubic feet of air per minute. 

Two horizontal return tubular boilers are installed, each 54 
inches in diameter, 17 feet 3 inches long, and containing 60 3- 
inch charcoal iron tubes, 16 feet long. There is approximately 
5,576 square feet of new radiation, comprising indirect radiators 
in the main heating chamber, wall radiators in the class-rooms 
under the windows, direct radiators in the wardrobes and small 
rooms, and pipe coils in the basement play-rooms and sanitaries. 

The class-rooms, both in the new and old parts of the build- 
ings, are equipped with automatic temperature control. A 
thermostat placed in the main fresh air duct and connected to 
mixing dampers located in the walls of the primary heating 
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chamber, maintains the air in the duct at a constant tempera- 
ture of 68 degrees Fahrenheit. The wall radiators and coils 
in each class-room are under the control of a thermostat placed 
in the room. 

The horizontal fresh air ducts in the new basement are 
located below the floor and are built of concrete, The hori- 
zontal fresh air ducts in the old basement are located on the 
ceiling and are built of galvanized iron. The vertical warm 
air and vent ducts are of brick. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries are provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which are connected together 
by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate flues to the 
top of the main ventilator. Connection is also made to 
the space back of the urinals. The individual closets have 
similar seat vents. Ventilation is assisted by aspirating coils 
placed in the main toilet vent flues. 

Electric System.— The new annex is equipped with a com- 
plete electric lighting system, electric clocks, automatic program 
system, telephones, fire alarm and projection lantern. 

Item 7.— The Prescott District Boiler House and 
Prescott Annex. This building is located on a lot of land on 
Polk street, Charlestown, which extends along the northerly 
side of the Polk Street School lot and adjoins at the rear that of 
the Prescott School. It contains 7,173 square feet, of which 
the building occupies 3,231 square "feet. 

It was first. planned to build a central plant to heat the Pres- 
cott and Polk Street schools, where new boilers were necessary, 
and to provide heat for a new elementary building, containing 
twelve class-rooms and an assembly hall, to be erected on the 
adjacent land to the north. The flat roof of the plant was to 
be part of the playgrounds of the new school. After further 
study of the conditions in the district, it appeared that the 
demand for a large number of additional class-rooms was tem- 
porary, and could best be met by portable buildings. An 
assembly hall, a master’s office and some extra class-rooms were 
permanent needs. The plans were then changed to provide 
for these needs in two additional stories. 

The basement contains the boiler-room, coal storage, sufficient 
to hold a year’s supply, which can be filled by dumping direct 
from the carts. A janitor’s room and storeroom are placed 
in a mezzanine. The first story contains the assembly hall 
and ante-rooms. The hall may be entered direct from Polk 
street, from a side entrance in the yard of the Polk Street School 
or from a corridor connecting with the Prescott School. 

There are master’s offices and two class-rooms on the second 
floor; the class-rooms are 26 by 30 feet, to seat 49 each. Corri- 
dors connect this building with each of the class-room floors of 
the Prescott building, affording easy intercommunication and 
making each building a safety exit for the other. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building will be warmed and 
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ventilated by a low-pressure steam, gravity return, gravity 
indirect system. Ventilation will be stimulated by aspirating 
coils placed in the flues. 

There will be two horizontal return tubular boilers, 66 inches 
in diameter and 19 feet 4 inches long, containing 72 33-inch 
charcoal iron tubes, 18 feet long. There is sufficient space for 
installing a third boiler if there are any further extensions. 

There will be a total of 5,322 square feet of radiators installed. 
The class-rooms and assembly hall will be warmed by indirect 
pin radiation placed in brick heating chambers in the basement. 
The temperature of the air entering these rooms will be con- 
trolled by hand-mixing dampers operated by the teachers. 
All other rooms in the building will be warmed by direct 
radiation. 

The warm air and vent flues for the class-rooms will be built 
of terra cotta. 

All water-closets will be provided with outlets for seat 
ventilation, which will be connected together by galvanized- 
iron ducts and run in separate flues to the top of the main 
ventilators. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with electric 
lights, a telephone system for interior communication and a 
combined local and auxiliary fire-alarm system. 

Item 8.— Lowell District elementary school, lower grades, 
addition to the Wyman School. The Wyman School is located 
on Wyman street, Jamaica Plain, and is in the Lowell District. 
The building has previous to this time contained six class- 
rooms, four on the first floor and two on the second. The addi- 
tion was the completion of the building as originally intended. 
The walls of the first story were carried up to form the walls 
of the addition, so that the area of school building and the area 
of lot remain as given in previous reports. As the old rooms 
were of the larger size it was decided, after consultation with the 
master and the Elementary School Committee, to make three 
class-rooms of a smaller size instead of two. These smaller 
class-rooms will accommodate 40 pupils each, making a total 
of 120 pupils additional, and the results are entirely satisfactory. 
In connection with the contract for this addition a complete 
new sanitary equipment both for boys and girls was installed 
in the basement, bringing the school up to modern requirements 
in this respect. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building is warmed and venti- 
lated by the plenum fan system, additions and extensions hav- 
ing been made to the present system. The apparatus in the 
boiler-room was completely rearranged. An additional boiler 
was installed and the present one reset. All toilet fixtures in 
the basement were provided with a modern system of vent 
ducts, which were arranged to discharge into the space around 
the new iron smokestack. 

Electric System.— No electric work except a new yard gong. 
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Item 10. — Completion of Trade School for Girls, 
618-620 Massachusetts avenue. This building to be put 
into proper shape for school purposes required new sanitation 
throughout. The old plumbing pipes were in such condition 
that it was decided best to have new throughout. In connec- 
tion with this sanitation work other items were required under 
the conditions existing, namely, removing partition in kitchen 
so as to enlarge the room, installing lockers for pupils’ clothing 
at the entrance in the basement, fireproofing around the boiler 
and coal-rooms, and several smaller items incidental to the 
work. 

The following list contains most of the plumbing fixtures 
installed:

This required considerable cutting and patching of the build- 
ing and a great amount of painting. New partitions of wood 
were built, dividing the water-closets. The summer vacation 
was hardly long enough for the performance of this amount of 
work, and it was necessary to work day and night to get the 
building cleaned up and ready for occupancy at the beginning 
of the school year. 

Heating and Ventilation — The existing low pressure steam, 
gravity return system, with direct radiators in the various 
rooms, was overhauled and put in first-class order. 

Electric System.— Minor alterations in location of lights and 
gas ranges and a new 7% horse-power motor for the sewing 
machines.

Item 9.— Warren District, Charlestown, elementary 
school, lower grades, land and building. ‘To meet this item the 
Board voted to notify the Board of Street Commissioners to 
take a two-story wooden building located on Pearl street, 
Charlestown, opposite the Warren School and known as the 
Doane House. The lot contains 10,723 square feet and the price 
paid was $12,182. The building occupies 1,721 square feet, leav- 
ing 9,002 square feet open, or 49 square feet per pupil. The yards 
have been regraded and will be resurfaced this coming summer. 

The building was formerly an old mansion of historic associ- 
ations and has previously been used for school purposes, and 
under this contract has again been fitted up for class-rooms. 
As the building was left unoccupied for several years it was 
necessary to paint both the inside and out to put it in a sanitary 
condition. By removing some of the interior partitions and 
the rear ell and reshingling the roof the following results were 
obtained, namely, two class-rooms on the first floor, one of 
which contains a kindergarten class, and three class-rooms on 
the second floor, which gives accommodations for 182 pupils. 
New sanitation was provided for boys and girls by equipping 
one room on the first floor at the rear, using as far as possible 
old material taken from a portable. Toilet accommodations 
were given the teachers and sinks were installed on each floor 
for the pupils. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building is heated by direct 
hot water radiators, the existing system having been remodelled. 

Electric System.— Electric work consists of an electric bell 
system. 

Item 4.— Lewis District, Roxbury, elementary school, 
upper grades. This building will be located on a lot of land on 
Walnut avenue running through to Paulding street and facing on 
Washington Park. The basement contains the heating appa- 
ratus, the sanitaries for both sexes, the manual training room 
and four class-rooms, each 23 by 29 feet, and seating forty-four 
pupils. On the first floor are eight class-rooms of similar 
dimensions and an assembly hall with a seating capacity of 
600. The second floor will contain seyen class-rooms and the 
cooking-room. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building will be warmed and 
ventilated by the plenum fan system. Fresh air will be deliv- 
ered to the class-rooms by an 83-foot by 4-foot three-quarter 
housing, steel plate fan, belt driven by a 12-inch by 8-inch low 
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pressure steam engine operating at twenty-five pounds steam 
pressure. The fan will normally deliver 28,600 cubic feet of — 
air per minute. 

Two horizontal return tubular boilers will be installed, each 
66 inches in diameter, 17 feet 3 inches long, and containing 94 
3-inch charcoal iron tubes, 16 feet long. There will be approxi- 
mately a total of 6,600 square feet of radiation, comprising 
indirect radiators in the main heating chamber, wall radiators 
in the class-rooms under the windows, direct radiators in the 
wardrobes and small rooms, and pipe coils in the basement 
play-rooms and sanitaries. 

The class-rooms and assembly hall will be equipped with an 
automatic temperature control. A thermostat placed in the 
main fresh-air duct and connected to mixing dampers located 
in the walls of the primary heating chamber will maintain the 
air in the duct at a constant temperature of 68 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The wall radiators in each class-room will be under the 
control of a thermostat placed in the room. 

The horizontal fresh-air ducts in the basement will be located 
below the floor and will be built of concrete. The vertical 
warm air and vent ducts will be of brick. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate 
flues to the top of the main elevator. Connection will also be 
made to the space back of the urinals. The individual closets 
will have similar seat vents. Ventilation will be assisted by 
aspirating coils placed in the main toilet vent flues. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with elec- 
tric lights, a telephone system for interior communication, a 
system of electric clocks, controlled by one master clock, a 
system of program bells, also under control of the master clock, 
a combined local and auxiliary fire-alarm system. 

Item 6.—Roger Wolcott District, Dorchester, elementary 
school, upper grades, land and building. The building is 
located on Norfolk street, Mattapan, the lot containing 83,640 
square feet. The present Tileston School is on this lot, ‘and 
the new building (of which only one-half is now being built) 
will when completed cover 17,388 square feet, leaving, when the 
old schoolhouse is removed, 66,252 square feet for playgrounds, 
or about 95 square feet per pupil. That part of the building 
now under erection will contain six class-rooms of the standard 
size, 23 feet by 29 feet, and two larger class-rooms, 23 feet by 32 
feet. Four of these are on the first story and four on the secend. 
Four of them face south, two east and two west. 

The basement contains a cooking-room, play-rooms, toilet 
rooms, and the heating apparatus. The building is of red 
brick, with cement trim, and is of second-class construction, 
except that there will be a fireproof floor over the heating 
apparatus. 
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Heating and Ventilation.— The building will be warmed and 
ventilated by a low pressure steam, gravity return, gravity 
indirect system. Ventilation will be stimulated by aspirating 
coils placed in the flues. 

There will be one horizontal return tubular boiler, 60 inches 
in diameter and 16 feet 3 inches long, containing 74 3-inch 
charcoal iron tubes, 15 feet long. Provision is made for install- 
ing a second boiler when the remaining portion of the building 
is constructed. 

There will be a total of 5,322 square feet of radiation installed. 
The class-rooms will be warmed by indirect pin radiators placed 
in brick heating chambers in the basement. The temperature 
of the air entering these rooms will be controlled by hand- 
mixing dampers operated by the teachers. The first floor 
corridor will have foot warmers. All other rooms in the building 
will be warmed by direct radiation. 

The warm air and vent flues for the class-rooms will be built 
of galvanized iron. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts and run in separate flues to 
the top of the main ventilators. Connection will also be made 
to the space back of the urinals. The individual closets will 
have similar seat vents. Ventilation will be assisted by 
aspirating coils placed in the main toilet vent flues. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with electric 
lights, a telephone system for interior communication, a system 
of electric clocks and program bells, all controlled by a single 
master clock, and a combined local and auxiliary fire-alarm 
system. 

Item 13.— Lyman District, East Boston, elementary 
school, upper grades, land and building. This building is 
to be located on Paris street, near the corner of Marion street, 
East Boston, on a lot of 40,278 square feet, of which the build- 
ing will occupy 12,000 square feet, leaving 28,278 square 
feet for playground, grass plots, gardens, etc. 

There are twelve standard size (23 by 29) class-rooms and 
six large size (23 by 32) class-rooms. 

The basement contains the manual training-room, cooking- 
room, play-rooms, toilets and the heating apparatus. 

On the first floor, at the front, is an assembly hall with stage 
and anterooms attached. 

The second floor contains the master’s private office and 
receptidn-room, the nurse’s room and a book-room, and the 
third floor the submaster’s room and the teachers’ room. 

The building is second-class construction, with red brick 
exterior with cast stone trimmings. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building will be warmed and 
ventilated by the plenum fan system. Fresh air will be delivered 
to the class-rooms by an 83-foot by 4-foot three-quarter housing, 
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steel plate fan, belt driven by a 12-inch by 8-inch low pressure 
steam engine operating at 25 pounds steam pressure. The 
fan will normally deliver 27,000 cubic feet of air per minute. 

Two horizontal return tubular boilers will be installed, each 
60 inches in diameter, 19 feet 3 inches long, and containing 
74 38-inch charcoal iron tubes, 18 feet long. There will be 
approximately a total of 8,100 square feet of radiation, compris- 
ing indirect radiators in the main heating chamber, wall radia- 
tors in the class-rooms under the windows, direct radiators 
in the wardrobes and small rooms and pipe coils in the base- 
ment play-rooms and sanitaries. 

The class-rooms and assembly hall will be equipped with 
automatic temperature control. A thermostat placed in the 
main fresh air duct and connected to mixing dampers located 
in the walls of the primary heating chamber will maintain 
the air in the duct at a constant temperature of 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The wall radiators in each class-room will be under 
the control of a thermostat placed in the room. 

The horizontal fresh air ducts in the basement, together 
with the vertical warm air and vent ducts, will be of galvanized 
iron. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate 
flues to the top of the main ventilator.

Item 8.— Comins District, Roxbury, elementary school, 
lower grades. This building is being built on land situated 
at the corner of Fisher avenue and Parker street, Roxbury, 
in the Comins District. The area of the lot is 39,520 square 
feet. The area of the new building is 8,210 square feet. The 
building is laid out on the triangle form of plan, with a paved 
central approach from the corner of the two streets. On 
each side of the central approach is a boys’ and girls’ paved 
play-yard, which, with the building, occupy the whole lot except 
for a small macadam 12-foot 6-inch driveway to coal pocket 
on the Parker street side of lot. The building is two stories 
high, with basement under,” and contains ten class-rooms, 
one fresh air room and one room for kindergarten purposes. 
The teachers’ room is located on the first floor, the nurse, 
book and store rooms on the second, kindergarten emergency 
on the first floor, boys’ and girls’ emergency on the second. 
The main sanitaries for the boys and girls are in the base- 
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ment, where also is located girls’ and boys’ inside play-rooms 
and heating plant. The exterior walls are of red brick, includ- ~ 
ing belt course and sills, the upper belt course and capping to 
wall of artificial brick. The roof is flat and laid up with plastic 
slate. The floor and roof construction is of wood except over 
the boiler and coal rooms, which will be first-class construction. 

Heating and Ventilation— The building will be warmed 
and ventilated by a low pressure steam, gravity return, gravity 
indirect system. Ventilation will be stimulated by aspirating 
coils placed in the flues. 

There will be two horizontal return tubular boilers, each 
48 inches in diameter and 16 feet 3 inches long, containing 
50 3-inch charcoal iron tubes, 15 feet long. 

There will be a total of 7,187 square feet of radiation in- 
stalled. The class-rooms will be warmed by indirect pin radia- 
tors placed in brick heating chambers in the basement. The 
temperature of the air entering these rooms will be controlled 
by hand-mixing dampers operated by the teachers. The 
first floor corridors will have foot warmers. All other rooms 
in the building will be warmed by direct radiation. 

The warm air and vent flues for the class-rooms will be built 
of galvanized iron. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected to- 
gether by galvanized-iron ducts and run in separate flues to 
the top of the main ventilators. Connection will also be made 
to the space back of the urinals. The individual closets will 
have similar seat vents. Ventilation will be assisted by aspi- 
rating coils placed in the main vent flues. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with elec- 
tric lights, a telephone system for interior communication, 
a system of electric clocks, controlled by one master clock, a 
combined local and auxiliary fire-alarm system. 

Item 7.— Phillips Brooks District, elementary school, 
upper grades. ‘This building is located on a lot bounded on 
three sides by Danube, Brookford and Dacia streets, and 
faces north on a lot containing about 36,200 square feet, of 
which the building will occupy about 13,200 square feet, leav- 
ing 22,411 square feet for playground, about 30 square feet 
per pupil. It will contain twelve class-rooms of standard 
size, 23 by 29 feet, one of which is to be a fresh air class-room, 
and four larger class-rooms, 23 by 32, to seat fifty, an 
assembly hall, manual training-room and a cooking-room. 

The basement contains play-rooms, toilet-rooms, manual 
training and cooking rooms and the heating apparatus. There 
are eight class-rooms and assembly hall, teachers’ and nurse’s 
room on the first floor, and eight class-rooms, master’s room, 
reception-room and book-room on the second floor. 

_ The four large class-rooms are located two on each floor, 
two facing the east and two the west. 
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The building is of red water-struck brick, with concrete 
stone trimmings, and is of second-class construction, with flat 
roof of tar and gravel. 

Heating and Ventilation— The building will be warmed 
and ventilated by the plenum fan system. Fresh air will be 
delivered to the class-rooms by an 8-foot by 4-foot, three- 
quarter housing, steel-plate fan, belt driven by a 12-inch by 
8-inch low pressure steam engine operating at twenty-five 
pounds steam pressure. The fan will normally deliver 27,400 
cubic feet of air per minute. 

Two horizontal return tubular boilers will be installed, each 
60 inches in diameter, 19 feet 3 inches long, and containing 
74 3-inch charcoal iron tubes, 18 feet long. There will be a 
total of 7,541 square feet of radiation, comprising indirect 
radiators in the main heating chamber, wall radiators in the 
class-rooms under the windows, direct radiators in the ward- 
robes and small rooms and pipe coils in the basement play-rooms 
and sanitaries. 

The class-rooms and assembly hall will be equipped with 
automatic temperature control. A thermostat placed in the 
main fresh air duct and connected to mixing dampers located 
in the walls of the primary heating chamber will maintain 
the air in the duct at a constant temperature of 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The wall radiators in each class-room will be 
under the control of a thermostat placed in the room. 

‘The horizontal fresh air ducts in the basement, together with 
the vertical warm air and vent ducts, will be of galvanized 
iron. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate 
flues to the top of the main ventilator. Connection will also 
be made to the space back of the urinals. The individual 
closets will have similar seat vents. Ventilation will be assisted — 
by aspirating coils placed in the main vent flues. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with elec- 
tric lights, a telephone system for interior communication, a 
system of electric clocks controlled by one master clock, a 
system of program bells, also under control of the master clock, 
and a combined local and auxiliary fire-alarm system. 
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APPENDIX IX. 


REPORT ON HEATING AND VENTILATING. 


In the report of the previous year there was presented a list 
of those schools containing boilers which should be renewed 
during the next five years. Of the number selected for replace- 
ment during the past summer, those in the Comins and Hancock 
Schools were passed over on account of lack of money. This 
situation is becoming more serious each year. Unless some 
means is taken to secure a larger appropriation for this purpose, 
so that the department can keep pace with the necessary 
renewals, it will shortly be brought face to face with the problem 
of immediate renewals and no available money. To repair a 
worn-out boiler, for example, in midwinter, is not only a very 
expensive matter, but means the closing of the building until 
the work is completed and even then is merely a makeshift to 
tide over the cold weather. There is no economy in attempting 
to repack old-fashioned indirect radiators during the summer 
vacation, when it is extremely likely that they will leak two or 
three years later. 

The only successful solution of the problem is to set aside each 
year an amount of money sufficient to take care of the inevitable 
wear and tear. This means not only the replacement of the 
boilers, but also a gradual remodelling of the older systems, so as 
to bring them up to the present standards. 

There are a large number of buildings, some of them heated 
by furnaces and others by either direct, indirect or the older 
form of gravity indirect steam apparatus, which can be kept 
up to temperature in zero weather only by forcing. When it 
becomes necessary to supply the ventilation of the present day 
requirements by frequently flushing out the rooms with outside 
air, the apparatus cannot fulfil the conditions imposed upon it, 
to the discomfort of the pupils and teachers. Insufficient 
radiating and boiler surface, small piping, often buried under- 
ground and partially choked with scale and sediment, and wood 
vent ducts, restricted in area and discharging frequently into an 
attic space, cannot be expected to produce satisfactory results. 

Only the lack of money prevents the department putting into 
execution a plan which has been carefully prepared for system- 
atically renewing each summer the systems in several of the 
schools. This arrangement carried on for-a series of years 
would eventually put all of the apparatus in satisfactory 
condition. 

An excellent illustration of the opportunities for radical 
improvement which are possible if money were at the disposal 
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of the department, is found in the case of a group of schools in 
the Hancock and Eliot Districts, comprising the Hancock, 
Cushman, Hancock Annex, Paul Revere, Eliot and Christopher 
Columbus Schools. The heating and ventilating apparatus in 
the Hancock and Cushman Schools is the old-fashioned low 
pressure steam, gravity return type. The class-rooms contain 
direct-indirect radiators placed under the windows. The air 
for ventilation is obtained partly from what passes through 
small openings back of the radiators and partly from the open 
windows. ‘The vent ducts are of wood and are very small. 
There are two cast-iron sectional boilers in each building, those 
in the Hancock School being twenty-eight years old, while 
those in the Cushman are twenty-five years. The Hancock 
Annex contains a warm air furnace, inconveniently located, and 
the ventilation is poor. The other buildings have modern 
apparatus. The boilers in the Paul Revere School are cast 
iron and were installed twelve years ago. In the Christopher 
Columbus School there are four return tubular boilers which 
supply both this building and the Eliot School. 

On account of the extreme age of the boilers in the Cushman 
and Hancock Schools the time has arrived when they should be 
removed. Both systems should be remodelled to bring them 
up to the present standard. The installation of a new boiler 
plant in each building would mean a duplication of boilers, new 
chimneys, new coal bins, fouridations and general fireproofing 
work in each basement. Within a few years it will be necessary 
to supply new boilers in the Paul Revere School, and here again 
it will be a repetition. 

A tentative plan has been prepared for a central heating plant 
on land now owned by the city between the front of the Han- 
cock School and Prince street. The arrangement includes a 
fireproof building of concrete and brick, with facilities for coal 
storage, and a convenient system for handling fuel and removing 
ashes. The chimney will be of sufficient height to carry the 
products of combustion well above the adjoining buildings. It is 
proposed to install water tube boilers of ample capacity. The 
building being nearly at the center of distribution, the expense 
of laying steam mains to supply the various buildings will be a 
minimum one. The plan calls for the complete remodelling of 
the apparatus in both the Cushman and Hancock Schools, the 
removal of the furnace and the installation of a gravity indirect 
system in the Hancock Annex. Each of the two first mentioned 
buildings will have a plenum system of heating and ventilation, 
with a motor-driven fan, automatic temperature control, and an 
air washer and humidifier. An extension of the steam supply 
to the Paul Revere School would enable the boilers and coal 
storage space to be given up and a further connection to the 
Eliot and Christopher Columbus Schools would release these 
boilers, which could then be installed elsewhere. For a large 
portion of the school year the demand for steam to supply the 
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heating apparatus would be in excess of that required to operate 
engines for furnishing electric current for power and for lighting 
the entire group of buildings. With a market for exhaust steam 
the cost of producing electricity would be brought to the mini- 
mum. ‘The building as proposed is of sufficient size to contain 
direct connected units without further extensions. 

The many advantages of this plan will be apparent at’ once. 
The following are some of the more important ones: 

1. Freedom from fire arising either from overheated boilers 
or spontaneous combustion of coal. 

2. With the removal of the old type of heating apparatus 
and the installation of a modern system of air washing and 
humidification, the air supplied to the class-rooms would be 
thoroughly cleaned and purified, and in addition there would be 
an excellent opportunity afforded for a very thorough study of 
the benefits which it is claimed can be derived by humidifica- 
tion. There is no section of the city where there is greater need 
for pure air than in this district. 

3. Freedom from dust, soot and dirt in the buildings 
through the burning of coal and the removal of ashes. 

4. It will be possible to produce steam with greater economy 
in a centralized plant rather than in several smaller plants. 

5. With the responsibility for the heating apparatus of all 
the buildings centered in one person, there will be a more 
systematic effort to keep the temperature and air conditions in 
the various buildings at the proper point. 

6. With the removal of the boilers and coal storage rooms 
from the basements of the schools there will be more space 
available for other uses.

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APPENDIX X. 


REPORT ON ELECTRICAL DIVISION. 


In- GENERAL. 


The duties of the Electrical Division include the preparation 
of plans and specifications for all new electrical and gas work 
and the supervision of the work while in process of construction; 
also the operation and maintenance of the existing apparatus 
in old buildings. 

The organization of the division includes an electrical engi- 
neer, an assistant, two draughtsmen, one electrician on general 
repair work and a fire-alarm inspector. 

All work pertaining to the maintenance of the fire-alarm 
system and nearly all of the electric clock maintenance and the 
minor repairs to electric lights and telephone is attended to by 
the employees of the division, only the major items of repair 
work being sent out to contractors. 


ILLUMINATION. 


In recent years there has been a steadily increasing demand 
for improvement in the method of illuminating class-rooms, 
both by daylight and by means of artificial illuminants, and 
as outlined in our previous reports a large part of the pioneer 
work which has resulted in the adoption of the existing systems 
has been done by this department. This is particularly true 
in respect to the determination of proper methods of artificial 
illumination, for which purpose the Electrical Division has 
conducted an extensive line of study and experiment. ‘The 
results obtained from the system adopted have been very sat- 
-isfactory from both the physical and the economical standpoint. 
The system which is practically the same as the one outlined 
in the report for 1907-08 has now been installed in thirty-three 
of our school buildings and is giving excellent satisfaction. 
Practically the same system has also been adopted by New - 
York City, Chicago, St. Louis and many other cities. It is not 
expected that the system referred to represents finality in the 
development of schoolroom lighting; on the contrary, we realize 
that there is still much to be done and that much further study 
will be required to meet the more exacting requirement which 
must arise from a better understanding of the many contribut- 
ing features of illuminating engineering. It is particularly 
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gratifying to note the interest that the various medical bodies 
and associations for the conservation of vision as well as the 
electrical and illuminating engineering societies are taking with 
respect to this particular class of work. Many valuable papers 
and much data have been compiled and published by these 
societies and still further study and investigation is being made. 
A noteworthy instance of this is offered by the work now being 
done by the Russell Sage Foundation Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness, with which society this department is co-operat- 
ing by special invitation. As the importance of proper illumi- 
nation in class and study rooms becomes better understood the 
demand for still further extension of artificial lighting into 
existing buildings is quite certain to increase, until in the end 
practically all class-rooms will be so equipped. It is the aim 
of the department to keep closely in touch with the develop- 
ment of the art in order that the illumination of our class-rooms 
may be kept up to the highest possible standard. 


/ 
SIGNAL SYSTEMS. 


There is a constantly increasing demand for various types 
of electrical apparatus designed to promote safety, convenience 
and efficiency in administration. This demand which a few 
years ago was limited to a few call bells has now become such 
that no school is considered to be properly equipped unless 
supplied with fire alarm, electric clocks, program bells and a 
telephone system for interior communication. In many cases 
these various types of apparatus have been installed at dates 
considerably apart and each system has been installed without 
_ regard to its relation to other systems operating in conjunction 
with it. This has resulted in a considerable amount of duplicate 
wiring and power plant, the cost of maintaining and operating 
which has reached such proportions that it has become neces- 
sary to establish new standards of equipment which shall be 
designed to economize in both initial cost and maintenance. 
With this object in view the Electrical Division has during 
the past year given particular attention to the standardization 
of all apparatus entering into school equipment, eliminating 
unnecessary devices and installing only such apparatus as will 
promote efficiency and good service. These new standards 
will, of course, be applied to all new buildings and as fast as 
practicable the existing systems will be changed over to 
correspond. 


Fire ALARM. 


One hundred and sixty-two buildings are now equipped with 
the combination drill and auxiliary system. These 162 build- 
ings constitute practically all of the old buildings of five rooms 
or over, eighteen new buildings of first-class construction still 
remaining to be equipped. There are also thirty-two old 
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buildings which have not yet been provided with auxiliary 
connection to the Fire Department. 

The system has now been in use for nearly two years and has 
fulfilled all requirements, being simple, reliable and effective. 
In one instance (the Rice School) where a fire occurred during 
school hours, the scholars, about 700, were dismissed in perfect 
order and were outside the building when the fire apparatus 
arrived. 

It is the intention to extend the system into the remainder 
of the buildings as quickly as possible.

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APPENDIX XI. 


REPORT ON ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION. 


The work of this division consists of the making of draw- 
ings and superintendence of 

(a.) Some of the new buildings. 

(b) Major repairs and alterations of the present buildings. 

(c.) Laying out new sanitation. 

(d.) Making of standard drawings, seating plans, esti- 
mating, etc. 

(e.) Checking and getting information relative to various 
items. 

The work under (a) comprises taking the plot of ground as 
selected and the requirements as to the number of rooms as 
given, and making sketches, working drawings, details and 
specifications, and the following of the work until finally 
executed and completed. 

The work under (b) major repairs and alterations consists 
in the laying out and execution of such items as are out of the 
scope of the duties of the department inspectors. Such items 
as cooking-rooms, manual training rooms, fireproofing, fire 
escapes, teachers’ rooms, etc., are included. Also any changes 
involving the cutting of walls or floors where the stability or 
strength of the structure is concerned. While the work under 
(c) sanitation may be considered as a part of that under (6), 
it embraces a distinct line that should be considered by itself. 

Under (d) such work is performed as may be regarded as 
typical and applying to more than one job and saves the con- 
stant repetition of the same, thereby it is a saving of time and 
expense. Also such work as may be connected with the 
Appendices of the Annual Report of the Department. Also 
plans showing the layout of desks and seats for the respective 
grades in each class-room. Also the estimating of the approxi- 
mate cost of all work before the same is estimated by con- 
tractors in competition, so that some idea may be obtained 
beforehand of what is a fair price for said work, and the right 
amount to appropriate and set aside for same. It might be 
said that while this estimating work is needful and necessary 
in a public office, it is not required to any extent in a private 
business. Also considerable pioneer work is done along various 
lines. Under (e) are included many various items that con- 
tinually arise and which require more or less time to execute, 
or get information into such shape that a judgment or decision 
may be reached. Under this head might also be considered 
the checking up of bills for allowing payment to contractors 
tor work, performed. 
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The law requiring that contractors should file their bids in 
duplicate, one at the City Auditor’s office and one with this 
department, meant a material increase of the work of the 
division in the preparation of plans and specifications. 

The personnel of the division consists of six draughtsmen of 
architectural training, besides the head of division. As the 
work is comprised of many varying items and conditions it 
requires men of a thorough and general training. The division 
consisted of four draughstmen previous to May 15, 1910, at 
which time it was increased to six. A complete list of the 
work performed by the division for the year ending February 
1, 1911, will be found elsewhere in the report, Fut asc nmation 
might be given under two headings: 


(1.) Work performed and executed. 
(2.) Work performed and not executed, 7. e., either post- 
poned or abandoned. 


The contract cost of work under (1) was. fe $202.1 (8-00 
Approximate cost of work under (2) was . . 245,909 00 
Total of both items was . ; . $448,087 00 


Cost of this service, not including rent and light, for the 
year ending February 1, 1911, was $6,518, giving a result of 
1.4 per cent on the total amount of cost of all the work (1) and 
(2), or if we consider only (1) we get a result of 3.2 per cent as 
cost for work actually contracted for and executed. If this 
work had been performed by private offices the minimum 
charge would have been 5 per cent, and the cost would have 
averaged considerably more, as many of the items were altera- 
tions and required that the buildings should be measured in 
detail. 

The division is at present in such shape that I feel that we 
can accomplish considerably more than we have and even get 
better and quicker results for less cost.

REPORT. 


I inspected carefully the entries of all transactions for 
the period audited, and reviewed in detail all the clerical 
work performed — such as additions, postings and ver- 
ification of balances. I traced receipts of every nature 
into the banks where these moneys are deposited, and 
the purchases of all bonds into the investment book 
and saw proper vouchers from the parties from whom 
the bonds were purchased. 

I saw also that all moneys paid to the City Treasurer 
for the cancellation or redemption of debt were credited 
to the Board and used only for the purpose designated. 

I verified the correctness of the amounts of cash — 
belonging to the different funds — deposited in the 
various banks and trust companies of the city, the totals 
of which were, on March 9, 1911, $2,848,006.83; and 
furthermore examined thoroughly the treasurer’s annual 
report — under date of February 1, 1911 — and certify 
that the statements contained therein as to the receipts 
and disbursements of cash, the amounts of investments 
and the debt liabilities and resources of the Sinking 
Funds, are true in all particulars to the best of my 
knowledge and belief. 

I examined as of the 9th of March, 1911, all of the 
Securities — amounting to $38,058,180 — representing 
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the Sinking Fund investments, and found them in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the records. 

I also certify that the balance sheet of the thirty-first 
day of January, 1911, is a correct transcript from the 
ledger, and that the books and accounting affairs of 
the Board are in their usual admirable condition.

Hon. JOHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— In accordance with the requirements of chapter 
3, section 24, .Revised Ordinances, I have the honor 
to submit the annual report of the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1911. 


DUTIES. 


The duties of this department are to receive appli- 
cations from residents of Boston for state aid, under 
chapter 468, section 3, Acts of 1909; for military aid 
from legally settled Massachusetts soldiers only, under 
chapter 468, section 9, Acts of 1909; for soldiers’ relief 
from legally settled persons, under chapter 79, section 
18, Revised Laws, and for burial of soldiers and certain 
of their dependents, under chapter 468, section 17, Acts 
of 1909. 

Sworn statements are required from each applicant, 
which statements are verified by outside investigations. 
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The needs and eligibility of applicants having been 
ascertained, recommendations for state and military 
aid are made to the State Aid Commissioner, and for 
soldiers’ relief to the committee of the City Council 
which meets monthly to hear applicants and to act upon 
the commissioner’s recommendations. 

Monthly reports of all state and military aid cases 
are made and forwarded to the State Aid Commissioner 
in order to secure reimbursement to the city for the full 
amount disbursed for state aid and one-half the amount 
disbursed for military aid. 

In order to decide upon an applicant’s eligibility, 
the military record of the soldier, upon whose service 
all claims must be based, is verified from the records 
of the adjutant general of the state or from the War 
Department of the nation. 

Cases of military aid and soldiers’ relief involve the 
examination of tax books, directories and pauper records 
and the taking of oral testimony from outside parties, 
in order to prove a legal settlement in Boston, without 
which the applicants would not be entitled to the aid 
or relief sought. 

For the purpose of relieving the city from all expense 
possible, efforts are being continually made to secure 
the admission of applicants and beneficiaries to national 
and state soldiers’ homes. 

Where beneficiaries have adult children a systematic 
effort is made to induce the children to contribute to 
the support of their parents. 

Where applicants are unable to appear in person, 
agents of this department visit them at their homes 
and fill out the necessary blanks. 

In many cases the pension vouchers of beneficiaries 
are executed by our agents without charge both at the 
office and at their homes. 

Where it is found that applicants have legal settle- 
ments in other cities or towns, every assistance is 
rendered to enable them to secure relief from such 
places. 

In the following table will be found the number of 
applications for all forms of relief during the past year 
and the disposition thereof, also the totals of the year 
preceding for purposes of comparison. 

The unseemly number of rejections is accounted for

by the fact that many applicants were found. to have 


legal settlements outside of Boston, some were not in 
such ‘‘necessitous circumstances”’ as the laws required, 
while others were found to be poor ‘‘through their own 
dissipation and wrongdoing.”’ 

It is more than likely that, with all our care and 
investigation, aid may have been rendered to undeserv- 
ing persons. If so, we can only solace ourselves with 
the reflection that we have done our very best to protect 
the city and do exact justice to the nation’s defenders.

VISITATIONS. 


The good work in this direction is most praiseworthy, 
exceeding the splendid showing made the year previous. 
Visits to beneficiaries during the year number 2,787, and 
as a result of those visits 87 were dropped from the pay 
roll of the department and 12 reduced in amount of aid 
allowed. 

In addition to the above the male agents made 371 
visits for outside information, filled out 87 blanks and 
affidavits at the homes of sick applicants, made pay- 
ments to 17 infirm beneficiaries at their homes and made 
87 examinations of tax records. 


CHILDREN OF BENEFICIARIES. 


In response to a most reasonable suggestion made by 
the Finance Commission one year ago, a systematic 
effort has been made during the past year to induce the 
children of our beneficiaries to contribute to the support 
of their parents. It was necessary to make an appeal to 
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their better nature as the law does not hold children 
responsible except when parents are inmates of certain 
public institutions. In this effort 113 visits were made 
to children residing in Boston and vicinity and 154 
letters sent to those living at a distance. 

The children as a rule plead poverty or that their 
earnings are barely sufficient for the support of their 
wives and children. It is encouraging, however, to find 
that out of the 267 appeals made 17 have responded with 
promises to give their parents the following sums:

Should only 
a part of these promises be kept much good will be 
accomplished. While work along these lines will be 
continued, the results so far would seem to justify the 
statement heretofore made that, as a rule, poor parents ~ 
beget poor children, hence it follows that the beneficiaries 
of this department are thetparents of children as poor as 
themselves. 


STATE AID. 


Chapter 468, Section 3, Acts of 1909. 

The law granting state aid to Massachusetts soldiers 
in the War of the Rebellion was first enacted by the 
Legislature on May 28, 1861,-and is known as chapter 
222 of that year. It has been re-enacted every fifth year 
since then and is substantially the same except that in 
1898 it was made applicable to the Massachusetts sol- 
diers in the war with Spain. It is limited to $6 per 
month for soldiers and $4 for dependents. : 

Applicants found eligible for this aid are referred in 
person to the State Aid Commissioner, if they are able 
to go, and if approved by him are presented to the 
soldiers’ relief committee for concurrence. 

The whole amount paid under this law is reimbursed 
to the city by the state on December | of the year follow- 
ing that in which it was paid.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 
Chapter 79, Section 18, Revised Laws. 


This law was originally enacted in 1888 for the pur- 
pose of removing from the almshouses throughout the 
Commonwealth the large number of veterans and their 
dependents found therein, and supporting them in 
their own homes no longer as paupers but as honored 
beneficiaries of the cities and towns which had profited 
by their brave defence of the nation and in which they 
had acquired legal settlements. 

If, upon investigation, the applicant is found to be 
needy and eligible, recommendation is made to the 
soldiers’ relief committee of the City Council at its

Unusual success has crowned our efforts to secure 
the admission of veterans to soldiers’ homes. Eighteen 
have been sent to the Massachusetts Soldiers’ Home 
in Chelsea, seven of them having been taken there in 
an ambulance kindly furnished by the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings. 

We also secured admission and furnished transporta- 
tion for thirty-four veterans to the national soldiers’ 
homes, thus securing for them better care and sup- 
port and relieving the city from further expense on 
their account.

Our office force now consists of a secretary, an editorial 
clerk, a statistical clerk and a stenographer. 


SPECIAL PuBLICATIONS, No. 17. 


Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue, 1905-09. 


This number is the fourteenth of our annual Special 
Publications, entitled ‘‘Receipts and Expenditures of 
Ordinary Revenue,’’ and it covers the five-year period 
1905-09. It contains a complete comparative analysis 
of this class of the City’s financial transactions, showing 
in detail how the annual appropriation for each municipal 
department was expended in each year of the period, the 
items arranged side by side. Besides these itemized 
expenditures there is shown, for all departments that 
receive revenue, the amount of same credited to the 
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appropriation or turned into the general fund of the City 
Treasury, also the surplus or deficit of each department’s 
appropriation at the close of the fiscal year. There is, 
in addition, the appendix consisting of twenty-six pages, 
in which the other three classes of the City’s accounts 
are shown, viz., extraordinary, trust funds and book- 
keeping items, all of which are grouped with the ordinary 
in tables covering the same five-year period, the Suffolk 
County accounts being separated from those of Boston. 
Besides these single-page tables showing ‘Analysis of 
Receipts by Sources of Income” and ‘‘Summary of 
Receipts and Expenditures’’ for each year, there is a 
ten-page table in which the four classes of accounts for 
the fiscal year 1909-10 are analyzed according to the 
‘‘Uniform System” of the National Municipal League. 
This table is an example of what an improved system 
of municipal accounting should show. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the total of 
ordinary and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 
1909-10 amounted to $34,128,242, a decrease from the 
previous year’s total of $369,963, which is accounted for 
by the decrease in the receipts (extraordinary) from 
loans. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary 
for 1909-10) amounted to $33,237,817, or $1,204,058 
less than in the year preceding. 

In the ten-year period 1899-1908 the actual receipts of 
the City (ordinary and extraordinary) ranged between 
$27,178,217 (the lowest total) in 1900-01 and $34,615,577 
(the highest total) in 1905-06, showing a yearly average 
of $32,302,196, or $1,826,046 less than their amount in 
_ the fiscal year 1909-10. 

In the comparison of the actual expenditures (ordinary 
and extraordinary) it appears that the total for 1909-10 
(2. e., $33,237,817) exceeded the average for the pre- 
ceding decade by $751,275, but was less than the 
average for the preceding five years by $944,906. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of 
loans, etc.), the total of these was $29,482,370 in 1909-10, 
against $29,279,036 in the year 1908-09, an increase of 
$203,334. 

In the ten-year period 1899-1908 ordinary receipts 
alone ranged between $20,876,454 in 1899 (the lowest 
total) and $29,279,036 in 1908 (the highest total), show- 
ing an average for the decade of $25,018,760, and for the 
last five years of $26,889,140. 
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Taking ordinary expenditures alone, these ranged 
between $20,999,949 in 1899 (the lowest total) and 
$28,777,726 in 1908 (the highest total), their average 
for the ten-year period being $24,607,660 and for the 
last five years of the decade $26,711,918. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to the pay- 
ment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, appear 
in the following summary: |

The total expenditure for the three specified objects in 
the ten years, viz., $108,457,602, was 44 per cent of the 
aggregate ordinary expenditures for that period. 

Comparing the average annual expenditure for the 
same three objects in the decade, and the latter half of 
it, with the single year 1909-10, the increase is shown as 
follows:

In the five-year period covered by this Special Pub- 
lication (7. e., 1905-09), ordinary receipts amounted to 
$138,986,999, an increase of $19,180,478, or 16 per 
cent over similar receipts in the preceding five years, 
1900-04; while extraordinary receipts (7. e., loans, etc.), in

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the five-year period 1905-09 amounted to $31,520,737, 
against $35,866,132 in the five years 1900-04, a decrease 
of $4,345,395, or 12.12 per cent. 

Taking the loans separately for these two five- 
year periods, their total 1905-09 was $26,767,600, or 
$5,541,501 less than in the earlier period 1900-04. ° 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures in the five-year 
period 1905-09 their total was $137,884,309, an increase 
of $21,647,863, or 18 per cent over the same for the 
previous five years; while extraordinary expenditures 
decreased $9,234,090, or 22.13 per cent, from the earlier 
period to the later. 

The average annual ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools and Street Department for the 
two five-year periods ending with 1909 and 1904 are as 
follows:

The foregoing comparison shows an increase in average 
yearly expenditures for Debt Requirements in the later 
five-year period of $810,906, or 20.75 per cent; for 
Schools, an increase of $569,600, or 17.07 per cent; and 
for Street Department $595,245, or 20.29 per cent.

At the time this Annual Report was prepared, the 
December number of the Bulletin was not ready for pub- 
lication, and the following synopsis of Appendix articles 
therefore pertains only to the nineteen pages appearing 
in the March, June and September numbers: 
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Bulletin Nos. 1, 2 and 38, Volume XII., March, 1910. 


Population, Valuation, Tax Rate and Indebtedness, also 
other Taxation Statistics, for the Cities of Massachusetts 
wn 1909. 


This four-page article adds one more to our series of 
yearly comparative exhibits of the financial condition of 
the thirty-three cities in the State. 

As to “‘Tax Rate,’”’ the rank of Boston in 1909 was 
sixth from the lowest out of twenty-seven different rates, 
there being no change from the preceding year’s rate, 
$16.50. The lowest rate was in Springfield (7. e., $14.80) 
and the highest in Chelsea (7. e., $23). 

As to “Per Cent of Net Debt to-Valuation,’’ Boston 
ranked eleventh from the highest, or 5.41, Cambridge 
showing the highest percentage, or 7.89, and Chelsea 
the lowest, or 1.75, the latter city having made the | 
-remarkable decrease of 3.11 per cent since 1908. 

As to ‘‘ Assessed Valuation,” the total for Boston in 
1909 was $1,347,948,227, only 19 per cent of which ap- 
plied to personalty. This total valuation was greater by 
$20,285,889 than that of 1908. It amounted to 49 per 
cent of the valuation of all the cities, and to 36.16 per 
cent of that shown by the entire State. 

As to ‘‘ Net Debt,” that of Boston was $72,995,016, an 
increase over 1908 of $522,076 only, which is much the 
smallest annual increase of the public debt in recent 
years. Under ‘‘ Net Debt per Capita,” the item for Bos- 
ton in 1909 was $116.89, computed according to an 
estimated population of 624,490. As the actual popula- 
tion of the City proved to be 670,585 by the United States 
Census of 1910, the estimate for 1909 should be increased 
to 655,905, thereby decreasing the per capita net debt 
to $111.29. The only other city in the State which 
exceeds this is Newton, the corrected figures for which 
are $113.26 per capita. 

As to ‘‘ Assessed Valuation per Capita,” the increased 
figures for population change this to $2,051 for Boston 
in 1909, Beverly ranking next with $1,830 per capita and 
Newton third with $1,807. 

Of the ‘“Whole Number of Persons Assessed”’ in Boston 
(7. e., 236,095), those liable only for poll tax constituted 
72.5 per cent, while the number of ‘‘ Resident Individuals 
Assessed on Property” was 42,773. The ‘‘Per Cent of 
Resident Individuals Assessed (on Property) to Popu- 
lation’”’ is changed (by the corrected population totals) 
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to 6.52 for Boston, 5.08 for Holyoke, 5.69 for Fall River, 
and 5.74 for Lawrence, these being the four lowest.

The Growth of Boston in Population, Area, etc. 


This eight-page article is an historical and statistical 
review of the City’s growth—(1.) As shown by 
certain of the thirty-two censuses taken since 1722 — 
(2.) The different accessions and annexations to the 
original area, which was about 783 acres — (3.) Ele- 
ments of the Population in 1885 and 1905, with increase 
—(4.) Births and deaths, 1885 to 1909, inclusive — 
(5.) Immigrant aliens landed in the United States, 
1900 to 1909, inclusive, giving Massachusetts as destina- 
tion — (6.) Number of persons in Boston born in 
' Italy and Russia — (7.) Children born in Boston in 
1900 and 1908, by birthplace of fathers — (8.) Persons 
of school age, five to fourteen years, inclusive, 1885 to 
1909 — (9.) Foreign trade of the port of Boston, 
1885 to 1910 — (10.) Clearings of national banks, 1885 
to 1909 — (11.) Value of manufactures, 1885 to 1905, 
in census years — (12.)

The original land area of Boston Proper (7. e., 783 
acres) was increased by the filling in of the West and 
North coves to 1,904 acres (its present area), to which 
has been added, by annexations, 21,443 acres of original 
land and 1,396 acres of filled land, making a total of 
24,743 acres, the present land area of the entire City. 
Including 1,546 acres of flats and 1,075 acres of water 
area, the total to ward lines is 27,364 acres, or 42.76 
square miles. 

The population of Boston Proper in 1790 was 18,038, 
increasing in 100 years to 161,330, or 794.38 per cent., 
while that of the annexed territory was 6,262 (estimated) 
in 1790, increasing to 287,147 in 100 years, or 4,485.55 
per cent. 

Of the ten most populous cities of the country in 1910, 
only four were enumerated by the Census of 1790. 
In the period 1790-1910 the increase of population for 
those four cities was as follows: New York, 4,433,752, 
or 13,382.5 per cent.; Philadelphia, 1,506,564, or 3,549.8 
per cent.; Boston, 652,265, or 3,560.3 per cent.; Balti- 
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more, 439,972, or 3,258.3 per cent. But it should be 
noted that the annexed territory of New York is about 
ten times, and that of Philadelphia nearly four times as 
great as Boston’s. Confining the figures to the areas 
enumerated in 1790, the population increased ninefold | 
. in Boston, against sevenfold in New York, fourfold in 
Philadelphia and about twofold in Baltimore.

(A.) From the two-page article on the last School 
Census it appears that the school population numbered 
117,244 in 1910, or 1,717 more than in 1909, which is 
smaller by 1,315 than the average annual gain reported 
for the preceding five years. Of those in public schools 
(2. e., 88,064) there was a decrease from 1909 of 640, in 
private schools (7. e., 19,263).an increase of 1,351, and of 
those not attending any school (7. e., 9,917) an increase 
of 1,006. In the five years, 1905-09, the average 
annual number in the-public schools constituted 74.98 
per cent. of the total school population (7. e., five to 
fourteen years, inclusive) the number in private schools 
15.59 per cent. and not attending any school, 9.43 per 
cent. 

(B.) This full-page table affords a facile comparison 
(by wards) of the last four censuses, showing that the 
population increased from 496,920 in 1895 to 670,585 in 
1910; that the largest increase in any ward was 34,192 
in Ward 20, or 158.83 per cent.; that the smallest 
increase was 1,056 in Ward 18, or 4.87 per cent.; and that 
Wards 4, 5, 7 and 13 each show a decrease in the same 
fifteen-year period. 

(C.) In this table the population in 1910 of each of 
the 205 precincts will be found. Since 1895 fourteen 
precincts have been established, viz., seven in Ward 20, 
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three each in Wards 21 and 24 and one in Ward 19. The 
average precinct population is 3,271, but this number 
is exceeded in eighty-five precincts. The highest aver- 
age precinct population to the ward is in Ward 8, viz., 
5,405, and the lowest average is in Ward 5, viz., 2,135. 

(D.) In these two full-page tables is shown the 
population of the thirty cities and towns of the Metro- 
politan District (viz., those which are within ten miles 
of the State House) according to the eight censuses 
1875 to 1910 inclusive, with the changes and percentages 
every five years and for the entire period of thirty-five 
years. ‘The increase in the population of Boston for 
this period was 328,666, or 96.12 per cent.; of the ‘‘ First 
Zone”’ (v. e., the six cities and eight towns contiguous 
to Boston) it was 274,502, or 179.74 per cent.; of the 
“Second Zone” (2. e., the six cities and nine towns 
outside the ‘‘First Zone’’) the increase was 179,785, 
or 178.26 per cent.; of the twelve cities of the district 
outside Boston, it was 397,058, or 285.35 per cent.; and 
of the seventeen towns of the district it was 57,229, or 
50.02 per cent. In the entire Metropolitan District 
the increase for the thirty-five years was 782,953, or 
131.48 per cent. 

(H.) This full-page table gives the assessed valuation 
and net municipal debt of the thirteen cities and seven- 
teen towns of the Metropolitan District in each of the 
five years, 1905 to 1909. The valuation of the cities 
in 1909 was $1,857,004,409, and of the towns $277,399,- 
685, making the total for the district $2,134,404,094, of 
which Boston’s percentage was 63.15. The net munic- 
ipal debt of the cities in 1909 was $97,962,135, and of 
the towns $7,959,142, or a total for the district of 
$105,921,277, of which Boston’s percentage was 68.92. 
Much the largest reduction of debt from 1908 to 1909 
was shown by Chelsea, 7. e., from $1,014,550 to $420,697. 
The figures appearing in this table were compiled from 
the annual reports of the State Tax Commissioner. 


THe MunNIcIPAL REGISTER FOR 1910. 


This department, in accordance with a vote of the 
Joint Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, 
was intrusted with the compilation of the Municipal 
Register for the year 1910 and seeing it through the press. 
A document edition bound in heavy cardboard was 
published, as heretofore, in addition to the regular 
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cloth-bound edition. ‘This register contains 302 pages, 
including an index of eight pages. It appears in new 
type throughout and the arrangement of the contents 
is considerably improved, a new and larger map of the 
City also being substituted for the old one. 


SPECIAL REPORT. 


On August 16, 1910, this department furnished the 
City Council, in response to an order dated July 6, 
with detailed statements of the expenditures, from 1895 
to 1909 inclusive, for parks, playgrounds, boulevards, 
street improvements, ete., in Wards 8, 10 and 11 re- 
spectively. An abstract of this report was printed in the 
City Record of August 27, 1910, page 645. 

Other information on various subjects has been fur- 
nished from time to time to the Mayor, City Council 
and to the public. 

The distribution of this department’s publications 
and the annual volumes containing all the department 
reports among libraries, citizens and the executive 
departments of other cities, and the obtaining of muni- 
cipal and governmental publications in return, continued 
to receive careful attention, but our library space is 
much- below the needs of the department. 

During the year 640 persons or institutions have 
received regularly one or more of our publications 
(exclusive of their distribution among the City depart- 
ments) and our exchange of documents with foreign 
cities, etc., has been continued under the special arrange- 
ment with the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, 
460 packages of such having been thus forwarded.

S1rr,— In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the 


Street Department for the year ending January 31, 
1911, is herewith respectfully submitted. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department has been carried on dur- 
ing the year according to the provisions of chapter 3 of 
the Ordinances of 1908 with five subdivisions as follows: 


Central Office. Sanitary Division. 
Ferry Division. Sewer Division. 
Highway Division. Boston and Cambridge Bridges. 


Lamp Division. 
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Note.— The Boston and Cambridge Bridges Division 
so called is not properly a division of the Street Depart- 
ment, as this work is in charge of a commission of two, 
one member appointed by the Mayor of Boston and 
the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, under the 
provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; but on 
account of the fact that the present Superintendent of 
Streets is the Boston member of this commission and 
also because one-half of the expenses of this commission 
is defrayed by the Highway Division of this department, 
it is here treated as a division of this department. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Street Depart- 
ment during the year was made available from the 
following sources: 

First.— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. Before the 
commencement of each financial year, February 1, the 
department estimates of the amounts necessary for the 
proper maintenance of the various divisions are sub- 
mitted to the Mayor, who makes such recommendations 
as he may deem proper to the City Council. The 
maintenance appropriations, including permanent con- 
struction, as passed by the City Council and approved 
by the Mayor, were as follows:

PERMITS. 


By chapter 571 of the Acts of 1910, the department 
was authorized to collect fees for permits. A copy of 
this act follows: 


AN Act To AUTHORIZE THE COLLECTION OF FEES FOR PERMITS 
AND LICENSES ISSUED By DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY 
oF BosTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTIon 1. The heads of the various departments of the 
city of Boston may establish, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, reasonable fees or charges for the issuance of permits 
and licenses by said departments: provided, however, that 
the charge for a permit to make excavations in any street or 
sidewalk shall not exceed fifty cents. 

Sect. 2. The authority given in the preceding section shall 
not deprive any of the officials named in section twenty-eight 
of chapter four hundred and eighty-six of the acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and nine of any authority given therein to 
fix the charges for permits and licenses. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Acting under this authority, a schedule of prices for 
the different kinds of permits issued from the Permit 
Office was adopted, a copy of which follows: 
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SCHEDULE OF PRICES. 


City oF BoOsToN.—STREET DEPARTMENT. 


Notice to Corporations, Contractors and Others. (In Accordance 
with Chapter 571 of the Acts of 1910.) 


On and after July 15, 1910, a charge will be made for each 
permit issued from the Permit Office of this department in 
accordance with the following schedule: 

1. Openings in streets or sidewalks, 50 cents each. Limited 
to 100 linear feet on one permit. 

2. Emergency permits, Class A (for the above purpose), 
50 cents each. 

3. Advertising by man wearing hat and coat lettered (annual 
permit), $5 (or $1 per month). 

4. Cleaning snow from roofs (occupation of sidewalk and 
street while so doing), annual permit $1 each. 

5. Driving cattle through the streets (annual permit to 
driver), $5. 

6. Dumping snow from private property into public alleys 
(annual permit), 50 cents. 

7. Erecting and repairing awnings (annual permit), 50 cents. 

8. Erecting, altering or repairing buildings (occupation of 
street or sidewalk), 1 cent per square foot per month up to 
5,000 feet, and 4 cent per foot per month in excess of 5,000 
feet; the minimum charge to be at one month rate. 

9. Painting or minor repairs, 50 cents each. 

10. Feeding horses on streets (annual permit), $1 each. 

11. Moving buildings in streets, $5 per day; minimum charge, 
$10. 

12. Painting signs or notices on obstruction fences, $1 each. 

13. Placing, and removing, signs flat on buildings, 50 cents 
each. 

14. Projecting signs or lamps from buildings, $1 each. 

15. Raising or lowering safes, machinery, etc., $1 each. 

16. Loading and unloading goods (annual permit), charges 
to be based on conditions at each location. Minimum, $1; 
maximum, $5. 

17. Emergency permits (Class B), $1 each. 

re Special permits for other than above purposes, 25 cents 
each. 

19. Annual permits at rates other than those in the preceding 
classes, when in the opinion of the Superintendent of Streets 
such permits are requisite to the proper conduct of the permit 
system. 

All extensions will be considered renewals and the charge 
collected as for a new permit.

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The object of this schedule was to restrict, as much 
as possible, any unnecessary occupation of the streets 
and incidentally reduce the expense of the Permit Office. 
For the first month or so there was more or less objection 
by applicants for permits, but when the matter was 
explained they realized that it was not intended as a 
burden or imposition. Many attempts were made to 
evade payment and it became necessary to assist the 
Police Department in prosecuting a few of the most 
flagrant offenders and to establish a system of inspection 
of occupations for building operations. 

The income from this source amounted to $14,259.96, 
divided as follows:

If this rate of income can be maintained it will pay 
the actual cost of issuing permits and will cover a part 
of the cost of the inspection. 

Undoubtedly the greatest benefit to the citizens is 
the reduction of occupation of sidewalk and roadway by 
persons building, altering or repairing buildings. It has 
been customary for an applicant.for a permit to insist 
that he needed the entire sidewalk and at least six feet 
of the roadway along the front of his property. Under 


* $13,005.36 paid in to the City Collector. 
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the schedule, as adopted, the same applicants ask for 
only enough space to allow them to transport material 
across the sidewalk into the property, for exactly similar 
operations. Even in so small an operation. as on a 
frontage of twenty-five feet the occupation would 
formerly reach at least three hundred and fifty feet; 
now it is confined to fifty square feet for a temporary 
driveway, a three hundred foot saving to the public. 
Where an operation entailing the erection of several 
buildings is concerned the reduction of public incon- 
venience is plainly of considerable importance. 

Many of the older streets throughout the city are in 
great need of entire renumbering and several hundred 
in need of partial renumbering. Some of these streets 
were built with dwellings and the spread of business 
has changed them into stores and office buildings. In 
these cases the original numbering had to be changed, 
as not enough numbers were assigned to the dwellings 
to provide for additional entrances. ‘This necessitates 
dividing a number into parts, as No. 22, 22A, 22B, 22C. 
This is not only a source of inconvenience to the occupant 
but to the general public. 

Considerable difficulty exists in the handling of the 
number thirteen. For a number of years this number 
has not been used in numbering streets, and whenever 
possible, without causing trouble to property owners, 
existing thirteens have been replaced. There is extreme 
objection to the number on account of superstition. 
Owners, tenants and dealers state positively that build- 
ings so numbered do not sell or rent as readily as under 
another number. Where this number exists and the 
owner requests a change, he is assigned 11A in cases 
where the buildings next his are properly numbered 
eleven and fifteen. This causes inconvenience to the 
tenant or owner of number eleven who feels that he is 
imposed upon. 

Several times in the past attempts have been made 
to properly number a certain street in the business 
section and each attempt has produced strenuous 
opposition on the basis that certain business houses 
have built up their business on the number of their 
building. This has apparently been the honest belief 
of the protesting party but it is questionable if their 
business would be damaged in the slightest degree by 
a change of number. Mail would not be delayed, nor

would purchasers be annoyed to an appreciable extent. 
It is doubtful if, after a notice of reasonable length had 
been given, the changes were made there would be a 
noticeable effect on business. Probably the opposition 
is almost entirely due to a lack of public spirit and 
consideration for general convenience. 

In other cases where the entire renumbering of a 
street has become necessary, the opposition comes from 
the fact that the building number of some house that 
‘had a questionable reputation in the past might be 
assigned to one of respectability. Perhaps this is really 
a better objection than in the case of the business man, 
but it is questionable if it is of sufficient weight to 
counterbalance the need of renumbering..

road, Blue Hill avenue, Seaver street, Walnut avenue 
and Sigourney street to Glen road, by and not including 
Glen road, Green street, Centre street and Pond street 
to Arborway, by and not including Prince street to 
Brookline line, to Muddy river, to Longwood avenue. 

District 8.— South End and Roxbury North. 
Bounded northerly by District 10, namely, beginning 
at Fort Point channel and Atlantic avenue extension, 
by and including Atlantic avenue extension, Kneeland 
street, Eliot street, Park square, Boylston street and 
Massachusetts avenue to Charles river, by the west

Harvard street to Hyde Park line, by the Hyde Park line 
and the Milton line to Neponset river, to Harbor Com- 
missioners’ line. 
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District 10.— North and West Ends and Back Bay. 
Beginning at Atlantic avenue and Kneeland street, by 
and not including Kneeland street, Eliot street, Park 
square, Boylston street and Massachusetts avenue to 
Charles river, by the west bank, Charles river to the 
Harbor Commissioners’ line to Congress street, by and 
not including Congress street to Atlantic avenue, by 
and including Atlantic avenue to Kneeland street.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, January 31, 1911. 
Mr. Louis K. RourkKg, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir,— I respectfully submit report of income, 
expenditures and operation of the Ferry Division for 
the financial year ending January 31, 1911, and strongly 
urge that the following improvements be made: 

North Pier, South Ferry, Boston side, be rebuilt, the 
South Pier, North Ferry, Boston side, be rebuilt and that 
the ends of the middle pier, North Ferry, Boston side, 
be repaired. 

The piling of the repair dock, South Ferry, East 
Boston, should also be repaired. 

Several of the foundations for drops need repairs 
where foundations have settled and irons are worn out. 

The truss rods of drops should be adjusted. 

Guide piles on sides of tanks need repairs. 

Six bunters need renewal on drops. 

North Pier, East Boston side, North Ferry, rebuild 
ends and head of pier. 

Middle Pier, East Boston side, North Ferry, repair 
pier near head. 

South Ferry, East Boston, some repairs needed on 
the piers. 

South Ferry, Boston side, wharf where towboats tie 
up is in very poor condition. 

I further recommend that all the head-houses and 
drops be painted. 

The following changes were inaugurated in the divi- 
sion during the past year, in an endeavor to improve 
the service. 

On Saturday evenings the second boat at the South 
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Ferry was continued until 10 o’clock p. m. (to aececommo- 
date the market people), instead of hauling off at 8 p. m. 
as formerly. 

A third boat was added to the service at the South 
Ferry in July, 1910. 

All repair work that interfered with the traffic is 
done at night or on Sundays. 

At the North Ferry the unloading of coal to the coal 
pocket, which was always a source of annoyance and a 
delay to travel, is now done on Sundays or at night, 
thus giving a minimum of delay. 

Four additional watchmen have been added to the 
division for the protection of boats when not running. 

One extra gateman has been employed at the South 
Ferry, Boston side, because of the increased work due to 
the third boat. 

The ferryboat ‘‘General Sumner’”’ was rebuilt and put 
in commission in June, 1910. 

An appropriation for a new boat has been received 
and plans and specifications are now ready. 

The property in charge of this division is as follows: 

South Ferry, Hast Boston side.— Located at the ter- 
mination of Lewis street, and covers an area of 58,725 
square feet of land and water. On these premises are 
one head-house with canopies, one workshop for car- 
penters, machinist and blacksmith, one storehouse, one 
modern coal pocket, three piers which form the two 
slips, two drops and tanks, one wharf and dock where 
boats are laid when not in use or while undergoing 
repairs. 

South Ferry, Boston side.— Located at the termination 
of Eastern avenue, and covers an area of 38,135 square 
feet of land and water, on which are one head-house 
with canopies, one gate room, three piers which form 
the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Boston side.— Located at the termination 
of Battery street and covers an area of 45,000 square 
feet of land and water, on which are one head-house 
with canopies, one gate room, three piers which form 
the two slips, and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, East Boston side.— Located at the ter- 
mination of Border street, and covers an area of 62,138 
square feet of land and water, on which are one head- 
house with canopies, one boiler and room, one coal 
pocket, three piers which form the two slips, and two 
drops and tanks.

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APPENDIX B. 


REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE HIGHWAY DIVISION. 


Boston, Mass., January 31, 1911. 


Mr. Louis K. RovuRKE, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


Dear Srr,— I submit herewith a report of the income, 
expenditures and operations of the Highway Division 
for the year 1910. This includes the reports of both the 
Paving Service and the Bridge Service. 


PAVING SERVICE. 


The permanent pavements adopted last year, such as 
the special cut granite block and the vitrified brick block 
pavements, have been extended this year for consider- 
able areas in the city proper, Roxbury, West Roxbury 
and Dorchester. 

The recommendation of previous years relative to the 
ear track streets—that they be paved with granite, 
brick or some other durable wearing surface — is again 
made. Last year a good beginning was made in this 
respect on such streets as Washington street, West Rox- 
bury; Hancock street, Dorchester, and Longwood ave- 
nue, Roxbury. The following streets were paved with 
special cut granite blocks: Charles street, between 
Beacon and Boylston streets; and Washington street, 
West Roxbury, from Green to Walk Hill streets. 
North Market street, from Merchants row to Commercial 
street, was paved with large granite block on a concrete 
base. | 

The streets paved with brick blocks on a concrete base 
were Dudley street, from Harrison avenue to Magazine 
street; Damrell street, from Dorchester avenue to Old 
Colony avenue; Hancock street, from Columbia road to 
Winter street; Heath street, from South Huntington 
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avenue to Parker street; Longwood avenue, from Hunt- 
ington avenue to Brookline avenue, and Seneca street, 
from Harrison avenue to Albany street. 

Asphalt Work was confined almost entirely to resur- 
facing old asphalt streets— Parkman street, from North 
Russell to Blossom street, being the only extension of - 
the asphalt area during the year. | 

Wood Blocks were laid on Harvard street, from Wash- 
ington street to Harrison avenue; Milk street, between 
Pearl and Oliver streets, and on Pearl and Oliver streets, 
respectively, 148 and 153 feet southerly from Milk street. 

Macadam.— About 5.3 miles of new macadam streets 
were built in the residential sections of the city. With 
very few exceptions they are of the water bound type 
and were all built by contract. The maintenance of 
macadam streets is looked after by the department 
force. Some of the streets were treated with a coal tar 
product and a large area of ordinary water-bound 
macadam was resurfaced. 

Sidewalks.— It has been the policy of the department 
during the past year to construct artificial stone side- 
walks on all new streets and as a result there has been 
laid about seven (7) miles of sidewalks, or about 158,000 
square feet under the ‘‘393’’ Act and about three (3) 
miles laid under the ‘‘437” Act of 1893. 

Crusher Plants.— The stone crushing plants owned 
by the city are located at Codman street, Dorchester; 
Dimock street, Roxbury, and Chestnut Hill avenue, 
Brighton. The two former have not been operated for 
several years. The Chestnut Hill plant is operated 
under a lease, the contractor paying the city for each 
ton of stone quarried. The crushed stone required by 
the division for the resurfacing of streets has been fur- 
nished on the street in the different districts by contract. 

Street Openings.— The total number of permits issued 
this year for street openings was 29,851. These open- 
ings are distributed all over the city and permanent 
pavements are disturbed as freely as macadam streets. 
From experience in past years it is evident that street 
openings will increase in the future with the changes in 
the older sections and the developments in the outlying 
sections of the city, resulting in a destruction of street 
surfaces. To offset consequent expense, which must 
ultimately devolve upon the city, for repairs caused by 
these openings, deposits are required, when deemed 
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necessary, from the parties making applications for the 
permits, which are applied towards the cost of the neces- 
sary repairs. 

Steam Rollers.— At the beginning of the year the divi- 
sion owned eleven (11) 15-ton and one (1) 3-ton rollers, 
all being of the Buffalo-Pitts make, except the oldest in 
the service, which is an Aveling and Porter roller, made 
in England. The machines have had extensive repairs, 
about all of them being refitted with new speed pinions 
and shafts and new picks. 

Personal Property.— The personal property of the 
division (Paving), consisting of tools, hardware, horses, 
carts, harnesses, rollers, etc., has been kept up and is in 
very good condition, having a value of about $60,000. 

Yard and Wharf Room.— The yards and wharves in 
the several districts are the same as last year, with the 
exception of the wharf property at 492 and 494 Chelsea 
street, which was sold at public auction early in the year 
to the Standard Oil Company, for $20,100. <A descrip- 
tion of the property in charge of the division is given in 
another part of the report.

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HIGHWAY DIVISION (BrinGE SERVICE). 


There are in the City of Boston 163 bridges, not 

including culverts. Seven of these, namely, Brookline 
street, Cambridge, Cambridge street, Harvard, North 
Harvard street, Prison Point, and Western avenue to 
Cambridge, all connecting Boston and Cambridge, are 
in charge of two commissioners, one of whom is 
appointed by the Mayor of Boston and the other by the 
Mayor of Cambridge. The Charles River dam, on the 
site of the old Craigie Bridge, is in charge of the Charles 
River Basin Commission. One hundred twenty-two 
bridges are supported wholly or in part by the City of 
Boston, twenty-five of these being tide-water bridges 
provided with a draw. Forty bridges are supported 
entirely by railroad corporations. 
_ There are sixteen important drawbridges maintained 
by the City of Boston, namely, Broadway, Chelsea 
(south), Congress street, L street and Warren, operated 
by steam; Atlantic avenue, Charlestown, Chelsea 
(north), Chelsea street, Dorchester avenue, Dover street, 
Malden, Meridian street, Neponset and Summer street, 
operated by electricity, and Northern avenue, operated 
by compressed air, the compressors run by electricity. 

During the past year the following bridges have been 
built, rebuilt or extensively repaired: 


Albany Street Bridge.— Built an entire new floor, including steel 
floor beams, removed old overhanging sidewalks on outside 
of trusses and built new ones between trusses in roadway. 
Bridge has been entirely cleaned by sand blasting process and 
painted. The grades of roadway and sidewalk on bridge and 
also approaches have been changed in order to ease the 
gradient. 

Ashmont Bridge-—— An extension of about 58 feet over the 
Shawmut Branch, New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road, has been added to the bridge during the past year. 

Broadway Bridge— Over Boston & Albany Railroad. This 
bridge has been entirely cleaned by sand blasting process and 
thoroughly painted. The hangers for the steel floor beams 
have been renewed, the wooden flooring and sidewalks have 
been renewed and some new stringers. 

Charlestown Bridge— On April 29, 1910, a fire in the power 
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room destroyed part of the woodwork, all the electrical equip- 
ment, and seriously damaged much of the operating 
machinery of the draw, some of the wooden deck over the 
power room, and part of each sidewalk near the center of the 
draw. This necessitated the stopping of all water traffic 
that could not pass under the draw, as it was out of commis- 
sion completely for four days. After that it was in service 
only between the hours of 1.15 a. m. and 4.45 a. m., until 
June 1, when it was again in service to be opened on signal. 
A special appropriation was made to cover the cost of repair- 
ing the damage and to replace the draw in good working 
order. It was necessary to completely rebuild the power 
room, substituting metal and asbestos for the former wood- 
work, to renew the electrical equipment, and overhaul all the 
operating machinery, renewing parts severely damaged. 
This work has been completed except some of the cleaning and 
painting of the outside structural ironwork. 

Congress Street Bridge.— This bridge has been entirely cleaned 
and painted and the surface of both sidewalks have been 
renewed, including some stringers. . 

Dover Street Bridge.— On August 10, 1910, a fire on an adjoining 
wharf at the southwest corner of this bridge destroyed part 
of the sidewalk planks, surface, facia, roadway plank, paving 
and steel I-beams under the sidewalk. The damaged parts 
were renewed and the work has been completed. 

Neponset Avenue Bridge.— The surface of the Boston approach 
of this bridge has been renewed, some stringers replaced with 
new ones and new piles have been driven in the fender guards 
to replace broken or decayed ones. 

Summer Street Bridge (over Fort Point channel).—The flooring 
of the draw foundation at this bridge has been entirely 
renewed. 

Tollgate Bridge.-— During the past year a footbridge was built 
from Hyde Park avenue to Washington street over the loca- 
tion of the Providence Division of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad. It is a steel truss bridge sup- 
ported on steel trestles with a wooden flooring and wooden 
steps for approaches. 


The following-named bridges need extensive repairs: 


Chelsea South The draw of this bridge is much too light to 
carry the traffic which goes over it, and the conditions there 
are a source of great inconvenience to the traveling public. 
The bridge is operated by steam, and there is but one boiler. 
It is almost impossible to operate it by hand, and in case of 
any accident to the boiler there is no reserve boiler as on the 
other bridges operated by steam. There is now an appro- 
priation available for building a temporary bridge for use 
until such time as a permanent bridge is built. 
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Cottage Street Footbridge— The entire length of this bridge 
needs repairing, and the fences, about 3,000 feet, should be 
painted. 

Meridian Street Bridge-—— An appropriation has been made to 
cover the expense of partially rebuilding this bridge, and the 
work will be done during the coming year. 

North Beacon Street.— This bridge is in very poor condition, and 
should be rebuilt during the coming year. 

Southampton Street (over sluiceway).— The wooden bulkheads 
are in very poor shape, and the general condition very dan- 
gerous. This bridge should be rebuilt at once. 

Winthrop Bridge.— This bridge is in very poor condition. The 
amount paid for repairs annually would more than pay the 
interest on a loan sufficient to build a suitable bridge. The 
present bridge structure is too long, and the waterway could 
be partially filled and a new bridge built, of a much shorter 
length. Something should be done to replace this bridge at 
once. 


The following is a summary of miscellaneous repairs 
on the various bridges during the past year: 


TIDE-WATER BRIDGES. 


Atlantic Avenue.— Sheathed; put in oak headers. 

Broadway Draw.— Patched deck and sheathing three times; 
rebuilt draw and approaches; repaired pier twice; sheathed 
complete. 

Charlestown.— Patched sheathing four times; repaired oak 
headers five times; sheathed complete twice; repaired side- 
walks and bulkheads; repaired run to float; new gate posts; 
trimmed draw; painted power room inside. 

Chelsea North.— Repaired oak headers three times; patched 
sheathing three times; trimmed draw; repaired sidewalk; 
repaired waterway; repaired rests for draw twice; put in two 
trucks; repaired gate. 

Chelsea South.— Repaired gates; repaired latch; sheathed both 
sides twice; new oak headers; trimmed draw; patched 
sheathing twice; patched bulkhead; repaired doors and steps 
of house. 

Chelsea Street— Trimmed draw twice; built locker; painted 
landing stairs; painted signals on draw; painted roof of oil- 
house; patched sheathing. 

Commercial Point.— Sheathed and put in new flaps; patched 
sheathing. 

Congress Street— Sheathed three times; oak headers three 
times; repaired gutter and latch; repaired sidewalks; new 
beam for gearing; patched sheathing twice; two new side- 
walks; painted draw; shelter houses and fence; painted 
chords under sidewalks. 
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Dorchester Avenue Draw.— Patched deck and sheathing three 
times; sheathed complete; new headers twice; new stairs to 
pit; painted draw house and motor house; repaired gate and 
gate posts; rebuilt both draws; cleaned and painted iron- 
work of both draws; planked pier. 

Dover Street— Patched deck and sheathing six times; oak 
headers three times; sheathed downstream side; painted 
shelter houses and set glass; repaired sidewalk and roadway; 
cleaned and painted iron beams. 

L Street.— Painted draw house inside and out; repaired side- 
walks; removed waterway; patched sheathing; new oak 
headers. 

Malden.— Trimmed draw; sheathed both sides; repaired wheel 
guards; repaired fence; painted draw house outside and 
inside; repaired sidewalk; repaired header; patched sheath- 
ing. 

Meridian Street.— Painted draw house inside and out; repaired 
fence on draw twice; painted fence; patched sheathing; new 
oak headers; repaired wheel guard; sheathed both sides; 
repaired waterway of pier; repaired latches on draw; 
repaired house. 

Neponset.— Patched deck and sheathing five times; repaired 
fender guard; new oak headers. 

North Beacon Street— Repaired hinges; patched deck and 
sheathing three times; sheathed draw complete. 

Northern Avenue.— Built cover for jack slides; sheathed road- 
ways three times; patched sheathing five times; repaired 
oak headers twice. 

Summer Street— Patched deck and sheathing four times; 
repaired draw house; repaired shelter house and motor house; 
painted draw house, shelter house and motor house; sheathed 
both sides; oak headers twice; rebuilt both draws; cleaned 
and painted both draws. 

Warren.— Repaired track; repaired draw; patched sheathing 
nine times; repaired headers six times; sheathed complete; 
new oak headers; repaired rest on draw; repaired sidewalks 
three times; repaired gates; repaired landing three times; 
repaired house; patched deck twice; repaired pier ; repaired 
fence twice; repaired wheel guard; painted both draws; 
painted house inside and out; repaired and painted stable on 
bridge; painted fence; repaired boiler room; built new gate; 
trimmed draw. 

Western Avenue to Watertown.— Patched deck and sheathing; 
repaired wheel guard; rebuilt draw and approaches; painted 
ironwork. 


INLAND BRIDGES. 


Albany Street.— Patched and sheathed deck twice. 
Allston.— Sheathed part of one side; patched sheathing. 
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Ashland Street.— Sheathed between tracks. 

Ashmont Bridge.— Rebuilt. 

Baker Street.— Sheathed. 

Beacon Street (B. & A.)—Sheathed uptown side; patched 
downtown side twice. 

Blakemore Street.— Patched sheathing; rebuilt roadway and 
sidewalks; cleaned and painted ironwork. 

Blue Hill Avenue—— Patched sheathing and repaired sidewalks; 
sheathed both sides. 

Bolton Street— Repaired sidewalks. 

Boston Street.— Sheathed uptown side. 

Boylston Street (B. & A.).—Sheathed; patched sheathing 
once. 

Broadway (B. & A.).— Cleaned and painted girders of span 
over main tracks; patched deck and sheathing eleven 
times. 

Brookline Avenue.— Patched sheathing twice. 

Cambridge Street (B. & M.).— Repaired sidewalks twice. 

Central Avenue.— New beams; deck and sheathing. 

Columbus Avenue.— Sheathed both sides; cleaned and painted 
I-beams under sidewalks; rebuilt sidewalks. 

Cottage Street Footbridge— Lowered approach; repaired piling. 

Dartmouth Street.— Patched sheathing three times. 

Dorchester Avenue (over Plymouth Division). — Patched uptown 
side; sheathed uptown side; patched deck. 

Ferdinand Street—— Sheathed; patched sheathing. 

Florence Street.— Sheathed. 

Gainsborough Street Footbridge.— Repaired steps. 

Gold Street— Repaired and painted fence. 

Harvard Street.— Sheathed one side. 

Hyde Park Avenue.— Sheathed complete. 

Massachusetts Avenue (over Providence Dvivision).— Patched 
sheathing twice; sheathed both sides; sheathed center 
roadway. 

Milton Repaired deck twice; repaired paving; patched 
deck and put in new beams.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS TO GOVERN THE 
OPENING OF THE DRAWS IN THE BRIDGES 
CROSSING BOSTON HARBOR, MASSACHU- 
SETTS, AND THE NAVIGABLE WATERS 
TRIBUTARY THERETO. 


THE Law. 


The River and Harbor Act of August 18, 1894, con- 
tains the following section: 


Sect. 5. That it shall be the duty of all persons owning, 
operating, and tending the drawbridges now built, or which 
may hereafter be built across the navigable rivers and other 
waters of the United States, to open, or cause to be opened, the 
draws of such bridges under such rules and regulations as in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War the public interests require 
to govern the opening of drawbridges for the passage of vessels 
and other water crafts, and such rules and regulations, when 
so made and published, shall have the force of law. Every 
such person who shall willfully fail or refuse to open, or cause 
to be opened, the draw of any such bridge for the passage of a 
boat or boats, or who shall unreasonably delay the opening of 
said draw after reasonable signal shall have been given, as pro- 
vided in such regulations, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than two thousand dollars nor less than one thou- 
sand dollars, or by imprisonment (in the case of a natural person) 
for not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court: Provided, That the proper 
action to enforce the provisions of this section may be com- 
menced before any commissioner, judge, or court of the United 
States, and such commissioner, judge, or court shall proceed 
in respect thereto as authorized by law in case of crimes against 
the United States: Provided further, That whenever, in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War, the public interests require it, 
he may make rules and regulations to govern the opening of 
drawbridges for the passage of vessels and other water crafts, 
and such rules and regulations, when so made and published, 
shall have the force of law, and any violation thereof shall be 
punished as hereinbefore provided. 


THe RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


In accordance with the law above quoted, the following 
rules and regulations are prescribed to govern the open- 
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ing of the draws in the bridges crossing Boston Harbor, 
and the navigable waters tributary to the said harbor. 


Bridges without Closed Hours. 


1. The draw in each and every bridge hereafter 
named in this paragraph shall, upon the signal prescribed 
in paragraph 7 below being given, be opened promptly 
at all hours for the passage of any vessel or vessels or 
other water craft not able to pass underneath it: Pro- 
vided, That when the draw in any of the said bridges 
shall have been open for ten (10) minutes or longer, it 
may be closed for the crossing of trains, cars, vehicles or 
individuals if any be waiting to cross, and after being so 
closed for ten (10) minutes or for such shorter time as 
may be necessary for the said trains, cars, vehicles or 
individuals to cross, it shall be again opened promptly 
for the passage of vessels or other water craft if there be 
any such desiring to pass. The requirements of this 
paragraph shall apply to each and every one of the fol- 
lowing-named bridges, so called, to wit:

Across Malden River.— Malden River Bridge on Revere Beach 
Parkway and Medford Street Bridge at Malden. 

Across Charles River.— Grand Junction Railroad Bridge, Cam- 
bridge Street Bridge, Western Avenue Bridge, North Harvard 
Street Bridge, Arsenal Street (Western Avenue) Bridge and 
North Beacon Street (Market Street) Bridge. 

Across Reserved Channel.— L Street Bridge, South Boston. 

Across Neponset River.— New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Bridge, Neponset Avenue Bridge and Granite Bridge. 

Across Weymouth Fore River.— Quincy Point Bridge and East 
Braintree Bridge. 

Across Weymouth Back River.— Hingham Bridge. 

Across Crystal Cove-— Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad 
Bridge. 

Across Tenean Creek.— Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge. 


Bridges with Closed Hours. 


2. Between the hours of 9 a. m. and 4.30 p. m., and 
between the hours of 7 p. m. and 6.30 a. m. on week days, 
and at all hours on Sundays, and on legal holidays ob- 
served in the locality, the draws in each and every bridge 
hereafter named in this paragraph shall, upon the signal 
prescribed in sae es 7 below being given, be opened 
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promptly for the passage of any vessel or vessels or 
other water craft not able to pass underneath it: Pro- 
vided, That when the draw in any of the said bridges 
shall have been open for ten (10) minutes or for such 
shorter period as may be necessary for the passage of 
vessels or other water craft desiring to pass, between the 
hours aforesaid, it shall be closed for the crossing of 
trains, cars, vehicles or individuals if any be waiting to 
cross, and after being so closed for ten (10) minutes or 
for such shorter time as may be necessary for the said 
trains, cars, vehicles or individuals to cross, it shall be 
again opened promptly for the passage of vessels or 
other water craft if there be any such desiring to pass. 
Between the hours of 6.30 a. m. and 9 a. m., and between 
the hours of 4.30 p. m. and 7 p. m., the draws in the 
bridges hereafter named in this paragraph shall not be 
required to be opened on week days for the passage of 
any vessel, vessels or other water craft excepting during 
the periods between 7.05 a. m. and 7.15 a. m., between 
8 a.m. and 8.10 a. m., between 5.20 p. m. and 5.30 p. m., 
and between 6.20 p. m. and 6.30 p. m., and excepting 
also as provided in paragraphs 4, 5 and 11 of these rules 
and regulations. The requirements of this paragraph 
shall apply to each and every one of the following-named 
bridges, so called, to wit: 


Across Mystic River.— Chelsea Bridge South, Chelsea Bridge 
North, Malden Bridge, Boston & Maine (Eastern Division) 
Railroad Bridge and Boston & Maine (Western Division) 
Railroad Bridge. 

Across Charles River.— Harvard Bridge. 

Across Fort Point Channel.— Northern Avenue Bridge, Con- 
gress Street Bridge and Summer Street Bridge. 


3. Between the hours of 9.10 a. m. and 4.15 p. m. 
and between the hours of 7.40 p. m. and 6.15 a. m. on 
week days, and at all hours on Sundays, and on legal 
holidays observed in, the locality, the draws in each and 
every bridge hereafter named in this paragraph shall, 
upon the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being 
given, be opened promptly for the passage of any vessel 
or vessels or other water craft not able to pass under- 
neath it: Provided, That when the draw in any of the said 
bridges shall have been opened for ten (10) minutes or 
for such shorter period as may be necessary for the 
passage of vessels or other water craft desiring to pass, 
between the hours aforesaid, it shall be closed for the 
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crossing of trains, cars, vehicles or individuals, if any be 
waiting to cross, and after being so closed for ten (10) 
minutes or for such shorter time as may be necessary for 
the said trains, cars, vehicles or individuals to cross, it 
shall be again opened promptly for the passage of vessels 
or other water craft, if there be any such desiring to 
pass. Between the hours of 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m. 
and between the hours of 4.15 p. m. and 7.40 p. m., the 
draws in the bridges hereafter named in this paragraph 
shall not be required to be opened on week days for the 
passage of any vessel, vessels or other water craft ex- 
cepting that when the tide is high at Charlestown Navy 
Yard between 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m., the draw- 
bridges hereafter named in this paragraph shall be - 
opened for a period between 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m. 
not exceeding ten (10) minutes and within forty-five (45) 
minutes before or after said high tide for the passage of 
all vessels or other water craft when of a draft of twelve 
(12) feet or over, if there be any such desiring to pass; 
the exact time of opening within the prescribed limits 
of 45 minutes before and after said high tide to be pre- 
scribed by the railroad companies, due regard being had 
for causing minimum interference with railroad sched- 
ules, highway traffic, and the interests of navigation. 
The opening time of each bridge shall be so fixed as to 
permit continuous passage through the next and follow- 
ing bridges located in direction of course of vessel or 
other water craft.

Boston Elevated Railway Bridge and Charles River Dam 
Bridge. ; 

Across Fort Point Channel.— Dorchester Avenue Bridge, 
Atlantic Avenue (Cove Street) Bridge, New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Bridge, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford (Y connection) Railroad Bridge, Broadway 
Bridge, Dover Street Bridge and New York, New Haven & 
Hartford (South Bay Junction) Railroad Bridge. 


4. The draw in Chelsea Bridge North shall, upon 
the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being given, 
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be opened promptly at all hours for the passage of any 
vessel, vessels or other water craft whose draft is eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more; and any vessel, vessels or other 
water craft proceeding upstream that during any of the 
periods on week days from 7.05 a. m. to 7.15 a. m., 8 a.m. 
mee em. o-20 py m.'to0/0.00 p. me.and 6.20 p.m: ‘to 
6.30 p. m., shall have passed through Chelsea Bridge 
North, or through any other bridge across Mystic River 
between Chelsea Bridge North, and Boston & Maine 
(Western Division) Railroad Bridge, shall be passed 
promptly on signal through each and all of the bridges 
located upstream from Chelsea Bridge North, the pro- 
visions of paragraph 2 of these rules and regulations to 
_ the contrary notwithstanding; and any vessel, vessels 
or other water craft proceeding downstream that 
during any of the aforesaid periods shall have passed 
through Boston & Maine (Western Division) Railroad 
Bridge or through any other bridge across Mystic River 
between Boston & Maine (Western Division) Railroad 
Bridge and Chelsea Bridge North shall be passed 
promptly on signal through each and all of the bridges 
located downstream from Boston & Maine (Western 
Division) Railroad Bridge, the provisions of paragraph - 
2 of these rules and regulations to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

5. The draws in Northern Avenue Bridge, Congress 
Street Bridge and Summer Street Bridge shall, upon 
the signal prescribed in paragraph 7 below being given, 
be opened promptly at all hours for the passage of any 
vessel, vessels, or other water craft whose draft is eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more. 

Any vessel, vessels or other water craft proceeding 
upstream through Northern Avenue Bridge shall be 
afforded continuous passage through Congress Street 
Bridge and Summer Street Bridge; and any vessel, 
vessels or other water craft proceeding downstream 
through Summer Street Bridge shall be afforded con- 
tinuous passage through Congress Street Bridge and 
Northern Avenue Bridge, the provisions of paragraph 2 
of these rules and regulations to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 


_ GENERAL RULES. 


6. The length of time that a draw has been open shall 
be computed from the time that the draw span begins 
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to move in opening, and the length of time that a draw 
has been closed shall be computed from the time that 
the draw span ceases to move in closing. 

7. When a vessel or other water craft intends to pass 
through the draw of one of the bridges covered by these 
rules and regulations, the master or pilot of the vessel 
or craft shall, on approaching within signalling distance, 
signify his intention to pass through the bridge by 
sounding with a whistle or horn the signal prescribed 
below, viz.: 


General Signals. 


For Meridian Street Bridge: Two (2) long blasts 
followed immediately by two (2) short blasts and one 
(1) long blast. 

For all other bridges: Two (2) long blasts followed 
immediately by two (2) short blasts. 


Special Signals. 


For Chelsea Bridge North, by vessels drawing eigh- 
teen (18) feet or more: Four (4) long blasts. 

For Northern Avenue, Congress Street and Summer 
Street Bridges, by vessels drawing eighteen (18) feet or 
more: Four (4) long blasts. 

The signal given by a master or pilot shall be imme- 
diately answered from the bridge by three (3) long 
blasts of a whistle or horn unless under these rules and 
regulations a delay in opening the draw is permitted, and 
in case of such a delay the signal shall be immediately 
‘answered by two (2) long blasts. <A long blast of a 
whistle or horn as herein provided shall continue for 
three (3) seconds and a short blast for one (1) second. 

8. Upon hearing or perceiving the signals prescribed 
in paragraph 7, or upon verbal request from the master 
or pilot of any vessel or other water craft waiting at the 
bridge, the tender or operator of the draw of the bridge 
signalled shall at once open the draw for the prompt 
passage of any vessel or other water craft unless under 
these rules and regulations a delay in opening the draw 
is permitted: Provided, That the draw may not be opened 
if there is a train, car or other vehicle at the time passing 
over said draw, or if a train or car is approaching so 
closely that it cannot be safely stopped before reaching 
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the draw, but the draw shall be opened as soon as it 
can be cleared, and no person, vehicle, car or train shall 
be permitted to begin to cross the draw after it has been 
signalled to open, excepting as herein provided. 

9. Trains, cars, vehicles, or persons shall not be 
stopped on any draw span for the purpose of delaying 
the opening of the draw, nor shall any vessel or other 
water craft be so handled or placed as to delay the open- 
ing or closing of any draw span, but all passage over, 
under or through a draw span shall be prompt so as to 
reduce delays to water and bridge traffic to a minimum. 
Upon notice from the Secretary of War so to do, the 
owner or owners of any bridge whose draw is held closed 
as authorized in paragraph 2 of these rules and regu- 
lations shall station and maintain at such bridge a tug 
to aid vessels and other water craft in passing expedi- 
tiously through the draw thereof. 

10. The owner or owners of every bridge covered by 
these rules and regulations shall maintain in good and 
efficient order the draw span and the machinery and 
appliances for operating the same and for assisting 
vessels while passing through the draw. The said 
owner or owners shall also provide and maintain at the 
draw span such number of drawtenders or operators as 
may be necessary to open and close the same promptly; 
and they shall also provide and maintain in good order 
on the bridge piers or fenders such fixtures as may be 
necessary to vessels in mooring or making fast while 
waiting for the draw span to open. 

11. These rules and regulations shall not apply to 
steam vessels owned or leased by the United States, 
nor shall they apply to vessels employed by the City of 
Boston or other municipality for police and fire pro- 
tection. All such United States and municipal vessels 
shall be passed without delay through the draws of all 
bridges, at any hour of the day or night, upon signalling 
by four (4) long blasts of the whistle. 

12. These rules and regulations shall take effect on 
May 12, 1910, and all regulations or parts of regulations 
in conflict therewith are hereby revoked to take effect 
on that date.

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HIGHWAY DIVISION -(Pavine SERVICE). 


The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year under the supervision of the 
Chief Engineer: 


Chane street, from Boylston street across feman street, 
about 1,427 feet in length, was repaved with special five (5) 
inch granite blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete 
base with pitch and pebble joints, by Coleman Brothers, under 
contract, who also did the excavating and regulating. Part 
of the old paving blocks were hauled by the contractor to Har- 
vard avenue, Brighton, part to the Massachusetts avenue lot, 
a small amount to Dartmouth street and the balance to District 
No.3 Yard and District No.4 Yard. The edgestone and side- 
walk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The track area was paved by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. The former surface was granite blocks on a gravel 
base with pitch and pebble joints. 

Dorchester avenue, between Mt. Washington avenue and 
Dorchester avenue bridge, about 917 feet in length, was 
repaved with the existing granite blocks on a gravel base with 
gravel joints, by Thomas Kiernan, under contract, who also 
did the regulating. The former pavement was granite blocks 
on a gravel base with pitch joints. 

North Market street, from Merchants row to Commercial 
street, about 645 feet in length, was repaved with large granite 
blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with 
pitch and pebble joints, by C. W. Dolloff & Co., under contract, 
who also did the excavating and regulating. The old paving 
blocks, crossing blocks and flagging were hauled by the con- 
tractor to the South Yard, Albany street. The edgestones and 
sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials necessary for the paving were 
furnished by the contractor. The former pavement was 
granite blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Washington street, from Green street to the Arborway, is 
about 3,442 feet in length. Work was commenced on this 
street in 1909 and was completed this year. The roadway was 
paved with special five (5) inch granite blocks on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. 
This work was done under contract by John F. O’Connell, 
who also did the excavating and regulating. The old gutter 
blocks, cobblestones and crossing blocks were hauled to the 
Rosemary Street Yard by the contractor. The new paving 
blocks and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. The new straight edgestone was furnished 
by the city at the South Yard and hauled by the contractor. 
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All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
track area was paved with large granite blocks on a concrete 
base with pitch and pebble joints by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. ‘The former surface was macadam. 

Washington street, from the northerly side of the Arborway 
to beyond the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, 
about 1,445 feet in length, was paved with special granite 
blocks, five (5) inches in depth, on a six (6) inch Portland 
-cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. This 
work was done under contract by James Doherty, who also 
did the excavating and regulating. The new straight edge- 
stone was furnished by the city at the South Yard and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The old 
flagging and gutter blocks were hauled to the Child Street 
Yard by the contractor. The track area was repaved with 
large granite blocks on a concrete base, with pitch and pebble- 
joints, by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The 
former surface of this street was macadam. 


ASPHALT. 


Doane street, from Broad street about 130 feet. westerly, was 
resurfaced by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, under a 
three (3) year maintenance guarantee, with one and one-half 
(14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one and 
one-half (13) inches of bituminous concrete binder upon the 
existing concrete base, which was cleaned off and brought to 
within three (3) inches of the finished surface of the roadway 
with Portland cement concrete. The regulating of the cross- 
walks and paving at Broad street was done by the contractor. 
This work was necessitated by settlements due to building 
operations. The former surface was Trinidad asphalt on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base. 

Kingston street, from Essex street to Beach street, about 492 
feet in length, was resurfaced by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company, under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee, with 
one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing 
surface and one and one-half (14) inches bituminous concrete 
binder, upon the existing concrete base, which was cleaned off 
and brought to within three (8) inches of the finished surface 
of the roadway with Portland cement concrete. The cross- 
walks at Essex and Beach streets were repaved with pitch and 
pebble joints by the contractor, who also did the regulating. 
The new paving blocks and flagging were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. The former surface of this street 
was Sicilian rock asphalt. 

Parkman street, from North Russell street to Blossom street, 
about 239 feet in length, was paved by the Warren Brothers 
Company, under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee, with 
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one and one-half (14) inches of Acme asphalt wearing surface 
and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base. The con- 
tractor also did the excavating and regulating. The new paving 
blocks, flagging and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The old paving blocks and 
flagging were hauled by the contractor to the Massachusetts 
avenue lot. The former pavement was granite blocks on a 
gravel base. 

Massachusetts avenue, southerly roadway, from Columbus 
avenue to Washington street, about 1,848 feet in length, was 
resurfaced by the Warren Brothers Company, under a five (5) 
year maintenance guarantee, with one and one-half (14) inches 
of Acme asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches 
of bituminous concrete binder. Bituminous binder was used 
to make up the irregularities in the existing concrete base with 
the exception of a portion from Tremont street, about 100 feet 
easterly, which, on account of a change in grade, was removed 
and replaced with a new Portland cement concrete base. The 
contractor did the excavating and regulating. The new edge- 
stone, sidewalk bricks and granite blocks were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The former surface of this street 
was Trinidad asphalt. 


Woop Btiock PAVING. 


Harvard street, from Washington street to Harrison avenue, 
about 414 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a six 
(6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with grout bed and 
joints, by J. H. McCarthy, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guarantee. The excavating and regulating were done by the 
contractor. The old granite blocks and flagging were hauled 
to the South Yard and to Forbes street by the contractor. The 
new granite blocks and sidewalks bricks were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All the other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. The former pavement was granite 
blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Milk street, between Pearl and Oliver streets; Pearl street, 
from Milk street about 148 feet southerly and Oliver street, 
from Milk street about 153 feet southerly, in all about 664 feet 
in length, were paved with wood blocks on Portland cement 
concrete base, with grout bed and joints, by James Doherty, 
under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The old concrete 
base was built up with new concrete to the proper subgrade. 
The contractor did the excavating and regulating. The old 
paving blocks were hauled to the South Yard by the contractor. 
All the new materials were furnished by the contractor. In 
connection with this work, Milk street, between Oliver and 
Batterymarch streets, and parts of Post Office square were 
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repaved with the old granite blocks on the existing concrete base, 
with pitch and pebble joints. The former pavement of Milk 
street, from Pearl to Oliver streets, and of Pearl street, was 
granite blocks on a concrete base, with cement grout joints. 
Milk street, from Oliver to Batterymarch streets, and Oliver 
street were formerly paved with granite blocks on a concrete 
base with pitch and pebble joints. 


Brick Buock PAVING. 


Dudley street, from Harrison avenue to Magazine street, about 
2,685 feet in length, was paved with Mack brick blocks on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with grout joints, 
by James Doherty, under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 
The contractor also did the excavating and regulating. The 
track area was paved by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany with the same materials as the rest of the street. The 
new edgestone and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All the other new materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The old granite blocks were 
hauled to the Dimock Street Yard and the Massachusetts 
avenue lot by the contractor. The former surface of the street 
was granite blocks on a gravel base. 

Damrell street, from Dorchester avenue to Old Colony avenue, 
about 1,008 feet in length, was paved with Mack brick blocks. 
(See Assessment streets.) 

Hancock street, from Columbia road to Winter street, is about 
2,290 feet in length. The contract for paving this street with 
Mack brick blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete 
base, with grout joints, was awarded to the Central Construc- 
tion Company. The westerly side of the street for its entire 
length and easterly side for a distance of about 700 feet have 
been paved this season. Work will be resumed in the spring. 
The new edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other new materials were furnished by the 
contractor, who also did the excavating and regulating and 
hauled the old paving blocks to the Hancock Street Yard. The 
westerly track of the Boston Elevated Railway Company was 
paved by that company with the same material as the rest of 
the street. The street will be completed during the coming 
year. 

Heath street, from South Huntington avenue to Parker street, 
about 3,079 feet in length, was paved with Mack brick blocks 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with cement 
grout joints, by Field, Barker and Underwood, Inc., under a 
five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The contractor also did 
the excavating and regulating. Granite blocks on a six (6) inch 
concrete base, with cement grout joints, were substituted for 
the brick blocks from the westerly part of Lawn street to about 
65 feet west of Lawn street. The granite blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The flagging and 
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sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The old granite blocks, flagging and cobblestones were hauled 
to the Dimock Street Yard by the contractor. The former 
surface of the street was macadam. 

Longwood avenue, between Huntington avenue and Brookline 
avenue, about 2,138 feet in length, was paved with Mack brick 
blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with 
grout joints, by Field, Barker and Underwood, Inc., under a 
five (5) year maintenance guarantee. A portion of the roadway, 
about 50 feet in length, at Huntington avenue, was paved with 
granite blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base 
with grout joints. The contractor also did the excavating and 
regulating. The new straight edgestone, flagging and granite 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The sidewalk bricks and circular edgestone were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. The former surface of the 
street was macadam. 

Seneca street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street, about 
509 feet in length, was paved with Mack brick blocks on a six 
(6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with grout joints, by 
the Paving Service forces. All the materials were furnished by 
the city. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed or are 
in the process of construction under the provisions of 
chapter 393 of the acts of 1906 and the acts in amend- 
ment or in addition thereto: 


Addison street, from Saratoga street across Pope street, is 
about 1,446 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty 
November 26, 1910. Work was begun November 28, 1910, 
and suspended December 28, 1910. The work done this year 
consisted in placing filling. Work will be resumed early in 
the spring. 

Aldrich street, from Belgrade avenue to Beech street, is 
about 1,754 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury 
Trap Rock Company April 30, 1910. Work was begun May 
4, 1910, and completed October 1, 1910. It is a forty (40) 
foot street with granite edgestone at the street corners; has a 
six (6) inch macadam roadway, four (4) foot granite block dish 
eutters, flagging crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks, four 
and one-half (45) feet in width, and seeded loam spaces one and 
one-half (15) feet in width. The straight edgestone and 
flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
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by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. Underdrains 
were laid, connecting the cinder foundations of the walks with 
the catch-basins, the object being to prevent the accumulation 
of water at the low end of the walks and a consequent upheaval 
which might be occasioned by the action of frost in the ground. 

Alpha road, from Waldeck street to Park street, is about 
958 feet in length. The contract for: constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty May 13, 1910. 
Work was begun June 8, 1910, and completed August 15, 1910. 
It is a fifty (50) foot street, with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and seven (7) foot sidewalks, consisting of 
an artificial stone sidewalk four and one-half (45) feet wide, 
and a seeded loam space two (2) feet wide. On a part of the 
street artificial stone sidewalks had been built previous to the 
present construction. Such of these as were in good condition 
and conformed to the present construction were allowed to 
remain. About 260 linear feet of the edgestone was set on a 
concrete base. The flagging was furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Antrim street, from Bennington to Ashley streets, is about 
341 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to J. H. McCarthy June 27, 1910. 
Work was begun June 30, 1910, and completed November 1, 
1910. Itisa forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and brick sidewalks, seven (7) feet 
in width. The circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Avenue Louis Pasteur, from Longwood avenue to the Fenway, 
is about 1,354 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty 
October 20, 1909. Work was begun October 28, 1909, when 
the loam spaces were excavated and the loam placed, and on 
December 24, 1909, work was suspended for a few days. Work 
was completed July 8, 1910. This street is for the greater 
part 100 feet wide, with an eight (8) inch tar macadam road- 
way and three (3) foot vitrified brick gutters. The Longwood 
avenue end is constructed in the form of a circle of ninety-three 
(93) foot radius, with a loam space twenty (20) feet in diameter, 
surrounded by an artificial stone walk ten (10) feet wide, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The road- 
way of the circle is paved with vitrified brick on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base with grout joints. The edge- 
stone is similar to that used by the Park Department. The 
crosswalks are vitrified brick on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base with grout joints and protected on the edges by 
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granite blocks. The sidewalks are twenty-five (25) feet wide, 
consisting of a loam space fifteen (15) feet wide and crushed 
stone ten (10) feet in width. This loam space is widened at 
intervals of twenty (20) feet to form pits for the planting of 
trees. At these points five (5) feet of the crushed stone walk 
overlay the loam space. The edgestone and sidewalk bricks 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. ‘The granite 
paving blocks were furnished by the city at the South Yard, 
and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Alther street, from Hampden to Reading streets, is about 
258 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty April 26, 1910. 
Work was begun April 26, 1910, and completed May 9, 1910. 
It is an eighteen (18) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, with two and one-half (25) foot granite block gutters, 
granite edgestone and brick sidewalks, two and one-half (23) 
feet in width. The paving blocks, edgestone and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Balfour street, from Wayland to Dalkeith streets, is about 
339 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Joseph B. O’Rourke & Co., May 
13, 1910. Work was begun July 30, 1910, and completed 
September 20, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six 
(6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone, and seven (7) foot 
artificial stone sidewalks, laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guarantee. The flagging was furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Bucknam street, from Lawn street to Fisher avenue, is about 
394 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons Company 
August 17, 1910. Work was begun November 22, 1910, and 
suspended December 7, 1910. This is, for the greater part, a 
forty (40) foot street, and is to have a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and crushed stone sidewalks, seven 
(7) feet in width. The work done this year consisted of exca- 
vating and setting the edgestone, which was furnished by the 
contractor. The work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Colberg avenue, from Belgrade avenue to Beech street, is 
about 1,530 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company, April 30, 1910. Work was begun May 12, 
1910, and completed November 1, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot 
street, with granite edgestone at the street corners, has a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, four (4) foot granite block dish gutters,

. flagging crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks, four and one- 
half (43) feet in width. The straight edgestone and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee. Underdrains were laid, connecting 
the cinder foundations of the walks with the catch-basins, the 
object being to prevent the accumulation of water at the low 
end of the walks and a consequent upheaval which might be 
occasioned by the action of frost in the ground. 

Clarkwood street, from Blue Hill avenue to Norfolk street, 
is about 1,020 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James H. McCarthy 
May 138, 1910. Work was begun September 29, 1910, and 
suspended December 3, 1910. This street is practically com- 
pleted, as all that remains to be done is a small area of artificial 
stone sidewalk to be laid. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a 
six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and a seven (7) 
foot sidewalk, consisting of a four (4) foot artificial stone walk 
and a loam space. On a part of this street the artificial stone 
walks had been built, and, as they were found to be nearly to 
grade, they were allowed to remain. Work will be resumed in 
the spring. The flagging was furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. All the other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Damrell street, from Dorchester avenue to Old Colony avenue, 
is about 1,008 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company August 19, 1910. Work was begun August 20, 1910, 
and completed November 30,1910. It is a forty (40) foot street 
with a Mack brick block roadway from Dorchester avenue to 
Ames street, a distance of about 560 feet and a granite block 
roadway from Ames street to Old Colony avenue, granite edge- 
stone and seven (7) foot brick and artificial stone sidewalks. 
The granite blocks and flagging were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The sidewalk bricks were furnished 
by the city on the line of the work. All the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid by Warren Brothers Company under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee. 

Deaconess road, from Brookline avenue to Bellevue street, is 
about 257 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company May 17, 1910. Work was begun May 23, 1910, and 
completed July 22, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot street with a 
six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. These sidewalks were laid under 
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a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The flagging was fur- ° 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Edgar street, from Parker to Mechanic streets, is about 178 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co., 
April 15, 1910. Work was begun July 9, 1910, and completed 
August 17, 1910. It isa thirty (80) foot street with a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and five (5) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks, laid under a five (5) year maintenance guar- 
antee. The paving blocks and flagging were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All the other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. 

Farquhar street, from South street across Selwyn street, is 
about 718 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Thomas F. Minton April 
8, 1910. Work was begun April 21, 1910, and completed July 
22, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, 
seven (7) feet in width. The straight edgestone and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Hyde Park avenue, from about 300 feet north of Ashland street 
to the Hyde Park line, is about 2,224 feet in length. The con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
the West Roxbury Trap Rock Company September 14, 1909. 
Work was begun September 20, 1909, and completed November 
16, 1910. It is an eighty (80) foot street with a double car 
track. It has a six (6) inch macadam roadway each side of 
the tracks, three (3). foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and crushed stone sidewalks, thirteen 
(13) feet in width. On account of the change in grade of this 
avenue it was necessary to regulate Ashland street for about 
288 feet and Canterbury street for about 150 feet southeast 
from Hyde Park avenue. Ashland street is a fifty (50) foot 
street with a double car track. It was constructed with a six 
(6) inch macadam roadway each side of the car tracks, four (4) 
foot granite block dish gutters and crushed stone sidewalks, 
seven (7) feet in width. Canterbury street is a forty (40) foot 
street and was constructed with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, four (4) foot granite block dish gutters and crushed stone 
sidewalks, six (6) feet in width. The straight edgestone was 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Howe street, from Hancock street to about 657 feet southwest- 
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erly. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to James Doherty April 26, 1910. Work was 
begun May 12, 1910, and completed June 23, 1910. It is a 
forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and a seven (7) foot sidewalk consisting of a four and 
one-half (43) foot artificial stone walk and a seeded loam space. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The flagging was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee, 

Kempton street, from Huntington avenue to Fenwood road, 
is about 609 feet in length. The contract for constructing 


the surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman 


Sons Company May 6, 1910. Work was begun June 4, 1910, 
and completed July 25,1910. This street varies from forty-five 
(45) to fifty (50) feet in width. It has a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite and artificial stone edgestone and eight (8) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The existing artificial stone 
sidewalks were relaid in part and the balance allowed to remain. 
New artificial stone sidewalks were laid where none formerly 
existed. These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee. The necessary sidewalk brick and 
flagging were furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Kingsdale street, from Wales street about 250 feet easterly. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to Joseph B. O’Rourke & Co. April 8, 1910. Work 
was begun April 20, 1910, and completed July 11, 1910. It is 
a fifty (50) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and eight (8) foot artificial stone sidewalks, laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The straight 
edgestone, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Leon street, from Ruggles to Greenleaf streets, is about 891 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to James Doherty September 8, 1910. 
Work was begun October 10, 1910, and suspended November 
28, 1910. It is a thirty (30) foot street with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and, when completed, will have 
artificial stone sidewalks, five (5) feet in width. The edge- 
stone, gutters and roadway have been practically completed; 
the cinder foundation for the artificial stone sidewalks has 
been placed and the artificial stone will be laid as early in the 
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coming spring as possible. The granite blocks and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Meehan street, from Williams street to Rossmore road, is 
about 420 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty May 6, 
1910. Work was begun June 16, 1910, and completed July 
13, 1910. It is a twenty (20) foot street with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, two and one-half (24) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestones, one brick 
sidewalk five (5) feet wide and one gravel sidewalk one (1) 
foot wide. The straight edgestone was furnished by the city, 
part was hauled by the contractor and part delivered on the 
line of the work. The circular edgestone and sidewalk brick 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. The flagging 
was furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Marbury terrace, from Amory street to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 346 feet in length. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to James Doherty October 18,1909. Work was begun Novem- 
ber 15, 1909. The edgestone was set, the gutters paved and 
the cinder foundation for the sidewalks placed and work was 
then suspended on December 6, 1909. .Work was resumed 
March 23, 1910, and the macadam surface placed, artificial 
stone sidewalks and the flagging crosswalks laid. Work was 
completed April 18, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot street with 
a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks seven (7) feet in width. The edgestone was 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guarantee. 

Mechanic street, from Ruggles to Edgar streets, is about 169 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of. 
this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. April 
15,1910. Work was begun July 9, 1910, and completed August 
17, 1910. It is a thirty (80) foot street, with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The straight 
edgestone, flagging and paving blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Mora street, from Washington street to Milton avenue, is 
about 1,259 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Joseph B. O’Rourke & 
Co. April 15, 1910. Work was begun June 3, 1910, and 
completed October 3, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot street with 
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a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and sidewalks 
seven (7) feet in width, consisting of artificial stone four and 
one-half (43) feet in width, and a seeded loam space two and 
one-half (25) feet in width. These sidewalks were laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. About two hundred 
(200) linear feet of existing artificial stone sidewalks were 
allowed to remain. The flagging was furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. The straight 
edgestone was furnished by the city,—part being hauled by 
the contractor and the balance delivered on the line of the 
work. ‘All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Penhallow street, from Melville avenue to Mather street, is ° 
about 316 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone side- 
walks, was awarded to Frank H. Cowin Company July 15, 
1909. Work was begun October 27, 1909, and suspended 
December 14, 1909. Work was resumed April 25, 1910, and 
completed May 10, 1910. The work done this season con- 
sisted in placing and seeding loam spaces. The contract 
for constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded 
to James Doherty July 15, 1909. Work was begun April 
13, 1910, and completed April 23, 1910. These sidewalks, 
which are four (4) feet in width, were laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guarantee. 

Plainfield street, from Rossmore road to Williams street, is 
about 251 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Thomas F. Minton 
May 20,1910. Work was begun July 22, 1910, and completed 
August 19, 1910. It is a thirty (80) foot street, with a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters,’ 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks five (5) feet in width, laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee. The flagging was furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials 
were hauled by the contractor. The surplus excavated mate- 
rial was hauled by the contractor to Morton street, between 
Harvard street and Blue Hill avenue. 

Prescott street, from Frankfort street to the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn Railroad, is about 1,218 feet in length. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to James Doherty November 3, 1909. Work was begun 
November 22, 1909, and suspended December 24, 1909. Work 
was resumed March 14, 1910, and completed May 16, 1910. 
It is a fifty (50) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and brick sidewalks eight (8) feet in width. 
All the materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Rosemont street, from Gustine street to Train street, is about 
433 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
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of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty May 20, 
1910. Work was begun June 8, 1910, and completed July 27, 
1910. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch mac- 
adam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. The flagging was furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Ralston street, from Dorchester avenue to Boston street, is 
about 224 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty September 
8, 1910. Work was begun September 13, 1910, and suspended 
* November 23, 1910. The work done this year consisted in 
placing filling and building a bulkhead and fence on the north- 
erly side of the street. A temporary plank walk was built 
for use during the winter. Work will be resumed early in the 
spring. 

Rochdale street, from Cobden to Fenner streets, is about 190 
feet in length. The surface of this street was constructed by 
the Street Department forces. It is a forty (40) foot street, 
with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and a 
seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalk. The contract for 
constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to J. 
J. Sullivan November 14, 1910. Work was. begun November 
16, 1910, and completed November 21, 1910. These sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Reaford street, from Blue Hill avenue to Oakland street, is 
about 1,013 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James H. Ferguson June 
5, 1909. Work was begun June 9, 1909, and suspended Novem- 
ber 18, 1909. It was resumed May 28, 1910, and completed 
June 14, 1910. The work done this year consisted in placing 
and seeding the loam spaces. It is a forty (40) foot street, 
with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and 
seven (7) foot sidewalks, consisting of a four and one-half (43) 
foot artificial walk and a seeded loam space. The contract 
for constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
Warren Brothers Company June 9, 1909. The cinder founda- 
tion was placed in the fall of 1909. Work was resumed April 
8, 1910, and completed April 29,1910. These sidewalks were 
laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Sudan street, from Dorchester avenue to Sagamore street, 
is about 716 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to J. C. Coleman & Sons 
Company April 8, 1910. Work was begun April 14, 1910, and 
completed May 21, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a 
six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) 
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foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and 
flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Taft street, from Dorchester avenue to Pleasant street, is 
about 648 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty July 7, 
1910. Work was begun July 14, 1910, and completed August 
9, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch mac- 
adam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. On a part of the street, artificial stone sidewalks had 
been built previous to construction. Such of these as were 
in good condition were allowed to remain. The new artificial 
stone walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guarantee. 

Welles avenue, from Dorchester avenue to Argyle street, is 
about 723 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co., 
May 6, 1910. Work was begun May 16, 1910, and completed 
August 31, 1910. It is a sixty (60) foot street with a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and ten (10) foot side- 
walks, consisting of a six (6) foot artificial stone walk and a 
seeded loam space. The flagging was furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Wentworth street, from Norfolk street to Dunbar avenue, is 
about 858 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Joseph B. O’Rourke & 
Co. April 15, 1910. Work was begun April 29, 1910, and 
completed July 30, 1910. It is a forty (40) foot street, with 
a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and 
flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor.

Whitman street, from Norfolk street to Dunbar avenue, is 
about 808 feet in length. The contract for constructing the

Work was begun May 2, 1910, and com- 
pleted August 1, 1910. It is a fifty (50) foot street with a six 
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(6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five 
(5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Beaumont street, from Carruth street to Adams street, is 
about 1,706 feet in length. The construction of the surface 
of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, 
was done by the Street Department force. Work was com- 
pleted July 27, 1910. It is a thirty-two (32) foot street with a 
six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and five and 
one-half (53) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The contract for 
coustructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
Adams-Pond Company September 8, 1910. Work was begun 
September 12, 1910, and completed September 26, 1910. The 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 


GENERAL. 


Brent street, from Washington street to Wainwright street, 
is about 1,130 feet in length. The contract for regulating the 
sidewalks and edgestones on this street, from Washington 
street to Talbot avenue, was awarded to C. W. Dolloff & Co. 
October 1, 1910, and extended to Wainwright street, October 
24, 1910. Work was begun October 17, 1910, and completed 
November 17, 1910. The sidewalk bricks, paving blocks and 
edgestone were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Corbet street, from Norfolk street to Selden street, is about 
1,155 feet in length. ‘The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James H. McCarthy October 26, 
1909. Itisa forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot crushed stone side- 
walks. Work was begun March 28, 1910, and completed June 
20, 1910. The paving blocks, straight edgestone and flagging 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Glenway street.—An artificial stone: sidewalk was laid, under 
a five (5) year maintenance guarantee, on the westerly side of 
this street near Harvard street, by Jeremiah J. Sullivan. Work 
was begun November 11, 1910, and completed November 15, 
1910. : 

Harrison avenue, Waltham and Union Park streets—An arti- 
ficial stone sidewalk was laid on these streets, bounding a tri- 
angular planting space, by Jeremiah J. Sullivan, under a five 
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(5) year maintenance guarantee. Work was begun November 
7, 1910, and completed November 11, 1910. 

Morton street was widened and graded from Harvard street 
to about 300 feet easterly. The contract for this work was 
awarded to the Commonwealth Construction Company April 
21, 1910. Work was begun May 2, 1910, and completed May 
16, 1910. 

Old Colony avenue, from Dorchester street across Hyde street, 
is about 1,090 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty Octo- 
ber 15,1910. Work was begun October 24, 1910. This avenue 
is located, in part, on the old location of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, being an extension of that part of the avenue which was 
built in 1908-09, and when completed will open up a thorough- 
fare from Dorchester avenue to the Strandway. The work 
this season has consisted in the placing of filling by the 
contractor. 

Rowena street, from Carruth street to Bushnell street, is 
about 427 feet in length. The construction of the surface of 
this street, with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, 
was done by the department force. It is a forty (40) foot 
street with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (8) granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks, seven (7) feet in width. Work was begun 
August 2, 1910, and completed October 14, 1910. The con- 
tract for laying the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
the Adams-Pond Company September 19, 1910. Work was 
begun September 21, 1910, and completed September 30, 1910. 
These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guarantee. ' 

Ruthven street and Elm Hill avenue.—An artificial stone side- 
walk was laid on these streets, at the Mt. Pleasant Home, by 
Jeremiah J. Sullivan, under a five (5) year maintenance guar- 
antee. Work was begun October 26, 1910, and completed 
November 7, 1910. 

Saratoga street (southerly side), from Moore street 200 feet 
easterly; Moore street (westerly side), between Saratoga street 
and Bennington street, and Bennington street (northerly side), 
from Moore street about 200 feet easterly, have a total length 
‘of about 550 feet. The contract for laying an artificial stone 
sidewalk on these streets was awarded to David M. Biggs & 
Co. November 17, 1910. These sidewalks were laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guarantee and the contractor fur- 
nished all the materials. The necessary regulating of edge- 
stones and gutters was done by the department force. 

Welles avenue, from Argyle street to Talbot avenue, is about 
282 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. July 16, 
1910. Itisa sixty (60) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and ten (10) foot sidewalks, consisting 
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of a six (6) foot artificial stone walk and a seeded loam space. 
The flagging was furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. All the other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Washington street, westerly side, from Williams to Marvin 
streets, is about 1,050 feet in length. The contract for laying 
an artificial stone sidewalk was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan 
September 2, 1910. Work was begun September 27, 1910, and 
completed October 11, 1910. The contractor also did the 
necessary regulating of edgestone and paving and furnished the 
materials. This sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year main- 
tenance guarantee. 

Freeport street (westerly side) at Commercial Point Bridge. 
A contract for filling, slope paving and building fence was 
awarded to James Doherty November 8, 1910. The work 
done consisted of depositing filling to form a slope and upon 
this slope granite slope paving was laid and a fence was built on 
the line of the street. This work was done to prevent the 
street from being washed away by the action of the tide. 
Work was begun November 14, 1910, and completed December 
14, 1910.

SIDEWALK DEFECTS. 


The inspection for sidewalk defects during the year 
has not been so extensive as that of the year previous, 
as the inspection force was put on the inspection of man- 
holes in roadways. The results have shown that this 
is a matter that should not be overlooked if the public 
is to be protected against accidents involving not only 
physical injuries but financial loss to taxpayers through 
actions against the city for recompense. In addition 
to the work done by the Paving Division to repair these 
defects, notices were sent to property owners to make 
repairs as follows:

MANHOLES AND COVERS. 


An inspection of manholes, made to ascertain the 
general condition of same, resulted in notices being sent 
from this office to the effect that 607 of them needed 
repairs either in having dangerously smooth covers 
replaced or by changes in castings or grade. This 
inspection was brought about by the large number of 
cases of horses slipping or falling from this cause.

CLAIMS. 


The inspector assigned to the inspection of locations 
where accidents resulting in claims against the city are 
alleged to have occurred, has inspected and looked 
up data on 620 cases. This work is for the information 
of the superintendent of streets and the attorneys 
attached to the Law Department. Owing to the 
inspection of sidewalk area covers, coal holes and other 
Openings in, or adjacent to, sidewalks, the number of 
defects has been reduced materially and the liability 
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has correspondingly decreased. The ordinary wear and 
tear on the sidewalks however is sufficient to keep an 
inspector busy on claim work and the average cost per 
claim is exceedingly low. One inspector covers the 
entire city on this work. 


Notices To MAKE REPAIRS. 


There have been 15,467 notices sent to the district 
foremen of the Paving Division, contractors, public 
service corporations and others to make repairs in the 
streets where defects existed for which they were respon- 
sible. 

There have been 384 notices sent to departments, 
corporations and others to perform work under the 
direction of the chief engineer of the Paving Division.

POLES. 


Permits have been issued for the placing of one hun- 
dred sixty-seven (167) poles in public ways in accordance 
with plans filed in the Permit Office. 
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Permits have been issued for the removal of four 
hundred ninety-four (494) poles in accordance with plans 
filed in the Permit Office. 

Permits for the resetting of one thousand three hun- 
dred fifty-seven (1,357) poles that were defective or 
unsafe were issued.

There are on file in the Permit Office one thousand five 
hundred forty-six (1,546) bonds covering the issuance 
of permits and maintenance of certain structures. 


ARTIFICIAL STONE SIDEWALKS. 


Two inspectors are assigned to inspect the condition 
of all artificial stone sidewalks existing and to oversee 
all such sidewalks laid during the year for persons other 
than the city. These men have charge of all repairs 
made on account of wear, openings by the public service 
corporations, drain layers and others and defects arising 
from any other cause. Their inspection this year 
covered the laying and repair of 270,860 square feet. 
The 174,825 feet laid under guaranty to the city on 
its contracts will come under their inspection in 1911. 
There are about three million feet of artificial stone 
sidewalk for the inspection of which these men are 
responsible. 

In the spring of the year an inspection is made of all 
the sidewalks of this character that are under guaranty 
to the city and any defects discovered are reported to the 
parties who guaranteed, with orders to make immediate 
repairs. Defects discovered on walks on which the 
original guaranty has expired are reported to the party 
to whom the city has awarded the year’s contract for 
patching.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT 
7 OF LAMP DIVISION. 


Boston, Mass., January 31, 1911. 
Mr. Louis K. Rourkg, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


Dear S1tr,— The annual report of the Lamp Division 
for the year 1910 is herewith submitted. 

This division has supervision of the lighting, care and 
maintenance of the various types of electric, gas and 
naphtha lamps in use by the city for illuminating the 
streets, alleys, parks and squares, the setting up of all 
new lamps in the streets and the placing of glass street 
signs and numbers in the lanterns. 

There was appropriated for this division for the finan- 
cial year ending January 31, 1911, the sum of $730,000. 
The expenditures amounted to $710,294.84, thus leaving 
a balance of $19,705.16 unexpended. 

The present contract with the Rising Sun Street 
Lighting Company was extended on February 1, 1910, 
for a period of six months, and on June 23, 1910, for 
a further period of six months. Invitations for bids for 
lighting such streets, parks and alleys as might be 
required with gas lamps were advertised at three dif- 
ferent periods during the year, and the few tenders 
received each time, being considered too high, were 
rejected. 

The use of naphtha lamps for street lighting purposes 
has been discontinued and for the few remaining gas and 
tungsten lamps have been substituted. ; 

The work of installing the magnetite are lamps in 
place of the Gilbert arc lamps has been continued from 
last year and practically completed. Several of the main 
thoroughfares, Blue Hill avenue, Talbot avenue and 
Freeport street, have been relighted with these lamps. 

Additional are lamps have been installed on the Publie 
Garden, Marine Park, Columbus Avenue Playground 
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and Franklin Field upon the request of clergymen and 
others interested in the improvement of those localities. 

Theremoval of unusedlamp-posts that have obstructed 
the sidewalks and the removal of unused lamp bracket 
fixtures and pipes from buildings upon which they have 
caused a somewhat unsightly appearance for several 
years has been actively conducted, and but few of them 
now remain to be taken down. 

During the year experimental lighting and extinguish- 
ing of gas lamps by means of automatic apparatus has 
been conducted. ‘Two installations of impulse devices, 
consisting of forty-four of the Kilchman and fifty of the 
Momand type have been placed upon city lamp-posts in 
the South End district. 

The result of the operation of these lamps from Sep- 
tember 20 to December 16, 1910, inclusive, a period of 
eighty-seven days, is as follows:

The percentage of failures to operate is small, a little 
over 1 per cent for the total installation. The impulse 
wave has not failed to reach the apparatus at either 
lighting or extinguishing time during the above period, 
and the failure to light in many instances was caused by 
the pilot being out. 

Two of this type of lamp were operated at a distance 
of about eight miles from the governor house of the gas 
company. 

Several single lamp installations of other automatic 
devices of the clock type have been made and are being 
operated. 

The number of inverted mantle gas lamps that were 
experimentally installed has been increased to eighty- 
two and at present are all of the Graetzin type of lamp. 
These lamps have given good service during the period 
that they have been in use.

This does not include interest on installation cost or 
depreciation on plant, which would amount to about 
$1.18. 

The work done by the division in the installation of 
new lamps, repairs and alterations of services and lamp- 
posts has been conducted as follows: 

Two hundred twenty new single-mantle gas lamps 
have been installed and 7 relighted. Forty-two Graetzin, 
95 impulse, and 11 new fire-alarm signal lamps have been 
added. One hundred forty-five new are lamps have 
been installed, subdivided as follows: Magnetites, 123; 
flame, 7; Gilbert, 15. One Gilbert and 2 magnetite 
lamps have been relighted, and 1,102 Gilbert lamps have 
been changed to magnetite arc lamps. Two hundred 
sixty new tungsten lamps have been installed and 3 
relighted. Are lamps have been provided during the 
skating season at Wood Island Park, Jamaica Pond, 
Savin Hill and North Brighton. Three hundred fifty- 
two single mantle, 35 triple mantle, 119 naphtha lamps, 
15 arc lamps and 2 carbon and 6 tungsten incandescent 
lamps have been discontinued and removed. Eighteen 
police lamps have been transferred and 14 carbon have 
been changed to tungsten lamps. Four lamp-posts have 
been removed and reset on account of building moving. 
The total number of lamps of all types installed during 
the year was 786; the total number of lamps discontinued 
547, a total net increase of 239 lamps. 

Changes in locations of 59 gas and 13 are lamp- 
posts have been made for the better lighting of the street 
or on account of street construction. Sixty-eight tung- 
sten, 212 gas, and 146 arc lamp-posts and 8 are and 11 
gas brackets have been set for the various types of lamps 
and 190 incandescent fixtures have been put up; 
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32 gas lamp-posts that were broken by teams or other 
causes were removed and new ones set. One hundred 
sixteen gas, 1 tungsten and 2 arc lamp-posts have been 
straightened. One hundred twenty-seven gas, 7 tungsten 
and 8 are lamp-posts have been reset to line and grade. 
Two hundred twenty-three gas, 122 naphtha, and 7 are 
lamp-posts have been removed from the streets. Two 
hundred seventy-eight gas brackets, 6 are and 8 tung- 
sten fixtures have been removed. Three lamp-posts 
and 1 gas bracket have been repaired. Two hundred 
ninety-five new service pipes have been laid and 634 
have been removed and cut off from the main pipes. 
Six lamp services have been reconnected with new mains, 
and 39 renewed or relaid that were trapped or otherwise 
affected by street changes. Seventy-six leaks in service 
pipes were repaired, and 416 service pipes were cleared. 
Two hundred forty-four gas posts have been painted. 
EKight-two post extensions for inverted lamps have been 
erected and 40 old extensions removed. The number of 
glass signs placed in lanterns was 578, and also 233 num- 
bers; 74 glass shades and 17 arc shields have been placed.

The city furnishes and provides for the setting of the 
lamp-posts, has service pipes laid from the gas main to 
the top of the post, maintains all such pipes and posts 
in good condition and repair, furnishing the gas, con- 
tracts for lanterns, burners, other necessary equipment 
and labor for lighting and care. 

The division pays for the cost of gas, lighting and care 
of the fire-alarm lamps, and the cost of repairs and set- 
ting up of posts is assumed by the Fire Department.

There are 3,581 magnetite arc lamps, 31 ‘‘Thoran”’ or 
flame are lamps, 399 Gilbert inclosed are lamps, 1,214 
tungsten lamps and 15 carbon filament lamps in use. 

The companies provide and set the lamp-posts, furnish 
lamps, wires, cables and all other necessary equipment, 
and maintain them in good condition and repair.

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AGREEMENT FOR ELECTRIC STREET LIGHTING SERVICE. 


The City of Boston, through its duly authorized 
representative, hereby applies to the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company of Boston for all its electric 
street lighting service, to be rendered by said company 
pursuant hereto and subject to the terms and conditions 
annexed, all things to be furnished or done to the reason- 
able satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets. 

Location of Lamps.— As now installed in the City of 
Boston or as hereafter ordered in by the proper authority. 

Description of District Supplied.— All parts of the 
City of Boston except those districts formerly Charles- 
town, Brighton and part of Brookline, and including 
those districts respectively, if and when said Edison 
Company shall, during the continuance of this agree- 
ment, purchase the electric distributing systems located 
therein. 

Description of Service:

If the company shall, during the continuance of this 
agreement, purchase the existing electric distributing 
systems in either or any of those districts of the city 
above excepted, the public lamps then installed in said 
district or districts shall be added to the number of 
lamps as above applied for, or as afterwards increased, 
and shall come under the operation of this agreement; 
and the company will, upon demand, as soon as practi- 
cable thereafter, without charge to the city, substitute 
for such lamps other lamps of standard types. 

The company shall substitute, without charge to the 
city, magnetite lamps for Gilbert lamps at a rate not 
exceeding 100 per week, and General Electric lamps 
for Gilbert lamps at a rate not exceeding 10 per week; 
such magnetite lamps, up to 1,200, to be installed upon 
standard twenty-five-foot poles and such General Elec- 
tric lamps, up to 100, to be,installed upon standard 
forty-foot poles; the remainder on the existing standard 
eighteen-foot poles; such changes to be made at the 


* Average. 
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above specified rate until not more than five hundred 
(500) Gilbert lamps remain in the territory covered by 
this contract and any extension thereof. In the applica- 
tion of the second clause of the 7th of the Terms and 
Conditions, hereto attached, one General Electric lamp 
shall be counted as equal to three Gilbert lamps or 
magnetite lamps. 

The following is substituted for the provision for 
arbitration set out in the last clause of the 3d of the 
Terms and Conditions, viz.: 

‘““At any time during the continuance of this 
agreement the city or the company may demand an 
investigation of the question,— whether the cost to the 
company, including depreciation and interest on invest- 
ment, of furnishing the service to the city called for 
hereby is at the time of such investigation less than 
at the date of this agreement, and if so, how much. 
In determining that issue the investigators may take 
into consideration the cost to the company of any or 
all other parts of its supply and any other pertinent 
facts and conditions which they may deem important. 
Such investigation or investigations shall be made by 
the then head professors of applied electricity, by what- 
ever titles known, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the scientific department of Harvard 
University, if able and willing to serve. In case either 
is unable or unwilling to serve, his substitute shall be 
named by the then president of said institute or univer- 
sity, as the case may be. In case of any disagreement 
between said investigators they may call in an arbi- 
trator of their own selection. The decision of said 
investigators, or of either of them and said arbitrator, 
shall be binding upon the city and the company until 
the Supreme Court of Massachusetts has decided 
that the constitutional rights of either are thereby 
infringed.”’ 

The following is substituted for the 5th of the Terms 
and Conditions hereto attached: 

“The municipality may, at any time, by written 
notice, require the company to employ a competent 
and disinterested person connected with either the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology or the Scientific 
department of Harvard University to examine and 
test the electrical currents and apparatus employed in 
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furnishing the lighting service herein provided for, to 
ascertain whether or not the company is complying 
with the terms of this agreement, and for such purpose 
such person may have access at all reasonable times 
to the lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and other apparatus 
of the company used in carrying out this agreement. 

‘“‘In case two tests of any circuit or lamp shall be made, 
separated by an interval of not less than one hour, during 
any one night, and both of said tests shall prove that the 
company is not furnishing the electrical energy or light 
required by this agreement, then such circuit or such 
lamp shall be deemed to be outages, as provided herein. 
If such tests show that the company is not furnishing the 
electrical energy or light required by this agreement, the 
company shall pay the expense of the examination and 
test herein provided for; otherwise the municipality 
shall pay such expense.”’ 

If the city notifies the company within six months 
from the time when this contract becomes operative that 
it desires to extend the contract to a period of ten years, 
the company will make the rates under this contract the 
same as those proposed under a ten-year contract, that 
is, the discount to be ten per cent instead of five,— this 
discount to be retroactive from the date when the con- 
tract becomes operative, that is, the difference between 
the amount which shall have been paid under the dis- 
count of five per cent and the amount which would have 
been paid had the discount been ten per cent shall be 
deducted from subsequent payments. In event of such 
extension of the contract the limit placed upon the num- 
ber of new poles to be installed for the magnetite and 
General Electric lamps is to be abolished. 

And said municipality agrees to be bound by the street 
lighting terms and conditions of the company, printed 
herewith, except as aforesaid, and to pay the prices called 
for in the company’s Schedule M C 5, printed herewith, 
until April 1, 1914, and thereafter until one year after 
written notice by either party to the other of its election 
to terminate this agreement, which notice may be given 
at any time after the beginning of the one-year period 
pext preceding the expiration of the original period above 

xed. 

This agreement shall take effect as of April 1, 1909, 
and is subject to appropriations for street ighting. This 
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agreement is in substitution for and in place of a preced- 
ing agreement between the same parties dated April 1, 
1909.

The foregoing agreement is subject to the following 
terms and conditions: 

1. The lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and other appa- 
ratus, appliances and materials necessary for the 
performance of this agreement, except posts for incandes- 
cent lamps supplied from underground circuits, shall 
be furnished by the company and kept in good order and 
condition by it. The lamps shall give a clear and steady 
light. Thecompany shall furnish electrodes (carbons) for 
and trim all are lamps, and will renew incandescent lamps 
whenever they become dim, broken or burned out. 

2. Payments hereunder shall be made monthly on 
the regular pay day of the municipality. 

3. The company will give the municipality the 
benefit of any lower prices for service such as that 
herein provided for, or of any better quality or efficiency 
of service, which may at any time during the continu- 
ance of this agreement be enjoyed by any municipality 
served by it, such relative prices, quality and efficiency 
to be determined by taking into consideration all the 
circumstances and conditions in both cases. Upon 
written demand by the municipality the company shall 
thereafter give to the municipality the benefit of two- 
thirds of any general reduction in the present cost to 
the company, including depreciation and interest on 
investment, of supplying the service called for by this 
agreement, but only so long as and to the extent that 
such decreased cost shall continue. If at any time 
during the continuance of this agreement the company 
and the municipality shall disagree upon any matter 
embraced in this term and condition, it shall be referred

to the arbitration of three disinterested persons, selected 
one by the municipality, one by the company and the 
third by the other two, a decision of a majority of whom 
shall be binding upon the parties, provided the con- 
stitutional rights of either party shall not thereby be 
infringed. 

4, The company will indemnify and save harmless 
the municipality against any and all claims for damages, 
loss, cost and expense on account of injury to persons 
or property arising in any way out of the erection, 
construction, maintenance or use of any of the lamps, 
poles, wires, fixtures and other apparatus and appli- 
ances furnished by the company hereunder, except 
where such injury is the result, in whole or in part, of 
the fault or neglect of the municipality, its officers, 
servants or agents, while acting as agents of the munici- 
pality; and against any and all claims for damages by 
reason of any alleged infringement of patent rights in the 
use of lamps, poles, wires, fixtures, machinery and other 
apparatus, appliances and material supplied by the 
company hereunder; and will, at its own expense, 
assume the defence of all actions at law or in equity 
which may be brought against the municipality upon 
any claims as aforesaid, and also against all decrees, 
judgments and orders of any court based thereon. : 

5. The municipality may at all times, with or with- 
out the company’s knowledge, employ a competent 
person to examine and test the electrical currents and 
apparatus employed in furnishing the lighting service 
herein provided for, to ascertain whether or not the 
company is complying with the terms of this agree- 
ment, and for such purpose the company agrees that 
such person may have access at all reasonable times to 
said lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and other apparatus of 
the company used in carrying out this agreement. 

The municipality will indemnify and save harmless 
the company against any and all claims for damages, 
loss, cost and expense on account of injury to persons 
or property arising in any way out of the employment, 
act or neglect of any such person, except such as may 
arise, in whole or in part, from the fault or neglect of 
the company, its agents or servants, while acting as 
agents of the company. 

In case two tests of any circuit or lamp shall be made, 
separated by an interval of not less than one hour, 
during any one night, and both of said tests shall prove 
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that the company is not furnishing the electrical energy 
or light required by this agreement, then such circuit or 
such lamp shall be deemed to be outages as provided 
herein. 

6. Such additional lamps shall be installed, without 
charge to the municipality, as may be designated by the 
municipality at any time before notice is given to termi- 
nate this agreement, provided the company shall not 
be required to extend its lines more than 400 feet over- 
head, or in localities served by underground construction 
more than 100 feet underground, to reach any lamp; but 
the municipality may require extension of lines for addi- 
tionallamps at any time during the term of this agreement 
by paying the cost of so much of the extension as exceeds 
that herein required to be made by the company, such 
payments to apply as credits on future bills for lighting 
on such additional lines. Whenever requested by the 
municipality the company will change the location of 
any lamps at the expense of the municipality, not exceed- 
ing, however, $5 for each arc lamp and $3 for each incan- 
descent lamp so moved, unless new lines or poles are 
required. 

7. The discontinuance of any street or highway shall 
have the effect of discontinuing whatever lamps may 
have been located on such street or way. The munic- 
ipality may at any time discontinue a lamp or lamps for 
reasonable cause, but the number of lamps of any type 
in service at any time shall not, except as hereinbelow 
provided, be less than 95 per cent of the maximum 
number of such lamps in service under this agreement at 
any time prior thereto. In case of such discontinuance 
the installation of any lamps at other locations shall be 
charged for the same as changes of locations under 
Article 6 hereof until the original number installed shall 
again have been reached. Lamps of any type may be 
substituted for lamps of any other type if the munici- 
pality pays the total expense of making the change and 
the total amount of payments by the municipality 
hereunder at the then standard rates is not thereby 
diminished. 

8. Should the municipality at any time find that the 
company is not complying fully with the terms and 
requirements of this agreement, the municipality shall 
immediately notify the company of such fact, and the 
company shall at once remedy the fault, but failure to 
give such notice shall not impair any obligation of the 
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company. But the company shall not be responsible 
for any failure to supply electricity if such failure is 
without default or neglect on its part. 

9. If the municipality shall at any time during the 
continuance of this agreement be required to purchase 
the whole or any part of the plant of the company located 
within the limits of said municipality, under the present 
law, or any amendment thereof, the municipality shall 
not be holden for the’ unexpired term of this agreement, 
nor shall this agreement or the unexpired term thereof 
be in any way considered as an element of value in such 
purchase; provided, however, that in case of such pur- 
chase the municipality shall not be entitled to the full 
discount provided for in this agreement unless it shall 
have been in operation for the full period thereof. If 
the agreement shall not have been in operation for the 
full period thereof, because of such purchase, the accounts 
between the municipality and the company shall be 
adjusted so as to make the total net payments by the 
municipality to the company what they would have 
been if the agreement had been made for the period 
during which it was actually in operation.

SPECIFICATIONS. 


1. By the city is meant the City of Boston, acting 
through the Superintendent of Streets or such subordi- 
nate or other officer as may have charge of street lighting 
in said city. By the contractor is meant the Rising Sun 
Street Lighting Company. 

2. Work to be Done.—The work to be done under this 
contract shall consist of supplying all the material, labor 
and equipment necessary and required (except the posts 
and service pipes) to light with gas or naphtha incandes- 
cent lamps such streets, parks, alleys and public places 
as may from time to time be designated by the city dur- 
ing the continuance of this contract, from September 16, 
1909, to January 31, 1910. He must also light, extin- 
guish and keep clean such open-flame fire-alarm signal 
lamps as the city may from time to time establish. 

3. Plant to be Furnished by Contractor.— The con- 
tractor must furnish his own plant to do the work, and 
the necessary equipment shall be placed upon such gas 
posts as may be furnished and from time to time indicated 
by the city. The said plant and all appurtenances’ so 
furnished by the contractor shall remain his property 
and must be removed by him at the expiration of the 
contract at his own expense. 
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If, in the opinion of the city, the contractor does not 
exercise due diligence, or if the materials or service fur- 
nished therefor are not to the satisfaction of the city, the 
city may give the contractor notice in writing of such 
dereliction, and then if the contractor fails within thirty 
days thereafter to obey any proper order of the city in 
connection with the work, the said superintendent, with 
the consent in writing of the Mayor, may declare the 
contract forfeited. 

4. Lamp-posts.— The posts on which the contractor 
is to place and operate his lanterns will, together with 
the service pipes, be furnished by the city free of expense 
to the contractor. They shall be neatly painted by the 
contractor such color as the city may designate, and 
shall be repainted from time to time whenever, in the 
opinion of the city, it shall be deemed necessary. The 
posts must be kept free from dirt and must not be used 
for advertising purposes. The city will set, connect 
and keep the posts in good repair and plumb. 

The contractor must furnish crossarms on such posts 
as the city may designate. 

5. Lanterns.— The lanterns must be of boulevard 
pattern, and so constructed that the lights therein will 
be protected against insects and wind and weather. 

6. Burners and Mantles—— The burners to be used 
must be first class in material and workmanship, fur- 
nishing at all times when in service a steady, clear, 
white light, free from smoke, of the required candle 
power. 

If the burners shall not give continuously the required 
candle power they must be replaced by the contractor 
with burners that will. No incandescent mantle will be 
permitted to be used unless composed of the best mate- 
rial and standard weave and of first-class quality in all 
respects. 

No incandescent mantle shall be used by the con- 
tractor which will shrink beyond reasonable dimensions 
from the standard required; and all broken, smoked or 
blackened, ragged or frayed mantles must be at once 
replaced with new mantles by the contractor. 

7. Time of Lighting— The lamps must be lighted 
and extinguished in accordance with a schedule to be 
furnished by the city, said schedule not to exceed four 
thousand burning hours per lamp per year. The lamps 
must be lighted within one hour from the time fixed in 
the schedule as the time for beginning, and must be 
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extinguished within one hour from the time fixed in the 
schedule as the time for beginning to extinguish. 

In order that the city may determine whether the gas 
or naphtha lamps are lighted and extinguished in accord- 
ance with the official schedule or time table hereinbefore 
mentioned, the contractor shall furnish the said official 
with maps or lists showing the number and geographical 
location of each lamp in the district of each lamplighter, 
and designating the particular lamp at which each 
lamplighter commences to light and also the lamp at 
which he completes the lighting, and in extinguishing the 
lamps the lamplighter shall begin and finish at the same 
lamps as are designated for beginning and finishing 
points on any lamp district during the term of contract. 

The lamplighters or other employees of the contractor 
will not be permitted to climb the lamp-posts for the 
purpose of lighting the lamps, or for any other purpose, 
except by use of a ladder. 

For every light that does not burn continuously at the 
proper candle power throughout the hours prescribed 
each night a sum equal to 37s of the contract price, per 
lamp, per year, for each night’s failure will be deducted 
from the amounts due the contractor and forfeited to the 
city. These ‘‘outs” will be reported by the Police 
Department at its respective police stations daily, in 
writing, open to the contractor, and shall be regarded 
as final and binding upon the contractor, errors proven 
or admitted excepted. 

8. Repairs and Maintenance.— The contractor must 
at his own expense keep the entire plant in good repair 
and maintain same to the satisfaction of the city. Upon 
failure of the contractor to promptly make any and all 
necessary repairs (including repainting of lanterns and 
posts), the city may cause same to be done and deduct 
the cost thereof from any amounts that may become 
due to the contractor. All glass must be cleaned at 
least once a week, and oftener if necessary to do so, in 
order not to retard or diminish the candle power of the 
lamps. All broken or displaced glass, and all broken 
or defective mantles, must be replaced forthwith, and all 
street lamps must be constructed so that present signs 
may be attached, and shall, after each cleaning, be 
replaced, with the signs facing the proper street. All 
broken or displaced glass shall be removed forthwith by 
the contractor. 
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The contractor shall report, in writing, at the office of 
the official in charge of street lighting, on Thursday of 
each week, the number of each kind of lamps lighted on 
each of the preceding seven nights, and on the tenth day 
of each month the number of each kind lighted, as afore- 
said, on each night subsequent to the last report, stating 
in each report the name of each person lighting the lamps, 
and the locations of any and all lamps added to or 
removed from the district of each lamplighter, and is to 
notify said official, in writing, of any damage to or repair 
needed to the posts or service pipes. 

The contractor will be allowed the entire use of the 
Lamp Department shop, No. 690 Albany street, at a 
rent of $100 per month. 

9. Removal of Lamps.— Whenever ordered to do so 
by the city the contractor must change the location of 
lamps, weather permitting, from one place to another 
(posts to be furnished by the city ready to receive 
lamp), at his own cost and expense. 

10. New Lamps.— The city may, from time to time, 
order the erection and maintenance of new or additional 
lamps, at such locations as it may deem proper, and it 
shall be the duty of the contractor, at his own cost and 
expense, to properly erect upon said posts furnished, 
placed and connected by the city, and put into opera- 
tion, such additional lamps and maintain the same in 
all respects as called for in these specifications. All 
additional lamps ordered shall be put in service within 
ten days after they are ordered and posts set and con- 
nected, and notice that the same are in service shall 
be given by the contractor to the city. 

11. Discontinuance of Lamps.— The city shall have 
the right to increase or diminish the number of lamps 
furnished under the contract, but, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 14 of these specifications, it is under- 
stood that the total number of gas and naphtha lamps 
to be furnished under this contract shall not at any 
time be less than 10,000. 

Naphtha or gasolene lamps may be changed to gas 
lamps at the discretion of the city, when the gas post 
and service connections are ready therefor. When 
orders to discontinue lamps are given, in accordance 
with the above, the contractor must put them out of 
Service within five days, and notify the City of Boston 
in writing; payment for the same shall cease on such 
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discontinuance, and when the contractor removes a 
gas lantern without substituting another therefor he 
shall properly plug the service pipe so that the gas will 
not escape therefrom. 

12. Candle Power.— All the burners, whether of 
gas, gasolene or naphtha, must be maintained contin- 
uously when in service at not less than sixty actual candle 
power. The city shall have the right at any time to test 
the lights in the usual accepted manner by standard 
photometric tests, and if there is found any deficiency 
the contractor must proceed at once to remedy the 
defects and raise the burners to the required candle 
power. 

13. Supply of Gas.— The contractor shall furnish 
all the gas required for the lamps, and if at any time by 
reason of a reduction by any gas company in the price 
of gas the contractor shall procure his gas at a lower 
average price per lamp for the whole number of lamps 
lighted than the average price paid for gas by the con- 
tractor when the system provided for herein is fully 
installed, the rate paid by the city shall be reduced by 
the amount of the reduction in the price of gas so 
secured at and from the time of said reduction to the 
contractor. 

14. Extension of Contract— The city may, at its 
option, to be signified in writing not later than February 
1, 1910, extend the term herein designated for the con- 
tinuance of the contract for a period not exceeding 
six months, so that there may be no interruption of 
service in case the city enters into a new contract 
involving other parties or different equipment, or both. 
For this purpose the city may call upon the contractor, 
at any time within the last three months of the extended 
period, to discontinue the lighting of the entire area 
covered by his operations or of such parts thereof as 
the city may from time to time determine, provided, 
however, that such parts shall be so arranged that no 
fraction of any established lamplighter’s route shall 
require lighting for a longer period than two nights and 
that not less than two weeks’ notice shall be given the 
contractor in regard to each of such parts. 

The contractor shall promptly remove his equip- 
ment from all posts on which lighting has been disc on- 
tinued and cooperate with the city in recording the 
dates on which lighting ceased. 

15. Naphtha or Gasolene-— The contractor shall 
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furnish all the gasolene or naphtha which may be neces- 
sary to supply incandescent mantle gasolene or naphtha 
street lamps at such locations as the city may from time 
to time direct and furnish with posts for the purpose. 

The contractor will be required to supply each lamp 
each night with a sufficient quantity of gasolene or 
naphtha to insure the standard of light herein contracted 
for at all times during the hours of burning. 

The gasolene or naphtha used in supplying the lamps 
must be of the very best grade, free from water, gum, 
glue or other impurities. 

16. Payments.— Payment for the work performed 
under this contract shall be made by the city monthly, 
in the same manner as other city work is paid for, 
at the rates specified in the proposal and subject to 
appropriations. 

17. Muiscellaneous.— The contractor shall allow his 
employees to lodge, board and trade wheresoever and 
with whomsoever they may choose, and shall give 
preference in employment, first to citizens of the City 
of Boston, second to citizens of Massachusetts, and shall 
save the city and its agents and employees harmless 
from any and all claims against them or any of them 
arising from any act, omission or neglect of the contractor, 
his agents or employees in carrying on the contract, 
and no workman, laborer or mechanic employed on this 
work within the Commonwealth shall be requested or 
required to labor more than eight hours in any one calen- 
dar day.

South Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and sheds, with accommodations for twenty 
horses, located at H and Second streets, South Boston. 


East Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and shed, with accommodations for fifteen 
horses, located at 324 East Eagle street and occupied 
jointly by Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning and Sanitary 
Divisions. 

Charlestown Stable. 

With accommodations for twenty-five horses, situated 
on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,3800 square feet 
of land; stable built in 1875; cost $5,083.07; sheds and 
outbuildings built in 1879. 


Brighton. 


Accommodation was provided by the Sewer Division 
at its stable on Western avenue for two horses of the 
Sanitary Division. Discontinued July 15, 1908. 


Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for seventy-two horses on the 
old almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 
square feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is 
used by the Paving Division. There is on this lot a brick 
stable, built in 1878, which cost $88,594.13. On this lot 
is an offal shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 
This offal shed was abandoned on April 1, 1897, and in 
1900 part of it was remodeled and is now used as a ear- 
riage house and wash room. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. 
The lot belonged to the city before being used for this 
purpose, and contains 90,780 square feet of land. 

The stables and buildings connected therewith are of 
brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories 
high, with French roof, and has accommodations for 100 
horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. Total 
original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899 a 
veterinary hospital was built and equipped for the pur- 
pose of caring for sick and disabled horses. 


- 
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Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, 
paint and harnessmaker’s shops, in which wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by this and other departments are 
constructed and kept in repair, also a horseshoeing shop 
for shoeing the horses of the division located in this sec- 
tion of the city. 


West Stables and Sheds. : 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 
128 feet by 50 feet, located on North Grove street; built 
in 1860 without buildings attached to same. It has 
accommodations for ninety horses in stables and sheds. 
The lot contains about 45,152-square feet. On May 11, 
1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for the pur- 
pose of shoeing horses of the division stabled in this sec- 
tion of the city. 


Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Sanitary Division; used as a dumping station for the 
city’s garbage and refuse and as a mooring place for 
dumping boats and scows, which convey this material 
to sea and to the plant of the New England Sanitary 
Product Company. Cost of constructing platform and 
dredging dock, $6,219.33. There are five Barney dump- 
ing boats which are in continual use and are towed to 
sea by the tugboat ‘‘Cormorant.”’ 


Intchfield’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing 
about 35,460 square feet. Leased from Jacob H. Hecht, 
March 1, 1898, for a period of ten years. This wharf 
adjoins Fort Hill Wharf and is occupied in part by the 
New England Sanitary Product Company as a berth for 
their scows, and also by the buildings of the City Refuse 
Utilization Company for the disposal of waste and rub- 
bish. A portion of this wharf is used by the Paving 
Service. This property is now owned by the Middlesex 
Trust. Lease extended from March 1, 1908, to Decem- 
ber 1, 1908, and now running at will. 


Weighing Shed. (Hired.) 

Situated at the corner of Massachusetts avenue and 
Southampton street. Rented from the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company. Lot contains about 2,300 square 
feet of land.

RemMaArRkKs.— No terra colia was used after August 17, 1910. At the beginning of the 
season about 475,000 square yards were treated once; only 233,151 square yards of this 
area were treated regularly to August 17, with an average number of 4.188 treatments. 
The streets not treated regularly with terra colia were subsequently treated with other 
dust preventives.

Dry Calcium Chloride. 


During the month of January, 1911, when the temper- 
ature was below 382 degrees (freezing), and the streets 
somewhat dry and dusty, calcium chloride was used as 
a dust preventive. It proved to be satisfactory but the 
cost was somewhat high. About 51,266 square yards in 
District 8-10 were treated, at a cost of $0.0036 per 
square yard for one treatment. In applying it to the 
street two parts calcium chloride and one part sand 
were used, said mixture being distributed by a spreading 
machine.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER OF THE 
: SEWER DIVISION. 


Boston, January 31, 1911. 


Mr. L. K. Rourke, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


Dear Sir,— In the following communication I will 
make mention of the most wmportant vtems of work only, 
done by the Sewer Division of the Street Department 
during the year 1910, and will also mention under the 
head of each district the more important work which 
it is contemplated to do the coming year: 


City PROPER. 


The beginning of the conversion of the existing system 
in the Back Bay to the separate system is marked by 
the building: of a sewer in Dartmouth street, between 
Beacon and Boylston streets, which is the sanitary main 
for the Dartmouth, Clarendon, Berkeley and Church 
streets district. 

In Stuart street extension and Arlington street extension 
sewers and surface drains have been built by the Park 
Square Trust and released to the city. This is the 
beginning of the development of the Providence Station 
site. 

The old wooden sewer in North Market street has been 
replaced by one of concrete. Owing to the crowded 
condition of the street this work was done by the ‘‘cut 
and cover’? method, with very little inconvenience to 
abutters or to travel. 


Contemplated. 


The sewer now building in Dartmouth street should be 
extended across Huntington avenue through St. James 
street and the extension thereof and Providence street 
to connect with the system already built in Park square 
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and awaiting an outlet. It will also have to be extended 
in Berkeley street to Columbus avenue and through 
Blagden and Exeter streets to improve the drainage 
conditions in the vicinity of the Boston Athletic Asso- 
ciation and the Hotel Lenox. 

The Back Bay outlets in Church, Berkeley, Dartmouth, 
Fairfield and Hereford streets, between Beacon and 
Back streets, should be rebuilt and enlarged to a size to 
correspond with the connections built from the marginal 
conduit to’ Back street by the Charles River Basin 
Commission. 

The district regulator on the west side vntercepting sewer 
should be removed from Cambridge street to a point 
above Fruit street, and individual regulators built on 
the Cambridge and Fruit street sewers to diminish the 
amount of polluted overflow into the Charles River 
Basin. 


ROXBURY. 


Surface drains have been built in Brookline avenue 
and the Fenway up to Worthington street, and in Vila 
street and Longwood avenue. A complete separate system 
of sewers has been built in Z'remont street, between 
Whittier and Cunard streets, and in Windsor street, 
Shawmut avenue, Madison street, Ball, Greenwich, Cabot, 
Davenport and Haskins streets. 


Contemplated. 


The separation of the system should be continued in 
Vernon street and Washington street, between Williams 
and Dudley streets, and in the short streets between 
Tremont street and Columbus avenue as far north as 
Cunard street, and in Huntington avenue from the 
Brookline line to Wait street. 


DORCHESTER. 


A separate system of sewers has been built in Kzlton 
street, between Harvard and Faxon streets, and in Faxon 
street, between Kilton and Washington streets; also in 
Geneva avenue, between Bowdoin street and Blue Hill 


' avenue. 


The separation of the system in Talbot avenue has 
been completed by the building of a deep sanitary sewer 
between Helen street and Blue Hill avenue, low enough 
to drain all the existing buildings. 
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A surface water conduit for a branch of Tenean creek 
has been built in private land, between Westville and 
Speedwell streets. 

The Kimball street overflow, a relief outlet for the 
district and for the Dorchester intercepting sewer, has 
been extended 268 feet. 


Contemplated. 


Two large items of work for 1911 are the improvement 
of Davenport brook, between Adams and Magdala streets, 
and of Mattapan brook, between the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad and West Selden street,— 
in both eases by the building of a large covered concrete 
conduit. 

A similar but smaller project is the building of a con- 
crete surface drain for the Coleman street branch of 
Freeport street brook. 

Separate systems of sewers should be built in Wash- 
ington street, between Harvard and Park streets, in 
Blue Hill avenue, between Canterbury and Glenway 
streets, and a system of sanitary sewers in the Rugby 
district. 


West ROXBURY. 


Stony brook conduit, sections 6 and 7, was built from 
a point 140 feet south of Lotus place nearly to Morton 
street; the Roslindale brook conduit from Aldrich street 
to Anawan avenue; Hewlett street brook conduit, from 
Farquhar street to Montclair avenue; the Canterbury 
branch of Stony brook was improved from Asylum road 
to Harvard street by excavating an open channel and 
building large concrete culverts at street crossings A 
separate system of sewers was built in Hyde Park 
avenue, from Hadwin way to the Hyde Park line. 


Contemplated. 


The completion of section 7 of Stony brook to a point 
in Hyde Park avenue, 75 feet south of Tower street; 
section 8 of Stony brook conduit, extending from the point 
last mentioned through Hyde Park avenue to Walk Hill 
street, thence across private land and the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad and Washington street 
to a junction with the open channel, 300 feet west of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Bridge;

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Temple street brook conduit from-Hillerest street to the 
Metropolitan sewer; Awburn street brook conduit in 
Fresno, Auburn and Alder streets, between Roslindale 
brook and Washington street; surface drain in Gilman 
and Sutton streets; separate system of sewerage in 
Spring street, between Charies river and Baker street. 


BRIGHTON. 


A long concrete surface drain was built in Market 
street and Chestnut Hill avenue, between Henshaw street 
and Wallingford road; a pipe surface drain in Walling- 
ford road, between Chestnut Hill and Commonwealth 
avenues. 


Contemplated. 


A large concrete surface drain conduit for the easterly 
branch of Shepard brook, between the old tidal creek and 
North Harvard street. This will be the surface water 
outlet for a large portion of the Brighton territory. 

Telford street surface drain outlet in Charles river 
reservation and Telford street, between the Charles river 
and Western avenue,— a large concrete conduit. 

Commonwealth avenue culvert under Boston & Albany 
Railroad about 600 feet west of Essex street. 

Salt creek conduit under Boston & Albany Railroad 
at Salt creek. 

Separate system of sewers in Hunnewell avenue and 
Burton street, between Atkins street and the Newton 
line; also in Market street, between Western avenue and 
Boston & Albany Railroad, and in Waverly street, between 
Western avenue and Lincoln street. 


East Boston. 


The Porter street outlet was completed up to Cottage 
street; house sewers and surface drains built in Addison 
street, between Pope and Saratoga streets. 


Contemplated. 


A separate system of sewers in Orient avenue, between 
Farrington avenue and Tower street; separate system 
of sewers in Geneva street, between Gove and Maverick 
streets, and outlet to Cottage street; also in Ashley street, 
between Boardman street and the existing sewer.

The largest item of work done in South Boston was 
the extension of the Kemp street overflow, a distance of 
93 feet.

Further extension of the Kemp street outlet to deep 
water; also the Vale street outlet; the beginning of the 
sewers for the drainage of the fish pier on Commonwealth 
flats; the shifting of the district regulator on the South 
Boston intercepting sewer from its present position at 
Mt. Washington avenue and Kemp street to the corner 
of Vale and Ninth streets.

Entrance fees to the amount of $5,124.40 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, 
in accordance with the Ordinances of 1908, chapter 3, 
section 11. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $934.62 
have been deposited for collection, representing those 
estates assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889 
and amendments thereto, which have been connected 
during the year with the sewers for which they were 
assessed.

plant contains the following sewage pumping 


One vertical, beam and fly-wheel, triple expansion 
engine of the Leavitt type; cylinders, 184 inches, 33 
inches, 522 inches in diameter; two single acting pump 
plungers, each 60 inches in diameter and 120-inch stroke; 
capacity, 72,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours with 
40-foot lift. 

Two vertical, beam and fly-wheel, compound engines 
of the Leavitt type; cylinders, 255 inches, 52 inches in 
diameter; two single acting pump plungers, each 48 
inches in diameter and 108-inch stroke; capacity of each 
engine, 35,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours with 40- 


foot lift. 
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Two horizontal, duplex, tandem-compound engines 
of the Worthington type; cylinders, 21 inches, 36 inches 
in diameter; two double acting pump plungers, 45 inches 
in diameter and 48-inch stroke; capacity of each engine, 
25,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours with 40-foot 
lift. 

A contract has been made for two steam turbine 
centrifugal pumps of 56,000,000 gallons capacity each 
in twenty-four hours with a 40-foot lift. These pumps 
are to take the place of the two Worthington pumps, 
which are worn beyond repair after twenty-seven years 
of service. 

The following are the principal additions, alterations 
and repairs made during the past year at the Calf Pasture 
pumping station: 

At the gate house the cages have been supplied with 
new chains, counterbalance rods and links and new cast- 
iron guards at lower ends of south cage guides. 

A new gallery has been erected under the floor, con- 
sisting of new cast-iron brackets, channel iron, platform 
and hand rail; and the new main sluice gate, purchased 
last year, has been put in place in the south sewer. 

The side walls and outer pier in main sewer have been 
raised with concrete 2 feet in order to extend stop 
planks higher. 

A new floor has been laid in the stable and the outside 
of the building painted. 

In the main building a new inside stuffing box has 
been put in No. 1 pump anda new composition sleeve 
on plunger rod of No. 2 pump. 

A new connection has been made on steam line of 
No. 1 and No. 2 into low pressure line in engine room in 
preparation for removal of old line. 

No. 1 pump has been removed in preparation for new 
unit. 

Old main steam header for No. 3 and No. 4 pumps has 
been replaced with new one. 

Main bearing of No. 4 engine has been rebabbited. 

A new 5-inch injection valve was put in line to No. 4 
condenser. 

A new composition cone and nozzle was put in con- 
denser of No. 5 engine. 

A new composition float was made for tell-tale in No. 
5 pump well. 

The crank-pin box of No. 1 dynamo engine was 
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rebabbited and new valve stems with metallic packing 
put in both No. 1 and No. 2. 

The commutator of No. 2 was trued up by turning 
in place. 

A new 9-inch steel tee and 12-inch cross have been 
put in main steam line, and a reducing valve in heating 
line with a pop safety valve to protect heating system 
from overpressure. 

A new set of valves was put in No. 1 feed pump, the 
old set refaced and put into No. 2, leaving a spare set 
refaced at hand. 

New relief valves have been put in feed lines and 
governor valves in steam lines to the oil pumps. 

The centrifugal injection pumps have been connected 
up to steam, exhaust and water piping. 

The boiler pop valves have been reground and set at 
pressure carried and the main stops reground and one 
new one put in. 

Galleries have been placed under upper windows 
on both sides of engine room and a cabinet built 
inclosing the main switch board of pump well gate 
motors. 

The old temporary boiler house has been raised and 
the ground filled in and graded. 

The coal run has been replanked and sheathed and 
two new coal cars put in service, replacing worn-out 
cars. 

All gates in pipe chamber have been renewed and four 
spare ones made. 

New poles have been set in concrete along the foot 
of deposit sewer embankment and new wiring put on 
same. 

The west shaft house has been repointed inside and 
out, new gutters put on and two ventilators put in 
roof. 

The sludge scow has been rebuilt according to speci- 
fications of survey and a 23-inch Edson pump installed 
aboard. 

New scraper chains have been placed in deposit 
sewer, a new idler sheave, shaft and guides in north 
deposit sewer, and a patch put in furnace of boiler 
operating the carrier gear. 

One hundred and eighteen loads of sand were removed 
from No. 1 pump well after the removal of pump No. 1. 
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Moon ISLAND. 


At Moon Island it has become necessary to renew 
the twenty gates in the six-foot gallery which are used 
to control the flow and discharge of the sewage. ‘These 
gates have been worn out by twenty-seven years of 
service and are being replaced by gates operated by 
compressed air. Ten were contracted for and delivered 
and five of them have been installed, two upper and three 
lower, at basin No. 1 of the reservoir. 

A new hot water heating system for the gatehouse 
has been installed.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER FOR THE 
BOSTON. AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


Boston, January 31, 1911. 
Hon. JoHn F. FITZGERALD, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,—As commissioner for the City of Boston [| 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission. 

This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston, the 
other by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge, under the 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. This commis- 
sion has charge of the care and maintenance of the follow- 
ing-named bridges, connecting the cities of Boston and 
Cambridge: Cambridge-River Street, Essex-Brookline 
Street, North Harvard-Boylston Street, Prison Point, 
Cambridge, Harvard and Western Avenue. 

As there was no specific appropriation made by the 
City of Boston for its portion of the expense of the com- 
mission during the past year, the amount expended 
was taken from the appropriation for Street Depart- 
ment, Highway Division, and amounted to $22,006.57. 

Besides the necessary patching and small repairs 
required on these bridges from time to time, the following 
work wds done: 


Prison Point.— This bridge has been replanked during the 
past year, and will need still more planking the coming 
year. New headers should be placed on this bridge at once. 
The drawtenders’ house is in very poor condition and should 
be replaced by a new structure. 

Cambridge Bridge-— This bridge is in reasonably good condi- 
tion, but will need considerable painting this year. 

Harvard Bridge.— During the past year extensive repairs have 
been made on the pavement. The piers have been replanked 
and are now in good condition. Considerable more paving 
will be needed this year. During the past two years we have 
recommended the painting of the bridge. It has now reached 
such a stage that it is absolutely necessary to begin at once 
on this work. It is badly rusted. 
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Brookline Street— This bridge has been entirely replanked 
during the past year. It will require painting this year and 
considerable replanking. 

River Street.— This bridge has been rebuilt entire. 

Western Avenue.— This bridge was entirely rebuilt last year, 
so that little has been done on it this year. The roadway 
needs new sheathing. 

Boylston Street— During the past year considerable repairs 
have been made on this bridge and unless immediate steps 
are taken to replace this old structure with a new one exten- 
sive repairs will be necessary. 


The following is an estimate of the expense of making 
the repairs which will be necessary during the year 
1911-12:

STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 6, 1911. 


Boston, February 6, 1911. 
Hon. Joun F. FirzGEra.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment, including a statement relating to public lands in 
its care, for the year ending February 6, 1911. 

Under the orders for laying out, widening and extend- 
ing streets, passed by the Board during the year, land 
to the amount of 65,572 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of 2.24 miles 
were made public ways. Under authority of the acts 
of the Legislature for the assessment upon abutting 
property of the benefit derived by it from the laying out 
and construction of streets there has been assessed 
upon twenty-one streets a total of $53,260.93. For 
benefits of sewerage works assessments to the amount 
of $43,672.85 have been made. The total of benefits 
assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage works 
during the year was $96,933.08. 

The Board issued 46 orders of notice of intention to 
lay out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets 
or parts of streets, calling for public hearings. It con- 
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sidered 24 petitions for street improvements, and has 
received 19 requests from the city government for the 
laying out of streets, and estimates of the cost of such 
work. In the settlement of damages for taking of land, 
etc., for various changes in the city’s streets, 43 cases 
were acted upon. Claims for damages for sewers and 
surface drains ordered were settled to the number of 6, 
and for school takings 22 cases were acted upon. 
Under authority of the act empowering the Board 
to apportion assessments on parts of a divided lot, 41 
assessments were apportioned. 
Under the provisions of the acts of the Legislature 
giving the Street- Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the constructton of sewerage works, orders 
were passed for the improvement and relocation of 
various natural streams or water courses, and surface 
drainage has been supplied for territories needing it as 
follows:

The receipts for the year on account of the storage 
and sale of merchandise in public streets were $25,638. 
This is the largest sum collected from this source since 
the law went into effect in 1907, being an increase of 
$2,414.87 over the receipts of the year 1910. The value 
of the privilege of exhibiting goods and merchandise for 
sale on the sidewalks is clearly established under the

act which permits of licenses for this purpose, and the 
possessor of a license is usually prompt in having 
the same renewed on its expiration. 

Besides being a source of revenue the regulation of 
such use of the sidewalk under the license system has 
been and is a distinct advantage to the public in that 
the licensee confines his operations to the space allowed 
him instead of scattering his merchandise over the side- 
walk, as was often the custom before the Act of 1907 
went into effect. 


STREET TRAFFIC REGULATIONS. 


No change has been made in the street traffic regula- 
tions during the past year. Suggestions for changes 
were very few, and such as there were had to do 
with making additional streets one-way thoroughfares. 
Nothing has done more to aid traffic than the making 
of one-way thoroughfares, and the scheme is very 
popular with the teaming interests and with merchants 
who do business in congested and narrow streets. How 
far the Board ought to go in making streets one-way 
thoroughfares is a problem which is receiving much 
attention. It is not always easy to work out a scheme 
which will aid in the rapid. transportation of mer- 
chandise, which is the aim of the merchants of the city. 

The problem of freight transportation between the 
North and the South Terminals is still a vexing one. It 
will continue to be so until there is a teaming thorough- 
fare established between these points. The streets 
between the terminals do not lend themselves to any 
arrangement which has been suggested for a direct 
teaming thoroughfare, and the Board has hesitated to 
apply any specific rules to govern traffic in these streets. 
It has given much study to the problem, and the only 
solution seems to be a new thoroughfare of ample width 
and affording a direct route. 

In view of the financial limitations of the city, this 
improvement would seem to be a remote prospect. In 
the meantime, however, the Board believes that much 
relief would be afforded if Atlantic avenue were to be 
put in such condition as would tempt the master team- 
sters to direct their drivers to use it. They can hardly 
be blamed for not using the avenue at the present time, 
as it is dangerous to their horses and trucks. The ave- 
nue from Broad street, northerly, should be cleared of 
the trolley car tracks, which are little used, and which 
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could be done away with without inconvenience to the 
public, and there ought to be more restricted use of it 
during business hours by the Union Freight Railway 
Company. 


THE USE oF STREETS, PoLE LOCATIONS, 
EXPLOSIVES, ETC. 


Under the provision of section 28 of chapter 486 of 
the Acts of 1909 there was vested in this Board the 
jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the board of alder- 
men concerning the naming of streets, the planting and 
removal of trees in the public ways, the issue of permits 
or licenses for coasting, the storage of gasolene, oil and 
other inflammable substances or explosive compounds, 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or 
temporary obstruction or projection in, under or over 
the same, including the location of conduits, poles and 
posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway or illu- 
minating purposes, to be exercised by said Board with the 
approval in writing of the Mayor. 

The Board took up this work on February 7, 1910. 
During the year ending February 6, 1911, there were 
presented for consideration 1,890 petitions, divided as 
follows:

The granting of permits for advertising signs is 
- governed by chapter 352 of the Acts of 1895. Under 
this statute, violations of the terms of the grant are 
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punishable only after notice from the Commissioner of 
Public Works, an officer of the city in no way connected 
with the granting of the permit. For this reason the 
city is filled with such violations. Before granting 
permits for projecting signs the Board has had an investi- 
gation made in each case, and where it was evident 
that the petitioner did not intend to live within the terms 
of his permit the petition was rejected. The Board 
has adopted the further policy of refusing to grant 
permits for signs which are grotesque or confusing, or 
which from their proposed size may be unsafe. 

There were granted 418 permits for wooden or metal 
signs, and 544 for illuminated signs. 

Permits for the erection of poles in public thorough- 
fares are granted under the provisions of chapter 11-7 
of the Acts of 1906. Under this statute the notification 
required is still in the hands of the City Clerk, and but 
for the co-operation of that officer would be a source 
of interminable confusion. Moreover the law requires 
that the notice is to be served upon ‘‘owners of real 
estate . . . as determined by the last preceding 
assessment for taxation.’ This frequently works hard- 
ship in that an owner of record of April 1, the time of 
assessment, may transfer the property during the year, 
with the result that the present owner is deprived of 
his rights under the law. The Board has held 334 
hearings on petitions of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. of Massachusetts~ and of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company of Boston, and 
has granted 187 locations, where no remonstrants 
appeared, and rejected 147 requests. 

Licenses for the keeping, storage, manufacture or 
sale of explosives and inflammable fluids are granted 
under authority of chapter 370 of the Acts of 1904 and 
acts in amendment thereof. The function of this Board 
under these acts is to determine that the “building or 
structure” is a proper place for the keeping of explosives 
or inflammable fluids. This function in no way con- 
flicts with the permit granted by the Massachusetts 
District Police, whose duty it is to specify the amount 
to be carried and make all other necessary regulations. 
This Board is assisted in determining the granting of 
the license by an inspection of the premises by the local 
District Fire Chief. Under this heading the Board - 
held 183 publicly advertised hearings, granted 161 
petitions and rejected 22. 
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Street railway locations, an obstruction of the public 
ways under a ruling of the Corporation Counsel, are 
granted by this Board under authority of the Street 
Railway Act of 1906, chapter 463, section 7. The 
Board has held 64 publicly advertised hearings, granted 
63 petitions and rejected 1. 

The Board found that the granting of permits for 
marquises had, in previous years, served as a means 
to violate the law relating to the projection of advertising 
signs. For this reason the Board has made all grants 
for marquises conditional upon the absence of advertising 
matter. The Board has held 29 publicly advertised 
hearings, granted 24 petitions and rejected 5. 

Bay windows and balconies are granted under section 
13 of chapter 550 of the Acts of 1907. The Board has 
held 26 publicly advertised hearings, granted 19 petitions 
and rejected 6. 

Section 28 of chapter 486 of the Acts of 1909 contains 
the provision that the Mayor and City Council shall 
have authority to fix by ordinance the terms, by way of 
cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits 
or licenses for the storage of gasolene or oil, or other 
inflammable substances or explosive compounds and 
the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, bay windows 
and marquises, in, under or over the public ways, shall 
be issued. 

The fees for licenses for explosives and inflammable 
fluids are determined by statute law and have been col- 
lected as noted elsewhere in this report. 

The City Council has not as yet passed the ordinance. 
Realizing that business projects and necessary building 
construction could not be held up indefinitely, the 
Board determined, after consultation with the Cor- 
poration Counsel, to grant all pending petitions for coal 
holes, vaults, bay windows and marquises, to which 
there was no objection, with the provision that the 
petitioners should pay the prescribed fee in the event 
of the passage of such an ordinance. 


SURVEYING DIVISION. 

The work of this division was similar to that of 
previous years; much time, however, was devoted to 
work performed jointly with the Surveying Division of 
the Engineering Department on numerous acceptance 
plans, as well as others for the immediate use of the 
commissioners. 
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Seven hearings were held during the year under the 
legislative act permitting changes to be made in the 
proposed development shown on plans which had been 
filed. 

A description of the work done under the several 
plans is as follows:

On April 23, 1909, a hearing was given, under author-

No. 92 to Marsh street; street No. 2436, designed to 
leave street No. 92 at a point about 160 feet distant 
from street No. 24385, and will run northeasterly and 
parallel with the latter street to street No. 105; street 
No. 2487, which will leave street No. 105 at about 
320 feet southeasterly from street No. 24385 and will 
run northeasterly and parallel with the latter to Marsh 
street; street No. 2488, which will leave street No. 92 
at a point about 160 feet southeasterly from street No. 
2436 and will run northeasterly and parallel with said 
street to street No. 105; street No. 24389, which will 
leave street No. 105 at a point about 1380 feet south- 
easterly from street No. 2487 and will run northeasterly 
to Marsh street at a point distant about 250 feet south- 
easterly from street: No. 2437; street No. 2440, which 
will leave Marsh street at a point about 190 feet south- 
easterly from street No. 24389 and will run south- 
westerly parallel with the latter street, terminating at 
street No. 2443; street No. 2441, which will leave 
Marsh street at a point about 170 feet southeasterly from 
street No. 2440 and will run southeasterly and parallel 
with that street to street No. 24438; street No. 2442, 
which will leave street No. 2448 at a point 160 feet 
southeasterly from street No. 2441 and will run north- 
easterly to Marsh street; street No. 24438, which will 
leave street No. 2438 at a point about 230 feet north- 
westerly from street No. 92 and will run in a north- 
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easterly direction to Marsh street; also the elimination 
of portion of street No. 98 from Marsh street (No. 104) 
to street No. 89, and the substitution therefor of street 
No. 2435 from Marsh street to street No. 92; the elimina- 
tion of portions of streets Nos. 104, 105, 121; portion 
of street No. 110 from street No. 89 to Marsh street, 
and the introduction of an extension of street No. 105 
reduced from 60 feet in width to 40 feet in width south- 
easterly nearly to street No. 2440. 

A new plan was made of W 87, which was refiled 
August 9, 1910, in substitution for the old one. 

On November 25, 1910, a hearing was given under 
authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898 on territory shown on sections numbered W 68, 
W 69 and W 70, and was in relation to the ‘elimination 
of street No. 2315, designed to run from Arundel street 
to street No. 2316, and for the future development 
the introduction of four 40-foot streets designed to run 
from Beaumont street to Elm road. The first of these 
ways, street No. 2477, being shown located 200 feet 
east of and parallel with Arundel street; the second, 
street No. 2378, being shown located 200 feet east of 
and parallel with street No. 2377; the third, street No. 
2479, being shown located about 170 feet easterly of 
and parallel with street No. 2478, and the fourth, 
street No. 2480, being shown located about 170 feet 
easterly of and parallel with street No. 2479. 

The plans showing these changes have not yet been 
filed. 

On October 7, 1910, a hearing was given under 
authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of

Str,— In accordance with the Revised Ordinances 
of 1908, chapter 6, section 4, I herewith submit the 
report of the Supply Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1911. 

This department was created by ordinance in Feb- 
ruary, 1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for 
the following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, 
Street, Street Cleaning and Watering, and Street Depart- 
ment, Ferry Division. 

On April 23, 1908, a new ordinance was created to 
broaden the scope of the old department, and it was 
passed and approved by Mayor Hibbard on May 1, 1908. 


ORDINANCE OF 1908, CHAPTER 6, ESTABLISHING A SUPPLY DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the charge of the 
Superintendent of Supplies, who shall, upon requisition in writing, signed 
by the head of any department, supply materials, apparatus and other 
supplies required by such department, except furniture and those supplied 
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by the Superintendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the 
fifteenth day of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed statement 
of the purchases made for each department during the preceding month, 
which statement shall be approved by the official in charge of the depart- 
ment. 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department. requiring materials, 
apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and those supplied by the 
Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain the same of the Superintendent 
of Supplies by means of a requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared 
by said superintendent. 

Secr. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of account, 
and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition shall at once comply 
with it and make proper entries on his book. He shall require suitable 
evidence that the materials and supplies furnished are accepted by the 
officer issuing the requisition. 

Secr. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report include a 
statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by inserting after the 
words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets,” the words “‘the Superintendent 
of Supplies.” 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section five by inserting after 
the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets, seventy-five hundred dollars,’ : 
the words ‘“‘the Superintendent of Supplies, three thousand dollars.” 


This department buys to-day all the coal used by the 
City of Boston with the exception of Hospital and School 
Departments. It seems to me that it would be good 
judgment to have these departments included in the 
contracts made by the Supply Department, thus insuring 
a uniform standard and quality for the city.

Dear Srr,— In opening the bids to-day for iron castings, I find but 
two bidders,— the Gibby Foundry Company of East Boston, whose bid 
is $1.85 per 100 pounds, and the Sessions Foundry Company of Bristol, 
Conn., whose bid is $1.64 per 100 pounds. 

I would suggest that the bid be awarded to the Gibby Foundry Com- 
pany, inasmuch as they are large taxpayers here and their interests are 
directly in the city. We have had considerable trouble during the past 
year with the castings furnished by the Sessions Foundry Company, as 
the same were far in excess of the weight desired, the deliveriés were very 
slow and some of the castings would not stand the impact test made by 
the Sewer Division. I quote below copy of letter received from the 
Sewer Division relative to tests made of these castings: 

“‘T made two impact tests on Al manhole covers made by the Sessions 
Foundry Company of Bristol, Conn., one on December 6, 1909, and one 
on January 27, 1910. The test consisted of dropping a cast-iron ball, 
which weighed 126} pounds, six feet on the center of the cover placed in 
its frame. I broke five covers, and in spite of the covers weighing 15 
per cent heavier than the old covers most of them cracked on the third 
blow, while covers in previous tests did not crack until the sixth and 
seventh blow.”

I sampled, August 23, 1910, at the North Ferry, the cargo of Barge No. 12, 
Metropolitan Coal Company, said to contain about 1,500 tons of ‘‘ Jenner” 
coal from Somerset County, Pa. At the time of sampling about 
700 tons of coal had already been discharged, the balance of the cargo 
being very carefully sampled from 210 different places, a total gross sam- 
ple of 600 pounds being taken out. As this sample yielded a decidedly 
high pereentage of ash, viz., 10.38 per cent on a dry basis, together with 
decidedly high sulphur, it was deemed desirable to follow the procedure 
recommended by me for sampling cargoes high in ash,— to sample the coal 
a second time from the bins after complete discharge.

In accordance with a decree of the Supreme Judicial Court for the 
Commonwealth, rendered November 25, 1903, the following persons 
constitute a Board of Managers of the Franklin Fund: The rector of 
Christ Church in Boston and the ministers of the First Church in Boston 
and the First United Presbyterian Church, together with the Mayor of 
the City of Boston and the following seven persons — Richard Olney, 
William Endicott, Nathan Matthews, Charles T. Gallagher, James J. 
Storrow, John A. Sullivan and George F. Swain. 
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The Board of Managers chose the City Treasurer as treasurer of the 
fund, and it is now in his custody. 

The Franklin Foundation was incorporated June 1, 1908, under author- 
ity of chapter 569, Acts of 1908, with powers and duties therein specified. 

The fund consists of two parts, the first and larger part being immedi- 
ately available, to be expended by the Board of Managers, in accordance 
with the wishes of Franklin as expressed in his will, while the other part 
is to be kept invested and is to accumulate until the year 1994, when it 
is to be divided between the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the 
City of Boston.

of the City Treasurer, as custodian. The Police Commissioner expends 
the income thereof, and the amount appropriated for pensions of police, 
for the payment of pensions of members of the police force who have been 
placed on the pension roll, and, with the approval of the Mayor, for the 
relief of persons who have received an honorable discharge from the police 
force by reason of sickness, age or other disability, and who are, in con- 
sequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances; and also for the ’relief of 
the widows and ‘orphans, in necessitous circumstances, of police officers 
who have died while in the service of the city or from the effects of 
injuries received in the execution of their duty. No additions have been 
made to this fund since 1890.

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 
voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 

On January 31, 1911, two thousand four hundred and sixty-five were 
contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year. 

On January 31, 1911, two hundred and one retired teachers were receiv- 
ing annuities of $15 per month, each having contributed $540 to the fund.

During the months of December, January and Feb- 
ruary a special force of hydrant inspectors is drafted 
from the various gangs of the division to maintain the 
hydrants in the central district in a condition for imme- 
diate use. ‘Transfers of men from one class of work to 
another are made as required, but in the main the dis- 
tribution of employees is as above outlined. 

There are now 411 men in the Distribution Division. 
One year ago the total number was 435. 

The average number of men at work daily during the 
year was 388.

During the year 68,128 linear feet of mains were laid, 
relaid and relocated, and 33,246 linear feet were aban- 
doned. Gate valves, air valves and blow-offs were 
established and abandoned, as stated in Table No. I. 
appended to the text. The total mileage of mains now 
owned and operated by the department is 767.35 miles, . 
consisting almost entirely of cast-iron pipe, there being 
but 4,985 feet of 30-inch, and 6,180 feet of 20-inch 
wrought-iron cement-lined pipe in the system. 
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Of the total amount laid, 188 feet of 2-inch, 226 feet 
of 4-inch, 528 feet of 6-inch, 14,116 feet of 8-inch, 4,758 
feet of 10-inch, 7,871 feet of 12-inch, and 844 feet of 
16-inch, were laid to supply new buildings in streets 
where water mains had not been laid, and for high 
service to buildings in the business section. 

In replacing old and inadequate mains there were 
laid 697 feet of 6-inch, 2,002 feet of 8-inch, 5,369 feet of 
10-inch, 14,980 feet of 12-inch, 663 feet of 16-inch, and 
985 feet of 36-inch. 

On account of construction work of different kinds it 
was necessary to relocate the following lengths of main 
pipe: Seven feet of 4-inch, 200 feet of 6-inch, 632 feet of 
8-inch, 2,063 feet of 10-inch, 2,596 feet of 12-inch, 251 
feet of 16-inch, 193 feet of 24-inch, and 48 feet of 30-inch. 

To improve the supply in East Boston, 171 feet of 
16-inch, 1,153 feet of 24-inch, 3,330 feet of 30-inch, and 
13 feet of 36-inch were laid in Chelsea street connecting 
with the large main laid in the tunnel recently built by 
the Metropolitan Water and Sewer Board from Chelsea 
to East Boston. 

To improve the high service supply in Roxbury, 1,124 
feet of 16-inch main was laid in Dudley street, from 
Warren street to Mt. Pleasant avenue, connecting with 
the dead ends of the high service between those two 
points and greatly improving the circulation. 

For sometime past the water supply at Deer Island 
has been inadequate for the increased demands on the 
island. ‘This condition being due in a great measure to 
the loss of head caused by the long line of pipe from 
East Boston through Winthrop and Point Shirley to 
the island. During the year this line which was 8 inches 
in diameter was replaced by a 12-inch line from a point 
in Shirley street opposite the Winthrop Yacht Club to 
Shirely gut — about 4,848 feet in all. 

The 16-inch line laid in Granite street, South Boston, 
the previous year was extended through Granite and 
Second streets, to Dorchester avenue, thus completing 
a very efficient connecting line between the 20-inch 
Dover street, South Boston supply and the 30-inch 
line entering South Boston by way of Congress street 
pipe tunnel. 

About 1,000 feet of 36-inch pipe was laid in Tremont 
street, between Rutland and Canton streets, replacing 
that amount of old 30-inch pipe which was in bad con- 
dition, it having been in the ground since 1847. 
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The old and small sized lines in Davis, Troy, Union 
Park, Chambers, Brighton, Sumner, Webster and Heath 
streets, Howard avenue, Bremen, Burroughs, Cherry, 
Decatur, Moon, Sun Court, Fay and Wesley streets 
were all replaced by mains of larger diameter. 

Considerable work was done in Hyde Park avenue, 
raising, moving and laying new mains, to conform to 
the new lines and grades created by the work of 
widening the street. 

In the Dorchester district the elimination of grade 
crossings at Freeport street, Harrison square, Adams 
street, Dorchester avenue and Taylor street, caused 
much work upon the part of the Water Department in 
lowering and otherwise relocating its mains to suit the 
new condition. 

One hundred seventy feet of 8-inch, 1,406 feet of 6-inch 
and 962 feet of 2-inch mains laid by the Boston Water 
Department in Squantum were turned over to the city 
of Quincy upon terms arranged and agreed upon by the 
cities of Boston and Quincy. 

The easterly 30-inch mainin Tremont street, between 
Hollis and La Grange streets, was stripped and examined 
and all unyielding material, such as concrete, brick piers 
and timbers, removed fromits bed. It was raised where 
necessary and earth tamped solidly under it, giving it 
a natural bed of uniform resistance. This work was 
made imperative by the condition disclosed by the 
break in this main January 3, 1910, in Tremont street, 
opposite Seaver place. 

Upon February 4, 1910, the gates were opened and 
the water allowed to pass from the city proper to South 
Boston, by way of the new 30—24-inch line laid through 
Congress street and the pipe tunnel under Fort Point 
channel at Congress Street Bridge. This is a very 
important addition to the South Boston supply. 

One hundred and twenty-two petitions for main pipe 
to be laid in various streets were investigated and the 
required lengths measured; of these, 96 petitions were 
granted and the required pipe laid. 

Of the leaks during the year the most serious was 
that which occurred June 24, 1910, in Broad street, at 
Milk street. The 10-inch Broad street main broke upon 
a rigid bearing left in the ground during some previous 
operations. The spot was greatly congested with con- 
duits over the main, old sheathing and timbers under 
it, the conditions being favorable for just such a break 
as occurred. 
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In the latter part of May the 12-inch main passing 
under water from Moon to Long Island pulled apart 
just outside of the sea wall at Moon Island. From the 
fact that ‘‘tidework”’ was necessary, it was a slow and 
tedious matter to make repairs; the islands being sup- 
plied through the old 6-inch line while the work was in 
progress. 

The usual work of gate inspection was carried on 
throughout the season with good results. Many gates 
were located that were not on the plans and others that 
were on the plans were located in the streets. All gates 
inspected were thoroughly tested and history cards 
made out. 

For other repairs and maintenance items see Table 
No. III. in the appendix. 


HYDRANTS. 


During the year 257 public hydrants were established, 
and 175 public and 5 private hydrants were abandoned, 
making a total number of 8,106 public and 302 private 
and suburban hydrants connected with the ‘system 
January 31, 1911. This work comprised not only the 
establishment of additional new hydrants, but also 
the changing of the style and location of old hydrants. 

Following is a statement of the cost of establishing 
and abandoning hydrants during the year:

Notr.— The changes include 11 hydrants abandoned which were not replaced. 
Also 50 additional hydrants were established and 82 changes were made in conjunction 
with contract work, and the cost of labor is so much involved with the main pipe work 
that it cannot be separated and is not included in the above figures. 


The usual attention was given the hydrants during 
the year. New ones were set where needed and old 
ones were changed in style and location. They were 
painted and repaired and during cold weather inspected 
and tested so that there might be no delay on account 
of frost in the event of a fire. The Fire Department was 
furnished with 3,312 sacks of salt to place upon the 
hydrant covers during the season of snow and ice. 
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Decayed wooden boxes were replaced by concrete 
boxes. On account of greater limitations in the matter 
of outsiders using hydrants there were fewer cases of 
defective hydrants from that cause. Tables IV., V. 
and VI. in the appendix will show the number and 
style of hydrants established and abandoned, their 
locations by districts, and the total number in service; 
also the repairs and items of general maintenance per- 
formed during the year with costs, causes, etc. 


SERVICE PIPES. 


Fourteen hundred and seventy-two service pipes of 
diameter varying from 2? of an inch to 12 inches were 
laid during the year, and 367 were abandoned. ‘The 
net increase for the year was 1,105. The total number 
of service pipes in the system is 97,156. In addition, 
there were connected with new houses 51 32-inch 
pipes that were formerly laid to vacant lots. These 
have been already counted as services laid and as 
there was nothing done except to extend from the side- 
walk cock to the property line they are treated apart 
from the regular work of laying service pipes. The 
term ‘‘service pipe”’ includes not only those pipes sup- 
plying water to premises for strictly domestic purposes, 
but also fire, motor and elevator pipes. Tables VILI., 
VIIl., [X., X. and XI., appended, give details as to 
number, size, length in feet, etc., also costs of laying and 
changing service pipes. All 23-inch pipes are made of 
lead. Those ranging from #?-inch to 2-inch, inclusive, 
are of lead and lead-lined iron. Pipes of 3 inches and 
upward are of cast iron. 

The usual work of maintaining the services was 
continued throughout the year, involving a considerable 
part of the force, with consequent large total cost. The 
increasing number of premises being metered is a cause 
of much additional shutting off and letting on for non- 
payment. Under the yearly rates this matter came up 
but once a year, but under meter rates the bills are 
rendered quarterly, and the work of compelling pay- 
ment of bills necessarily occurs four times a year. 
A strong effort should be made to equip every service 
pipe with a shut-off if one is not already installed, and 
to replace all old ‘‘church”’ cocks with the present type 
of cock. The absence of easily accessible shut-offs in 
the streets causes much extra expense and delay. Table 
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XII. in the appendix will show the variety, extent and 
cost of the work necessary to the maintenance of the 
service pipe system during the year. 


METERS. 


Although the installation and maintenance of meters 
are attended to by the Income Division, an arrange- 
ment exists by which the Distribution Division installs 
all outside meters and maintains all meter boxes. 
During the year 453 outside and 8 inside meters were 
installed at a total cost, exclusive of the meter itself, of 
$9,977.26. Tables XIII. and XIV. in the appendix 
will show the details of this work and also the repairs, 
causes and costs. 


WATER Posts. 


During the year three water posts for street sprink- 
ling carts were established and seven abandoned, leav- 
ing a total number of 512 connected with the system 
January 31, 1911. The total cost of the work was 
$102.57. Formerly these posts were entirely in our 
charge, but since 1906 we have merely executed orders 
to do work as issued by the Street Cleaning and Water- 
ing Division of the Street Department. Table XV. 
in the appendix gives.a statement of repairs performed 
by this department on water posts during the year, 
the number of jobs, the causes and the cost. 


FOUNTAINS. 


There were established during the year just past one 
trough for horses; four fountains of the ‘‘bubble”’ 
type replacing old style fountains with drinking cups; and 
three fountains of the ‘‘bubble”’ type with cold water 
attachments, replacing cold water fountains with drinking 
cups. Thirty-one taps were established on street water- 
ing posts to provide for teamsters to serve in pails to their 
horses. These have been designated as Style I. They 
were installed at the suggestion of the Master Team- 
sters’ Association and the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals. These organizations claimed 
that much disease, especially ‘‘glanders,’’ was spread 
through the medium of the common drinking trough 
and the serving of water by pails was considered a more 
sanitary method. Several of the large circular bowls 
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located in squares and at street intersections have 
been. equipped with a device which is supposed to remedy 
this matter to a large extent. The water flows into 
the bowl upon a horizontal plane at the same level as 
the surface of the water. This produces a rapid move- 
ment in the top water towards the waste outlet which is 
so situated in relation to the inlet as to involve a com- 
plete revolution of the flowing top water before it 
reaches the outlet. 

Upon October 1 the law passed by the Legislature 
abolishing the public drinking cup went into effect. This 
will necessitate the abolition of about all the present 
types of fountains and the substitution therefor of 
the ‘‘bubble” type. 

There were abandoned during the year one fountain 
for man and beast and three fountains for man only. 

The cost of establishing and abandoning fountains 
during the year was as follows:

SHoP WorRK. 


The work done by the various shops is shown by the 
series of tables in the appendix. 

In the power plant there was used during the year 
529,800 pounds of coal as against 471,200 pounds in 
1909-10; 497,000 pounds in 1908-09, and 671,200 pounds 
in 1907-08. The percentage of ash and clinker was 
9.69 as against 9.61 in 1909-10; 10.16 in 1908-09, and 
13.5 in 1907-08. Coal on hand February 1, 1911, 
18,900 pounds. About twenty-five gallons each of engine 
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and cylinder oil were used during the year. The increased 
amount of coal used this year over last year was due 
to the extension of the steam-heating apparatus. The 
concrete drying and storage shed was equipped with 
steam heat. On account of the distance of the shed 
from the boiler and the large amount of radiation, 
considerable steam was necessary with a correspondingly 
ereater amount of coal used. 


PROPERTY AND PLANT. 


Albany Street Yard.— The property at this yard is 
in generally good condition. Repairs have been made 
as necessary and conveniences added as required. More 
pavement should be laid in the driveways. ‘The emer- 
gency automobile service installed last year has worked 
to good advantage. The old-fashioned toilet on the 
second floor of the main building has been replaced by 
one with modern plumbing,— a much needed improve- 
ment. “Three old and disabled horses were humanely 
killed, and one horse, unsuitable for our use, sold in 
trade. Five new horses were purchased. We now own 
59, including an unbroken colt. They are all in good 
condition. The department also owns 4 automobiles, 
3/7 wagons of all kinds, 138 carriages, 23 sleighs and 
pungs, 3 road rollers and 13 portable tool houses. 
During the year such of these wagons and carriages 
that required repairs were overhauled and put in good 
condition. ‘Two old wagons that were beyond economical 
repairs were sold in trade, and three new ones purchased. 
Two old carriages were sold by auction. The harnesses 
were repaired and kept in good condition. A gasolene 
power pump was purchased during the year; the pulso- 
meter was overhauled and put in good condition, and, 
the siphons equipped with wheel valves to more easily 
control the hydrant stream. We are thus better equipped 
to meet any emergency that may require the removal 
of water from cellars, trenches or pipes than at any 
time in the past.

District Yards — The yards and buildings in the 
Charlestown, East Boston and Dorchester districts 
are all in good condition, and well adapted for the uses 
of the department. The West Roxbury yard is lacking 
suitable buildings and is not centrally located. The 
Brighton yard is entirely unsuitable and some steps 
should be taken at once towards providing something 
like proper quarters in this rapidly growing district. 

Reservoirs.— The reservoirs and surrounding prop- 
erties at Fisher Hill, Boylston street, Parker Hill and 
East Boston are all in good condition. Fisher Hill 
Reservoir might without detriment be taken by the 
state. Brookline Reservoir could be given over to the 
town of Brookline, which has already paid for it. 
Parker Hill is of no use to the department and should be 
disposed of. 

Standpipes.— The Orient Heights and Mt. Bellevue 
standpipes are in fairly good condition. Mt. Bellevue 
is inadequate for the demands made on it and should 
be either enlarged or replaced by a more capacious 
structure.

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REPORT OF THE ACTING CITY ENGINEER. 


The demands upon the Engineering Department, in 
connection with the extension and maintenance of the 
waterworks system, are yearly increasing, owing in 
part to the fact that contract labor is fast supplanting 
day labor. During the past year, the laying and relay- 
ing of mains was done largely by contract, under the 
supervision of the engineering force, the city supplying 
all required materials. The results of this policy have 
proven satisfactory, both from the standpoints of econ- 
omy and workmanship. The following is a summary 
of the more important work done during the year: 

1. A 30-inch and 24-inch main was laid in Chelsea 
street, East Boston, from Addison street to Brooks 
street, the 30-inch main reducing to 24-inch at Prescott 
street; this line forms a second connection between 
the metropolitan supply mains in Chelsea and the 
distribution system in East Boston, notably improving 
and safeguarding the fire and domestic supply of the 
island. 

2. <A 16-inch high service main was laid in Dudley 
street, from Warren street to Mt. Pleasant avenue, to 
improve the distribution system. 

3. A 16-inch low service main was laid in Granite 
treet and West Second street, from Mt. Wasnhigton 
venue to Dorchester avenue; when this work was com- 
pleted the 20-inch main crossing at Binford street, 
under fifty-seven tracks in the freight yard of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, which 
had long been difficult to maintain owing to frequent 
leaks, was abandoned. 

4. A mile of 12-inch pipe was laid in Shirley street, 
Winthrop, northerly from Shirley gut, to replace the 
8-inch supply main to Deer Island, laid in 1870; the 
result of this work was an increased pressure at the 
island which is now much better maintained than 
formerly. 

5. The Deer Island reservoir, put in service during 
the past year, will safeguard the water supply on the 
island in the event of failure of the long feed main 
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which passes through Winthrop under Shirley gut; 
it will afford as well a much needed improvement in 
fire protection. The reservoir was built by prison 
labor, under the supervision of the Engineering Depart- 
ment. Itis located on the top of a hill and is constructed 
almost entirely in excavation; it is rectangular in shape, 
43 feet wide and 138 feet long at the bottom with side 
slopes of 2 to 1 on the inside and 24 to 1 on the outside; 
its top is at grade 114, high water mark at grade 109; 
the bottom and entire sides were lined with 6 inches of 
concrete and, in addition, stone paving laid upon 3 
feet of ballast was placed from a berm formed at grade 
103 to the top; a suitable gate chamber was constructed 
of concrete; a 16-inch pipe at grade 110 was provided 
as an overflow in the event of failure of the regulating 
apparatus in the gate chamber; the capacity of the 
reservoir is 2,500,000 gallons. 

6. The Deacon meter system was operated for two 
months during the summer season with a small force; 
a total expenditure of $540 resulted in the detection of. 
500,000 gallons of water going to waste. 

On June 30 last, Mr. William Jackson died after 
holding the office of City Engineer continuously since 
April 21, 1885. He was a practical man of spotless 
reputation, with high scholarly attainments; his works, 
which abound in Boston, are his best monument.

The present incumbent, Charles B. Woolley, was 
appointed to the office of Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures in May, 1908. 

The force of the department consists of one sealer, 
ten deputies.and one laborer. 

The headquarters of the department are located, in 
the basement of the Old Court House, and have recently 
been remodeled and newly equipped with modern 
devices... 

Although the department quarters, considering their 
location, with the radical improvements which they 
have taken on, are at the present time in a very satis- 
factory condition as regards arrangement and equip- 
ment, yet there is still considerable opportunity for 
betterment. 

One of the most important necessities is a fireproof 
vault for the preservation of valuable and important 
records. This should be installed at once. 

The enactment of chapter 531, Acts of 1909, has 
resulted in relieving this department of the testing and 
sealing of a large percentage of glass jars and bottles 
used in the distribution of milk and cream. Before this 
legislation came to the department’s relief, almost the 
entire time of two of the deputies had been taken up 
with this unremunerative work, to the great detriment 
of other and more practicable branches of the services. 

I have always been convinced that one of the princi- 
pal weaknesses of this department in the past has been 
its inability to properly carry on a systematic line of 
inspections. That my belief in this respect has been 
justified is plainly shown by the following number of 
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inspections, which the changed conditions have made 
possible. These inspections have been carried on with 
great vigor, and have resulted in many prosecutions 
and convictions. 

Since February, 1910, this department has made 
3,897 inspections, and has prosecuted sixty-three vio- 
lators of law, which resulted in the conviction of the 
entire number. The total fines amounted to $520. 

The above brief summary of inspections and prose- 
_ cutions gives but a limited idea of the magnitude and 
value of the work performed and the time consumed in 
its performance. For a true appreciation of the actual 
labor and energy devoted to carrying out the laws 
relative to the sealing of weights and measures, and of 
affording the citizens of this municipality that share of 
protection to which they are entitled, an analysis of the 
recapitulation which follows in this report will be self- 
explanatory. 

I am of the opinion as a result of careful investiga- 
tion of existing conditions in the sale of coal that the 
honest merchant and the purchasing public alike would 
have better protection if, in addition to the rights now 
vested in the sealer, found in chapter 57, sections 83 to 
93, the power of issuing licenses to coal dealers was 
placed within the jurisdiction of the Weights and Meas- 
ures Department. Many abuses relative to the sale of 
coal have been found. To correct these evils I have 
considered it necessary to delegate two deputy sealers 
to patrol daily the offices of the various coal companies 
to prevent the perpetration of deceit and fraud upon 
the public by unscrupulous dealers. 

These many daily inspections have resulted in a 
large number of convictions, and, with the assistance 
given this department by the Press in giving publicity 
to this phase of crime, has greatly diminished the under- 
weight coal swindler. 

This department, however, realizes the necessity and 
value of continued activity in the supervision of dealers 
in this commodity, and in the future policy of this 
office there will be no cessation in this much needed 
inspection. 

Furthermore, I am convinced that the present law 
relative to the sale of coal in small quantities should be 
amended, and to that end I have presented a bill to the 
Legislature which, I believe, will tend to afford better 
protection to the public. 
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As I stated in my report of last year, a system of 
bookkeeping has been established that has brought 
about excellent results in plainly setting forth all daily 
work performed by the employees of this department. 
Recent investigation of our system of accounting called 
forth an expression of high praise from the expert 
accountant delegated by the auditor. 

Under the present fee system for outside sealing ser- 
vices (created by section 34, chapter 62, of the Revised 
Laws of 1902), this department has earned in revenue, 
between February 1, 1910, and February 1, 1911, 
$9,434.47. This amount is $4,022.66 more than has 
ever been derived in actual revenue in the history of 
this department prior to 1908, and is $385.99 in excess 
of that derived in the last fiscal year. 

Although through the activity of this department a 
large number of prosecutions and convictions have taken 
place, I am still firm in the opinion that the majority of 
merchants and dealers are honest, and I have always 
found them willing to co-operate with this department 
in correcting any abuse or irregularity which has 
developed through the customs of trade. 

In the matter of complaints, I find that a large num- 
ber of them come from persons who are unwilling to 
allow the use of their names. This necessitates the 
purchase of the commodity in question by the deputies 
in order to secure evidence for prosecution. But I am 
confident that this difficulty will be obviated by the 
passage of a bill which has been introduced in the 
Legislature amending chapter 394 of the Acts of 1907. 
If this amendment is acted upon favorably, ‘‘whoever 
offers’? for sale will be responsible for any insufficiency 
of weight or measure. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


(1.) To-day this department is constantly called upon 
to test and seal scales the capacity of which are from 
10 to 125 tons, many of which are located at the extreme 
limits of the city. As the accurate testing of these scales 
requires the use and application of weights aggregating 
at least 3,000 pounds the value of the installation of an 
auto-truck, which would insure rapid transit and be 
capable of transporting the large number of weights and 
other accessories necessary, can readily be understood. 
I therefore recommend that the department be equipped 
with the same. 


A COLLECTION OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES THAT HAVE BEEN SEIZED AND CONDEMNED, NOW ON 
EXHIBITION IN THE OFFICE OF THE SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES OF BOSTON, 
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(2.) Under the provisions of chapter 57, sections 83 
to 93, the Sealer of Weights and Measures is empowered 
to intercept teams of coal while in transit. This is one 
of the most valuable methods of insuring to the pur- 
chasing public protection in the purchase of this much 
needed commodity. In the outlying districts of the city, 
when performing this important branch of his work the 
sealer is greatly handicapped because there are no public 
scales installed in that vicinity, and as a consequence 
much time is lost by this department and an injustice 
is inflicted upon the merchant; therefore I recommend 
the installation of public scales in districts to be desig- 
nated by this department. 

(3.) Under the provisions of existing law the pur- 
chaser of coal is entitled to a certificate of weight, signed 
by a sworn weigher. I earnestly urge all purchasers of 
coal to demand this certificate at the time of delivery. 

(4.) In the sale of many commodities to-day, even 

on the part of honest merchants, many transactions are 
taking place which are questionable, known as ‘‘trade 
customs.”’ 
_ The proper remedy for the present existing evil is in 
the enactment of legislation requiring the placing of the 
net weight or contents upon the package or article sold 
or offered for sale. I therefore desire to emphatically 
place myself on record as favoring such legislation. 

While the sealer feels sure that the department has 
reached a state of efficiency never before equaled in its 
history, it will still be his constant aim to proceed along 
progressive lines, always remembering the importance of 
the department in its relation to the great public; and 
as an earnest of his appreciation of this great responsi- 
bility, he respectfully submits this report.

Hon. Joun F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


S1rr,— I herewith submit report showing the appro- 
priation and expenditures of the Wire Department and 
the work performed from February 1, 1910, to January 
31, 1911, inclusive. 

The underground district for 1911 has been prescribed 
as provided for in chapter 347 of the Acts of 1908, same 
being Dorchester avenue from Romsey street to the 
further side of Peabody square. This seems to have been 
the logical location to select as it is a continuation of 
last year’s district, which was Dorchester avenue from 
Fort Point channel to Romsey street, and because the 
number and condition of the poles and wires on Dorches- 
ter avenue are such as to demand prompt attention. 

In past years the complete clearing of the prescribed 
underground districts of poles and overhead wires has 
each year been delayed from one cause and another into 
the following year, but this year the hearty co-operation 
of the various interests makes it possible to report the 
1910 district as cleared. 
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The losses during the year from fires found by the 
department to have been due to electrical causes have 
been unusually small, the total insurance losses from 
such fires being but $3,936.99. 

It is worthy of special mention, and it is a pleasure to 
report, that the American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, whose long distance wires and poles for the support 
of same were exempt from the requirements of the under- 
ground acts, but whose representative agreed in con- 
sultation with the Commissioner in 1908 to have all 
their poles and overhead wires in the various prescribed 
underground districts in this city removed within three 
years, have fulfilled their word to the letter within the 
time agreed upon. 

I feel it again necessary to call attention to the fact 
that the department’s valuable records are not properly 
protected and that a fireproof vault should be provided.

The prescribed underground district for 1910 com- 
prised that portion of Dorchester avenue between Fort 
Point channel and Romsey street, a total distance of 
ten thousand six hundred forty (10,640) feet, which 
distance exceeded by eighty (80) feet the two miles as 
authorized under chapter 249, Acts of 1898. 

Lines of poles stood on each side of the avenue the 
entire length, one hundred eighty-five (185) poles in all, 
owned by the following companies: Twenty (20) by the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company, ninety-eight (98) 
by the American Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
and sixty-seven (67) by the New England Telephone and 
‘Telegraph Company, these figures not including the iron 
trolley poles of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
same being exempt. 

Attached to these poles, and passing overhead on Dor- 
chester avenue between Fort Point channel and Romsey 
street, there was approximately six hundred forty-eight 
thousand seven hundred seventy (648,770) feet of wire, 
or nearly one hundred twenty-three (123) miles, not 
including the trolley or span wire of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

The above wires were owned by the following com- 
panies: Edison Electric Illuminating Company, Ameri- 
ean Telephone and Telegraph Company, New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, West End Street 
Railway Company, Fire Alarm Branch (Boston Fire 
Department), Police Signal Service (Boston Police De- 
partment) and the Mutual District Messenger Company. 

In order to provide distribution facilities from the 
underground conduits along the route of the 1910 dis- 
trict, it has been necessary to grant, as provided for in 
chapter 347, Acts of 1908, fifteen (15) terminal pole 
locations. Of these, three (8) were for the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, and twelve (12) were 
for the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany and were located as follows: Those for the Edison 
Electric [luminating Company on Alger street near 
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Dorchester avenue, Crescent avenue near Dorchester 
avenue and on Damrell street near Dorchester avenue; 
those for the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company were on _ Bellflower street, Dexter avenue, 
Damrell street, Edison green, Grafton street, Harbor 
View street, Howell street, Leeds street, Locust street, 
Romsey street, Sudan street and West Sixth street, all 
near Dorchester avenue, one pole each and underground 
connections from the conduits on Dorchester avenue 
to the poles. In addition to the above terminal pole 
locations along this year’s district, three were granted 
in other parts of the underground districts, as follows: 
One on Myrtle street southerly from Revere street, 
city proper (iron pole for New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company); one on Woodcliff street 
near Blue Hill avenue, the underground district for 
1909, and one on Bray street near Washington street, 
Roxbury, in the underground district for 1904, both 
of these being for the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. 

A number of other petitions from the two companies 
above mentioned were considered, hearings being given 
in accordance with the law, and the petitioners then 
given leave to withdraw, it not being deemed necessary 
or advisable to grant the locations requested. 

The large number of new telephone installations and 
the changing over of existing installations to the new 
systems has necessitated a greatly increased number 
of inspections, there being this year some twenty-five 
hundred more inspections on this class of work than 
during the year previous. 

In the selection of new pole locations by the various 
companies, our engineers have accompanied the engineers 
of the companies interested, as has been the custom 
for a number of years, and sketches of the proposed 
locations are kept on file in this office in catalogue form 
for comparison with plans filed when request is made 
to the Board of Street Commissioners for locations 
desired. 

Aside from the number of poles set on the public 
streets and avenues, as recorded in the table printed 
elsewhere, a large number of poles have been set in 
private unaccepted streets and in the rear of lots, which 
are inspected and a record made of same. 
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Accompanying this report will be found a plan show- 
ing poles and wires on and over that portion of the city 
which has been selected in accordance with the law as 
the underground district for 1911, namely, Dorchester 
avenue from Romsey street to Peabody square. Also 
photographs showing the condition of some of the 
streets already prescribed, both before and after over- 
head wires and poles supporting same were removed. 

During the year the various companies doing under- 
ground work have opened one hundred thirty-five (135) 
different streets and “avenues within the city limits 
for the purpose of constructing new conduits or extend- 
ing or enlarging their existing conduits. 

Fifty-six (56) of these were in the original underground 
district or the congested portion of the city lying north 
of Dover and Berkeley streets, while the remaining 
seventy-nine (79) were scattered throughout the rest 
of the city and suburbs.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


During the year the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company have put in commission two new substations, 
numbered 36 and 37. Station 36, which is an A. C. 
substation located corner of Commonwealth avenue 
and Linden street in the Brighton district, takes the 
load formerly supplied by the old generating station 
(No. 32) on Cambridge street, Brighton, which has been 
discontinued. Current is supplied to this new station 
from the L street station of the Edison Electric Illumi- 
nating Company at a potential of 13,200 volts and has 
a capacity in step-down transformers of 2,400 kilo- 
watts for commercial lighting and power service, and 495 
kilowatts in mercury arc rectifiers for street lighting 
service, making a total of 2,895 kilowatts capacity; 2,300 
volts is used for the commercial circuits. 

Substation 37 is located in the basement of the new 
Jordan Marsh Company building, Avon street. There 
is at present installed here a 1,000 kilowatt motor gen- 
erator, transforming from 6,900 volts three-phase A. C. 
to 230 volts D. C. current. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company have added a 
third 1,000 kilowatt rotary converter at their Egleston 
square substation, corner of Washington and Bray 
streets, and they have at present in process of con- 
struction on O street, South Boston, a new A. C. central 
power station, which is to be built first for three 15,000 
kilowatt turbo units, generating A. C. current at 13,200 
volts, 25 cycles; later additions to be made as occasion 
requires. In connection with this station underground 
trunk line conduits will be run to various sections of 
the city and to the suburbs, the substations as now 
laid out being Egleston square, 5,000 kilowatts; Roslin- 
dale, 2,000 kilowatts; Coolidge’s Corner, 4,000 kilowatts; 
Kendall square, 2,000 kilowatts; Arlington, 2,000 kilo- 
watts; Malden, 4,000 kilowatts; and East Boston, 2,000 
kilowatts. 

The provisions of chapter 450 of the Acts of 1904 
relating to the inspection of theaters and halls have 
been complied with, and inspections to the number of 
2,121 have been made during the year. 
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We have had fewer cases of failure on the part of those 
installing wiring and apparatus designed for light, heat or 
power purposes to properly notify this department than 
usual, and with a few exceptions such cases as have 
come to our attention were evidently due to an over- 
sight or to lack of knowledge as to the necessity of 
notifying the department of the intention to perform 
work, rather than to any intention to evade the law. 
This improved condition is largely due to the provisions 
of chapter 347 of the Acts of 1908, which provides a fine 
of from $10 to $50 for failure to notify, and to the fact 
that a number of convictions obtained under same has 
had a salutary effect on those who, under conditions 
existing previous to said law going into effect, would in 
many instances evade the requirements by failing to 
_ send proper notification of work performed by them. 

There were eighteen fires which started inside of 
buildings which were found to have been due wholly 
or in part to electrical causes. Of this number, but 
seven entailed an insurance loss, and the total insurance 
loss was but $3,413.99. There were also two electrical 
fires which started on the outside of buildings, one of 
which burned through to the inside of building. The 
combined insurance loss by these two fires was $523, 
making a total insurance loss by fires found by this 
department to be due to electrical causes to be $3,936.99. 
The most serious insurance loss was $1,288.36, same 
resulting from a slight fire in so far as actual burning 
was concerned, due to an electric flatiron being left in 
circuit becoming overheated and igniting wooden table 
upon which it had been carelessly left. Fire was extin- 
guished by sprinklers overhead and loss given above was 
almost entirely due to water damage. The most serious 
of the fires caused an insurance loss of $1,177.87, and 
was the result of water leaking upon molding contain- 
ing electric lighting wires, the insulation on wires break- 
ing down, permitting current leakage to occur between 
wires of opposite polarity, in combination with the fact 
that after the fuses in cut-out had properly performed 
their duty, copper wire jumpers had been inserted in 
cut-out by parties presumably connected with the build- 
ing. Of the balance of the fires causing insurance 
losses, one was due to carelessness on the part of a 
moving picture machine operator, loss being $520; one 
was the result of a water leak flooding a ceiling fixture 
on the floor below, causing a short circuit, and, while the 
fire itself was insignificant, an insurance loss of $184

was paid; one was due to a defective motor rheostat, 
loss $145.86; one was due to improperly installed wiring, 
work being done by a moving picture machine operator 
without proper authorizatien, with a consequent loss of 
$76.87, and one was due to the burning out of the arma- 
ture of a motor, neighboring woodwork being ignited 
and a loss of $21.03 resulting. Of the two fires that 
started on the outside of buildings, which resulted in 
insurance losses, one was due to a series arc lighting wire 
during a severe storm swinging into contact with build- 
ing, arcing at points of contact, igniting woodwork and 
fire burning through to inside of building, causing 
insurance loss of $425; while the other was the result of 
an iron awning frame and service wires being in contact 
just before wires entered building, an insurance loss of 
$98 being paid for damage done. 

During the year there were thirty-four accidents to 
persons, six of which resulted fatally. Eighteen of these 
accidents were to experienced men who were at work at 
the time on wires or electrical apparatus. 

Of the fatal accidents, four were to employees of the 
Edison. Electric [Illuminating Company, who were at 
work on live wires on poles at the time; one was to an 
employee of the 8. B. Condit & Co., and one to an 
employee of the Lundin Electric Company, both men at 
the time being at work in power stations, they being 
killed as results of their making accidental ‘contacts 
with live metal on switch boards carrying current at 
extra high potential. 

Of the sixteen accidents, none of which were fatal, to 
persons other than those at work on wires or electrical 
apparatus, nine were to mechanics in the employ of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, and employed at 
time of accidentson the elevated structure doing painting, 
carpenter work or track work; two were slight shocks 
recelved by two men at work on a new ventilator at a 
height of about 10 feet above roof, and who with their 
bare hands attempted to push some low potential wires 
out of their way; while the remaining five victims were 
a father and four children who were injured by contacts 
with a high potential wire which had burned off and fell 
to ground during a severe windstorm. 

During the year there were 774 more notifications of 
new work than for the year previous, showing thereby 
a gain of a little less than 6 per cent. The number of 
inspections made showed an increase of 2,714 over last 
year, or a little more than 10 per cent, and the figures of | 
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the number of ares, incandescents, motors, etc., the 
installation and wiring of which was inspected, all show 
increases over records for last year.

February 9, corner Richmond and North streets, 
about 11 a.m.; burn-out occurred in series street are 
lighting circuit in manhole; no damage except to cables. 

February 10, shortly after 7 p. m., Boylston street, 
opposite Head place; burn-out and slight explosion in 
manhole due to breakdown in insulation of the under- 
ground conductors of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company in manhole. 

February 11, 5.40 a.m., Box 521, No. 159 Green street: 
during severe storm wire of series street arc lighting 
circuit swung in contact with building, current ground- 
ing through wet woodwork of building and metal work, 
piping, eéetc., building being ignited thereby; fire had 
burned through into building before extinguished; in- 
surance loss, $425.

February 28, in the neighborhood of 2 p. m., Bunker 
Hill ear barns, Charlestown; during rainstorm, current 
grounded from trolley wire to building at point where 
trolley wire entered same; damage slight; fire depart- 
ment was called, but trouble was taken care of by one 
of the emergency crews of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company.

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Union street, Charlestown; chemical and ladder carriage 
called on still alarm for fire in third story of building; 
attached to building was an iron bracket, and to insu- 
lator on same was attached an are wire of the Charles- 
town Gas & Electric Company, during severe rainstorm, 
current grounded at insulator; building was ignited 
and fire burned through to inside of same. 

March 18, 7.35 a. m., Box 67, No. 733 Washington 
street; armature and fields of an elevator motor burned 
out, otherwise no damage. 

March 25, about 7.25 p. m., Eighth street and Dor- 
chester avenue, South Boston; fire reported in manhole; 
same was burn-out in underground street are lighting 
cable; no damage except to cable. 

March 26, 8.40 p. m., Zeigler street station of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company; burn-out 
occurred in 500 kilowatt transformer; with the exception 
of loss of service caused by trouble, damage was con- 
fined to transformer in which burn-out occurred. 

March 28, 2.55 a. m., junction of Tremont and West 

Springfield streets; fire in manhole, caused by burn-out 
in 250,000 C. M. underground main of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company; while trouble was in 
progress a slight explosion in manhole occurred, lifting 
manhole cover to a height of a foot or so above street. 
- April 2, 8.07 p. m., No. 146 Tremont street; resist- 
ance mounted in base of portable fan motor became 
overheated, causing considerable smoke and _ smell; 
no damage except to motor; two men of Engine 26 
responded in answer to call of occupants.

age. Current supplied from plant of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. 

October 7, 6.08 p. m., Box 312, opposite-875 Albany 
street; boys had taken old clothes and stuffed same as 
a dummy, and after playing with same on the street 
went to roof of building No. 875 Albany street and 
threw dummy from same, it lodging across high potential 
are wires of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
running on pole line on said street; later, a severe 
rainstorm occurred, dummy became saturated with 
water, and severe arcing occurred at points of con- 
tact with dummy and wires, dummy being set on fire 
thereby; no other damage resulted. 

October 22, about 6 p. m., Centre street near Park 
street, West Roxbury; top of pole carrying electric 
light, telephone and other wires, also a tree opposite on 
side of street, badly burned as a result of wire of high 
potential street are lighting circuit being in contact 
with a guy wire which ran from pole to tree referred to;

AccIDENTsS TO PERSoNS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


February 3, at about 9.45 a. m., Charles T. Taylor, 
an employee of the Edison Electric [luminating Com- 
pany, while working on a watt meter at the Scotia 
street station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, received slight burns to right hand and had his 
face scorched as a result of short circuit caused by copper 
connector, which he had in his hand, getting across both 
poles at meter. 

April 4, Michael Glancy, a lineman in the employ of 
the Edison Electric Uluminating Company, while at 
work on pole located on Humboldt avenue, corner 
Brookledge street, made simultaneous contact with wire 
of a street are lighting circuit and wire of primary A. C. 
circuit, receiving shocks thereby which caused his 
death. 

April 5, G. T. Flanagan, an employee of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, while working on cable 
of said company on elevated structure near Beach 
street, received burns to the left wrist and the palm of 
left hand as a result of a short circuit caused by bare 
iron tie wire which he was using making simultaneous 
contact with third rail and grounded elevated structure. 

May 12, in the neighborhood of 12.80 p. m., William 
Talbot, an employee of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, while at work on high potential cable, issuing 
from standpipe on pole opposite No. 7 George street, 
Roxbury, received & severe shock of electricity causing 
him to fall unconscious to the ground; he was removed 
to the City Hospital where he died at 7.30 p. m. the 
following day. 

May 138, about 9 a. m.; Merrill L. Gilman, a lineman 
in the employ of F. T. Ley & Co., while at work on pole 
No. 2389 W. D., opposite No. 18 Washington street, 
Grove Hall, received severe shocks of electricity, also 
burns to left foot and left hand. Gilman had a bit 
stock and bit in left hand and permitted bit to come 
in contact with high potential live wire, his left foot at 
the same time probably being in contact with iron 
terminal standpipe on pole. | 
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May 17, about 10.30 a. m., William Crowley, a 
painter in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, was scraping one of the beams of elevated 
structure near the Battery Street Station preparatory 
to painting same. Along beam ran a conduit pipe 
which Crowley attempted to move to one side by the 
use of a pinch bar, which pinch bar he accidentally per- 
mitted to come in contact with third rail of system at 
the same time it was in contact with pipe and beam 
above referred to; as a result of short circuit thus 
caused, Crowley was severely burned about the face, 
hands and eyes. 

May 23, 4.05 a. m., Tr mas Davis, a lineman in the 
employ of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, and 
attached to their emergency wagon located at Bartlett 
street, Roxbury, was badly burned about the face and 
received burns to the hand as a result of short circuit 
caused by metal tool making simultaneous contact with 
trolley wire and metal sheathing of Tower ‘‘F,”’ Rox- 
bury, while Mr. Davis was attempting to take a metal 
protecting tube off of trolley wire near trolley wire frog 
‘at location referred to. He was removed to the City 
Hospital for treatment. 

June 3, Henry C. Steaves, twenty-eight years of age, 
residing at No. 14 East Brookline street, while at work 
at station of the Edison Electric Iluminating Company, 
corner of Salem and Prince streets, came in contact 
with bus bar alive at a potential of 6, ‘900 volts, and was 
killed. 

June 10, William H. Barker and John A. Fraser, 
repairers in the Fire Alarm Department, while at work 
on fire-alarm box at Roger Clap School, Harvest street, 
received shocks and slight burns, wire of fire-alarm cir- 
cuit being crossed with high potential wire on Allston 
street at the time. 

June 13, at. about 5 p. m., Dennis F. Courtney, a 
painter in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, while getting down from elevated structure 
to temporary platform beneath structure to put away 
tools for the night, made contact with his right hand 
with feeder cable, while his left hand at the time had 
hold of ironwork of elevated structure. He received a 
shock which caused him to fall to the street. Injuries 
consisted of broken thigh, bruises and burns on the 
palms and inside of fingers of both hands, burns being 
slight. 
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June 15, about 9.40 a. m., Daniel F. Kane, a lineman 
_ working for the F. T. Ley Company on the wires of the 
Edison Electric Lluminating Company, while at work 
on a 45-foot pole on Morton street, at Hunter street, 
Dorchester, attempted to push a 2,300 volt wire to one 
side, using his hand and trusting to the wooden pole for 
insulation from ground. Pole, which was evidently 
sappy or damp, acted as a conductor to ground, and 
when Kane attempted to lift wire with his right hand, 
he received severe shocks, also received slight burns on 
the middle finger of hand. Injuries not serious. 

June 22, about 2 p. m., William T. Connolly, rooming 
at No. 21 Staniford street, city, an employee of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company as a patrolman, 
while on pole on Centre street, near corner of Church 
street, West Roxbury, came in contact with wires of a 
4,000 primary circuit and wires of a 13,200 volt A. C. 
transmission circuit, receiving shocks and burns causing 
his death. 

July 4, in the neighborhood of 2.45 p. m., Joseph 
C. Rettman and his four sons, Louis H. Rettman, 5 
years, Henry C. Rettman, 7 years, Lawrence E. Rett- 
man, 8 years, and William E. Rettman, 11 years, 
received shocks and burns from a wire of a primary 
alternating circuit of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company which had burned off and fallen to the ground 
on Amory avenue, opposite Amory terrace, Roxbury. 
With the exception of burns to Lawrence E.: Rettman, 
which were very severe, injuries to victims were not 
serious. The burning off of wire was apparently due 
to the swinging together of two wires of primary circuit 
during severe high wind in progress at the time of 
accident. 

July 21, about 4.15 p. m., Patrick McCristle, a lineman 
in the employ of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, while at work on wires on a pole on Lamartine 
street, opposite Paul Gore street, made simultaneous 
contact with a high potential wire and grounded suspen- 
sion wire of telephone cable, receiving shocks causing 
_ his death. 

July 27, about 3.10 p. m., M. McDonough, an em- 
ployee of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
while at work on elevated structure on Washington 
street, near Brookline street, received burns to his right 
hand and arm as the result of a short circuit caused by 
spike hammer which he was using making electrical 
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~connection with third rail and at the same time making 
connection with a claw bar which was in contact with 
running rail of system. Burns not serious. 

August 24, William Carmilla received slight burns 
to fingers of left hand as a result of short circuit while 
at work in the battery room of third station of the 
Edison Electric [lluminating Company. Burns were 
not serious enough to prevent Carmilla continuing his 
work. 

August 24, Alexander Bouchier, a lineman in the 
employ of the Boston Elevated. Railway Company, 
while working on trolley trough, Charlestown Bridge, 
was burned about the hands and eyes as a result of 
short circuit caused by hammer which he was using 
making simultaneous contact with trolley wire and nail 
which he was driving, said nail coming in contact with 
grounded metal work of bridge. 

August 31, during the forenoon, David Soley and John 
Phinney, employees of Richard Moore, roofer, No. 3 
Province court, while at work on roof of building No. 329 
Washington street, at the time installing a metal venti- 
lating shaft rising about seven feet above roof, took hold 
of some low potential wires, about ten feet above roof, 
for the purpose of pushing them one side, receiving 
slight shocks but no injuries. 

September 7, James Riley, a trackman in the employ 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while 
working on elevated structure at Haverhill and Cause- 
way streets, at 11 a. m., received slight burns to thumb 
and index finger of right hand as a result of short cir- 
cuit caused by claw bar which he was using slipping 
and making simultaneous contact with third rail and 
grounded structure. 

September 15, George Smith of No. 136 Grove street, 
and H. Jacobson of No. 132 Essex street, Chelsea, 
while working on elevated structure at junction of 
Causeway street and Charlestown Bridge were burned 
-as a result of wrench which they were using making 
simultaneous contact with third rail and grounded 
metal work of structure. Mr. Smith was burned about 
the face and both hands, and Jacobson was burned on 
the right side of face and right forearm. 

September 16, David Grew, a telephone lineman, 
while assisting in the removal of telephone pole on 
Chelsea street, near Scott’s court, Charlestown, seated 
himself astride a span wire running to nearby trolley 
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pole for the purpose of making attachment to trolley 
pole to assist in lowering telephone pole to be removed. 
Grew was seated outside of trolley pole insulator, and 
span wire was alive, owing to defective insulator at 
trolley wire. Grew, making contact with grounded 
trolley pole, recéived shock which caused him to fall, 
but he was caught by other linemen before reaching the 
eround. Beyond a severe shaking up, Grew is said to 
have sustained no injury. 

October 3, about 1.05 p. m., Patrick J. Kelly, a fore- 
man in the employ of Ley Brothers, while at work on 
pole on Harvard avenue, near Commonwealth avenue, 
received a shock of electricity by coming in contact 
with two wires of 2,300 volt A. C. circuit of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company. Kelly received severe 
shocks and fell to the ground; in addition to burns on 
each arm, Kelly had injuries to head, face, arm and 
right hip. 

November 15, shortly before 3 p. m., Constantine 
Proctor, an employee of the Lundin Electric Company, 
while at work in the eleventh station of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, located in sub-basement 
of Houghton & Dutton’s building, Tremont. street, 
came in contact with live portion of so-called 6,900 
volt circuit on switch board, with fatal results. 

December 12, about 11.10 a. m., John Hurley, a 
carpenter, while employed on elevated structure near 
Thompson square, received burns to the face as a result 
of a short circuit caused by hammer which he was using 
at the time making simultaneous contact with third 
rail and grounded structure. 

December 20, shortly after 12.30 p: m., H. F. Curran, 
residing at No. 13 Leyland street, Dorchester, and O. 
D. Moores, residing at No. 32 Maverick street, Chelsea, 
carpenters, working for the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company on elevated structure at Thompson square, 
Charlestown, received burns as a result of short cir- 
cult caused by chisel in the hands of one of the men 
making simultaneous contact between live third rail 
and grounded structure. Moores received burns of the 
first degree on the left side of the face, while Curran 
received burns of the second degree on the right hand 
and forearm. 

January 25, 4.42 p. m., R. A. Keating, an employee 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, while 
starting synchronous motor at L street station in the 
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presence of a crowd of students who were visiting sta- 
tion for educational purposes, was crowded or pushed 
by students, and, in saving himself from falling, threw 
out his hand, which came in contact with live portion 
of switch. He received severe shocks, also slight burns 
to the thumb and forefinger of left hand.
